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INTRODUCTION 


The aim and scope of this book is to present all the 
important records of the Common Pleas Court of Highland 
County, Ohio, during the years 1805 to 1860. 


During these early years the judicial history of the 
Common Pleas Court was not confined solely to litigation 
between parties. This Court performed a valuable service 
as a depository for important records and the granting of 
rights and privileges as well as regulating human conduct. 


This work is not entirely genealogical in scope. In- 
teresting history of Highland County is presented which 
has never previously been published. The gathering of all 
this material has been accomplished only by an unbelievable 
expenditure of patience, time, and energy. The sources of 
information which were open to us are available to all, and 
these sources have been explored carefully in an effort to 
avoid inaccuracies. 


Our chief compensation in publishing this book has 
been found in the unfailing pleasure of searching old rec- 
ords and preserving their contents. 


Highland County, Ohio was established in 1805. It was 
created two years after Ohio became a state in 1803. Pre- 
viously it had been a part of the Northwest Territory and 
the Virginia Military District.

No attempt was made by the compilors to alter the spelling of 
surnames to conform to a general name pattern. Surnames are 
often spelled many different ways. The index must be carefully 
examined. 


When the index cites the surname page number, the entire page 
referred to must be carefully read. The surname is often re- 
peated and spelled differently on the same page. 


The researcher must always bear in mind the possibility of human 
error in the plaintiff's relating the facts to his lawyer, and 
in the lawyer's preparation of the petition. The names of heirs, 
the relationship between the parties, even the right of the 
plaintiff or plaintiffs to bring the suit, are sometimes omitted 
or inaccurately stated. An example of erroneous dates of death 
is found on pages 153 and 15) in the Abner Jessop cases. 


Many errors, made by scriveners, were found in the cases tran- 
scribed in the cited Record Books. The compilors virtually 
abandoned copying the cases in these books. All the facts in 
almost all the cases reported here were taken from the original 
papers in each case. 


There is no general index in the Courthouse to any of the cases 
and other records reported here. All the original papers are 
filed in 290 paper boxes marked alphabetically and with a year 
date on the front of each box. This is no help to the research- 
er since the original papers are scattered throughout these box- 
es in total disregard of the year and letter of the alphabet. 
Any one wishing to examine these original papers should make 
arrangements to spend several weeks sorting through these boxes. 


Names and numbers of surveys, entries, and warrants are often 
written erroneously in the original petitions. 


In compiling this book, the Order Books were examined first, 

then the Record Books, and finally the original papers. Many 
cases and records referred to in the Order Books are not in the 
Record Books, and many not found in these books are in the boxes.

WORDS AND PHRASES 


The phrase, "no record", means that the original papers referred to 
were never transcribed in any record book. 


Curtesy: A husband who survived his wife had a vested estate for 
life by curtesy in her separate real property. Curtesy is now abol- 
ished in Ohio. In the old cases curtesy was often misspelled "cour- 
tesy". 


Dower: An estate for life assigned to the widow in one-third of all 
real property of which her deceased husband died seized. If the 
lands were sold, her dower right was transferred from the land to 
the proceeds of sale. Also, a wife who did not join with her hus- 
band in a conveyance of real property retained her right of dower in 
the property. 


Feme sole: A single woman, including those who have been married, 
but whose marriage has been dissolved by death or divorce. 


Co-parceners: Persons to whom an estate of inheritance descends 
jointly, and by whom it is held as an entire estate. 


Tenancy in common: Persons holding an interest in real property by 
unity of possession. They may hold different kinds of interests so 
there exists no necessary unity of interest, and there is no unity 
of title, for one may claim by descent, and another by purchase; 
also the estate may vest in each tenant at different times. 


Partition: The division which is made between two or more persons of 
real or personal property belonging to them as co-owners. Partition 
may be had be agreement or judicial decree. 


Habeas Corpus: A writ directed to the person detaining another and 
commanding him to produce the body of the prisoner at a certain time 
and place to submit to and receive whatsoever the court or judge 
awarding the writ shall consider in that behalf. 


Trover and conversion: An action to recover damages against one who 
has without right converted to his own use personal property belong- 
ing to another. 


Assumpsit: An action for the recovery of damages for loss or injury 
sustained by reason of the breach or non-performance of a promise 


either express or implied. 


Replevin: An action to regain the possession of personal property 
which has been taken from the plaintiff unlawfully. 


Some of the above legal terms are no longer in use in the 
State of Ohio.

SIMON KENTON'S DEPOSITION IN THE STRODE CASE 


Samuel Strode, Plaintiff, filed this case in June Term, 1816, in the Com- 
mon Pleas Court (Record Book C, page 83, Order Book B, 1812 - 1816, page 219, 
June 13, 1816, and original papers) against Davidson Bradfute and Maria Bever- 
ly, his wife, late Maria Byrd, Alexander Tompkins and Elizabeth, his wife, 
late Elizabeth Byrd, Philip Jackson and Abby Willing, his wife, late Abby Byrd, 
Evelyn Byrd, Nancy Byrd, William Byrd, heirs at law and children of Otway Byrd, 
deceased, and Anna Byrd, widow and relict of said Otway Byrd, deceased, all of 
the State of Virginia except the defendant William Byrd, who is a resident of 
Highland County, Ohio, and William L. Thompson and Elizabeth, his wife, late 
Elizabeth Massie, Nathaniel Massie, Richard Kidder Massie, Nancy Massie, Henry 
Massie, the last five named being minors, children and heirs of Nathaniel Mas- 
sie, deceased, residents of the State of Kentucky, Defendants. On Oct. 18, 
1819 William Creighten was appointed by the court Guardian ad Litem of said 
minors. In May Term, 1818, the court found William Byrd had died without 
leaving a wife or children. 

Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Mason County, Kentucky; that 
on September 8, 1791 he caused to be made an entry in the books of Richard C. 
Anderson, surveyor, for land to be set apart for the officers and soldiers of 
the Virginia Line on Continental Establishment, which entry reads, in part: 
"No. 1932 William Strode enters 300 acres of land on two military warrants No. 
3885 and 3911 on a south branch of Paint Creek..." On May 31, 1809, he had the 
land surveyed and the survey sent to Richard C. Anderson. A patent was then 
issued to him on said land. Plaintiff further alleges that Otway Byrd, now 
deceased, on April 20, 1795 fraudulently had an entry made in said Richard C. 
Anderson's office covering the land claimed by plaintiff, had it surveyed and 
fraudulently procured a patent on 255 acres. 

Since the trial of this case would involve landmarks and survey lines, 
depositions were taken from various individuals, including Simon Kenton, James 
Ireland, George W. Barrere, Ezekiel Kelly, Robert Templin, Terra Templin, and 
others. The depositions of Simon Kenton will be given here, including excerpts 
from other depositions referring to any historical matters of importance. 


"The State of Ohio Highland County 5S Court of Common Pleas 
The Deposition of Simon Kenton taken before me George Shinn a Justice of the 
Peace for said County taken by consent of parties Notice being waved this 26th 
Day of May 1818 to be read in evidence in a suit now Depending wherein Saml. 
Strode is Plaintiff & Davidson Bradfute and others Defendants in Chancery the 
Deponent being cautioned and Duly Sworn Deposith and Saith - that in the month 
of May in year 1791 this Deponent with between Sixty & Eighty men under his 
command part foot & part horsemen started from Limestone in the State of Ken- 
tucky in order to find the Indian Camp on which is now called Andersons fork 
being a very wet time the horses leaving deep tracts especially when going down 
the hills the Deponent further Saith that on the route they crossed the South 
Branches of the neathers of Paint Creek many times that they passed between 
ten & twenty steps from the Lick & between the Lick and the foot of the hill 
the same Lick is the one this Day shown to the County Surveyor of the County 
fors,d and also the same mentioned in Bedingers Entrie. Question by Plt Coun- 
cil was the track made at the time by you on the march visible for any length 
of time and was notorious at the nearest settlements Answer by Deponent that 
the partie were principly horsemen I think more than fifty we generally marched 
in single file and I have no doubt but the tract could have been followed for 
one or two years and also it was notoriously known to the Locators for some 
time after the year 1791 Question by Same Had Nat Massie any conversation 
about Bedingers Gibsons & Strodes entries made by you Answer I believe that 
Nat Massie made out the locations for said survey when he this Deponent made 


the entries Question by same Was there then (when you marched out) or at any 
time since any Lick on a South Branch of Paint Creek which could have been mis- 
taken for this by a person trying to persue the route you traveled Answer by 
this Deponent I have never seen any other lick on said Creek nor have never 
heard of any one Described that would answer the same description Quest by 
same Could not almost any person belonging to your Company at the time you 
Marched have Directed on enquirer to this lick so as to have enabled him to 
have found it with very little trouble Answer by this deponent any man of 
common ideas for this Deponent believes that for more than a year after they 
could have followed the road Quest by same Did you reside in the neighbor- 
hood of Limestone at the time you marched out to where Downing killed the Ind- 
ian and continued to reside there untill long after the year seventeen hundred 
and Ninety one Answer by this Deponent he did live there and continued to 
live there untill the year Seventeen Hundred & Ninety Seven Quest by same 

Were you not as generally known in the Western Country in the year 1791 and 
long before and after it as almost any other of the early adventurers Answer 

I think I was Quest by the same Was not your place of residence as well as 
your name & person Very Notoriously Known throughout the settlements in Ken- 
tucky in the year 1791 and many years before & after that period Answer by 
this Deponent he thinks that it was he being the first that settled a station 
near Limestone Quest by the same Could you not with the entry of Henry Bed- 
inger No. 1931 for eight hundred acres of land in your possession have directed 
any person from your place of residence immediately to this place (refering to 
the Lick) so as to enable them to have found it with great certainty Answer by 
this Deponent he thinks that he could have directed common woodsmen so that he 
could have found the lick called for in Bedingers entrie Quest by same Would 
any locator or woodsmen upon a reading of that entry have any doubt as to what 
lick was intended by the call contained in it A by this Deponent he thinks 
not Question by the same was not the Lick alluded to and stated in the former 
Questions very notoriously known to the early adventures in this District as 
being the one you marched by on your way to where Downing Killed the Indian 
Answer by this Deponent the Lick was notorously Known by all my Company & had 
any of the earliest setlers the Copy of Bedingers entrie they could have found 
it and further this Deponent saith not Simon Kenton!" 


"The State of Ohio Highland County SS Highland Com Pleas The Deposition 
of Simon Kenton taken before me George Shinn a Justice of the Peace...the de- 
ponent being cautioned and sworn Deposith and Saith being on the spot that here 
is the lick called for in Bedingers entrie Question by Plaintiff Were you or 
were you not one of the persons who went from Limestone with Timothy Downing to 
the place where he killed an Indian Answer I was & Commanded the party & 
pointed out the course Question by Same When was it & how far did you precede 
in this District before you returned Answer it was in the Spring Seventeen 
Hundred Ninety One and I think in May & I went to the head waters of Massies 
Creek and returned from thence Question by same How many persons were there 
in your Company at that time Answer between sixty & eighty some foot and some 
horsemen but principally horsemen Quest by same Where did those persons live 
Answer in the settlement about Washington Kentucky Question by same Was 
there then when you marched out or at any time since any Lick on a South 
branch of Paint Creek which could have been mistaken for this by a person try- 
ing to persue the route you traveled Answer I saw no other Lick on the waters 
of Paint Creek Quest by same Is this Creek whereon this Lick is situated a 
South fork of Paint Creek Answer by Deponent it is And further deponent Saith 
not Simon Kenton"! This deposition is dated May 26, 1818. 

In the deposition of James Ireland taken in Highland County, Ohio, Sept. 
18, 1817 "at the big Lick near Ezekiel Kelly in Liberty Township..." he states 
that in the company of Simon Kenton and others on May 2, 1791 they "...were 


going to where Timothy Downing had killed an Indian and on the route passed by 
this lick and encamped that night about a mile from the Lick on the main branch 
and at the Camp he the said Kenton told this Deponent to take Notice of the 
Lick and the Camp for probably he this Deponent would be called on hereafter 
about two months after He the said Kenton told this Deponent that he the said 
Kenton had made an entry at the Lick for Samuel Strode." 

In the deposition of James Ireland taken in Mason County, Kentucky, July 
30, 1819 "The said James Ireland of the age of about fifty seven years...saith 
that in the Spring of the year 1790 or 1791 and he is not certain which a cer- 
tain Timothy Downing who lived in the neighborhood of Limestone was taken pris- 
oner by the Indians when returning from the interior of Kentucky to his own 
Residence, after some time Downing Returned and Stated that he had in order to 
effect his escape killed an Indian in whose care he had been left by the others 
Downing return excited much commotion in the settlement where he lived and in 
a day or two Simon Kenton raised a party of Men and went with Downing to the 
place at which he killed the Indian on the waters of the little Miami this de- 
ponent was one of the party who went with them and he well recollects that in 
their march out they passed by a large lick near a branch of paint creek the 
lick was of a size to attract attention and the only one on the waters of 
paint creek of which this deponent took notice and this deponent further saith 
that they passed the said lick near night and encamped not more than a mile he 
thinks from it and he recollects that Kenton asked him what distance he sup- 
posed it was back to the lick...Kenton was an old woodsman and locator...depo- 
nent further saith that at the time Kenton and his party went to where Downing 
Killed the Indian Limestone in Kentucky and Kentons Station were the nearest 
Settlements to the aforesaid lick and much the larger number of those men from 
those places were with Kenton...that in the years 1790 and 1791 Simon Kenton 
was very well generally known to the people of Kentucky and the locators and 
adventures in the Military district between the Sciota and Miami and lived at 
his station between two and three miles from Limestone which was a place of 
great notorrety and resort as was also Kentons Station...this deponent further 
saith that in the years 1790 and 1791 paint creek was notorrous by that name 
but this deponent never heard til long after any name given to the branches of 
it except their geographical directions of south, etc..." 

In the deposition of Ezekiel Kelly taken in Highland County, Ohio, June 5, 
1829 (the case having been taken to the Ohio Supreme Court was now back in the 
Common Pleas Court on re-trial) Mr. Kelly states that he settled in the now 
County of Highland in the year 1803 and that he was "a mongst the first set- 
tlers..."; that the lick in this case was known as Kelly's Lick and was situ- 
ated on the south branch of the Rocky Fork of Paint Creek, on the west side of 
the branch about seven poles; that this lick was much frequented by deer and 
was the largest lick in the county but there were smaller licks along the same 
creek; that this lick was the lick that Simon Kenton and his men marched by 
when they were going to where Downing killed the Indian. Question: "...had you 
knowledge of Kelly lick or its notority of which you speak before the year 1803. 
Answer I supos that my first knowledg of the lick an its notority was about 
July in the year 1802." 

In the deposition of Robert Templin taken at the same place and date as 
the Kelly deposition, Mr. Templin states that he came into the now County of 
Highland about the year 1801 "& that he was amongst the first settlers..." 

In the deposition of George W. Barrere taken at the same place and date 
Mr. Barrere states that he "was one of the party that went with Simon Kenton 
to the place where Downing is said to ave killed the indian - that they start- 
ed on the 30th day of April AD 1791 as wll as this deponent recollects & that 
on the 2nd day of May they passed a lick late in the evening & camped that 
night on the waters of Paint Creek...That deponent came to the now County of 
Highland about the year 180) & that at that time said lick was notorious for 


its size & the numbers of deer that frequented it...that the party that went 
with Kenton at the time spoken of consisted of from 70 to 100 men...& that 
they marched in what was then called Indian file - that it was wet weather and 
that the trace or tract made by that expedition he thinks could be seen in 
some places for perhaps a couple of years...& thinks from the nature of the 
soil that said trace could have been followed a longer time near the Ohio River 
than it could near the lick spoken of - that he has often heard since that ex- 
pedition of that tract - that it was always been called Kentons Trace & that 
the settlements at or near Limestone now called Maysville were the nearest 
settlements to the lick spoken of at that time...that said lick is about ho 
miles from Maysville..." 

In another deposition of James Ireland taken at the same place and date 
as the Kelly and Barrere depositions Mr. Ireland states he is aged about sixty 
six and that in 1791 he started from Washington, Mason County, Kentucky, 
crossed the Ohio River at Maysville, "...and in company with sixty or seventy 
men penetrated into the State of Ohio as far as the little Miami - and especi- 
ally to the place where Co. Timothy Downing late of this place had killed an 
Indian while a prisoner, and then made his escape - Downing and Genl Simon 
Kenton were of the Company - and shewed them the Indian he had killed..."; 
that the lick was about thirty feet across and was situated "I suppose four or 
five miles from Hillsborough, that is to say where Hillsborough now stands..."; 
that most of the company went "...from this neighborhood", meaning around Lime- 
stone, "and there were no settlements on Ohio, unless at Cincinnati at that 
time...some half a dozen years afterwoods this deponent at the request of old 
Samuel Strode went to look for the lick...He did not find it the first day, 
and staid all night with a Mr. Hill...Mr. Hill informed him of a family or fam- 
ily's named Evan's who had or were settling, but he was at no settlement, ex- 
cepueiireehy is. 


STATEMENTS ABOUT SOLDIERS OF REVOLUTIONARY, 1812, AND MEXICAN WARS 


Included here are a few original statements and applications for pensions 
made by soldiers or their families. The remaining original statements and ap- 
plications are probably filed in Washington, D.C. It is indeed fortunate that 
the Order Books of the Court contain data copied from these missing original 
papers. 

In our book, "Wills, Administrations, Guardianships and Adoptions of 
Highland County, Ohio (1805 - 1880)", are additional court certifications con- 
cerning soldiers. These certified statements were filed in the Probate Court, 
not the Common Pleas Court, when the Probate Court was created by the Ohio 
Constitution in 1851. 

Two court actions concerning soldiers are included here. 


"Agreeably to the petition and affidavit of Henry Mossburg a soldier intered 
by Lieut'ts Trimble & McClain a writ of Habeas Corpus was ordered to (Jerie?) 
by his honor Judge Pope, returnable on this day when the sd by his attorney ap- 
peared also Lieut McClain before his honor Judge Pope, and the testimony being 
heard and duly weighed it is considered that said Henry Mossburg be discharged 
from his interment on his returning the amount of bounty received." (Order 
Book 1812 - 1816, page 71. June 30, 1813. Original papers lost.) 


"State of Ohio Highland County ss George Sanderson made oath in open Court 
that he is now illegally detained and held in custody as he verily believes, 
by Lieut John Good as an enlisted soldier although this deponent has never done 
any act as he is advised and believes to authorise such detention and pretence 
of the said Lieut to hold him as such enlisted soldier - and further saith not 
Sworn to in open court March 1th 181) Allen Trimble CCP" (Original paper. ) 
State of Ohio, on the application of George Sanderson vs John Goode, Lieut. 
26th Reg. U.S.A. On a Habeas Corpus. "The writ in this case was returned by 
Leu. Goode with the following endorsements, to wit. and the said John Good 
saith that he has here in court the body of George Sanderson according to the 
within writ and for cause of caption and detention saith that he hold the said 
George Sanderson in his custody by virtue of an enlistment as a soldier for 
one year in the twenty sixth Regment of United States Infantry, for that the 
said George Sanderson on the 25th day of February 181) enlisted as a Soldier 
in the 26th Regment of United States Infantry to serve therein for the term of 


one year then next ensuing. John Goode Leut 26th..." (Order Book 1812 - 1816, 
page 108. Mar. 15, 1814.) The court ordered George Sanderson "be discharged 
from his enlistment said to have been entered into with Leut Good." (Order 


Book 1812 - 1816, page 109. Mar. 16, 181). Original papers lost.) 


John Jones Adgt of Regt. lst Brigade 2nd Division 0. Militia vs James D. 
Scott Paymaster of 2nd Regt. lst Brigade 2nd Division O. Militia and others, 
securities of said Paymaster. Suit: "Upon an application for judg't against 
said paymaster and his securities for not paying over moneys in his hands - 
agreeably to the 'Act for the organizing & disciplining the Militia'." (Order 
Book 1816 - 1820, page 55. Mar. 5, 1817. Original papers lost.) 


"On this twenty fifth day of July 1820 personally appeared in open court of 
Common Pleas held at Hillsborough in & for the County of Highland & State of 
Ohio, being a Court of record Jacob Fishback aged sixty nine years resident in 
said County who first being duly sworn according to law doth on his oath de- 
clare that he served in the revolutionary war as follows, viz: That he enlist- 
ed in the spring of 1779 for eighteen months & before that term had expired he 
enlisted during the war & served in Capt. Clough Sheltons Company Col. Thos. 
Poseys Regt. of the Virg line - oregional declaration made on the sixteenth 


day of March 1819 - Pension certificate dated the 29 day of May 1820 not nun- 
bered And I do solemly swear that I was a resident citizen of the United 
States on the 18 day of March 1818 and that I have not since that time, by 
gift, sale, or in any manner disposed of my property or any part thereof with 
intent thereby to deminish it as to bring myself within the provisions of an 
act of Congress entitled ‘An Act to provide for certain persons engaged in the 
land & naval service of the United States in the revolutionary war' passed on 
the 18 day of March 1818, & that I have not nor has any person in trust for me 
any property or securities contracts, or debts, due to me, or have I any in- 
come othar than what is contained in the Schedule here to annexed & by me sub- 
scribed Schedule of property One pot one small oven, six knives & forks, two 
plates, one dish, seven spoons - one bible one prayrbook one dutch bible & one 
Dutch hym book The declarant is a farmer at which business he is not able to 
do much work he has two children John Fishback about twenty three years of age 
& Rosanah Fishback about twenty years of age both living with him Jacob Fish- 


back Jno Shoemaker proof 15.00 value of property inventoried" (Original paper. 


This is also found in Order Book 1816 - 1820, page 388, July 27, 1820, with 
the following: "Also appeared in open court John Shewmaker who being duly sworn 
deposeth and saith that the value of the property mentioned in said Schedule is 
fifteen dollars". ) 

"Tt was this day proved to the satisfaction of the court that Jacob Fishback a 
Soldier of the Revolution departed this life intestate about the month of March 
A D 1826 and that John Fishback and Rosanah Fishback are the children & only 
heirs at law of the said Jacob Fishback deceased and ordered to be certified 
accordingly." (Order Book No. 6, 183 - 1837, page 29. June 27, 1834.) 


"State of Ohio Highland County SS On this twentisixth day of July 1820 person- 
ally appeared in open court of Common pleas, being a Court of Record for the 
County of Highland in the State of Ohio, Samuel Adkin who being first duly 
sworn according to law doth on his oath declare that he served in the Revolu- 
tionary War as follows to wit, lst in the Company commanded by Capt Kings, in 
Col Wards Regt in the Masechusetts line, one year, then in the company command- 
ed by Capt Isaac Warren in Col Bayleys Regt. in the line aforesaid and served 
in said company about one year and was transferred to Capt George Dunhams Com- 
pany in the Regt and line aforesaid and served in said company till the expir- 
ation of his second enlistment being three years and was discharged from said 
Service at West point in the year 1780 the date of my original declaration was 
the eighth day of February one thousand eight hundred and nineteen. And I do 
solomly Swear that I was Resident Citizen of the United States on the 18th day 
of March 1818 and that I have not since that time by gift, sale or in any other 
manner disposed of my property or any part thereof, with intent thereby so to 
diminish it, as to bring myself with the provisions of an Act of Congress en- 
titled an act to provide for certain persons engaged in the land and naval 
Service of the United States in the Revolutionary War passed on the 18th day 

of March 1818 and that I have not, nor has any person in trust for me any prop- 
erty or security contracts or debts due to me, nor have I any income that what 
is contained in the Schedule hereunto annexed and by me Subscribed Schedule 

no Real nor personal property whatever owned by declarant except one silver 
watch worth ten dollar his age Seventynine years his occupation a Farmer but 
unable to persue said business, has no children nor family residing with him 
Samuel his x mark Adkin Proven at July Term 1820 to the satisfaction of the 
Court that the property mentioned is worth ten dollars and that is all the 
property declarant possesses which is ordered to be certified The Court" 
(Original paper. In Order Book 1816 - 1820, page 389, July 27, 1820, is a 
notation of this affidavit being filed. ) 


"On this 17th day of October 1820 personally appeared, in open Court of Comon 


Pleas, being a Court of Record held at Hillsborough in & for the County of 
Highland and State of Ohio, Thomas Barnard aged sixty three years resident in 
said County who first being duly sworn according to law doth on his oath de- 
clare that he served in the Revolutionary War as follows viz: That he enlisted 
in the Spring of 1776 under Capt Chas. Fleming of the Virg. Regt. to serve two 
years & after serving one year reenlisted under the same Captain for three 
years & was discharged at Philadelphia in the spring of 1780 by Col. Febegar 
Oregional declaration made on the fifteenth day of May 1818 pension certificate 
dated on the fifth day of March 1819 No. 7243.

THE NATURALLZATION OF ALIENS 


To become citizens of the United States, aliens filed their intentions to 
become citizens by application or declaration. After the period of time pre- 
scribed by law the court ordered the clerk to issue to the applicant a certi- 
ficate of naturalization. 

Naturalization records are found in the court's order books. Unfortunate- 
ly many of these entries do not set forth a detailed account of from what coun- 
try the alien emigrated, the date of arrival in the United States, where he had 
spent his time before he petitioned the court ‘to be naturalized, or his age. 

It is also to be regretted that only a few of the original applications or dec- 
larations are to be found in the files. 
Most of these applications, declarations and final certificates of natur- 
alization followed a set wording which applied to three different alien situa- 
tions. To avoid repeating these three different forms, each one applicable to 
the alien's personal situation, we will set forth the three here and mark them 
(A), (B), and (C). The letter will be placed immediately after the name of 
the alien. Thus, when an (A), (B), or (C) is found after an alien's name, 
the researcher will refer to one of the three forms used by the alien, which 
are as follows: 
(A) That he resided within the limits and under the jurisdiction of the 
United States between the 1th day of April 1802 and the 18th day 
of June 1812 and has continued to reside within the same in the 
County of Highland and State of Ohio ever since. 

(B) That he came into open court and made the Declaration of Proof re- 
quired by the Laws of the United States of Aliens who have resided 
in these states three years next preceeding their arrival at the 
age of twenty one years for the purpose of obtaining the benefit 
of the Laws of the United States relating to naturalization. 

(C) That he proved to the satisfaction of the court that he made in 
this court or another court two or more years previously the re- 
quired declaration of his intention to become a citizen of the 
United States, that he has resided in the United States for five 
years last past, that he has resided one year last past in the 
State of Ohio. 


"This day on motion of John Shields praying to be naturalized came William Bar- 
nett who being sworn deposeth and saith that John Shields a native of Ireland 
has resided in the United States between the eighteenth day of June in the year 
of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety eight and the fourteenth day 
of April in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and two, and up- 
wards of one year before this application in this state..."

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PERSONS GRANTED LICENSES TO OPERATE TAVERNS, STORES AND GROCERIES 


These licenses were issued to individuals of the county for one year or a 
shorter period of time. Most of these public places were in the home of the 
person to whom the license was granted. The county charged a fee to grant the 
license, which was a tax to operate. 

Many licenses prohibited persons from selling spirits of any kind, al- 
though under-the-counter sales were prevalent. Grand Jury indictments and con- 
victions appear in the older records for selling spirits under such a license, 
and for not having a license to operate at all. At the conclusion of these 
licenses are some original petitions praying that licenses be issued to worthy 
persons. 

To abbreviate the kind of establishment for which the license was granted, 
the following alphabetical letters are placed after the date of issuance and 
indicate: T for tavern; R.M. for retailing merchandise; K.S. for keeping a 
store; K.G. for keeping a grocery; P.H. for public house; H.E. for house of 
entertainment; R.S. for retailing spirits.

Under the law all ministers are required to present their credentials to 
the court, who then issues a license to them to celebrate the rights of matri- 
mony. Many ministers today neglect to obtain these licenses. As it is today, 
so it was years ago. Undoubtedly there were many more ministers in the county 
between the years 1805 and 1850 than those listed here. After 1850 licenses 
were issued by the Probate Court. 

At the conclusion of these licenses are all the original certificates 
filed as found in the records.

The following petition is a very interesting document. The ladies' cru- 
sade in New Market against the evils of liquor was the forerunner of the temp- 


erance crusade by the ladies of Hillsboro in 1873. 


"To the Honorable Judges of the Highland Court of Common Pleas 


Gentlemen: - 


We the undersigned, the Wives Sisters and Daughters of the male citizens 
of New Market and vicinity, would respectfully represent to your Honors, that 
whereas the time has fully come, when public opinion no longer tolerates the 
use of Ardent Spirits as a common beverage; while experience has proven that 
its use is fatal to the social moral and religious well being of our people. 
And that about two years since, our Husbands Brothers & Fathers, made a vigor- 
ace effort, to remove from this place the evils of Intemperance; an evil which 
for years we had been chained to, and before which many had ignobly fallen. 
And for a time we fondly hoped that the evil would be speedily banished and 
that "The song of the Drunkard would no more be heard in our streets". But in 
this we have seen our hopes perish - A license has been obtained by one of our 
citisens to retail this liquid curse, And that which was Licensed as a Tavern 
has become a toothsome Doggery, a nucleus around which all the vulgarity, 
filth and moral pollution of the neighborhood cluster, while Temperance Virtue 


and Religion are the theme of their jests & ridicule. 


So regardless are the 


frquenters of this miserable place, of the laws of God or man, that groups of 
them can be seen at noon-day, in the adjacent streets & alleys playing at 
cards, pitching coits or shooting at targets, so tumultous - so unblushingly 
indecevous, that it is revolting to female delicacy even to pass by that way. 
And when strangers wend their way through this place we blush least they might 
think our Husbands Fathers and brothers were of this rabble and that all were 


alike abandoned. 


We therefore earnestly & respectfully request of your Honors, as the high- 
est conservative tribunal of the County (And this we do the more cheerfully as 
it is the tribunal which has given a License to this evil) to wrest from this 
place so monstrous a curse - To instruct the Grand Inquest of the county to in- 
quire into its nature & extent, or if nothing else can be done to refuse a re-

THE APPRENTICESHIP OF CHILDREN 


Indenture Book A, 1825 - 1859, is the only book in the Court records re- 
cording the apprenticing of children under conditional servitude to their mas- 
ters. 

Also in this book are the survey descriptions of the county lines estab- 
lished between Highland County and Adams, Clinton, Brown, Fayette, and Ross 
Counties. Plat drawings of these lines are of Clinton and Highland Counties, 
and Ross and Highland Counties. A copy of Nathaniel Beasleys and Peter Lights 
Survey of Highland County concluded in April 1806 is referred to in some of the 
survey descriptions. These survey descriptions bear the dates Dec. 11, 1838 
and Oct. 16, 18 for the Adams County line; Sept. h, 5, 6, 7 and 8, 183 for 
the Clinton County line; Mar. 29, 30, 31 and Apr. 1, 1853 for the Brown County 
line; Aug. 14, 15, 16 and 17, 185) for the Fayette County line; and Mar. 20, 
1856 for the Ross County line. 

- Also included in this book are the emancipation of many slaves by their 
masters from Virginia and the Carolinas. Emancipation records show that David 
White of Perquimans County, North Carolina, a Trustee and Agent of the Yearly 
Meeting of Friends of North Carolina, removed many freed slaves into Highland 
County during these years.

Davis is to receive one half of the yearly payments and her son the other half.

Indenture made Apr. 18, 1831 between Lewis Lewis and Jarrett Long, overseers 

of the poor of Concord Township, and with the consent of William Millar, a Jus- 
tice of the Peace for said county, of the one part, and William Storer of Jack- 
son Township of the other part. The trustees bind out Stacey Beard, a poor boy 
aged 8 years, son of George Beard of said township, who is unable to support 
his said child, as an apprentice to William Storer "to be taught the art trade 
mistery and occupation of a Farmer which the said William Storer now uses..." 
until the boy becomes 21 years old, which will be in 1844. Said boy is to be 
taught to read, write, and a knowledge of arithmetic. Said Storer is to fur- 
nish the boy meat, drink, washing, lodging, and apparel for summer and winter. 
At the expiration of said term Storer is to give the boy two new suits of wear- 
ing apparel, one for Sunday, and to cost not less than $35. Lewis Lewis, Jared 
cae ates his x mark Storer.

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TOD'S TRACE, HANGING ROCKS, AND PAINTED TREES 


Andrew Gilmore vs Clement A. Buckley, et al. (Filed Aug. 15, 1833, no re- 
cord, see original papers). This is a suit involving title to the Josiah Tan- 
nehill Survey of Aug. 17, 1787 of 13334 acres on the waters of the East Fork 
of Brush Creek. On Nov. 22, 182) Thomas Morgan and wife assigned their inter- 
est to the plaintiff, Andrew Gilmore, who sued the Buckley family of Virginia, 
claiming they had no right to claim title to the land. 

Several depositions were taken in this case to establish disputed bound- 
ary lines. Two interesting depositions are those of Zephaniah Wade and George 
Vinsonhaler (Vincenthaler), both residents of Adams County, Ohio. 


The Wade deposition reads, in part: "Zephaniah Wade aged 66 years being 
first duly sworn deposeth & saith - That he became a resident of Manchester in 
Adams County Ohio in the year 1790 & has continued to reside there and in the 
neighborhood ever since. That during the first three years of his residence 
in Adams County he was almost constantly engaged as a marker for the location 
of land in the 'Virginia Military District' between the Scioto & Miami rivers 
and more particularly on the Waters of Brushcreek...The said Town or station 
at Manchester was in 1790 & for several years afterwards the nearest settle- 
ment in what is now the State of Ohio...The only other settlements being at 
Marietta & Cincinnati...Todd's Road or Todd's Trace for it was known as well 
by one name as the other was made some time before this witness settled in 
Manchester. He became acquainted with said Road in the fall or winter of 1790 
& knew it for many years afterwards & frequently travelled on it. The Trace 
or road crossed the Ohio River at Maysville - ran thence near to town of West 
Union - thence down the Lick Fork - to its mouth - thence up Miami Brushcreek 
several miles say one & a half or two miles thence across said creek in a nor- 
therly direction & either throo or near the place where Chillicothe now stands 
- Todd's Trace or Road was very generally & notoriously known to locators & 
settlers in & near Manchester & in the State of Kentucky by these names from 
1790 - for many years - & was known by no other names - that I have heard - it 
was ever after Chillicothe became a town known generally by these names & was 
until after 1802 the only road travelled from Maysville to Chillicothe in the 
year 1794 - this witness was out with a party consisting of about 32 men in 
persuit of indians & passed up Todd's to the crossing of Paint Creek - & when 
said party returned they travelled on the same road... The corner of Jones & 
others entry & survey at the Cherry tree marked T is about ten or twelve miles 
above said Todd's road - it is about ten or twelve miles from said beginning 
corner to three points on said Todd's road - the lst of these points is at 
what is called the Hanging Rocks which are situated a few steps from said road 
& have been generally & notoriously known by that name ever since I knew the 
road - they are remarkable & peculiar there being nothing like them on the 
road - Another point is situated on said road about a mile below the Hanging 
Rocks & the third point is on said road about two miles above the Hanging Rocks 
at what is called the Painted Trees which were certain white oak trees with 
rude paintings made upon them by the indians. These are also remarkable & no- 
torious & the said trees were standing & the paint visible on them long after 
1793 & before that time - at least as early as 1790. The Painted Trees & 
Hanging Rocks were well known by all persons who were acquainted with Todd's 
Road - by those names & they could not but have been noticed by any persons 
traveling along the trace... Question. Is there a branch or fork of Brush- 
creek near the Hanging Rocks crossed by Todds Road? A. There is a branch of 
Scioto Brushcreek crossed at that place by Todd's Road. On what water course 
are the painted trees? Answer On Scioto Brush Creek...and further this depo- 
nent saith not...this 20th June 1835." Zephaniah Wade in this deposition 
states that he is well acquainted with the waters of Brush Creek and all of 
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its branches. He gives the names of the forks and branches of the creek in 
1791, explains their courses and distances, and the names they are known by in 
1835. <A rough diagram is drawn showing the creek, its branches, Todd's Trace, 
the Hanging Rocks and Painted Trees. The map shows the rocks and trees well 
above Marble Furnace, which is located. 


The Vinsonhaler deposition reads, in part: "This deponent was acquainted 
with Todds Trace, or road, for the last 39 years, as one year before Chillico- 
the was laid out. The road was then generally known as Todds road by the in- 
habotants & was notorious amongst the settlers both in Ohio & Kentucky many 
years before I became acquainted with it, & that he has heard of it by that 
name as long as 1789 which was the time he settled in Kentucky. This road was 
at the time spoken of and said to have been made by Genl. Todd when marching 
against the Indians at Old Chillicothe. It was always understood that Todds 
Trace crossed the Ohio River at Maysville, then across Brushcreek about one 
half mile below where George Sample now lives, then up a point of a ridge 
where Jacksonsville now stands, then passing a noted spring crossing the 
branch below the head about where Lee now lives, and passing the hanging rocks, 
and up a long valley to the painted trees, past Kincaids Spring & accross 
Paint Creek at Reeves Inn - this trace was one among the oldest roads in Ohio 
...and further deponent saith not...this 5 July 1835."

(Filed July 13, 
181.) Slander. Plaintiff alleges that slanderous words were spoken in Con- 
cord Township. (Record 2, page 266.) 


Absolom Vanmatre, Exr. of estate of Morgan Vanmatre, dec'd., and Wm. Camp- 
ton vs James Williams and the heirs of Morgan Vanmatre, dec'd. (Order Book 
1812 - 1816, page 126, Oct. 25, 1814. No record; original papers missing.) 


State of Ohio vs Jane Terrell, Phebe Hand, and Polly Morgan. Indictment 
for riot. (Order Book 1812 - 1816, page 150, Oct. 26, 181). No record.) 


Preston B. Jarnagan, et al, vs the heirs of Joseph Conway, dec'd. (Filed 
March Term, 1815.) Partition. Plaintiffs Preston B. Jarnagan and Elizabeth 
M. Jarnagan, formerly Conway, William C. Hogain and Sally Hogain, formerly Con- 
way, and Edward, Joseph, Charles, William and James Conway, the last three be- 
ing minors, by Charles P. Preston, their Guardian, allege that said Elizabeth, 
Sarah, Edward, Joseph, Charles, William and James are the heirs of Joseph Con- 
way, late of Tennessee, deceased. Decedent was seized of 200 acres in High- 
land County on the waters of Lee's Creek and Patented to Joseph Conway on Feb. 
27, 1800. On May 1, 1802, decedent executed his will and devised to "his sons, 
Peter, Charles, William and the child with which his wife was then pregnant 
and afterwards born and named James Conway..." the above tract of land. Dece- 
dent died in May or June, 1802. On Feb. 21, 1812 Peter Conway died while a mi- 
nor, intestate, and without issue. Charles T. Porter of Coke County, Tennes- 
see, Guardian of minors above named, appointed Preston B. darnagan of Jefferson 
County, Tennessee, his attorney in fact, to represent them in the Ohio suit. 
In a certificate filed by the Executors of the estate of Joseph Conway, dec'd., 
they state that Peter Conway was the fith child and third son of Joseph Conway, 
dec'd., and that he died on Friday morning about seven o'clock, Feb. 21, 181é. 
(Record 2, page 208.) 


Isabella Wardlow, Admrx. and Joseph Calvin, Admr. of estate of William 
Wardlow, dec'd., vs the heirs of decedent. (Filed Aug. Term, 1815.) Petition 
for order to convey land. Plaintiffs allege that decedent, while living, con- 
tracted to convey 100 acres on White Oak Creek to John Florence. Decedent died 
before he could execute a deed. (Record 2, page 225.) (Compilors' note: The 
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heirs of decedent are not given in the original papers. ) 


Daniel, Prudence, and Amos Moor, prisoners in jail, make application to 
the court to be discharged. Habeas Corpus. (Order Book 1812 - 1816, page 
172, Dee .15,°1815.. -Nouregord =) 


John Tucker vs William Warsham and Elizabeth, Nancy, Richard Kidder, and 
Henry Massie, under the ages of 18 and 20 years respectively, children and 
heirs of Nathaniel Massie, dec'd. (Filed March Term, 1816.) Petition for or- 
der to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that Nathaniel Massie of Ross Co., Ohio, 
dec'd., when living, surveyed for William Warsham of Prince Edward Co., Va., 
two tracts of land on the waters of Paint Creek in the name of William Warsham 
No. 741 for 1666 1/3 acres and No. 1151 for 1000 acres. As payment for his ser- 
vices as surveyor, Massie became equitably entitled to 666 1/3 acres of said 
surveyed lands. On Dec. 20, 1812, decedent sold to plaintiff 150 acres, a part 
of Survey No. 1151 of 1000 acres above stated. Before Massie could execute a 
deed of conveyance, he died intestate, leaving his children as his heirs. 
(Record 2, page 329. In Order Book 1812 - 1816, page 177, on Mar. 4, 1816 the 
court found William Warsham was a resident of this state; that William Creigh- 
ton, Jr. was appointed by the Common Pleas Court of Ross Co., Ohio as Guardian 
of the Massie heirs, and that the Massie heirs reside in that county.) (Com- 
pilors' note: The records show many similar suits filed against these same 
defendants, the plaintiffs being John Hammer, Tandy Huges, Richard Wilbourn, 
John Richardson, John Tucker, Henry Richardson, Abraham Wilson, John Keys, 
Caleb ath and Richard Wilkinson. All these suits concerned land in Highland 
County.

(Filed June 14, 1815.) Debt. Note dated Sept. 14, 1813 at Hillsboro. (Rec- 
ord 2, page 235.) 


Mathew Creed vs Simon Shewmaker and Jacob Road (Rhode, Rhoade). (Filed 
Dec. 22, 1815.) Debt. Note dated Aug. 10, 181). (Record 2, page 297.) John 
Palmer is surety on bond that defendants will appear in court. (Order Book 
1812 - 1816, page 18), Mar. 15, 1816.) 


Abraham Roads vs Richard Taylor. Court found defendant is not a resident 
of Ohio. (Order Book 1812 - 1816, page 189, Mar. 6, 1816. No record.) 


State of Ohio vs Joshua and Joseph Woodrow. Indictment for retailing 
goods without a license. (Order Book 1812 - 1816, page 213, June 12, 1816. 
No record. ) 


Abraham Pope, of full age, and John G. and Andrew Pope, infants, by their 
brother and next friend, the said Abraham Pope, children, devisees and legatees 
of Henry Pope, dec'd., all of Highland County, vs John Matthews and Caty, his 
wife, late Caty Cary and formerly Catty Pope, of Va.; Hanson Hunt and Madeline, 
his wife, late Pope; Thomas Hunt and Polly, his wife, late Pope, of "Tennesse"; 
John Carns and Betsey, his wife, late Pope; Thomas Stout and Sally, his wife, 
late Pope; William Chapps and Peggy, his wife, late Pope, all of Highland Co.; 
and John Proud and Susannah, his wife, late Pope, the wives being daughters 
and legatees of Henry Pope, dec'd. (Filed June Term, 1816.) Will contest. 
Plaintiffs allege that decedent died Dec. 3, 1815, testate. In his will he 
devised to his sons Abraham, John, and Andrew 133 1/3 acres, being the land "I 
now live on". His eldest son, Abraham, was given the authority to manage the 
land until John and Andrew would be 21 years of age, then they were to receive 
their separate share. The remaining children were bequeathed personal property. 
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In Feb., 1818, the court ordered that depositions of Daniel Moyers and Cephus 
Fisher, witnesses to decedent's will, be taken at the "Clerks Office in Wash- 
ington County in the State of Indiana". Trial was held, and the jury found 
that decedent's will was not legally executed and was not valid. (Record B, 
page 290.) (Compilors' note: McBrides' "Cemetery Inscriptions of Highland 
County, Ohio" states that decedent died on Oct. 3, 1815.) 


Benjamin Urmston vs Duncan McArthur, William Rutledge, James Dunlop, Elish 
Fitch, and Henry Brush, residents of Ross County, Ohio, and Angus Lewis Sangham. 
The court found Sangham a non-resident of Ohio. (No record; original papers 
missing. Order Book 1812 - 1816, page 220, June 13, 1816.) 


David Terrell vs Nathaniel Pope, James Johnson, both of Highland County, 
Solomon, Jonathan, Allen, Isaac, William, Davis, and Mahlon Lupton, Elizabeth 
McPherson formerly Lupton, Grace Pope formerly Lupton, Mary Lupton, Isaac and 
Mahlon Lupton, being heirs under the age of twenty-one years; James, Thomas and 
Mildred Barlow, Frankey Shepard formerly Barlow, Betsey W. West late Barlow, 
Sindy Sutton late Barlow, Nancy, Mariah, Henry A., Odency and America L. Bar- 
low; Thomas, Henry, John, William and James Land, Mildred Rentfro formerly 
Land, Judith Rentfro formerly Land, Nancy and Elizabeth Land. (Filed June 13, 
1816.) Petition to complete land contract. Plaintiff alleges that on Dec. 5, 
1805 he purchased from William Lupton, Nathaniel Pope and James Johnson 5283 
acres on the waters of Lee's Creek. Previous to their contract, Lupton, Pope 
and Johnson had contracted to buy from William Barlow 1000 acres, of which the 
5283 was a part. Barlow died intestate on Aug. 2), 1807, without making a con- 
veyance of the 1000 acres, leaving James and Thomas Barlow, Frankey, formerly 
Barlow, now wife of Samuel Shepard, Betsey W., formerly Barlow, now wife of 
Benoni West, Sindy, formerly Barlow, now wife of William Sutton, Nancy, Henry 
A., Odency and America L. Barlow, Thomas, Henry, John, William and James Land, 
Mildred Rentfro, formerly Land, now wife of Joseph Rentfro, Judith, formerly 
Land, now wife of (Hector?) Rentfro, Jr., Nancy and Elizabeth Land. The said 
William Land has died leaving one child by the name of William. The said James 
Barlow is a resident of Louisiana, and all the other heirs of William Barlow 
are residents of Kentucky. Nancy, Mariah, Henry A., Odency and America L. Bar- 
low and Elizabeth and William Land are minors under 21 years of age. William 
Lupton died intestate without making any provision for the conveyance of said 
land, leaving the following heirs: Solomon, Jonathan, Allen, Isaac, William, 
Davis and Mahlon Lupton, Elizabeth, formerly Lupton, now wife of Isaac McPher- 
son, Lydia, formerly Lupton, now wife of Jonathan Sanders, Grace, formerly Lup- 
ten, wife of William Pope, and Mary Lupton. Isaac and Mahlon Lupton are minors 
under 21 years of age. (Record B, page 192.) 


Elizabeth Cox, widow and relict of John Cox, dec'd., Elias and William 
Cox, Gursham Cox, who claims in the right of his wife, Harriet Cox, all of full 
age, and John, George, James and Isaac Cox, minors under the age of 21 years, 
by Elizabeth Cox, their Guardian, heirs and legal representatives of John Cox, 
dec'd. (Filed Sept. Term, 1816.) Partition. Petition alleges that John Cox 
died intestate seized of 579 acres. The court found that all the parties were 
residents of this state except Gersham Cox, who was a resident of Kentucky. 
Elizabeth Cox, widow, accepts as her dower "an equal share with the rest of 
the heirs her children..." (Record 2, page 320.) 


Simeon Johnson vs Andrew C. McDonald. (Filed June Term, 1816.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that Nathaniel Pope and Martha, his wife, on Mar. , 1812 
deeded to James M. McDonald and Andrew C. McDonald 150% acres on Hardin's Creek, 
Hays Survey No. 237. James McDonald transferred his interest to plaintiff on 
Feb. 22, 1816. Andrew McDonald is a minor and resides in Highland County. 
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Charles McDonald, as Guardian of Andrew C. McDonald, minor, consented to the 
prayer of the petition. (Record B, page ).) 


William McKinney vs Mary McKinney. (Filed Dec. 15, 1816.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Mary Pinsan in the year 1810 in Highland 
County. Defendant lived with plaintiff for about two years and as the issue 
of said marriage they had one child who has since died at about the age of 
three years. Defendant went off with James Hyatt, and by him has had several 
children. Plaintiff believes that they now live in Indiana. (Suit brought in 
the Supreme Court. (Supreme Court Record B, page 5.) 


William Beekman vs Peter Wolf. (Filed March Term, 1817.) Suit for order 
to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that Peter Wolf, late of Knox County, Ohio, 
on Dec. 14, 1815 contracted to convey to plaintiff 100 acres on the waters of 
Rocky Fork of Paint Creek, part of Survey No. 6864; that defendant has abscond- 
ed from the state, his residence unknown. (Record B, page 99.) 


John Kirby vs Peter Casey. (Filed March Term, 1817.) Partition. Plain- 
tiff alleges that he has an interest in 100 acres lying on Rattlesnake Fork of 
Paint Creek, for which a patent was issued to John Hardin and Peter Casey as 
tenants in common, on Mar. 5, 1803. Kirby claims that his interest is by deed 
dated May 17, 1817, from Martin D. Hardin and Elizabeth, his wife, of Franklin 
County, Mark Hardin and Elizabeth, his wife, of Shelby County, Curtis Field 
and Rosanna, his wife, of Madison County, all of the State of Kentucky, heirs 
of John Hardin, dec'd. He states that Peter Casey, if alive, is not a resident 
of Ohio "but of some part of Kentucky". The court found that Thomas Terry, one 
of three "persons appointed to make partition (is of kin to John Kirby the pe- 
titioner) be discharged". (Record B, page 79.) 


State of Ohio vs George Millar. "On sugestion of defendants death this 
cause is abated." (Order Book 1816 - 1820, page 69, June 16, 1817. No record.) 


Elijah Bocock vs Joseph Kerr; Catharine Wilkins, widow of John Wilkins, 
Jr., dec'd.; Mary, late Wilkins, wife of Magnes M. Murray; Nancy, late Wilkins, 
wife of James C. Butler; Charles, John H. and George Wilkins, all of full age; 
and James R., Henry, Jane and Catharine Wilkins, infants: all children and 
heirs of John Wilkins, dec'd. (Filed June Term, 1817.) Petition for order to 
convey land. Plaintiff alleges that about 8 or 9 years ago he contracted with 
David Johnson, Sr., now deceased, to exchange 260 acres in Bedford Co., Va. 
for 767 acres in Highland County owned by Johnson. Johnson had stated that he 
owned the equitable title to said land under a contract to buy the land from 
John Wilkins, Jr., of Pittsburg, Pa. Plaintiff deeded the land in Virginia to 
Johnson, and Johnson has since deceased. John Wilkins, Jr. died in 1816. The 
court found all the defendants, except Kerr who resides in Ross County, Ohio, 
to be non-residents of Ohio. (Record B, page 233.) 


Martin Countryman vs Peter Hatter and Elizabeth, his wife, and Jacob 
Stults. (Filed March Term, 1817.) Will contest. Plaintiff alleges that Peter 
Hatter died in the fall of 1812 leaving his widow, Peggy, and the following 
children, his heirs: Elizabeth, now the wife of Peter Hatter, Polly, wife of 
plaintiff, Jacob, Michael, John and Peter Stults. Decedent, while living, exe- 
cuted a will devising 55 acres to his wife, Peggy, for life, and at her death 
the land was devised to his daughter Elizabeth. Before decedent died, he re- 
pudiated his will and contracted to sell the 55 acres to Jacob Stults. Plain- 
tiff was appointed administrator of decedent's estate. Peter Hatter "combining 
and confederating himself with one Jacob Stults...to harass and defraud..." the 
plaintiff and decedent's heirs had the will probated, knowing full well that 
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decedent had revoked his will. This case was dismissed by consent of the par- 
ties. (Record B, page 239.) (Compilors' note: In McBride's "Wills, Adminis- 
trations, Guardianships and Adoptions, 1805 - 1880" Lewis Stults is named as a 
son of Reece In the original papers the name Stults is also written 
Stultz. 


John Florence vs Isabella Wardlow, widow and relict of William Wardlow, 
dec'd., James, Samuel, Philender, Jane, Mary, Robert and Matilda Wardlow, min- 
or children and heirs of said William Wardlow, dec'd., of Clermont County, Ohio, 
Isabella Wardlow, Admrx. and Joseph Colins, Admr. of the estate of William 
Wardlow, dec'd. (Filed June Term, 1817.) Suit for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that on June 26, 1811 William Wardlow of Clermont County, 
Ohio, now deceased, contracted with plaintiff to convey to him 100 acres on 
White Oak Creek in Highland County. Before he could execute a deed, Wardlow 
died intestate leaving the defendants, his widow, children and heirs. (Record 
B, page 239.) 


State of Ohio vs Rebecca Hougham. (Sept. Term, 1818.) Assault on Bridget 
Bell. Isaac Hougham and Roman Huffman went sureties for Rebecca. (Record B, 
page 128.) 


Allen Trimble vs Samuel Daniel, James Daniel, and John Jones. (Filed 
Sept. 20, 1817.) Specific performance of contract and cancellation of mortgage 
on lot in Hillsboro. In this case plaintiff alleges that Samuel and James 
Daniel are brothers. (Record B, page 116.) 


John Rohrer and Magdelin, his wife, formerly Schenck, Henery Snively and 
Ann, his wife, formerly Schenck, Mary Hosteller, wife of John Hosteller, Henry, 
Barbara P. and John Schenck (the said Barbara by Samuel Mayer and the said John 
by Tobias Gruyder, their next friends and Guardians) vs Elizabeth Funk, widow 
of Jacob Funk, dec'd., of Cincinnati, Ohio; Frances, wife of Henery Witmer, of 
Washington County, Maryland; Mary, wife of John Wells, of Somerset County, Pa.; 
Julianna (Barr?), wife of Philip Dodridge, of Brook County, Va.; Sophia Phill- 
ippa, wife of Benjamin Dodridge, of Ross County, Ohio; Sarah L., wife of James 
Williamson, of Va.; Harriet, wife of Cadwallader Evans, of Philadelphia, Pa.; 
Henery Rape Mussor and Adeline Mussor of Philadelphia, Pa.; and John Abraham 
Mussor of Chillicothe, Ohio; children and heirs of John Mussor (Musser), dec'd. 
(Filed Feb. Term, 1818.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that in 1813 John 
Schenck, late of Lancaster County, Pa., died intestate leaving the plaintiffs, 
his children and heirs. On Feb. 28, 1803 a patent for 2066 acres on the Rat- 
tlesnake Fork of Paint Creek in Highland County, was issued as follows: one 
fourth of said land to David Reddick and John Mussor in trust for the heirs of 
John Hardin, dec'd.; one fourth in fee simple to the assignee, unnamed, of Dav- 
id Gray; one fourth in fee simple to David Reddick; and one fourth in fee sim- 
ple to John Musser, now dec'd., as tenants in common. Before the issuing of 
said patent, John Musser contracted on June 21, 1785 with Abraham Witmer of 
Lancaster County, Pa. to sell to him an interest in said land. On Mar. 6, 
1793 Whitmer sold his interest to Robert Morris of Philadelphia, Pa. On Feb. 
5, 1801 Morris contracted with John Schenck, now deceased, to convey his inter- 
est to Schenck. Schenck died leaving the above named plaintiffs. (Record B, 
page 198.) "Lancaster County, Commonwealth of Pennsylvania SS: Personally 
came...before me John Light one of the Justices of the Peace in & for said 
County, Jacob Bear of Connestoga Township in the said County, of Lancaster, 
who...doth declare...that he was the next door neighbour of John Shenk before 
his decease; that...the said John Shenk died sometime in August in the year... 
one thousand eight hundred and thirteen, that he helped to lay out the said 
John Shenk after he was dead and was present at his funeral... Affirmed and 
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Subscribed the Twenty-eighth day of April A.D. 1817..." "Lancaster County, SS: 
Personally came...before me John Light one of the Justices of the and for the 
County aforesaid, Mary Shenk, widow of the late John Shenk of this County dec'd. 
who upon her solemn affirmation doth declare and say that the ages of the 
children of the said John Shenk deceased is as follows, Viz: Magdelena married 
to John Rohrer Esqr. will be Thirty-six years of age on the twenty-fourth day 
of December next. - Ann intermarried with Henry Snevely will be Twenty-nine 
years old on the Ninth day of Jue next - Mary married to John Hosteller will 
be Twenty-five years old on the Tenth day of August next - Henry will be Twen- 
ty-three years of age on the second day of December next - Barbara will be 
Twenty years old on the Twenty-first day of October next - whose Guardian is 
Samuel Mayer. John will be seventeen years of age on the fifteenth day of 
October next - whose Guardian is Tobias Gryder. That all the Persons above 
mentioned are of the County of Lancaster in the State of Pennsylvania... 
Affirmed and Subscribed the Twenty-eighth day of April A.D. 1817..." 

(Original paper.) (See case below.) 


Thomas Baskin vs Magdelin Rohrer, wife of John Rohrer, Ann Snively, wife 
of Henry Snively, Mary Hosteller, wife of John Hosteller, Henery, Barbara and 
Schenck (the said Barbara by Samuel Moyr and John by Tobias Bruyder, their 
next friends and Guardians), children and heirs at law of John Schenck, dec'd.; 
Polly Shields, wife of John Shields, John, Samuel, William, Levi, Abner and 
Jane Thornton, the last three being minors, children and heirs at law of James 
Thornton, dec'd. (Filed Feb. Term, 1818.) Suit for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that on June 28, 1810 John Schenck, now dec'd., then of Lan- 
caster County, Pa., by James Hogue of Franklin County, Ohio, contracted with 
John Thornton of Highland County, now dec'd., to sell Thornton 100 acres on 
Rattlesnake Fork of Paint Creek in Reddick Survey. Thornton assigned his in- 
terest in said contract to plaintiff. John Schenck died in 1813, intestate, 
without conveying said land, and leaving the defendants, as stated above, his 
children and heirs. Thornton died intestate leaving the remaining defendants 
his children and heirs. Summons was served by the Sheriff of Highland County 
on John and Polly Shields, and on John Shields as Guardian ad litem of Levi, 
Abner and Jane Thornton, minors. (Record B, page 213.) 


John, Philip, Mathias and Sally Gibler, of full age, Lewis Gibler, a min- 
or, by William Davidson, his Guardian, Samuel Gibler, a minor, by Godfrey Wil- 
kin, his Guardian, and Abram and William Gibler, minors, by John Davidson, 
their Guardian, heirs of Lewis Gibler, dec'd., late of this county, and Mag- 
dalena Gibler, widow and relict of said decedent, all residents of the county, 
present their petition for partition. (Filed Feb. Term, 1818.) Plaintiffs 
allege that decedent died intestate leaving them as his children and heirs. 
Decedent died seized of 2315 acres. Magdalena, widow of decedent, is entitled 
to dower. (Record B, page 160.) (Compilors' note: The papers in this case 
show that decedent bought land in the county as early as Oct. 20, 1800. His 
last purchase was made Jan. 13, 181). On July 5, 1821 the above heirs sued 
Henry Massie for an order to convey to them 100 acres of land that their fath- 
er bought by contract from Massie in 1801. No record, see original papers. 

In this petition it is alleged that Sally, late Gibler, is the wife of William 
Davidson. In the case of John Gibler, et al. vs Henry Massie, filed July 5, 
1821, a suit for order to convey land, it is alleged that Lewis Gibler died in 
1817. Record C, page 218.) 


"This day Jesse Knighton Guardian of Zimri Elizabeth Hiram Polly and Eli 
Worley minors children Heirs and legal representatives of Henry Worley deceased 
filed his petition for liberty to sell certain lands...belonging to said heirs 
for the benefit of Raising and Edicating said Heirs."

(Filed May Term, 
1818.) Suit on note. Plaintiffs Thomas Pye and Joshua and Joseph Woodrow al- 
lege that on Jan. 1, 1815 James Daniel of Highland County executed a note to 
Pye. On Jan. 31, 1815, Pye assigned the note to Joshua and Joseph Woodrow. 

In Sept., 1817 Daniel died intestate leaving Hannah, his widow, and Eleanor, 
his daughter, and James Monroe Daniel, his son, both minors. (Record B, page 


299.)

W.W.A. of estate of 
Francis Dade the 2nd., dec'd., who died in 1816; Francis Dade the 3rd. and Sar- 
ah Dade, heirs of Francis Dade the end., dec'd.; William Dade "of Culpeper Co.", 
Va., formerly the Guardian of the heirs of Francis Dade the Elders; and Nathan- 
iel Pope. (Filed Sept. Term, 1818.) Suit concerning land grants. Plaintiffs 
allege that Francis Dade the Elder served in the Virginia line in the Revolu- 
tionary War, and for his services received Warrant No. 2312 for 000 acres. 

Wm. Barlow died Aug. 24, 1807 at Chillicothe, Ohio. The court ordered Nancy 
Barlow the Elder to be admitted and prosecute as next friend for Nancy, Mariah, 
Henry A. and America L. Barlow, and that Henry Land be admitted to prosecute 

as next friend for William Land, they being minors. The court appointed Har- 
riot Dade Guardian ad litem of Francis and Sarah Dade. The court found that 
all the defendants, except Nathaniel Pope, were non-residents of Ohio; that 
Francis Dade the Elder was at his death a resident of Orange Co., Va., and that 
Mary J., formerly Dade, is married to Edwin Conway. (Order Book 1816 - 1820, 
page 191, Sept. 8, 1818, and Record C, page 203.) In the deposition of Abram 
Buford taken at the “house of Elijah Stapp Tavernkeeper in the Town of George- 
town" in Scott Co., Ky. on Sept. 15, 1820, he states that he is of lawful age 
and "that he was intemitly acquainted with William Barlow formerly of this 
County he was employed by me and managed my business on the plantation wharen 

I now live in the year 1792". Question: "How long have you lived in Kentucky 
... Ansrw. I mooved my people to Kentucky in the year 1786 but had been most 

of my time in Kentucky myself from the fall of the year 1781". (Original paper) 


John Massie by his next friend Benjamin Massie vs William Martin. (Filed 
Sept. 21, 1818.) Slander. Plaintiff alleges that Joseph Massie is a minor 
and the son of Benjamin Massie. (Record B, page 332.) 


William George Wilson vs Horatio Bruce and kliza his wife, late Beasley; 
Sally, Thomas L. and John C. Beasley, minors; Joseph L. Keith and Sally his 
wife, late Beasley. (Filed Jan. 1, 1819.) Suit for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that Richard Edwards of Jefferson Co., Ky., who was entitled 
to 200 acres on the East Fork of Brush Creek in Reed Survey No. 800, executed 
a contract on Sept. 23, 1801 with John Beasley of Adams Co., Ohio, now dec'd., 
wherein he assigned his interest to Beasley on condition that Beasley "would 
carry the said entry into Grant obtain a title to the said land and make sale 
thereof..." and pay the plaintiff two-thirds of the sale price in money or in 
property. On Sept. 25, 1801 Edwards assigned his interest under said contract 
to plaintiff. On May 25, 1803 a patent for said land was issued to Beasley, 
but Beasley died in 1806 without selling or transferring said land, and leaving 
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the defendants, his heirs. Sally, widow of decedent, has married Joseph L. 
Keith who has been appointed by the Common Pleas Court of Adams Co., Ohio, as 
Guardian of said minors. Part of the description of the land is interesting, 
and reads: "...on the East Fork of Brushcreek Begining at a Beech Marked S.B. 
on the upper side of the creek and two sugartrees on the point of a Ridge 
about one Hundred and fifty poles above a remarkable gap in the Mountains 
where Nathaniel Massie and others followed Indians in the year 1793..." The 
court appointed Joseph L. Keith Guardian ad litem of Sally, Thomas L. and John 
C. Beasley, minors. The sheriff of Adams Co., Ohio was ordered to serve and 
did serve summons on Joseph L. and Sally Keith. The court found Horatio and 
Eliza Bruce to be residents of Kentucky. (Record B, page 325, and Order Book 
1816 - 1820, page 223, Mar. 29, 1819.) 


Elizabeth Foreman, et al, vs Nancy Horine, widow of George Horine, dec'd., 
Henery Horine, Valentine Bishop and Eve, his wife, late Horine, adults; Rhue, 
Elizabeth, George, Jefferson, Cassa, Elenor and Nelson Horine, minors; all 
heirs of George Horine, dec'd., and Robert Higgins. (Filed March Term, 1819.) 
Suit for order to convey land. Plaintiffs EKlizabeth Foreman, widow of Daniel 
Foreman, dec'd., George, David, and Jacob Foreman, heirs of David Foreman, 
dec'd., allege that in 181) they purchased of George Horine 300 acres on waters 
of White Oak Creek in Robert Higgins Survey, the said Horine having purchased 
the land from Robert Higgins. George Higgins died intestate leaving the de- 
fendants his heirs, excepting Higgins, all residents of Kentucky. Higgins had 
never conveyed said land to Horine, and Horine died before he could convey the 
land to plaintiffs. The court finds the defendants Horine and Bishop to be ~ 
non-residents of Ohio, and orders the sheriff of Brown Co., Ohio to serve Rob- 
ert Higgins with summons. (Record B, page 463; Order Book 1816 - 1820, p.238.) 


Benjamin Shockley vs Nathaniel Pope and Daniel Call, Executor and Devisee 
in Trust of Robert Means, dec'd. (Filed March Term, 1819.) Suit for order to 
convey land. The court found that Daniel Call is a resident of Virginia. It 
also found that Nathaniel Pope of Highland County was authorized by power of 
attorney from Robert Means of Richmond, Va. to sell 300 acres in Survey No. 
1098; that said Pope did deliver the title bond for the conveyance on Oct. 2, 
1807 and was paid $266.00 as part of the consideration by Shockley. Before 
final payment, Means died on May 17, 1808, intestate and without issue, and 
Pope's power of attorney was revoked. (Order Book 1816 - 1820, page 239, Mar. 
31, 1819, and Record C, page 305.) 


The heirs of James McCollum, dec'd., vs The widow of decedent. (Filed 
May 5, 1818.) Partition. James, Elizabeth and Patrick McCollum, of full age, 
and John, William, Mary and Samuel McCollum, minors, by James Odell their 
Guardian, allege that they are the heirs of James McCollum, dec'd. Their fath- 
er, who died intestate, was seized of 500 acres in Delaware County, Ohio on 
Fulton's Creek, a branch of the Scioto River, which was conveyed by Andrew Moor 
and wife to deceased on Sept. 3, 1810; also 300 acres in Highland County on the 
west side of the Rattlesnake Fork of Paint Creek conveyed to deceased by John 
Mercer on May 7, 1811. (See Ross Co., Ohio records.) Plaintiffs claim that 
Mary, widow of deceased, is entitled to dower. (Supreme Court Record B, page 
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Adam Easter vs David Ross, James Blinco and Joseph Carroll. (Filed Sept. 
2, 1819.) Suit to reconvey land. Plaintiff alleges that in 1809 he was seized 
of a tract of land in Kentucky and desired to exchange said land for 250 acres 
on waters of Rocky Fork of Paint Creek in Highland County owned by James Blinco, 
Joseph Carroll and Jane, his wife, of Kentucky. While in Kentucky, plaintiff 
entered into a contract with Blinco and Carroll to that effect. On June 11, 
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1810, Carroll and wife conveyed this land to plaintiff, but later Blinco and 
Carroll threatened him with a suit if he did not reconvey the land, for the 
reason that the deed contained 75 acres more than the contract called for. 
Plaintiff conveyed the land back on June ), 1818, and was given a deed for 250 
acres with different metes and bounds from the land he had reconveyed. On 

June 6, 1818, Blinco conveyed to David Ross 20 acres of the land that plaintiff 
had reconveyed to Blinco and Carroll. Plaintiff claims that his deed is de- 
fective, and he is entitled to 75 more acres. The sheriff of Highland County 
served summons on David Ross. The court found Blinco and Carroll non-residents 
of Ohio. ‘Record B, page 686.) 


Joseph Crocket vs John Marks, Jr., et al. (Filed May Term, 1818.) Part- 
ition. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Jessemine Co., Ky., and that 
some time about the year 178) Joseph Marks of Virginia, having warrants for 
land in the Virginia Military District, contracted with him to locate said war- 
rants in the name of Marks. Plaintiff would be set off 1/3 interest for his 
services, which he did perform. Two of the tracts are in Highland County and 
known by their survey numbers, 1520 and 1521. No. 1520 contains 2000 acres on 
waters of East Fork of Brush Creek. Marks died about 1800 testate, devising ¢ 
of said lands to Hastings Marks, his nephew, 4 to Peter Marks, his nephew, and 
the balance to his children and heirs, John Marks, Jr. and Polly Marks, now 
the wife of William Moore, all of Virginia. (Record B, page 2.) 


Henery Bond vs Thos. L. Lewis and Elizabeth, his wife. (Filed July 17, 
1820.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that in May, 
1818 he executed a contract with Thomas L. Lewis to purchase from him 31 acres 
on the waters of White Oak Creek. He claims that the defendants refuse to con- 
vey said land to him. (Record B, page 573.) 


William Wright and Dan Evans, Exrs. of estate of Alexander Wright, dec'd. 
vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed July 27, 1820.) Petition for order to con- 
vey land. Plaintiffs allege that decedent, while living, on Aug. 19, 1816 con- 
tracted to sell to Wm. McCulley 3) acres lying on the north side of Fall Creek. 
Decedent died, leaving as his children and heirs William, Samuel and Peggy B. 
Wright, all of age, and Sally, Joseph P., John D., Mary Ann and Alexander 
Wright, minors. (Record B, page 525.) (Compilors' note: On Mar. 31, 1820, 
Mary Wright, widow and relict of Alexander Wright, dec'd., filed her petition 
for dower. She alleges that decedent died seized of 759 acres, a part of 
Hugh's Survey No. 2321. Record B, page 50.) 


James Boyd, of Adams Co., Ohio, vs Susan Massie, widow and relict of Nath- 
aniel Massie, dec'd., Elizabeth, Nathaniel, Richard Kidder, Nancy and Henery 
Massie, infant children and heirs of Nathaniel Massie, dec'd. (Filed July 
Térm, 1820.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on 
June 11, 1811 Nathaniel Massie, now deceased, of Ross Co., Ohio, contracted to 
convey to him 100 acres in Survey No. 08 on the waters of Brush Creek in 
Highland and Ross Counties. Plaintiff placed his son, Jonathan Boyd, in poss- 
ession of said land. Massie died on Nov. 5, 1813. At April Term, 1824, the 
court found that plaintiff had died leaving the following heirs who are made 
party plaintiffs: Jonathan Boyd of Highland County; William Boyd of Delaware 
Co., Ohio; James Boyd of Illinois; Peggy, late Boyd, wife of Jacob Cox; Jane, 
late Boyd, wife of Peter Bigby; Elizabeth, late Boyd, wife of Isaac Keys; all 
the latter of Adams:Co., Ohio. (Record C, page 560.) 


John Vanpelt vs The heirs of Joseph Small, dec'd.' (Filed March Term, 
1820.) "Partition: Plaintiff alleges that Joseph Small died intestate seized 
of 150 acres on Fall Creek which he had purchased from Obediah Overman on Feb.11 
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1813. Deceased died leaving Clarkey, his widow, and the following heirs: Ra- 
chel who has since married Samuel Guyer, Ann who has since married Seth Burson, 
Joshua, Joseph, Elizabeth, Rebecca, Jesse and Reuben Small. The last five 
named are minors and Josiah Tomlinson is their Guardian. Plaintiff claims to 
have an interest in said land by the purchase of the share of Joshua and the 
two shares of Samuel and Rachel Guyer and of Seth and Ann Burson. (Record B, 
page 588.) 


Alexander Tomkins and Elizabeth his wife, formerly Byrd, Philip W. Jack- 
son and Abby W. his wife, formerly Byrd, heirs and devisees of William Byrd, 
dec'd., vs Anna Byrd, et al. (Filed March Term, 1820.) Partition. Plaint- 
iffs allege that Otway Byrd died seized of two tracts of land containing 6000 
acres in Highland County, the patents to said land being issued to Anna Byrd, 
Admrx. W.W.A. of Otway Byrd, dec'd.; that he died leaving Ann, his widow, and 
William, Maria B., Abby W., Elizabeth, Evelyn and Ann 0. Byrd his heirs. Eliz- 
abeth is married to Alexander Tomkins, Abby W. to Phillip W. Jackson, Maria B. 
to Davidson Bradfute. Said heirs sold about 3000 acres of said land. Anna 
Byrd, Davidson and Maria Bradfute, Evelyn and Ann 0. Byrd, Allexander and Eliz- 
abeth Tomkins, Phillip W. and Abby W. Jackson deeded their interest on Aug. 6, 
1817 to William Byrd who has since died intestate devising his interest in said 
lands to Elizabeth Tomkins, Mariah Bradfute, Anna Byrd, Abby W. Jackson, Ann O. 
and Evelyn Byrd, all residing in Campbell Co., Va. (Compilors' note: The name 
Tomkins is also spelled Tompkins.) (Record B, page 529.) 


Robert Higgins vs George Foreman, et al. (Filed Oct. Term, 1820.) Eject- 
ment. Plaintiff alleges that he had leased land in Concord Township in Dec., 
1817, and that the defendants George, David and Elizabeth Foreman, now in poss- 
ession, ejected him from the land. (Record C, page 110.) 


Daniel Amen vs Allen Trimble, Admr. of estate of Thos. Holten, dec'd. 
(Filed Oct. 18, 1820.) Petition to cancel debt by set-off and credit. Plaint- 
iff alleges that he owed Thomas Holten money for which he gave Holten a note. 
Holten died in Aug., 1819 and Allen Trimble, the administrator of decedent's 
estate, sued him on the note and won a judgment against him in Oct., 1820. 
Holten, in his lifetime, was appointed administrator of the estate of Stephen 
Staley, dec'd., in Botetourt Co., Va., and as such came into a large sum of 
money. Plaintiff is the guardian of Staley's children who are Jacob, about 9 
years old, Stephen, about 5 years old, and Elizabeth, about 7 years old. This 
sum of money held by Holten was due Staley's widow and children. Plaintiff 
prays the court to credit and set off the judgment obtained against him by 
Trimble with the amount due from the Holten estate to the estate of Staley. 

In the Answer of Allen Trimble, as administrator, he alleges that a large part 
of the money claimed was paid by Holten as expenses of the widow and family of 
Stephen Staley, dec'd., from Virginia to Ohio at the widow's special request. 
(Record B, page 617.) 


Catherine Oakley vs George Oakley. (Filed Nov. 12, 1820.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she was formerly Catharine Boarum, and married defend- 
ant in 1819 in Highland County agreeable to the rights and ceremonies of the 
Church of Friends, or Quakers. Plaintiff left defendant and now lives with 
her mother. Grounds: extreme cruelty. (Supreme Court Record B, page 92.) 


State of Ohio vs "George Roads (son of George Roads)". Suit on Recogniz- 
ance. Sureties for defendant: "Andrew Lear and Valentine Roads (son of George 
Roads)". (Order Book 1820 - 182), page 29, Mar. 27, 1821.) 


Jonathan Jedkins vs Charles & Pheby Conway. (Order Book 1820 - 182h, 
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page 71, July 25, 1821. No record. Original papers. ) 


Benjamin Brown vs Elizabeth Busick, et al. (Filed July 13, 1821.) Peti- 
tion for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Oct. 27, 1817 he con- 
tracted to sell to Edward Busick 100 acres in Survey No. 3660. Busick died 
testate, leaving this real estate to his widow Elizabeth and his sons James S. 
and Edward. Said Busick died leaving "his legitimate children William Arthur 
A. James S. Catherine & Mary Busick of full age Sally Susannah Elizabeth Nancy 
& Edward Busick minors who are his heirs..." and to whom the land would have 
descended if deceased had died intestate. Plaintiff alleges that since dece- 
dent's death "he caused to be executed from himself and Sally his wife & Susan- 
na Franklin who are the legal owners of said land" a deed which he delivered to 
the devisees, and requested them to pay for the land which they refused to do. 
(Record C, page 237.) 


David Jolly, Jr., by his next friend David Jolly, Senr., vs Rolly Rich- 
ards. Slander. (Order Book 1820 - 182), page’ 77, July 25, 1821. No record.) 


Margaret Murphy vs Nancy McFarland. (Filed July 10, 1821.) Slander. 
(Record C, page 20.) 


Margaret Murphy vs Archibald McFarland and Polly, his wife. (Filed July 
10, 1821.) Slander. (Record C, page 21.) 


Enoch Overman vs John, Andrew and Campbell Hays, heirs of John Hays, 
dec'd., et al. (Filed April Term, 1822.) Petition to convey land. Plaintiff 
alleges that on Dec. 1, 180 John Hays of Rockbridge Co., Va., being seized 
of 1000 acres in Highland County (formerly Ross County), appointed Nathaniel 
Pope his attorney in fact to sell the land. On Nov. 2, 1805 Pope executed a 
contract to sell to James Walters 310 acres. Hays executed and delivered a 
deed to Walters, but Walters never recorded it. Walters then entered into a 
contract with Pope on Feb. , 1811 to sell Pope the same land back again. Hays 
died before he could execute a new deed to Pope. Pope sold said land to Demp- 
sey Overman May 21, 1816, and Overman on Aug. 22, 1818 sold 110 acres of the 
land to plaintiff. (Record C, page 194.) (Compilors' note: In Book C, page 
183, James Walters brings a like suit, and in Book C, page 189, Benjamin Beeson 
brings a like suit, both suits against the same defendants and both filed Apr. 
Term, 1822. In the record of these three suits the name Walters is also writ- 
ten Walter. Original papers missing. ) 


John Warson, et al., vs James D. Scott, et al. (Filed July Term, 1822.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs John Warson and Rachel, formerly Stout, his wife, Har- 
riett Stout, James Thurman and Eliza, formerly Stout, his wife, and Edrel 
Stout, a minor by his next friend, John Warson, allege that Rachel Price, 
dec'd., “under whom they claim as heirs" was seized of 100 acres being part of 
Surveys Nos. 708, 8275, and 8406, which said decedent bought on Dec. 5, 1818 
from James D. Scott and Elizabeth, his wife, formerly Price. "...each Peti- 
tioner claim one fifth of one third of said tract of land claiming as co heirs 
with Nathan Stout of Hannah Stout decd who was a daughter of said Rachel Price 
decd and who if living would be a co heir with Elizabeth Scott & Nathan Price 
of said Rachel Price decd." "Highland County Common Pleas Court July Term 
1822 Joseph Dryden came into Court and being sworn saith that he was acquainted 
with Rachel Price and hath from general report and reputation Nathan Price 
Elizabeth Scott and the children of Rachel Stout are the only children and 
heirs of said Rachel Price, dec'd. Sworn and subscribed in open court." (Rec- 
ord C, page 299.) (Compilors' note: Elizabeth Scott and Nathan Price received 
1/3 each.) | 
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George Thomas and James Martin, a partnership under the name of Thomas & 
Martin, vs James D. Scott and Job Pugh, Admrs. of estate of David Pugh, dec'd. 
(Filed July Term, 1822.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiffs 
allege that on June 8, 1815 James D. Scott, being indebted to David Pugh, exe- 
cuted to him a note secured by a mortgage on lots in Hillsboro. David Pugh 
owed the plaintiffs money and to pay this debt promised to assign the note and 
mortgage to them, but before he could do so he died. Decedent's son, Job Pugh, 
who is also Administrator of his father's estate, assigned the note and mort- 
gage to plaintiffs. The court found the defendants to be non-residents of 
Ohio. (Record C, page 288.) 


Catharine Kellog vs Charles Kellog. (Filed May 18, 1822 in Supreme Court) 
Alimony. Charles Kellog vs Catherine Kellog. (Filed Jan. 29, 1825 in Supreme 
Court.) Divorce. The same persons are involved in both cases. In 1822, Cath- 
erine sues Charles for alimony alleging she was married to him about the year 
1813, and that she left him because of his extreme cruelty. In 1825, Charles 
sues Catherine for divorce alleging that he married her Dec. 11, 1811. Her 
former name was Catherine Miller. He claimed that they lived together for 9 
years, until she left him Dec. 12, 1820; that she was married to Miller 
when he married her. No children. Grounds: Married to another man, and will- 
ful absence for more than three years. (Supreme Court Record B, page 269, for 
second case. No record of first case, see original papers.) 


Leonard Mowrer and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Paton Hough, et al. (Filed 
Sept. 29, 1821.) Petition for money and recision of contract. Plaintiffs al- 
lege that they, being old and wishing to dispose of their property, contracted 
with some of their children to convey to them certain tracts of land. In con- 
sideration for the conveyances, the children agreed to pay to plaintiffs $175, 
each child to pay $25, every year during the life of their parents and the sur- 
viving parent. On Nov. 23, 1818 they conveyed a tract of land to their son, 
William. On the same date William, Sophia, the wife of Paton Hough, Jacob, 
David, Philip, John and George Mowrer signed a contract binding themselves to 
pay the $175.00 yearly. William died unmarried, without issue,leaving the 
above persons together with Barbara, the wife of Jacob Soom, his brothers and 
Sisters. John and George are infants. The decedent during his lifetime, and 
the other defendants since his death have not paid to plaintiffs any sum or 
sums due them under said contract. (No record, see original papers.) (Com- 
pilors' note: An interesting case connected with this one is as follows: Peter 
Collins, Guardian of the heirs of Jacob Mowrer, dec'd. vs James Clark and Bar- 
bara, his wife. (Filed Oct. Term, 1830.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Peter Collins alleges that he is the Guardian of Elizabeth, Leonard, Isaac, 
Acenneth, Jacob and Polly Mowrer, infant children of Jacob Mowrer, dec'd., who 
died intestate in 182 . (Here follow the terms of the contract set forth in 
the case above.) Decedent died owning 138 acres deeded by Leonard Mowrer and 
wife to Jacob. Barbara Mowrer, the widow of decedent, now the wife of James 
Clark, is entitled to dower. Jacob, during his lifetime paid his proportion- 
ate share "and that the other heirs have each paid up their proportion". The 
plaintiff has paid money to the "relict of said Leonard Mowrer and surviving 
obligee in said bond". Record 4, page 183. See also Record h, page 62, 
where it states that Barbara Mowrer is now the wife of James Clark.) 


Aminidab Seekright "ex demise" of Thomas M. Sanders and John W. Pope vs 
Judas Grabb and John Burgess, tenants in possession. (Filed July Term, 1821.) 
Ejectment. Plaintiff alleges that he leased 400 acres from Sanders and Pope. 
(Record C, page 218.) 


Samuel Walker, et al, vs Walker heirs. (Filed Oct. Term, 1822.) Parti- 
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tion. Plaintiffs Samuel, Mary, Calvery, John, Patsey, Elijah, Rebecca, George 
and Elizabeth Ann Walker, children and heirs of Elijah Walker, dec'd., the 
last six named being minors, by Mary Walker, widow of said Elijah Walker, 
dec'd., their mother and guardian, allege that Elijah Walker died intestate 
seized of an interest in 835 acres on the waters of Brush Creek. This land 
was conveyed July 12, 1808 from Henry Massie, James Carothers and John Patton 
to Elijah and Charles Walker jointly, both being now deceased. Mary, widow of 
Elijah, is entitled to dower. Upon the death of Charles Walker, testate, his 
interest was vested in his devisees, "the following children of the said Char- 
les decd, to-wit:" John, Alexander, Sampson, Daniel, Charles and Elijah Walker. 
The last five children are minors, and Catherine, their mother and widow of 
Charles, dec'd., is their guardian. All the parties reside in Highland County. 
(Record C, page 235.) 


Jacob and George Shafer vs Jonas Taylor, Jonas Fowler and John Moor. 
(Filed Dec. , 1821.) Debt. Suit on contract executed Nov. 11, 1818 between 
plaintiffs, residents of Highland County, and Jonas Fowler, a resident of New 
Richmond, Clermont County, Ohio. Fowler assigned note to Taylor and Moor. 
Fowler and Taylor filed separate answers acknowledged before notary in Camp- 
bell County, Ky. John Moor filed answer acknowledged before notary in Fayette 
County, Ky. (Record C, page 221.) 


Stephen Fenner and Sarah, his wife, late Sarah Edgar, vs James Wilson et 
al. (Filed Oct. Term, 1822.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Andrew Edgar 
died seized of 100 acres for which he held a patent from the U.S. Decedent 
died intestate leaving Sarah, now Sarah Fenner, Nancy and Margaret Edgar, his 
only children and heirs. Nancy, the wife of James Wilson, is the widow of de- 
ceased and entitled to dower. All the parties are residents of Highland Coun- 
ty. (Record C, page 28.) 


Suit for order to convey land. "This day Samuel Winston and Agnes B. 
Berry presented to the court their petition setting forth that said Winston & 
Hubbard Berry late husband to said Agnes B. Berry now a widow owned certain 
lands in the County of Highland as tenants in common & as such joint owners 
entered into certain contracts for the sale of certain parcels thereof to cer- 
tain individuals therein named to-wit..." to Artemus Black 116 acres, to Wil- 
liam Bousman 112 acres, to Thomas Smith 86 acres, to John Black 150 acres, to 
Eli Bloumt 18 acres, to Henry Batten 150 acres, to Thomas & Barton Lucas 120 
acres. "Hubbard Berry died intestate without executing deed to said lands 
leaving said Winston the surviving tenant & obligor...that letters of adminis- 
tration were granted...to said Agnes B. Berry on the estate of her late hus- 
band which Petition...prays that some suitable person be appointed to execute 
conveyances for said land so sold on the part of Washington John Taylor and 
Hubbard Berry minor heirs...of said Hubbard Berry, dec'd." (Order Book 1820 - 
182), page 234, Nov. 2, 1822. No record. Original papers missing. ) 


George W. Rogers, Exr. of estate of Aaron Rogers, dec'd., vs Elizabeth 
Rogers. (Filed May Term, 1823.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plain- 
tiff alleges that deceased died seized of about 122 acres, leaving Elizabeth, 
his widow, now the wife of Wm. Greenfield, who is entitled to dower. (Record 
C, page 37.) 


Catharine Walker, Admrx. of estate of Charles Walker, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed May 14, 1824.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that on July 26, 1809 Charles Walker, now deceased, entered 
into a contract to convey to John McLaughlin 50 acres. Decedent died before 
he could execute the deed, leaving the plaintiff, his widow, and the following 
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children his heirs: John, Alexander, Sampson, Daniel, Elijah and Charles Wal-_ 
ker, all minors. (Record C, page 235.) (Compilors' note: In the original 
contract, the John McLaughlin name is spelled and signed "John McGlaughlin.") 


The heirs of Thomas Pool, dec'd., vs Simon Acres, their Guardian. (Filed 
May Term, 1823.) Petition to remove guardian. Susanna Houseman charges that 
the guardian has misused the guardianship property. "Susannah Houseman the 
late widow of Thomas Pool decd and mother of said minors...saith the facts al- 
leged in...the charges...are true..." Simon Acres is guardian of John, Jemima 
and Joseph Pool, minors under the age of 1) years, children of Thomas Pool, 
dec'd. (Record C, page 31.) 


John Gray, Jr., Sally Gray, Samuel K. Bradford and Harriett Hanton vs 
William Brown. (Filed May Term, 1823.) Ejectment. . Land involved is 150 ac- 
res, a part of Bradford Survey No. 917. (Record C, page 2h.) 


Robert Smith vs William and Watson Douglass, Robert Adams and Sarah, his 
wife, late Douglass, George Anderson and Martha, his wife, late Douglass, Alex- 
ander Morrow and Elizabeth, his wife, late Douglass, and Margarett Scott, late 
Douglass, widow of Samuel Scott, dec'd. (Filed July Term, 1823.) Petition 
for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that he purchased from George 
Douglass on Feb. 29, 1816 190 acres in Balls Survey. Douglass died in the 
fall of 1816 intestate, unmarried and without issue and leaving the defendants, 
his brothers and sisters, his heirs. In the land contract Robert Smith states 
that he is a resident of Ross County, Ohio, and George Douglass states that he 
is a resident of Fayette County, Ohio. The court found that George and Martha 
Anderson are residents of Kentucky. It also found on Oct. 29, 1823 that Alex- 
ander and Elizabeth Morrow have died since the last term of court (July) leav- 
ing Martha, Margarett, Jane, Adam, Watson and Mary Ann Morrow their children 
and heirs, minors. James Morrow has been appointed their guardian. (Order 
Book 1820 - 182), page 290, July 24, 1823, and Record C, page 60.) (Compil- 
ors' note: In another case found in Supreme Court Record B, page 205, William 
Douglass, et al, vs Watson Douglass, the petition alleges that George and Mar- 
tha Anderson reside in Perry Co., Pa., that Watson Douglass and Alexander and 
Elizabeth Morrow all reside in Highland County. This case was filed Mar. 13, 
1823. In the case of James Blain vs William Douglass, et al, reported in this 
book, it is alleged that Elizabeth is a child of Betsey Morrow, dec'd.) 


Abraham Caplinger vs Betsey Caplinger. (Filed Oct. 16, 1823.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that on Sept. 3, 1809 he married Betsey Ninemire in Rocking- 
ham Co., Va. They lived together 8 or 9 years, having removed to Highland Co. 
In April, 1818 defendant abandoned him and ran off with Daniel Rockwell, she 
having descended the Ohio River with him to parts unknown. There was issue of 
said marriage. Grounds: Abandonment for more than three years. (Supreme Court 
Record B, page 233.) 


Obed A. Borum vs Bathsheba Lupton, widow of William Lupton, dec'd., et al. 
(Filed Oct. Term, 1823.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that William Lupton 
was seized of 100 acres, more or less, on the waters of Lee's Creek. He died 
testate devising the land to Lydia Sanders, now the wife of Jonathan Sanders, 
Mary Lupton, now the wife of Anthony Johnson, Mahlon, William, Davis and Isaac 
Lupton, each a share, subject to the life estate of Bathsheba Lupton, widow of 
deceased. On May 10, 1823 Jonathan and Lydia Sanders conveyed their interest 
to plaintiff. All the devisees are of full age and residents of Highland Coun- 
ty. (Record C, page 372.) 


Grace Coon vs Luke Coon. (Filed Jan. 2), 1823.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
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alleges that she was married to defendant on Dec. 25, 1817 in Hamilton County, 
Ohio. She had lived a widow before this marriage "and was possest of a family". 
Defendant left her in March, 1821, she believes with another woman, and "left 
the Scioto Country in this State a few months since to go down the River Ohio 
to some of the new states..." (No record, see original papers.) 


John Colvin, Admr. of estate of Andrew Charles, Jr., dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed May Term, 182.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of lots in New Market, leaving 
Catharine, his widow, who is entitled to dower. (Record C, page 349.) (Com- 
pilors' note: The petition does not set forth names of the heirs.) 


Jeremiah Smith vs Daniel Call, Exr. of estate of William Price, dec'd. 
(Filed July 19, 182.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges 
that on Aug. 18, 1796 a patent was granted to George Frederick for 2033 acres 
on the waters of Brush Creek. By several conveyances the land was sold on 
July h, 1806 by George F. Stras and Martha, his wife, to William Price and 
Robert Means. Price died intestate leaving William D., James P. and John H. 
Price, adults, and Alexander H. and Anna P. Price, minors, his children and 
heirs. Stras and wife and Price were residents of Richmond, Va. on July h, 
1806. (Record C, page 60.) 


Hugh West and Susannah, his wife, late Nichols, James West and Rebecca, 
his wife, late Nichols, Joseph West and Sally, his wife, late Nichols, Joseph, 
Henery, Anthony, Jacob, George, Daniel, John, William and Elizabeth Nichols, 
the last six named being minors and sue by Rachel Nichols, their mother, all 
heirs of George Nichols, dec'd., vs Walter Dun, Exr. and Devisee in Trust under 
the will of John Graham, dec'd., William L. Thompson and Elizabeth, his wife, 
late Massie, Richard Kidder, Nancy, Nathaniel and Henery Massie, heirs of Nath- 
aniel Massie, dec'd. (Filed July 29, 182.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiffs allege that Nathaniel Massie, as agent for John Graham of Virginia, 
contracted on June 7, 1808 to convey to George Nichols, now dec'd., 350 acres 
in Grahams Survey No. 2508 on Clear Creek. Nichols entered into possession of 
the land and in 1808 paid the full purchase price. Massie executed a deed to 
Nichols on June 7, 1808, but it was defective for lack of witnesses. Massie 
and Graham are now dead. Nichols died leaving the plaintiffs his heirs. (No 
record. See original papers.) (Compilors' note: In the case of Joseph Van- 
pelt vs Benjamin Galloday, Admr. of estate of George Nichols, dec'd., filed 
Sept. 30, 1822, it is alleged that Rachel Nichols is the widow of decedent. 

See original papers, and Record C, page 709.) 


Joseph Horn and James Wilson, Admrs. of estate of Jonathan Horn, dec'd., 
vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed July Term, 182.) Petition to sell land to 
pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that deceased was seized of 206 acres on the East 
Fork of the Little Miami in Gillison Survey No. 1475, which was originally con- 
veyed to him by Jonathan Horn, Sr. Deceased died leaving Adah, his widow, and 
Washington, Margaret, Joseph, James, Polly and Jonathan Horn his heirs, who are 
minors. (Record C, page 503.) In the depositions of Travis Glasscock and 
Philip Vincen Haller taken Feb. 18, 183 in Liberty Township, Highland County, 
in the suit by The heirs of Jonathan Horn, dec'd., vs James Wilson et al., (not 
reported in this book) they state: Deposition of Glasscock: "...that in the 
fall of 1833 G. W. Horn married his daughter, Frances Glasscock, that he, said 
G. W. Horn was as he understood the oldest of the children of Jonathan Horn 
and Adah Horn, now Adah Lawson, that at the time of sd marriage, the said G. W. 
Horm...was under the age of twenty one years...that...he-heard the said G. W. 
Horn speak of the sale of his fathers land by...the administrators and express 
his dissatisfaction...of the purchase of said land by...James Wilson, one of 
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the Administrators...that...he intended to bring suit, but did not like to do 
so at that time, on account of his grandfather being one of the administrators, 
and he being old and infirm, and that the other children were under age. Wit- 
ness also heard James Horn, one of the heirs, also express dissatisfaction 
with said sale several different times within the last two or three years." 
Deposition of Vincen Haller: "...that he is acquainted with Adah Horn, now Mrs. 
Lawson, and remembers to have heard her say...Joseph Horn one of the Adminis- 
trators promised to keep the land for the children. Witness...says he has 
heard G. W. Horn, Jackson Horn and Jonathan Horn three of the heirs express 
dissatisfaction at said sale, G. W. Horn so expressed himself...before his mar- 
riage in 1832 or 1833...Jackson Horn so expressed himself...before & since his 
marriage which took place four or five years ago. Witness also heard Jonathan 
Horn express his dissatisfaction...(he now) lives in Kentucky & was at that 
time on a visit. Of the children of Jonathan Horn decd and Adah his wife G. W. 
Horn is the oldest, Joseph is second, James is third, Mary is fourth, Jonathan 
is fifth and youngest. There was also one named Margaret, between G. W. Horn 
& Joseph Horn, who is dead. Witness also says that said G. W. Horn was not of 
age when he married the daughter of Frances Glasscock. Says also that Joseph 
Horn one of sd Administrators, died about one year ago. Said Adah Lawson re- 
moved to Kentucky immediately after her marriage with Thos. Lawson, and has re- 
sided there ever since...Mary & Jonathan removed with their Mother to Kentucky 
and have always resided there. Joseph Jackson lived in Highland with his 
grandfather Joseph Horn, one of the Admrs." 


Felty Roads vs James Thurman, et al. (Filed July 29, 182h.) Petition for 
reduction of purchase price. Plaintiff alleges that in July Term, 1822 John 
Warson and Rachel his wife, formerly Stout, Harriott Stout, James Thurman and 
Elizabeth his wife, formerly Stout, and Edral Stout, by his next friend John 
Warson, filed their petition in partition of 105 acres in Survey Nos. 708, 
8275, and 8406 claiming an interest as co-heirs with Nathaniel Stout and Hannah 
Stout, dec'd., who was the daughter of Rachel Price, dec'd., and who if living 
would be a co-heir with Elizabeth Scott and Nathan Price of said Rachel Price, 
dec'd. Plaintiff purchased said land, but Joseph Swearingin who holds a tract 
adjoining this land claims 20 acres of the land by a prior conveyance. Plain- 
tiff prays for a reduction of the purchase price he paid for said lands. In 
Nov. Term, 1825 the court found that John Warson had died leaving Rachel, his 
widow, and the following children his heirs, all infants: Louisa, Edward S., 
Hannah, Nathan and John Warson. (Record C, page 595.) 


Henery Brush vs Benjamin Urmston, et al. (Filed Oct. 22, 1817.) Petition 
for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Sept. 19, 1817 Benjamin 
Urmston, being seized of 100 acres in Highland County, contracted with Charles 
Walters to sell him the land. Walters paid for the land but did not receive 
the deed. Plaintiff bought the contract from Walters, who authorized him to 
obtain the deed. Plaintiff believes that Umston is insolvent. On Apr. 10, 
1818 Walters filed. an answer acknowledged by notary in Ross County, Ohio. In 
April Term, 182) the court found Urmston dead and that he had died intestate 
leaving Ann, his widow, and Mary, wife of William Wilson, Margaret, widow of 
Thomas Wilson, dec'd., Nathaniel Massie Urmston and Thomas Duff Urmston, his 
children and heirs. The court found Margaret Wilson, Nathaniel Massie and 
Thomas Duff Urmston residents of Kentucky. (Record C, page 15.) 


Elijah and George W. Bocock vs Martha Bocock, et al. (Filed Sept. 8, 
182.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Elijah Bocock, Senr., died seized 
of 4hO acres, a part of Wilkins Survey No. 2928. The land was decreed to de- 
ceased by the Common Pleas Court of Highland County on Sept. 8, 1818. Deceased 
died leaving "Martha Bocock his widow and relict - and Judith his daughter who 
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is now married to Francis Gaddy - Nancy his daughter who is married to Francis 
Lea, Sally his daughter who has intermarried with Jonathan Dawson, Polly his 
daughter who has intermarried with Titus Clevinger, Elizabeth his daughter who 
was married to one Jones of whom have departed this life leaving 
children & heirs who are minors - and Winny Bocock, Nancy Bocock, Elizabeth 
Bocock, his daughters who are femes sole & the other two latter are minors - 
and also leaving sons, towit Christopher Johnson Bocock, John Bocock, Samuel 
Bocock, Waddy Bocock, Lewis Bocock, and your petitioners who are all full age 
are his only children heirs...in coparcenary...all of whom reside in the said 
County of Highland except the children of Elizabeth Jones who reside in the 
State of Indiana". (Record C, page 512.) 


Thomas Stuart vs David Ross, Thomas Wilson, et al. (Filed Oct. Term, 
1823.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Aug. 23, 
1819 he contracted to buy from Thomas Wilson 69 acres by paying him money and 
by deeding to him 102 acres in Knox County, Ohio. In 1819 plaintiff deeded to 
defendant the land and paid him part of the purchase money on Mar. 5, 1822. 
The balance of the money plaintiff promised to pay to David Ross, whom Wilson 
owed for the 69 acres. The sheriff of Miami County, Ohio, was ordered to 
serve David Ross with summons. The sheriff, in his return, stated that he 
left the summons at the house of Lewis Lutteral, where David Ross resides. 
Thomas Wilson was served in Highland County. (Record , page 56.) 


Gideon Lea vs Sarah Lea. (Filed Mar. 15, 1825.) Divorce. Plaintiff al- 
leges that he married Sarah Hatfield in Highland County on Jan. 1, 1824, and 
that she lived with him "but for a few days only". Grounds: Adultery with 
Abram Barker. (No record; see original papers. ) 


John R. Strain, Admr. of estate of David Strain, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed April Term, 1825.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 528 acres on Rattlesnake Fork 
of Paint Creek, leaving his widow Sarah Ann, and the following children and 
heirs: Elizabeth, wife of James Johnson, James, David, John C., Thomas M., 
Nancy, Andrew and Susanna Strain, adults, and Lucinda, Cintha and Levi Strain, 
minors. Robert Strain, dec'd., a son of decedent, left the following children: 
Betsey Ann, Andrew Thompson, Eliza Jane, and two other children not named in 
the petition. (Record C, page 608.) 


Jesse Barrett, Adm. of estate of Charles Moreman, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed Apr. 30, 1825.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaint- 
iff alleges that deceased died seized of 100 acres on waters of Rattlesnake 
Fork of Paint Creek. He died leaving » his widow, and William and Robert 
Moreman, Agness, wife of Charles M. Johnson, Fanny H., wife of William Davis, 
Nancy, wife of John Overman, all of full age, and Susanah, Thomas and Charles 
Moreman, minors, his children and heirs. (Record C, page 55.) 


Mary Grim vs Philip Grim, et al. (Filed Mar. 15, 1825.) Petition for 
dower. Plaintiff alleges that she is the widow of John Grim, dec'd., who died 
intestate seized of a tract of land on Rattlesnake Creek. Decedent left the 
following heirs: Philip, John, Jacob, David and Peter Grim, Catharine, the 
wife of David Winegar, and Betsey, the wife of John Thurman, all of Highland 
County. (No record; see original papers.) 


Henry Massie vs James Carothers, et al. (Filed July 4, 1825.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Jefferson County, Ky., and has an 


interest in 133 acres in Leech Survey No. 1996. He, James Carothers, and John 
Patton acquired this land by deed on Nov. 12, 1805. John Patton, who died in 
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June, 1822, devised his interest to his brother, William Patton. dames Caroth- 
ers, William Patton, and William Wilson, executor of the estate of John Patton, 
dec'd., all reside in Rockbridge Co., Va. (Record C, page 90.) 


John Roads and Allen Gulliford, et al, vs Daniel Amen, et al. (Filed June 
3, 1825.) Partition. Plaintiffs John Roads and Mary, his wife, late Hiestand, 
Allen Gulliford and Barbara, his wife, late Hiestand, allege that Jacob Hies- 
tand died intestate seized of 20) acres in Byrd Survey No. 2315, lying on the 
Rocky Fork of Paint Creek. Decedent died leaving the following daughters: 
Catherine, wife of Daniel Amen, Christena, wife of Peter Garman, Elizabeth, 
wife of John Long, Susan, wife of John Robins, and the plaintiffs Mary Roads 
and Barbara Gulliford. Decedent left the following sons: Joseph, who died 
leaving his widow Elizabeth and minor children not named, his heirs; Jacob, 
Peter and John Hiestand, adults. All the parties are residents of Highland 
County, except John and Elizabeth Long and John and Susan Robins, who reside 
in Adams Co., Ohio, Jacob Hiestand who resides in Kentucky, and Peter Hiestand 
who resides in "Tennssee"- (Record C, page 506.) (Compilors' note: The sher- 
iff of Highland County served John and Susan Robins.) 


Lewis Lewis, Jr., Exr. of estate of Charles Lewis, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Aug. Term, 1825.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that deceased was seized of 2h) acres on the waters of Brush 
Creek in Leitch Survey No. 1996. In his will deceased devised all his proper- 
ty "to his two brothers Judah Lewis & Alfred Lewis & his Father Lewis Lewis, 
Senr. and Mother Abigail Lewis for their natural lives & after their deaths to 
his brothers" James, Judah, Alfred, William, Dewit Clinton and Milton Lewis and 
his sister Cecelia Lewis. Judah, Alfred, William, Dewit Clinton, Milton, and 
Cecelia are minors. (Record C, page 568.) (Compilors' note: The facts alleged 
to be contained in the will of decedent are incorrectly stated. See McBrides' 
MWills, Administrations, Guardianships and Adoptions of Highland Cowmty, Ohio 
1805 - 1880)". The will reads, in part: To "my brothers Judah and Lewis and 
Alfred Lewis at the time they become of age...get 200 acres of the four hundred 
and forty acres...that my father and mother to live on the remaining 20 acres 
so long as they may see proper and have the use and profits arising from it... 
I wish my estate personal and real to be divided equally among six of my broth- 
ers and sister namely - James Judah Alfred William Clinton Milton and Cecilia 
...share and share alike...") 


Edom Ratcliff, et al, vs The heirs of William Smith, dec'd. (Filed April 
27, 1825.) Partition. Plaintiffs Edom Ratcliff and Hannah, late Smith, his 
wife, Jacob Ratcliff and Sally, late Smith, his wife, and John Murrell and Peg- 
gy, late Smith, his wife, heirs of William Smith, dec'd., allege that decedent 
died seized of 6 acres in Military Warrant No. 501 conveyed to him by James 
Fowler Sept. 14, 1812, and also 90 acres he contracted to buy June 21, 1818. 
Decedent left his widow, Ann, and the following children, together with the 
plaintiffs, his heirs: Ruth, Seth, Alfred, Aaron, and Almira Smith, all minors, 
and Andrew, John, and William Smith. (Record C, page 531.) (Compilors' note: 
In a suit brought by Ann Smith vs Andrew Smith, et al, filed Apr. 26, 1825, 
suit for dower, she alleges that Aaron is a lunatic and that she believes Ruth 
to be of full age. No record; see original papers. In a suit brought by The 
heirs of Smith vs C. Thornton, et al, filed Apr. 27, 1825, for order to convey 
real estate, they allege that William Smith, dec'd., died in 1820. No record; 
see original papers.) 


Thomas McCague vs Jacob Knisely. (Filed Nov. Term 1825. Record C, p.556.) 


David Chapman and Sarah, his wife, vs Alexander Malcom and Margaret, his 
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wife. (Filed Jan. 23, 1826.) Slander. (Record C, page 577.) 


John Jones, Admr. of estate of John Warson, dec'd., vs The widow and heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Mar. Term, 1826.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that John Warson died seized of a lot in Hillsboro and 150 
acres on the road leading from Hillsboro to Cincinnati. He died leaving Rachel, 
his widow, who is entitled to dower, and Edward S., Louisa, John, Hannah, and 
Nathan Warson, minors, his children and heirs. (Record C, page 66.) 


Augustus Brown and Elizabeth Matthews, late Elizabeth Clifton, Admrs. of 
estate of Charles N. Clifton, dec'd. (Filed Mar. Term, 1826.) Petition to 
sell land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that deceased died seized of 65 
acres. He died leaving Elizabeth, his widow, now Elizabeth Matthews, and Mary, 
formerly Clifton, wife of John Fortenburgh, Betsey, Matthew A., Sarah, Hester, 
and Phinette (Phinetta) Clifton, his children and heirs, the last five children 
being minors. The court found Mary Fortenburgh not a resident of Ohio. (Rec- 
ord C, page 660.) 


John Berreman, et al, vs The heirs of Jonathan Berreman, dec'd. (Filed 
Jan. 23, 1827.) Partition. Plaintiffs John, Joel, and Thomas Berreman, Zer- 
riah Reeves, late Berreman, and Oliver Harris allege that Jonathan Berreman, 
dec'd., died seized of 9 acres and 8 lots in New Market adjoining said 9 acres 
which were set off to Hannah Berreman, his widow, as her dower estate. The 
remainder of decedent's land was partitioned. Hannah Berreman died in Jan., 
1827. "That the said Jonathan left no children & that said John Berreman, 
Joel Berreman & Thomas Berreman brothers of said Jonathan Berreman decd. & Zer- 
riah Reeves late Zerriah Berreman who was a sister of said Jonathan & Oliver 
Harris son of Mary Harris decd who was a sister to said Jonathan decd who to- 
gether with John Sperry & Sally his wife late Sally Johnson, Joel Johnson, 
children of Sally Johnson decd who was a sister of said Jonathan decd Joel S. 
Berreman son of Eli Berreman decd who was a brother to the said Jonathan decd 
- That Sarah Bowen & Mary Welch sisters of said Oliver Harris & daughters of 
Mary Harris decd who was a sister of said Jonathan have both died leaving 
children all of whom are infants & whose names are unknown to your petitioners 
are the heirs.,..of the said Jonathan Berreman decd..." (No record; see origin- 
al papers.) (Compilors' note: The partition case above referred to was brought 
on Feb. 1, 1826 by John Berreman, et al, vs Thomas Berreman, et al. Record 0, 
page 630. In this case Mary Harris is written "Polly W. Harris". All the par- 
ties are residents of Highland County except the following: Thomas Berreman who 
resides in Kentucky; Zerriah Reeves and Johnson, her husband, who live in 
Co., Ohio; John and Sally Sperry who reside in Indiana; Joel Johnson of 
and the children and heirs of Sarah Bowen and Mary Welch who reside in Pennsyl- 
vania. The court set off a tract of land to "Samuel, son of Polly Welsh former- 
ly Polly Harris, and Sally Bowen and Bowen children of Sally Bowen, former- 
lie talehatemlichy 


Ann Bruce, Exrx. of estate of James Bruce, dec'd., vs The heirs of dece- 
dent. (Filed Oct. Term, 1826.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent died seized of lot 8 in Monroe, Highland County, leaving 
Ann, his widow, and children (not named) his heirs. (Record C, page 730.) 


Thomas Patterson, Admr. of estate of John Patterson, dec'd. (Filed Oct. 
13, 1826.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that John 
Patterson, dec'd., while living, contracted on Jan. 1, 1823 to convey to James 
Bruce sixty acres. Said land was patented by John A. Fulton and conveyed to 
decedent by him. Decedent died in Loam without conveying said land to Bruce. 
(No record; see original papers. ) 
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John Jones and Charity, his wife, discharged by the court from illegally 
being detained. (Order Book 182) - 1829, page 179, Oct. 13, 1825. No record.) 


Frances Worley, assignee of William G. Gallian, vs Phillip Beard and Nan- 
cy, his wife, and Henery Winger and Nancy, his wife, of Highland County. 
(Filed Jan. 22, 1825.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff al- 
leges that the defendants, on Oct. 5, 1819, executed to Gallian a note secured 
by a mortgage on 125 acres in Survey 936 on the waters of Rattlesnake Fork of 
Paint Creek. (Record C, page 528.) 


William Johnson vs James & William Daley. (Filed in Common Pleas Court 
Aug. 22, 1823. Filed in Supreme Court May 20, 1825.) Suit concerning land 
title. Plaintiff alleges that he came to Ohio and into Highland County in the 
fall of 1811. Some months thereafter he met William Daley, who lived with his 
wife Elizabeth in Fairfield Township on 200 acres, a part of Survey No. 232) 
patented to Daley. Daley and his wife deeded to plaintiff this tract on Apr. 
17, 1812, and shortly thereafter plaintiff moved his family onto this land. 
Since the conveyance, plaintiff has learned that Daley had deeded this land to 
his brother, James Daley, before the land was deeded to plaintiff. The sheriff 
of Scioto County, Ohio served William Daley with summons. The court found 
James Daley a resident of Pennsylvania. (Supreme Court Record B, page 235.) 


Charles Postgate vs John Crispin and Phebe, his wife. (Filed July 19, 
1826.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that a note 
is dated Jan. 18, 1825, secured by a mortgage on 100 acres. (Record C, p.606.) 


John Crispin vs Charles Postgate. (Filed Dec. 11, 1826.) For money. 
Plaintiff, a resident of Highland County, alleges that about the year 1805 Char- 
les H. Postgate of Ross County, Ohio died leaving Rachel, his widow, and Thom- 
as, Charles, Mary, and Isaac Postgate his children. By the death of their 
father a tract of land came to said heirs by descent, consisting of about 70 
acres in Frederick Co., Va., and personal estate of $240 derived from their 
grandfather in Virginia who died a few days before their father. In 1806 the 
plaintiff married said Rachel and took the children into his home, and in 1809 
was appointed their guardian in the Ross County Court. He went to Virginia in 
1810 and sold the above real estate to William Cook, including his wife's dower 
interest, "the said Rachel being at that time only 30 years of age..." Defend- 
ant, child of Rachel Postgate and Charles H. Postgate, dec'd., their eldest 
son, contrived with the other children and induced William Cook of Frederick 
Co., Va., the purchaser of the land, to pay to them the installment payments 
of the purchase price. It was agreed between the heirs and plaintiff that if 
he would pay his expenses to Virginia and advance money to the defendant and 
heirs, that he could keep the remaining payments of the purchase price as his 
own property. In the Answer filed by Charles Postgate (he signs his name 
Charles Posegate) he states regarding his mother Rachel's right of dower: 
",..would be a large allowance for right of dower as the said Rachel has some 
years since died". (Record C, page 708.) (Compilors' note: In the original 
papers, the name of Charles H. Postgate is also written Hill Postgate. In the 
record citation the dates are wrong. They have been corrected from the origin- 
al papers. Notice should be taken of the case of Charles Postgate vs John 
Crispin and Phebe, his wife, preceding this case.) 


Nancy Braugher and Isaac Braugher, Admrs. of estate of Frederick Braugher, 
dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed July Term, 1827.) Petition to sell 
land to pay debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 60 acres on 
the east side of Baker's Fork of Brush Creek, leaving his widow Nancy, and his 
children and heirs, to-wit: Isaac, James Trimble, Sarah Ann, Frederick Cary 
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Trimble, Christopher, Allen G., Hester Ann, and Duncan McArthur Braugher, all 
minors, Mary Ann, wife of Pearce Evans, and Margaret, wife of William Smith. 
At March Term, 1828 the court found that Nancy, widow of decedent, has since 
the filing of this petition married Jesse Lucas. (No record; see original pa. 
pers.) (Compilors' note: In Record C, page 645, a petition for an order to 
convey land, it states that Frederick Braugher died Aug. h, 182; that Isaac 
Braugher, Pearce and Mary Ann Evans, and Allen G. Braugher all reside in Wil- 
liams Co., Ohio; that William and Margaret Smith reside in Adams Co., Ohio; 
and that Hester Ann, Duncan McArthur, James T., Sarah Ann and Frederick C. T. 
Braugher all reside in Highland County. Christopher is not mentioned. In July 
Term, 1829 Jacob D. Lutz and Isaac R. Braugher, Admrs. of estate of Conrad 
Braugher, dec'd., sue the Admrs. of estate of Frederick Braugher, dec'd., for 
debt. They allege that they were appointed administrators of the estate by the 
Common Pleas Court of Pickaway Co., Ohio.) 


John Litler, James Durnell and Elizabeth, his wife, late Litler, and Eliza 
and Rachel Litler, minors, by their mother, Sarah Litler, vs Cephas Fisher and 
Nathan Litler. (Filed Dec. 20, 1827.) Suit for order to convey land. Plaint- 
iffs allege that their father, Samuel Litler, while living, purchased on March 
14, 1806 from Philip Hupp 150 acres, a part of a 400 acre tract. Cephas Fisher 
and , Fisher, his father, purchased from Hupp the remaining acres in said 
tract. Said tract was known as Warrant No. 1841, and was land set apart by the 
U.S. Government for soldiers of the Virginia Line on Continental Establishment. 
Hupp, never securing a patent for said land from the government, assigned the 
warrant in 1825 to Cephas Fisher, who secured a patent in his own name for the 
entire tract. Samuel Litler died intestate leaving his widow Sarah, the plaint- 
iffs his children, and "Nathan Litler son of Seth Litler deceased who was a 
son of said Samuel Litler..." Nathan is a minor. The plaintiffs pray that 
Fisher execute a deed to them for the 150 acres. (No record; see original 
papers. ) 


David Black vs Mary Black. (Filed in Supreme Court Mar. 16, 1828.) Div- 
orce. Plaintiff alleges that he was married to defendant in the year 18 _, 
that they lived together several years, but that in 1825 defendant left him 
and is not now a resident of this state. (No record; see original papers.) 


Robert Badgely vs Andrew Badgely. (Filed July 8, 1827.) Petition for 
order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that in 1816, he being of full age 
and married, his father contracted with him that if plaintiff would settle in 
the neighborhood of his father, the father would deed him 100 acres. (Record 
C, page 763.) (Compilors' note: In Record C, page 766, on July 8, 1827 Isaac 
Badgely sued his father, Andrew Badgely, alleging the same facts as his brother 
Robert. In Record C, page 780, on July 8, 1827, George Barngrover, son-in-law 
of Andrew Badgely, sued his father-in-law alleging that Andrew induced him and 
his wife to settle in the neighborhood, promising them 50 acres.) 


Gulielma M. Armstrong vs William Smart and Margaret, his wife. (Filed 
July 20, 1827.) Slander. (Record C, page 797.) (Compilors' note: In 1827 
the plaintiff also sued Andrew Smith and Rebecca, his wife, for slander. ) 


Francis Finley, Admr. of estate of Robert M. Finley, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Oct. Term, 1827.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that deceased on Mar. 16, 1818, in his lifetime, contracted 
to sell 125 acres to John Wardlow. Deceased died in 1827 intestate and without 
conveying the land "...leaving a large number of heirs some of whom are minors 
... (Record C, page 783.) 
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John Smith vs Lucy Summers, et al. (Filed Jan. 7, 1828.) Suit on note, 
foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that John Summers on Feb. 6, 1826 
executed a note secured by a mortgage on 50 acres in Christie Survey No. 91 
to plaintiff. Summers died intestate without paying the note, leaving Lucy, 
his widow, and William, John, Bayles, Mary Jane, Eliza Nancy, and James Sum- 
mers his children and heirs, all minors. (Record C, page 846.) (Compilors' 
note: In the petition, the name of the child is written "Eliza Nancy", but in 
the appointment of a Guardian ad litem for the suit and in other papers the 
name is nowhere to be found.) 


Galielma Armstrong vs William Liggett and Polly, his wife. (Filed July 
20, 1827.) Slander. Plaintiff alleges that she "is a single woman and never 
has been married". Plaintiff had told the defendants that the boy that was 
with her was her brother, William. Petition alleges that Polly Liggett has a 
son named Alexander. (Record C, page 793.) 


Hastings Marks vs William Moor and Polly G., his wife. (Filed Jan. 18, 
1827.) Suit over land. Plaintiff alleges that in 178) John Marks of Virginia 
owned warrants on land granted by the U.S. Government to soldiers and officers 
who served in the Revolutionary War. Marks placed them in the hands of Joseph 
Crocket to be located between the Little Miami and Scioto Rivers in the "new 
State of Ohio". Marks then moved to Welks Co., Ga., where he resided and died 
in 1791 testate. In his will decedent bequeathed "unto my nephews Hastings 
Marks and Peter Marks sons of my brother Peter Marks 1000 acres each of the 
land due me for my services in the Contental Army". He also left his two child- 
ren John Hastings and Polly Garland Marks property. John Hastings Marks died 
intestate. Polly Marks has married William Moor. William and Polly Moor wish 
to defraud the plaintiff from said devise by procuring the Patents on the 2000 
acres and returning them to the Register of the General Land Office, claiming 
that she was the only child of decedent, according to the plaintiff. Mary G. 
Moor and Polly Moor are the same person. (Record , page 65.) 


Samuel Bell and Richard Collins vs Benjamin Tutt, et al. (Filed May 25, 
1828.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that on Mar. 2), 1810 there was granted 
a patent to James Tutt, heir at law of Charles Tutt, dec'd., for two tracts of 
land containing 81) acres in the Virginia Military District on the North Fork 
of White Oak Creek in Military Warrant 369, No. of Entry 1016. James Tutt died 
testate and in his will, probated in "Culpeper" Co., Va., he devised the tracts 
to his two daughters, Matilda C. and Lucy. Matilda C. is now the wife of Rich- 
ard Elzy Tutt. On Dec. 1h, 1827, Matilda C. and Richard conveyed their undiv- 
ided one-half interest to Robert J. Tutt, who in 1828 conveyed said interest 
to the plaintiffs. Lucy is now the wife of Andrew Turner. On Jan. 3, 1816, 
Lucy and Andrew conveyed the other undivided one-half interest to Benjamin 
Tutt. On Oct, 18, 1816 Benjamin, pretending to be the owner of the whole tract, 
conveyed the land to Thomas S. Foot and Nicholas Sinks, who sold the land in 
parcels to Joseph Hirons, Ezekiel Hirons, Hugh Wardlow, Robert Davidson, and 
John Florence, who are now in possession. Benjamin Tutt resides in Virginia, 
and Foot and Sinks are now dead. (Record C, page 878.) 


David Henderson, Admr. of estate of James Henderson, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed July Term, 1828.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 143 acres on the waters of Rocky 
Fork of Paint Creek that he had purchased from William and Ruth Applegate on 
May 19, 1820. Decedent left Rebecca Long, formerly Henderson, wife of David 
Long, Florence Surfes, formerly Henderson, wife of Christopher Surfes, Andrew 
and Alexander Henderson, all living in Virginia; the heirs of John Henderson, 
dec'd.; the heirs of Margaret Hutchinson, dec'd., formerly Henderson; the heirs 
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of Samuel Henderson, dec'd., the heirs of Sarah Wright, dec'd., formerly Hender- 
son, whose names and places of residence are unknown, as his heirs. (Record ), 
page 131.) (Compilors' note: In the petition, the name is clearly written "Sur- 
fes", and in the record book, "Surfas". In the service by publication, the name 
is printed "Swifes". In an affidavit made by David Henderson, he states that 
James Henderson died in 182) intestate, and he states the name as "Surfes".) 


Priscilla Pence vs William Pence. (Filed Jan. 29, 1827.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that she was married to defendant in Adams Co., Ohio in 1823, "... 
she (then being a widow named Priscilla McQuitty)". She and defendant within 
the last year removed to Highland County where he now resides. Grounds: Extreme 
cruelty. (Supreme Court Record B, page 299.) 


Eli Hayworth and Lydia, his wife, vs James Rees, Guardian of the minor 
heirs of James Dillon, dec'd. (Filed March Term, 1829.) Partition. Plaint- 
iffs allege that James Dillon, dec'd., died seized of 181 acres in Springer's 
Survey No. 1051, leaving his widow Sarah, and the following children his heirs: 
Lydia Hayworth, late Dillon, and Susannah and Louisa Dillon, both minors, all 
of Highland County. (Record ), page 28.) (Compilors' note: In Record B, page 
181, filed in 1818, James Rees, Admr. of estate of James Dillon, dec'd., 
brought a suit for an order to complete a land contract entered into by dece- 
dent, while living, on Apr. 5, 1815, to convey 17 acres to Jonathan Bails and 
John Conner. In this suit Lydia is sued as Lydia Dillon. Among the papers in 
this suit is a copy of the will of John Dillon, dec'd., of Clinton Co., Ohio, 
who names his son James as a devisee. This will is dated Oct. 2, 1813, and was 
probated in Clinton Co. on June 7, 181). In Record B, page 538, filed July 
Term, 1819, the same Administrator files suit to sell a part of decedent's land 
to pay debts. The court ordered that Sarah Acres, late Sarah Dillon, the widow 
of decedent, be assigned dower.) 


Allen Trimble, Exr. of estate of Carey A. Trimble vs The heirs of decedent. 
(Filed March Term, 1829.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff al- 
leges that he is the Executor of the will of Carey A. Trimble, dec'd., and that 
said decedent died seized of 539 acres, a part of 1000 acres No. 7980, entered 
for Marquis Calmes on Brush Creek "...being the same lot of land setoff in the 
Division of the Estate of Our Father James A. Trimble to said C. A. Trimble..." 
said land being situated in Adams Co., Ohio. Carey A. Trimble, dec'd., left 
James A. Trimble, Jr., John A. Trimble, Margaret McCue, Mary L. Nelson, and the 
plaintiff, who are decedent's brothers and sisters of full blood now living. 
Decedent left William, Jane, Martha, John, Carey A., and Malissa Allen, all res- 
idents of Woodford Co., Ky., who are the children of Hannah Allen, dec'd., his 
sister of half blood. James and John A. Trimble and Mary A. Nelson are resi- 
dents of Highland County, and Margaret McCue is a resident of Augusta Co., Va. 
(Record h, page 107.) 


Matilda Spence vs Stephen Spence. (Filed May 9, 1829.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that her name was formerly Matilda (Prond or Proud) of Highland 
County, and she was married "on or about two years since" to the defendant of 
said county. One child, a son named John W. Spence, was born to said marriage. 
Grounds: extreme cruelty. (Supreme Court Record B, page 366.) 


John Ligett, Admr. of estate of William Campton, dec'd., vs John Dill. 
(Filed July Term, 1829.) Debt. Plaintiff alleges that decedent was a resident 
of Clinton Co., Ohio. On Oct. 12, 1828, he was sued by John Dill, who recovered 
a judgment against him in the Highland County Common Pleas Court. Decedent 
died Jan. 23, 1829 intestate leaving the following children: Mary, wife of the 
plaintiff John Ligett, an adult, and Robert, Levina, Morgan, James, Pierce, 
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Cinthy Ann, Lucinda, William, and Abraham Campton, minors. Plaintiff asks the 
court to order him to pay Dill the amount of the judgment. (Record , page 16.) 


John Smith, Admr., and Mary Huston, Admrx. of estate of Robert Huston, 
dec'd., vs Jacob and George Shafer and Michael Stroup. (Filed Dec. 15, 1828.) 
Debt. Plaintiffs allege that defendants executed a note to deceased on Jan. 
28, 1815 at Hillsboro. (Record h, page 19.) 


John Smith vs Mary Hill, et al. (Filed Sept. 1, 1828.) Suit on note, 
foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that Walter Hill and Mary, his wife, 
on July 2, 1827 executed to him a note secured by a mortgage on 226 acres in 
Massie & Kerr Survey. In 1828 Walter Hill died leaving his widow, Mary, and 
John, Salley, Henry, and Elizabeth Hill, his children, and a grandson Walter, 
son of George Hill, dec'd., who was a son of decedent, all minors, his heirs. 
(Record 4, page 112.) 


Elias Langham vs John Jolly. (Filed July Term, 1822.) Sale on execution. 
Plaintiff sued George Denney, who confessed judgment in favor of plaintiff. 
John Jolly entered bail for stay of execution. lkxecution was issued against 
Denney but no property was found. In Sept., 1822 execution was issued against 
Jolly. The court found that George Nashee, purchaser of the property sold on 
execution "has departed this life leaving his children heirs and legal repre- 
sentatives". (Order Book No. 5, 1829 - 183), page 25, July 30, 1829, and Rec- 
ord C, page 201.) 


Peter Weaver and Silas Carson vs Pleasant Thurman and the heirs of Robert 
Johnson, dec'd. (Filed July Term, 1829.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiffs allege that on Jan. 7, 182) the defendant Pleasant Thurman contract- 
ed to buy a tract of land from Robert Johnson. Thurman then contracted to sell 
to each of them a part of said land. Johnson died leaving as his heirs, his 
children: Margaret aged four years and Alexander aged three years, "...are 
their ages or near it..." Robert Johnson lived in Highland County and Thurman 
is a resident of Ross Co., Ohio. (Record h, page 39.) 


Sarah Armstrong, Admrx. of estate of William Armstrong, dec'd., vs Josiah 
Wadee. (Filed Oct., 1829.) Debt. Plaintiff alleges that decedent was a res- 
ident of Adams County, Ohio, and that she was appointed administratrix in said 
county. The notes sued on were executed at West Union, Ohio, on Jan. 8, 1818 
and Jan. 17, 1819. (Record 4, page 5.) 


Andrew Smith, et al, vs Samuel Winston, et al. (Filed Aug. 25, 1832.) 
Suit for order to convey land. Plaintiffs Andrew and John Smith, Hanah, form- 
erly Smith, wife of Edom Ratcliff, William Smith, Jacob Ratcliff and Sarah, his 
wife, formerly Smith, John Murrell and Margaret, his wife, formerly Smith, And- 
rew Bevins and Ruth, his wife, formerly Smith, Aaron Smith, a lunatic by his 
guardian William Smith, Seth Smith, a minor by his guardian William Smith, Al- 
fred Smith, a minor by his guardian John Smith, and Almira Smith, a minor by 
her guardian John Smith, allege that Edwin Conway and Mary J., his wife, owned 
a patent issued from the U.S. to them jointly of 260 acres, Survey No. 37) in 
the Virginia Military District. On Aug. 23, 1816 the Conways appointed Charles 
Thornton of Virginia their attorney in fact, to sell said land, and on June 25, 
1818 Thornton empowered Samuel Winston to sell the land. Winston, by contract, 
on June 28, 1818 sold said land to William Smith of Highland County, now de- 
ceased. William Smith died leaving the plaintiffs who are his children and 
sons-in-law. The court found Winston and Thornton residents of Kentucky. 
(Record h, page 285.) 
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Samuel Bell vs James Prentiss, Admr. W.W.A. of estate of Hector McNeil, 
dec'd., et al. (Filed March; 1830.) Suit for order to convey land. Plaintiff 
alleges that Hector McNeil, now deceased, a resident of Petersburg, Va., owned 
200 acres of land in Gill Survey, Entry No. 2893. McNeil died in Virginia, 
testate, and by his will Prentiss appointed John Watts, Attorney in fact, to 
sell said land, which he did by contract with plaintiff on June 8, 1826. (Re- 
cord h, page 14.) 


John Smith vs John Hoop, et al. (Filed 1830.) Suit on note, foreclosure 
of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that Peter Hoop, with Henry Anderson as his se- 
curity, executed to plaintiff on Feb. 5, 1816 a note secured by a mortgage on 
86 acres on the waters of East Fork of White Oak Creek, being the same land 
deeded by Joseph Kerr, owner of the original patent, to Hoop on Apr. 1, 1811. 
In 1819 Peter Hoop died intestate leaving . Hoop, his widow who has since 
died, and John, Samuel, William, Catharine, Susannah, Sarah, Peter, George, 
Ferguson, and Lewis Hoop, his children and heirs, the last nine children being 
minors. The court found John Hoop to be a resident of Indiana. (No record; 
see original papers.) 


Edward Chaney, et al, vs Alex'n Buntain and Andrew Baskin, Guardians of 
minor heirs. (Filed Aug. 9, 1830.) Partition. Plaintiffs Edward Chaney, 
Miles Hart and Amy, his wife, formerly Chaney, Michal B. Malott and Delila, his 
wife, formerly Chaney, and Michael Chaney allege that Benjamin Chaney died in- 
testate seized of 100 acres, a part of Muhlenberg Survey on Clear Creek. Said 
decedent left Edward Chaney, Amy Hart, Delila Malott, Michael, Benjamin, Martha 
and Lewis Chaney, the last three being minors, his heirs and residents of High- 
land County. (Record 4, page 158.) 


State of Ohio vs John Davis, Jr. Murder. Bond given for appearance of 
accused signed by John Davis, Sr., William and Tristrim Davis. (Order Book No. 
5, 1829 - 183), page 108, July 22, 1830.) 


David Bradford, Jr. vs Reuben Penewit and Mary, his wife. (Filed July 19, 
1830.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that he is a 
resident of Adams County, Ohio. Defendants executed a note secured by mortgage 
on 60 acres in Bufords Survey No. 3721 & 3909, dated Oct. 15, 1829. (Record h, 
page 175.) 


James Blain vs William Douglass, et al. (Filed July 17, 1830.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that Watson Douglass had an interest by descent from his fath- 
er in Lot No. 115 in Greenfield and 90 acres on Paint Creek about 2 miles above 
Greenfield in Burgess Ball's Survey No. 648. The interest of Watson Douglass 
in said lands was levied upon and sold to plaintiff at an execution sale. The 
persons who have an interest with plaintiff in Lot No. 115 are: Margaret Scott, 
late Douglass, Sarah, late Douglass, wife of Robert Adams, all of Fayette Co., 
Ohio; William Douglass of Highland County; Martha, late Douglass, wife of George 
Anderson, of Cumberland Co., Pa.; Margaret, of Highland County, Jane, Elizabeth, 
Martha, Watson, and Adams Morrow, of Miami Co., Ohio, the children and heirs of 
Betsey Morrow, dec'd., late Douglass. The persons who have an interest with 
plaintiff in the 90 acres are: the heirs of Betsey Morrow, dec'd., as set forth 
above, and Martha, late Douglass, the wife of George Anderson. Watson, Adams, 
and Elizabeth Morrow are minors. (Record ), page 172.) (Compilors' note: In 
the case of Robert Smith vs William Douglass, et al, reported in this book, it 
is alleged that Mary Ann is a child of Alexander and Elizabeth Morrow, both 
deceased. ) 


Elijah Harbor, Admr., and Mary Amos, Admrx. of estate of Samuel Amos, 
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dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed Apr. 11, 1831.) Petition to sell 
land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that Samuel Amos died seized of 92 acres 
on Lee's Creek leaving as his heirs Mary Pope, formerly Amos, wife of Andrew 
Pope and of full age, Lucinda, Katherine (otherwise called Casse), Nancy, Fran- 
cis Asbury, and Elijah Amos, minors. Mary, widow of Samuel Amos, dec'd., is 
entitled to dower. (Record h, page 237.) 


William Wilkinson vs Susannah Wilkinson. (Filed Mar. 1), 1831.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Susannah Irvin in Sept., 1819, in Hocking Co., 
Ohio. She left him in July, 1825, has been absent since that time, and he be- 
lieves that she is in Indiana. No children. Grounds: Absence for more than 
three years. (No record; see original papers.) 


Jeremiah Perry, et al, vs Wm. Joslin, et al. (Filed Oct. 20, 1830.) Pe- 
tition for money and an accounting of estate assets. Plaintiffs Jeremiah and 
John Perry, "heirs and distributees of Hannah Berryman late of Highland County 
allege that said Hannah Berryman departed this life about three years since..." 
possessed of a large estate. William Joslin and John "Berriman", Admrs. of de- 
cedent's estate, held a large sum of money as trustees for plaintiffs. "Your 
orators further state that said Hannah at her death was unmarried and died in- 
testate leaving no children nor father or mother; that she has no brothers nor 
sisters of the whole blood, but that your orators are brothers of said deceased 
by the half blood - that your orators & said Hannah had the same mother to wit 
Sarah Perry formerly Sarah Miller late wife of John Miller deceased, but are 
descended from different fathers as follows - +: the said Hannah was the only 
daughter of John Miller deceased late of New Jersey - who was the first husband 
of Sarah Pery the mother of both of sd. Hannah & your orators - that the second 
husband of sd.Sarah was Jeremiah Perry deceased father of your orators & step- 
father of sd. Hannah - they further state that your orators are the only child- 
ren of sd. Sarah by sd. Pery & also the only children sd. Sarah has living or 
ever had save & except sd. Hannah deceased." (No record; see original papers.) 
(Compilors' note: Among the papers of this case is the following affidavit, in 
part: "State of New Jersey Cumberland County ss: Amy Perry aged seventy six 
years being duly sworn according to law deposeth and saith that she is well ac- 
quainted with John Perry & Jeremiah Perry of Cumberland County, State of New 
Jersey. That she has always known them and lived in the same County with then, 
and that they are the half brothers of Hannah Berriman decd formerly of Cumber- 
land County New Jersey - and this Deponent further says that said John & Jere- 
miah Perry mother's maiden name was Sarah Harris, that she was married to John 
Miller of Cumberland County aforesaid, and by John Miller had a daughter named 
Hannah - who married Jonathan Berriman formerly of Cumberland County. That for 
some years past said Jonathan Berriman & Hannah his wife have lived in the 
State of Ohio - this Deponent further says that in a few years after he John 
Miller was married to said Sarah Harris, he died leaving no child except said 
Hannah, she being the only child he ever had by said Sarah - that after the 
death of said John Miller the said Sarah Miller was lawfully married to Jere- 
miah Perry of Cumberland County. That this Deponent was present at their mar- 
riage. That during their marriage the said Sarah & Jeremiah had two children 
and no more, to wit, the said John Perry & Jeremiah Perry, and this deponent 
was present at the Birth of the said John Parry and has known them both, said 
John & Jeremiah Perry from their birth to this time, and that they are the only 
& lawful Half Brothers of the said Hannah Berryman deceased. - Amy Perry Sworn 
and subscribed October 6th 1830 Before me Enos Seeley Justice of the Peace." 
Original paper.) 


William E. Carrington, Martha A. Carrington, William H. Mayo and Harriet, 
his wife, formerly Carrington, William R. Bradley and Elen, his wife, formerly 
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Carrington, Joseph, Lucy, and Richard Carrington vs Samuel Jones, et al. (Filed 
June 21, 1831.) Partition. ‘Plaintiffs allege that the lands in this suit are 
partly in Brown and Highland Counties in Survey No. 993 for 1766 acres granted 
by Patent to Joseph Scott and Isaac Bolling, Scott receiving 1666 acres and 
Bowling the remaining. Scott deeded on Feb. 17, 1810 a one-half interest to 
Paul J. & William Carrington and the other half interest to Samuel Jones of 
Virginia. William died in the spring of 1825 and his interest descended to 
his children and heirs, the plaintiffs in this case. Paul J. died leaving the 
following children: Edward J. Carrington, Susan, formerly Carrington, wife of 
William M. Burwell, Clementina, formerly Carrington, wife of John M. Walk, all 
living in Virginia. (Record |, page 226.) 


William Murphin vs Catherine Zink, Admrx. of estate of Phillip Zink, dec'd. 
et al. (Filed Nov. 27, 1830.) Suit over land. Plaintiff alleges that he en- 
tered into a contract with Nathaniel Massie to purchase from Massie 150 acres. 
Plaintiff entered into possession and sold the land Apr. 8, 1811 to Phillip 
Zink, informing Zink at that time that he had no deed for the land. Zink gave 
him a note for the payment for the land. On Apr. 11, 1811 Massie executed a 
deed to Zink, but Zink has never paid anything on said note. Massie died in 
1813 intestate leaving Nathaniel, Henry, and Richard Kidder Massie his sons and 
Elizabeth, wife of William L. Thompson and __._._ Massie, his daughters and only 
heirs. Phillip Zink died in Feb., 1815 leaving Daniel Zink, Elizabeth, former- 
ly Zink, wife of John Smith, Mary, formerly Zink, wife of Aron Hibs, Dolly, 
formerly Zink, wife of Wm. Ogle, Catherine, formerly Zink, wife of Knisely, 
and Samuel and Phillip Zink. Samuel and Phillip are minors. Catherine Zink is 
the widow of Phillip Zink, dec'd. In the answer filed by the Zink heirs, Sam- 
uel Knisely joins with them. (Record h, page 193.) 


Daniel Amen and Katherine, his wife, vs Allen Gulliford and John Roads, 
Admrs. of estate of Jacob Hiestand, dec'd. (Filed Mar. 25, 1831.) Accounting. 
Plaintiffs allege that Katherine Amen is one of ten heirs and representatives 
of Jacob Hiestand who died intestate in 182_. (Heirs' names not given.) Said 
administrators have failed to make an accounting of the estate. (Record h, 
page 179.) 


John Smith vs Andrew Badgley and the heirs of Jacob Spears, dec'd. (Filed 
Aug. Term, 1831.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges 
that on Mar. ), 1807 Andrew Badgley of Highland County purchased from Jacob 
Spears of Kentucky 600 acres on the waters of White Oak Creek which had been 
patented by Spears and designated as Survey No. 207. On the back of said pat- 
ent, Spears assigned all his right and interest to said lands, believing it 
complied with the law and gave Badgley a good title. Spears died leaving Abner, 
Noah, and Soloman Spears, Rachel, formerly Spears, wife of William Johnson, 
Sally, formerly Spears, wife of Edwin Jones, Rebecca, formerly Spears, wife of 
Thomas Matson, his children, and James Matson, Lanceford Ferguson and Polly, 
his wife, formerly Matson, Owen Grimes and Eliza, his wife, formerly Matson, 
children of Rebecca Matson, dec'd., formerly Spears, and "John Elizabeth Jacob 
Lydia Ann Eliza Catherine and Noah Spears", minors, who are children of Solomon 
Spears, dec'd., all non-residents of Ohio. Andrew owed the plaintiff money and 
gave plaintiff a note secured by a mortgage on said land. (Record , page 290.) 
(Compilors' note: It is not certain from the original files and from the record 
whether "Ann Eliza" is one or two persons. In the original papers it appears 
to be two persons, although in the final entry of the court the name is written 
"Ann Eliza Spears". ) 


John Smith vs The heirs of Thomas L. Lewis, dec'd. (Filed Aug. Term, 
1831.) Suit to set aside conveyance for fraud. Plaintiff alleges that Thomas 
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L. Lewis on Oct. 28, 1816 executed a note to him. On Dec. 10, 1818 Thomas L. 
Lewis and Elizabeth, his wife, conveyed 300 acres on the East Fork of White 

Oak Creek to their children Agness, Elizabeth, Mary, John, and Mariah Lewis 

for the consideration of love and affection. Agness has since died, and the 
other children were minors at the time of the conveyance, some still being min- 
ors. In 182), Thomas L. Lewis left the state and went to parts unknown, and 
plaintiff believes he has since died leaving Elizabeth, his widow, Susannah, 
Elizabeth, Mary, John, Mariah, Gabriel Banks, Sophia, George, and Margaret, his 
only children and heirs. Margaret is the wife of George Frazier, Susannah the 
wife of John Hutchenson, and Elizabeth, Mary, John, Mariah, Gabriel Banks, So- 
phia, and George are minors. In the Oct. Term, 1835, the court found that Eliz 
abeth, widow of Thomas L. Lewis, dec'd., is dead. (Record h, page 814.) In 
the deposition of Elizabeth Lewis taken at Hillsboro on Apr. 2, 1832, she 
states, in part: "...that she is the widow of...Thomas L. Lewis and the mother 
of said defendants that she was possed of two tracts of land in the State of 
Virginia descended to her from her Father...I joined my husband in a deed to 
John Lewis (in Virginia) my husband's brother & my husband sold the land after- 
wards as I understood from him and received the money...a part of which I saw 
him get from my brother who purchased part of the land." In the deposition of 
James Davidson taken at Hillsboro on Oct. 27, 1832, he states, in part: "Some- 
time about the years 1815 1816 or 1817 I was at work with Thomas L. Lewis...he 
then went on to say...he had previously deeded the whole tract of land to his 
children when in the State of Kentucky - previous to this conversation and af- 
ter he had left Kentucky he informed me he had been 18 or 19 months in the 

Army as an enlisted Soldier." (Original papers.) In the deposition of Chris- 
tena Winkle taken at Hillsboro on May 1, 1840, she states: "I know John Lewis 
one of the complainants is twenty six year old the coming winter. I also know 
Mary & Elizabeth daughters of Thomas Lewis decd complainants in this cause - 
they are older than the said John Lewis - but how much I do not know. I also 
knew Agness - who died 13 years ago last March she left one child, a daughter - 
she was alive last summer & I have not heard of her death the said Agness was 
married to John Dolby & had the daughter above named by him during their mar- 
riage." (Original paper.) In the deposition of Jerrard N. Long taken at Hills- 
boro: on May 1, 1840, he states: "I knew all the children of Thomas Lewis except 
Margaret. Agness - intermarried with John Dolby died in March 1826 she left 
one child by her said husband a daughter - Elizabeth is married but to whom I 
do not know - she has been married five or six years ago - she and her husband 
was living last winter at the falls of Ohio as I have heard - Mary Lewis is 
married to a man by the name of Houser she was married since Elizabeth - her & 
her husband live in Cincinnati and I have heard Agness Elizabeth Margaret & 
Mary is older than John Lewis, Mariah is younger than John. Margaret Lewis has 
been dead five or six years ago." (Original paper.) 


John Jones of Highland County vs William M. McCartey and Emly, his wife. 
(Filed Sept. 10, 1831.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that William T. Barrey 
and Catherine A., his wife, "at that time of Fayette County, Kentucky did on 
March 21, 1829" convey to John Pope of Washington Co., Ky. their interest "be- 
ing seven undivided twelfths" in 1200 acres in Highland and Ross Counties, Ohio, 
on the Rattlesnake Fork of Paint Creek. This land was patented to Stephen T. 
Mason of Louden Co., Va., and claimed by Wm. T. Barrey by descent in right of 
his wife Catherine A., late Mason, one of the children of said Stephen T. Mason, 
dec'd., and "the balance by descent from her sister the late Mary A. Howard, 
deceased...and by purchase of two of her heirs'- John T. Mason Junior and Arm- 
sted T. Mason deceased..." interests. Pope assigned his interest to plaintiff 
on Oct. 29, 1831. Plaintiff has become a tenant in common with William M. Mc- 
Cartey and Emly, his wife, late Mason, one of the children of Stephen T. Mason, 
dec'd. Defendants now reside in Virginia, "to whom in consequence of the death 
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of the other brother and sister" are tenants in common with plaintiff. (Record 
4, page 200.) (Compilors' note: See case of William M. McCarty, et al, vs 
Philip S. Rhoades, et al, reported in this book.) 


Richard Cherry, Admr. of estate of William Cherry, dec'd., vs Heirs of de- 
cedent. (Filed Mar. Term, 1827.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaint- 
iff alleges that William Cherry died seized of 65 acres, part of William Cher- 
ry's Survey No. 1838, and 50 acres near Monroe, Highland County. Decedent died 
leaving Mary, his widow, and two infant daughters under 21 years of age, Mary 
and Sarah Ellen. The court found that all the defendants are residents of Vir- 
ginia. (Record C, page 856.) 


Richard Jury vs Lewis Jury. (Filed Mar. 12, 1827.) Suit on note, fore- 
closure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that on July 13, 1820 Lewis Jury and 
Harriott A., his wife, executed a note secured by a mortgage on 23 acres on 
Sere Branch of Rattlesnake Fork of Paint Creek, to plaintiff. (Record C, 
page 


Isaac Taylor and Catherine, his wife, vs David Evans, et al. (Filed July 
Term, 1827.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that Samuel Evans, dec'd., died 
seized of 139 acres. Catherine, widow of Samuel Evans, dec'd., is now the wife 
of Isaac Taylor, and entitled to dower. Decedent died leaving the following 
children; David Evans, adult, and Nancy, Lavina, and Thomas Evans, minors. 
(Record C, page 755.) 


Alexander Irwin, et al, vs Neomi Jorden, et al. (Filed May 3, 1831.) 
Suit for money. Plaintiffs Alexander Irwin and Mary, his wife, late Jorden, 
and Elizabeth Jorden of Pennsylvania allege that on June 1, 1821 they, Mary and 
Elizabeth, together with their sisters Lavina and Neomi Jorden, loaned money to 
their step-father, James Daly. The money loaned was part of their distributive 
share from the estate of their father. Daly, who was seized of 1200 acres on 
Hardin's Creek in Fairfield Township, this county, conveyed this land on Nov. 
22, 1825 to Lavina and Neomi for $6,000. Lavina and Neomi did not pay the full 
purchase price for said land, and to secure the balance deposited two $1,000 
bonds with their mother, Mrs. Daly. It was agreed that the money loaned by La- 
vina and Neomi to Daly should be deducted from the bonds as so much paid on the 
purchase price for the land, and that the bonds were to be considered an "Equit- 
able mortgage" lien on the land for the benefit of plaintiffs to secure to them 
the money they had loaned Daly. Daly died insolvent "about 3 years since" leav- 
ing James and Mary, minors, his children. Lavina has married Allen Ragen, and 
resides in Franklin Co., Pa. Lavina and Neomi, conspiring to defraud the 
plaintiffs, claim there is no lien on the land. Plaintiffs pray that the land 
be sold and so much of the sale price be applied to the payment of the loan 
they made to Daly. (Record 4, page 315.) 


Adam Foust, surviving obligor of John Foust, dec'd., vs John Fawley. 
(Filed Oct. 31, 1831.) Petition to complete land contract. Plaintiff alleges 
that he and John Foust, then alive, entered into a contract to sell to John 
Fawley 100 acres on White Oak Creek. John Foust died before executing the 
deed. (No record; see original papers. ) 


Harriett Johnson by Perry Collier, her Guardian, vs The widow and heirs of 
Christopher Johnson, dec'd. (Filed 1831.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that 
she is a minor. Christopher Johnson died seized of 123 acres in Fairfield Town- 
ship on the waters of Rattlesnake Fork of Paint Creek and in part of Survey No. 
2928. Part of the land on which he died was devised to Johnson by the will of 
his father, William Johnson, dec'd. In March, 1831 Christopher Johnson died 
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and the plaintiff and Joshua and William Parry Johnson are his only children 
and heirs, all residents of Highland County. Joshua and William Perry are min- 
ors, and Ann Johnson, widow of Christopher Johnson, dec'd., is entitled to dow- 
er. Decedent died intestate. (Record h, page 221.) 


Mathew Bonner vs Frances Thompson, et al. (Filed April Term, 1832.) Pe- 
tition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of 
Ross Co., Ohio, and that on Sept. 21, 182) he was empowered to survey a Virgin- 
ia Military land, Warrant No. 6517 for 200 acres within Ohio, which he did in 
Highland County. On July 29, 1826 the plaintiff had the land patented to the 
proprietors thereof to-wit: Frances, Rebecca, Elizabeth, and Sarah Thompson, 
and Ann, formerly Thompson, wife of William Myres, all of Wythe Co., Va. He 
was to receive for his services one-fourth of said land. (Record 4, page 20.) 


State of Ohio vs David Fry. By order of the court, William C. Scott, John 
W. Dryden, James Carothers, and David Watson were witnesses before the grand 
jury in this cause. (Order Book No. 5, 1829 - 1834, page 238, Apr. 2, 1832. 
No record.) 


William T. Hutchinson vs Joseph Hutchinson, et al. (Filed Apr. 2h, 1832.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that William Hutchinson, dec'd., late of Washing- 
ton Co., Ohio, died seized of 65 acres in Highland County conveyed to him Feb. 
6, 1830. Decedent died intestate on Feb. 22, 1832, his wife having died some 
years before, leaving the following children; William T. of Highland County, 
Joseph, and Susana, late Hutchinson, widow of John Stewart, dec'd., both resid- 
ing in Washington Co., Ohio; Margaret M., late Hutchinson, widow of William 
Spencer, dec'd., who resides in Kenhawa Co., Va.; Sarah J., late Hutchinson, 
wife of James Turner, of Calhoun Co., Ill. (Record h, page 251.) (Compilors' 
note: There is no Kenhawa Co., Va. now, but a Kanawha Co. is in W. Va.) 


Arthur Watts vs The heirs of Thomas Garrard, dec'd. (Filed Jan. 28, 1832.) 
Suit for money due on land contract. Plaintiff alleges that Nelson F. Shelton 
and Absalam Wallen, having an equitable interest to Survey No. 923 of 1000 acres 
in Highland County known as Virginia Army Lands, on Sept. 8, 1817 contracted to 
sell to Thomas Garrard 226 acres of this land. Shelton and Wallen were to make 
their title legal by causing the survey to be patented. They sold this land to 
John Watts and Cadwallader Wallace subject to the contract of Garrard. Watts 
and Wallace had the land patented on Dec. 1, 1818. Garrard has not paid the 
full purchase price for said land, and John Watts died recently devising his 
interest in the Ohio lands. Plaintiff has bought the interest of Wallace. 
Garrard has left said tract of land and the state of Ohio, and his heirs are 
unknown to plaintiff. (Record h, page 287.) 


Frederick Gibler, Guardian of Jacob Lantry, a lunatic, vs Jacob Lantry. 
(Filed April Term, 1832.) Petition to sell lands. Plaintiff alleges that his 
ward is seized of 70 acres on the East Fork of White Oak Creek in Kerr Survey 
No. 4022, which "was conveyed to said lunatic Jacob Lantry by his father George 
Adam Lantry in his lifetime and also devised to him by the will of his father". 
(Record 4, page 298.) (Compilors'! note: In the original papers filed by the 
attorney, "Lantry" is spelled "Lance". In the papers prepared by the court, 
the name is written "Lantry".) 


Edward Hand, et al, vs Benjamin Elliott. (Filed Aug. Term, 1832.) Peti- 
tion for order to convey land. Plaintiffs Edward B. Hand, a minor, by his 
guardian Samuel Bell, and John Ewing Hand, Catherine Bethel Hand, and Sarah Ann 
Hand of Lancaster Co., Pa., minors, by Sarah Bethel, their aunt and guardian, 
and Stephen Ogden Hand of Highland County, a minor under 1) years of age, by 
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Phebe Hand, his mother and next friend, allege that Benjamin Elliott of Balti- 
more, Md., by power of attorney dated Apr. 18, 1811, appointed Allen Trimble of 
Hillsboro to sell and convey for him certain lots in Hillsboro. In 1811 Trimble 
contracted to sell to Dr. George Smith Lot No. 50, but after the death of Dr. 
Smith in Oct., 1811, the contract was lost. Smith left his widow and one child, 
George H. Smith, his only heir. No deed was executed for said lot. In June, 
1823 George H. Smith died leaving no issue, his interest thus passing to the 
plaintiffs, his brothers and sisters of the half blood. Phebe Smith, wife of 
Dr. Smith, and mother of the plaintiffs, remarried, after her husband's death, 
General Jasper Hand, now deceased, by whom she had issue the plaintiffs who are 
her only children now living. (Record h, page 271.) 


Sarah Wollas vs Nathan Baker. (Filed Aug. 2, 1828.) Suit on note, fore- 
closure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that defendant and his wife, Sarah, ex- 
ecuted to her on Aug. 11, 1826 a note secured by a mortgage on Lot 63 and part 
of Lot 66 in Hillsboro. (Record , page 2.) 


Joshua Yeo, Admr. of estate of Levi Duffey, dec'd., vs The heirs of dece- 
dent, et al. (Filed Mar.2), 1829.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaint- 
iff alleges that Levi Duffey of Virginia entered into a contract on July 2, 
1816, by George Shinn, his attorney in fact, to sell to Henry Trop 63 acres, 
Wright Entry No. 363. On Oct. 9, 1818 Trop assigned the contract to David 
Warnick, and he assigned it to John Layman. On Sept. 6, 1827 Levi Duffey died 
intestate leaving Bernard S. Duffey his brother, Mary, his sister, wife of Joel 
Peterson, Abby, his sister, wife of the plaintiff Joshua Yeo, and Nancy, his 
sister, wife of Joseph Shambaugh, his heirs. (Record h, page 5.) 


Mary Armstrong, the Widow and Admrx. of estate of William Armstrong, dec'd. 
vs Samuel Daniel. (Filed Mar. 7, 1828.) Action for revivor and execution. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent, when living, recovered a judgment on Mar. 2h, 
1828 against the defendant in a suit on a note and foreclosure of a mortgage. 
Decedent died before execution could be levied. (Record h, page 13.) 


John Smith and William Wright vs Solomon Breeding, et al. (Filed Feb. 9, 
1828.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiffs allege that on Jan. 
9, 1823 Solomon Breeding and Jane, his wife, then of Highland County, Ohio, but 
now of Kentucky, executed a note secured by a mortgage on 100 acres on the East 
Fork of the Little Miami River, being the same land conveyed by Abraham Buford 
to Jane Breeding on Oct. 27, 1812. (Record h, page 22.) 


William Dickerson vs Samuel and Robert Moor. (Filed July 31, 1829.) Debt. 
Plaintiff alleges that Robert Moor, about 90 years of age, is the father of 
Samuel Moor. For the past 12 or 15 years Samuel with his family has farmed a 
tract of land owned by his father. (Record , page 80.) 


Abner Jessop vs James and William Spence. (Filed July 22, 1829.) Suit 
for order to convey real estate. Plaintiff alleges that James and William 
Spence are brothers. Suit concerns Lot 9 in Petersburg, Paint Township. (Rec- 
ord h, page 81.) 


William Akers, et al, vs James Murdock. (Filed Oct. Term, 1828.) Suit 
over land title. William, Samuel, and Thomas Akers, Oliver Curry and Elizabeth 
his wife, formerly Akers, Wm. McVey and Rachel his wife, formerly Akers, Chris- 
topher Vandeventer and Mary his wife, formerly Akers, John J. Smith and Ruth 

his wife, formerly Akers, heirs of Simon Akers, dec'd., allege that they, to- 
gether with Susan Murdock, formerly Akers, wife of James Murdock, are all the 
heirs of Simon Akers, dec'd. Decedent died seized of 200 acres, a part of 
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Clark's Survey No. 2896 and Smith's Survey No. 2301. Their ancestor Simon, who 
was of great age and senile, signed a paper on July 8, 1828 purporting to be a 
deed for the land to James and Susannah Murdock, through fraud on defendants' 
part.

(Filed Sept. 2, 
1829.) Suit for breach of warranty of horse. Plaintiffs allege that they re- 
side in Highland County, and that on Jan. 9, 1828 they were returning from Vir- 
ginia and stopped at the house of William Grove, an innkeeper in Jackson Co., 
Ohio, where defendant sold them the horse. (Record }, page 95.) 


Joseph Grice vs Harrison Ratcliff. (Filed Apr. 18, 1828.) Petition for 
order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that he executed a contract on Dec. 8, 
1815 with Harrison Ratcliff, then of Highland County but now of Jefferson Co., 
Ohio, to buy from Ratcliff 20 acres. (Record , page 10.) 


John Kirkpatrick, Admr. of estate of Joseph Kirkpatrick, dec'd., vs The 
heirs of decedent. (Filed Apr. 13, 1831.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent was seized of 275 acres on the east side of 
Rattlesnake Creek, consisting of two tracts. Decedent acquired one tract on 
May 30, 1820, and the other was conveyed to him by Richard Cherry and Martha, 
his wife, on Dec. 21, 1820. Decedent, while living, contracted on Apr. 28, 
1830 to sell said land to John Griffith. Decedent died intestate leaving no 
widow or children, but brothers and sisters as his heirs, who are: John, the 
plaintiff, William, David, and Benjamin Kirkpatrick, Mary, formerly Kirkpatrick, 
wife of Samuel (Timmons or Timmon) "supposed to be dead", Elizabeth, formerly 
Kirkpatrick, wife of Wm. Davidson, and Patsey, formerly Kirkpatrick, wife of 
James Kerr. (Record h, page 152.) 


Sarah Smith, Exrx. of estate of Archibald Smith, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed March Term, 183.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that deceased, when alive, contracted on Sept. 27, 1830 to 
sell to Joel Thurman 200 acres in Reddick & Co. Survey No. 1832. Deceased died 
leaving the following heirs: Josiah, Rebecca and William Smith, Sabah, formerly 
Smith, wife of Milow England, Daniel, Hetabel, Mary, Henry A., and John Smith. 
(Record 4, page 508.) (Compilors' note: In the contract, Archibald Smith 
states that he is a resident of Highland County. A certified copy of decedent's 
will was filed in this suit. The will is dated Sept. 7, 1831, and the certified 
copy is dated Mar. 8, 1832. A scrap of paper in the files lists the names of 
the children. Josiah, Rebecca, and William Smith are stated to be of full age, 
and the remaining children, including Milow England, are listed as minors, and 
"they all live in Hancock County Indiana". Decedent resided in that county.) 


David Jolly vs The heirs of Samuel Gibson, dec'd. (Filed Mar. 3, 1835.) 
Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that decedent, when alive, 
together with his wife (not named) conveyed on Oct. 20, 1812 to plaintiff 185 
acres in Gibson Survey No. 1842 on the waters of Rocky Fork of Paint Creek. 
Decedent at that time had no legal title to said land, but later acquired title. 
Up to his death in Feb., 1835 decedent refused to execute a deed to perfect 
plaintiff's title. Decedent died intestate leaving Ellen, wife of Samuel Horn, 
Margaret, wife of James Boyd, Lucinda, wife of William Richards, and Elizabeth, 
wife of Charles Stafford, his children and heirs. (Record h, page 691.) 


John Gossett vs Joseph Sperry and Elizabeth, his wife. (Filed June 6, 
1836.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that the note 
and mortgage were dated Jan. 1, 1834, and that defendants are now residents of 
Richland Co., Ohio. The sheriff of Richland Co. served the defendants with 
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summons. (Record , page 706.) 


Edward Chaney vs The heirs of Benjamin Chaney, dec'd. (Filed Sept. 17, 
1833.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that Benjamin Chaney died Sept. 12, 182) 
seized of 160 acres in Davis Survey No. 2517 on the waters of Clear Creek that 
he had bought May 10, 1816. Decedent left the plaintiff, and Michael, Amy, 
Benjamin, Martha, Delilah, and Lewis Chaney, "in all seven his only surviving 
children" and heirs. He also left his widow, Martha, who died about ten days 
after his death. Amy, who is over 18 years and the wife of Miles Hart, agreed 
to sell plaintiff her interest, and Michael, who is over 21 years of age, ag- 
reed to sell his interest to plaintiff. Delilah is the wife of Michal B. Mal- 
ott, both residing in Clermont Co., Ohio. Benjamin Chaney is 18 years of age, 
Martha Chaney is 16 years of age, and Lewis Chaney is 1) years of age. (Record 
4, page 265.) 


Augustus Brown, Admr. of estate of Charles N. Clifton, dec'd., vs Heirs of 
decedent. (Filed Oct. 24, 1832.) Petition to sell land. Plaintiff alleges 
that deceased died seized of land which was sold after his death, with the wid- 
ow being assigned 80 acres as her dower. Plaintiff desires to sell the rever- 
Sionary interest in said 80 acres. Decedent died leaving Elizabeth Clifton, 
his widow, now the wife of John Matthews, Mary, a daughter, now the widow of 
John Fortenburgh, dec'd., Elizabeth, a daughter, the wife of Robert Jewitt, 
Hester, a daughter, now the wife of John McPherson, Phinetta Clifton aged 16 
hea Sally Clifton aged 19 years, and Matthew E. Clifton. (Record , page 
340. 


William Shawver, et al, vs The widow and heirs of Christopher Shawver, 
dec'd. (Filed June 3, 1833.) Partition. Plaintiffs William Shawver, Sr. and 
Sarah, his wife, allege that on Dec. 9, 1831 Christopher Shawver died seized of 
279 acres on Dodson's Fork that he had purchased in two conveyances in 1826 and 
1830. Decedent left his widow, Elizabeth, who has since married Stephen Adams, 
the plaintiff, Rebecca, wife of Daniel Brinaman, Andrew, Christopher, John, and 
Elizabeth Shawver as his heirs. Andrew and Christopher are under 21 years of 
age, and John and Elizabeth are under 1) and 12 years of age respectively. 
(Record h, page 33h.) 


James Anderson, Jr. vs David Reddick Anderson, William Bell Anderson, 
James Stevens Anderson, Mary Bell Anderson, John McKee Anderson, and Walter 
George Anderson, children and heirs of William Anderson, Sr., dec'd. (Filed 
Apr. Term, 1833.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges 
that he is a resident of Louisville, Ky. William Anderson and his wife, Eliza, 
of Pittsburg, Pa., executed on Sept. 2, 1827 a note secured by a mortgage on 
767 acres to plaintiff. The Andersons are seized as tenants in common in said 
land by the will of Ann Redick, "their mother", which was conveyed to them by 
deed of partition dated June 29, 1819 and recorded in Book A-2 Vol. 26, page 
343, of Alleghany Co., Pa. deed records. William Anderson has died leaving his 
widow, Eliza, and the above named defendants, his children and heirs, all minors 
and living in Pennsylvania. (Record 5, page 502.) 


State of Ohio vs David Terrell. Joel and Richmond Terrell went special 
bail for the defendant. (Order Book No. 5, 1829 - 183), page 335, Apr. 9, 
1833. No record; original papers missing. ) 


James Long vs Robert Stewart of Ross Co., Ohio, Admr. of estate of Thomas 
G. Johnson, dec'd. (Filed Apr. Term, 1833.) Petition for order to convey 
land. Plaintiff alleges that Thomas G. Johnson of Ross Co., Ohio, on July 23, 
1828, contracted to sell to William Cook, Lot 82 in Greenfield. On Mar. 25, 
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1830 Cook assigned the contract to plaintiff. Johnson died leaving Thomas G. 
and Edwin Johnson, his children and heirs. (Record h, page 296.) 


Isaac Greathouse, Admr. of estate of Robert Glass, dec'd., vs The widow 
and heirs of decedent. (Filed Apr. 10, 1833.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 220 acres, a part of 
Sheltons Survey No. 923. He left his widow, Barbara, and the following child- 
ren: John, Jane, Robert, David, Matilda, Lucinda, and Louise Glass, his heirs, 
all minors, and residents of Virginia. (Record , page 570.) (Compilors' note: 
See the case, The heirs of Robert Glass, dec'd., vs Isaac and Thomas Greathouse, 
reported in this book.) 


Jonah Vanpelt, Admr. of estate of Jacob Vanpelt, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed May 10, 1833.) Petition for order. to convey land. Plaintiff 
alleges that deceased died intestate leaving the following children and heirs: 
John, Jonah, Ryan, Isaac, Daniel, Elijah, and Jacob Vanpelt, Sarah, wife of 
Amos Ellis, and Elizabeth, wife of Aaron Ballard. Decedent, when alive, sold 
on Oct. 8, 1828 to Robert Partridge 200 acres on the waters of White Oak Creek 
patented to John A. Fulton. Jacob died "about the year 1829", (Record h, page 
305) 


John A. and James M. Trimble vs George W. Doggett and Lucinda, his wife. 
(Filed Apr. 8, 1833.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Note dated Feb. 
16, 1832. (Record h, page 321.) 


Mary Lowry Cunningham and Charles Johnston Cunningham by Sarah Cunningham, 
their guardian, vs John Clinton Cunningham, et al. (Filed May 1, 1833.) Par- 
tition. Plaintiffs allege that they are minor children of James M. Cunningham, 
dec'd., within the ages of 12 & 1) respectively, and bring this suit by Sarah 
Cunningham, their mother and guardian. Andrew Cunningham of Fairfield Township 
died on or about June 29, 1831 seized of 75 acres on the waters of Rattlesnake 
Fork of Paint Creek in Wilkin's Entry No. 2928 that he had bought Mar. 11, 1826. 
At his death the land descended to his seven children surviving him as his 
heirs, to-wit: James M., father of the plaintiffs, Andrew, John Clinton, Noble, 
Alexander Lowry, Mary Ann, and William Cunningham. Said decedent died intest- 
ate, leaving no widow, his wife Mary Cunningham, "the grandmother of your peti- 
tioners", having died in May, 1829. James M. died Dec. 1), 1832 intestate 
leaving the plaintiffs, his children and heirs. John Clinton, a minor 20 years 
of age, resides in Warren Co., Ohio; Noble is 17 years of age, Alexander Lowry 
is 14 years of age, Mary Ann is in her 11th year, and William is in his 9th 
year, all residents of Highland County.

Christian Arthur and Christian Crum, Exrs. of estate of Jacob Butcher, 
dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed July 10, 1833.) Petition to sell 
land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that deceased died seized of 300 acres, 
corner to Survey 7226. He left his widow, Ann, and the following children: 
Jane, the wife of William Wilkinson, Elizabeth, the wife of Charles Vanpelt, 
Margaret, the wife of Samuel Nutt, Kezziah, the wife of Thomas McKee, Polly 
Vanzant, late Butcher, Ann and Katherine Butcher. Wilkinson and wife, and Mc- 
Kee and wife reside in Illinois. (Record h, page 565.) 


Hector P. and Asa K. Lewis, Exrs. of estate of Thomas Lewis, dec'd., vs 
Thomas John, et al. (Filed July 25, 1832.) Suit for money. Plaintiffs allege 
that they are the surviving executors of the will of Thomas Lewis, dec'd., 
their father. The testator resided in Fayette Co., Ky., where his will is pro- 
bated. Decedent's will also appointed Elizabeth Lewis as Executrix and she, 
together with plaintiffs, contracted on May 1, 1815 to sell Thomas John 
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approximately 3000 acres lying on the East Fork of the Little Miami River, on 
the waters of Brush and Eagle Creeks, and on the East Fork of Brush Creek, all 
said land patented to decedent. Thomas John has not paid them in full for said 
land and has sold tracts of this land to William Parks, Enos Johnson who sold 
his tract to Joseph Eylor, George Vinsonhaller, John Dickey, and John Smith. 
Thomas John is now insolvent. (Record ), page 538.) 


James Bundy and Rebecca, his wife, vs The widow and heirs of Jonas Eden- 
field, dec'd. (Filed Sept. 2, 1833.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Re- 
becca Bundy, formerly Edenfield, is the daughter of Jonas Edenfield, dec'd. 
Deceased died seized of 268 acres on Rocky Fork of Paint Creek in James Survey 
No. 8075, conveyed to decedent on Dec. , 1819 by Anthony Franklin and Polly, 
his wife. Decedent died in April, 1827 leaving Mary, his widow, who is now 
married to John Stults of this county, and his children, Rebecca the plaintiff, 
Mary, wife of Isaac B. West, William aged 1) years, John aged 12 years, Jonas 
aged 10 years, and Samuel Edenfield aged 8 years, his heirs, all residing in 
Highland County, except William who lives in Columbus, Ohio. Mary West is a 
minor 17 years of age, and her husband, Isaac, is a minor under 21 years of 
age. (Record , page 615.) 


John Black, Admr. of estate of Michael R. McClure, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed Oct. Term, 1833.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaint- 
iff alleges that decedent died on Sept. 22, 1832, a resident of Adams Co., Ohio. 
On Sept. 21, 1829, while living, decedent executed a contract to convey to Sam- 
uel Horton In Lot 38 in Hillsboro. Decedent died leaving Eliza A. aged 13 
years, Nancy J. aged 11 years, Jane aged 9 years, Hannah B. aged 7 years, John 
B. aged 5 years, and Moses McClure aged 3 years, his only surviving children 
and heirs, all minors. (Record lh, page )6.) 


John Countryman and Michael Grove, Admrs. of estate of John Countryman, 
dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed Feb. 1, 1834.) Petition to complete 
land contract. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of hOO acres in 
John Marks Survey No. 1529 and Hawkins Survey No. 1638. He had on Mar. 22, 
1833 contracted to convey this land to Daniel Miller. Decedent died on July h, 
1833 intestate and leaving as his children and heirs, Obadiah, Joel, and Noah 
Countryman, minors, Elizabeth, wife of Jacob Davidson, Mary, wife of James 
Sheely, Christena, wife of Jesse Turner, Sally, wife of Samuel Cetty, Dolly 
(Dorothy), wife of Noah Turner, Hannah Countryman, and the plaintiff John Coun- 
tryman. (Record h, page 618.) 


David G. Terrill vs The heirs of Elijah Bocock, dec'd. (Filed Feb. 15, 
1834.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 102 acres in 
Wilkins Survey No. 2928, said land being part of the land set off to Martha 
Bocock, now deceased, as her dower interest from her husband, Elijah Bocock, 
dec'd. Jacob Worley, Sr., Francis Lee and Nancy, his wife, formerly Bocock, 
Francis Gaddy and Judith, his wife, formerly Bocock, Titus Clevenger and Polly, 
his wife, formerly Bocock, Charles Bait and Wimiford, his wife, formerly Bo- 
cock, John Adams and Nancy, his wife, formerly Bocock, George W., Elijah, Lewis, 
John, and Samuel Bocock, and Lewis Jones and Elizabeth, his wife, formerly Bo- 
cock, all are tenants in common with plaintiff. The sheriff of Highland County 
served summons on Jacob Worley, Sr., Francis and Nancy Lee, Francis and Judith 
Gaddy, Titus and Polly Clevenger, Charles and Winniford Bait, John and Nancy 
Adams, George W., Elijah, Lewis, John, and Samuel Bocock, and the heirs of Eli- 
zabeth Jones. The other defendants were found to be non-residents and were 
served by publication. (Record h, page 641.) (Compilors' note: In the origin- 
al papers, the relationship of David G. Terrill to the other parties is not 
given. In the service by publication, it states that Jacob Worley, Sr. is 
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"assignee of Jonathan Davidson and Sarah, his wife, late Sarah Bocock". In 
final distribution these two received one-fifth each of the money.) 


John Hiatt and Louisa, his wife, vs William Pickering. (Filed June Tern, 
183.) Trespass and ejectment. Plaintiffs allege that Louisa Hiatt was for- 
merly Louisa Dillon. Plaintiffs rented from the defendant 75 acres in Spring- 
ers Survey No. 1051, which was a part of the land owned by James Dillon, dec'd. 
The description of this land reads, in part: "...to corner of land setoff to 
Susanah Dillon..." (Record h, page 60.) 


State of Ohio vs James Anderson, Jr. Charged with forging a bank note. 
James Anderson, Sr. and Jarred Hopkins went bond for James Anderson, Jr., of 
Jackson Twp. (Order Book No. 6, 183) - 1837, page 5, June 23, 183). No record.) 


Absalom Gardiner and Jane, his wife, vs William Miller. (Filed Apr. 28, 
183.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Jane Gardiner, late Miller, daughter 
of West Miller, dec'd., who died in 1820 intestate, has an interest in 153 
acres on the waters of Clear Creek, a part of Byrd Survey No. 2516, of which 
decedent died seized. The plaintiff Jane was formerly Jane Keeler and married 
Absalom Gardiner "about the year 1828". The defendant William Miller, whose 
wife is Anor, owns the remaining interest in said land. In the Answer filed 
by William Miller, he states "that before the intermarriage between said Peti- 
tioners, and whilst the said Jane was a feme sole bearing the name of her first 
husband, towit Jane Keeler or Keller, the said Jane by the name of Jane Keeler" 
saab her interest by deed to the defendant. (No record; see original 
papers. 


Samuel Cary and Isaac Kenworthy, Exrs. of estate of Caleb Lamb, dec'd., 
vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed Feb. 1, 183.) Petition for order to convey 
land. Plaintiffs allege that on Jan. 10, 1832 decedent, while living, entered 
into a contract to sell to Galey Lamb 25 acres in Survey No. 1078. Deceased 
died on Oct. 7, 1832 leaving the following children: Tarlton I. aged 13, Edith 
aged 15, the wife of Everett Sinclair who is aged 19, Sarah M. aged 12, Irena 
aged 9, and Caleb Lamb over 21, all residents of Highland County, and Lot Lamb, 
Barbara, formerly Lamb, wife of Jacob Robbins, Mary, formerly Lamb, wife of Eli 
Miles, and Jefferson Lamb, all residents of North Carolina, and Frances Walls, 
formerly Lamb, wife of Thomas Walls, of South Carolina; also "John Lamb - Caleb 
Richard & Betsy Lamb children & representatives of Albert Lamb deceased", min- 
ors, and residents of Indiana. (Record h, page 517.) 


Nancy Lucas vs William Thompson. (Filed Dec. 6, 1833.) Suit for dower. 
Plaintiff alleges that she was married to Jesse Lucas in 1827, then a resident 
of Highland County, now deceased. Decedent owned 66 acres on the waters of 
Rocky Fork of Paint Creek in Fitzhughs Survey No. 2289. A short time before 
his death, decedent deeded this land to William Thompson. Plaintiff did not 
join in the deed to release her dower rights. (Record h, page 607.) 


Edward B. Hand, et al, vs Joshua Woodrow. (Filed Sept. 7, 183.) Parti- 
tion and assignment of dower. Plaintiff Edward B. Hand, a minor by Samuel Bell 
his guardian, and John E. Hand, Catherine B. Hand, and Sarah A. Hand of Lancas- 
ter Co., Pa., also minors, by Sarah Bethel their guardian, and Stephen O. Hand 
of Highland County, also a minor under 14 years by Phebe Hand his mother, al- 
lege that they are seized of Lot 1 in Hillsboro conveyed to them on May 26, 
1832 by Allen Trimble and Rachel, his wife, James A. Trimble, John A. Trimble 
and Lavina, his wife, John M. Nelson and Mary L., his wife, and James A. McCue 
and Margaret C., his wife, as the only heirs of William A. Trimble, dec'd. 
Phebe Hand, the mother of plaintiffs, became entitled to dower in said lot on 
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the death of her first husband, Dr. George Smith, and she conveyed her dower 
right to Joshua Woodrow of Hillsboro on Apr. 15, 1830. Joshua Woodrow, in his 
Answer, alleges that he is advised that the legal title in part of the premises 
is vested in the heirs, not named, of Hannah Allen, a sister of William A. Trim- 
ble, dec'd. (Record h, page 529.) 


William Piggott, Guardian of the heirs of Robert Johnson, dec'd., vs The 
heirs of decedent. (Filed Mar. Term, 1833.) Petition to sell land. Plaintiff 
alleges that he is the guardian of Margaret, Virginia, Martha, Alexander, Mary, 
and Jane Johnson, the children of decedent. Decedent died seized of lots in 
Petersburg. (Record h, page 626.) 


William, Thomas E., and Jonah Wright, Admrs. of estate of Joel Wright, 
dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed June ), 183.) Petition for order to 
convey land. Plaintiffs allege that on May 23, 1832 Joel Wright, while living, 
executed a contract to sell to William McPherson Lot No. 2) in New Leesburg. 

In 1833 Wright died leaving the following children, his heirs: Thomas C., Edwin 
W., Ashley J., Caroline, Daniel W., Jane, and Joel Wright, all minors. (Record 


4, page 535.) 


Samuel Henderson, Admr. of estate of David Henderson, dec'd., vs The widow 
and heirs of decedent. (Filed Oct. 13, 183.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died intestate seized of land on the 
waters of Rocky Fork of Paint Creek in Byrds Survey 2515 & 2516. He left Eliz- 
abeth, his widow, and his children, Samuel, plaintiff, and Mariah, a minor und- 
er 18 years. (Record h, page 65.) 


Beniah Faris vs Peter Nave. (Filed Feb. 20, 183.) Forcible entry and 
detention. Plaintiff alleges that in March, 1831 John Moler was in possession 
of 63 acres in Entry No. 6713 that he had purchased from Joseph Kerr. One John 
S. Jenkins came to Moler's house and stated that Moler had no title to the land; 
that Jenkins was agent for Peter Nave of Jassamine Co., Ky., who was the owner; 
and that Moler must pay a yearly rental to Jenkins for Nave. Finding that he 
was used fraudulently, Moler sold the land to James Thompson on Apr. 8, 1833, 
who sold it to plaintiff on May 23, 1833. (No record; see original papers. ) 


Phillip Wallace and Elizabeth C., his wife, and Severn Teacle vs The heirs 
of Thomas M. Baily, dec'd. (Filed Aug. 27, 183).) Partition. Plaintiffs al- 
lege that Severn Teacle is a resident of Baltimore, Md., and they all have an 
interest in over 3800 acres in Highland County originally entered in the name 
of Teacle. The defendants, whose names are unknown, are co-tenants with plaint- 
iffs. Jane Baily is the widow of Thomas M. Baily, dec'd. (Record h, page 588.) 


Perry Collier, Guardian, vs The heirs of Christopher Johnson, dec'd. 
(Filed Oct. 5, 1833.) Petition to sell land. Plaintiff alleges that he is the 
guardian of Harriet Johnson, a minor and one of the children of Christopher 
Johnson, dec'd. Decedent died in March, 1831, intestate, seized of approximat- 
ely 119 acres devised to him by the will of his father, William Johnson, dec'd. 
He left his widow, Ann, and the following children, his heirs: Harriet Johnson, 
a minor, and Joshua and William Perry Johnson, infants under 1) years of age. 
(Record h, page 653.) 


John Dill vs John Cochran, a minor. (Filed Aug. Term, 1835.) Slander. 
The court appointed Jacob Cochran Guardian ad litem of minor defendant. 
(Record.h, page 710.) 


William Roush and Elizabeth, his wife, vs The heirs of George Wilkin, 
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dec'd. (Filed July 9, 183.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Elizabeth 
Roush is the daughter of George Wilkin, dec'd., and devisee of Phillip Wilkin, 
dec'd., her grandfather. Phillip died testate devising 200 acres in Christie 
Survey No. 981 as follows: To the children of his son George, dec'd., the land 
on which he lived at his decease; to his grandson, Abraham, 70 acres; and the 
residue, 130 acres, to be divided equally among the other children of George, 
dec'd. Testator also states that he allows Jacob Saum, who is married to the 
widow of George, dec'd., to live upon the land to raise said children or until 
"Abraham Wilkin arrives at the age of 21 years and no longer". Susannah Saum, 
widow of George, dec'd., is married to Jacob Saum. Sarah, Rebecca, Abraham, 
Rachel, and Polly Ann Wilkin, all minors, the children of George, dec'd., all 
residing in Highland County, are joint tenants with plaintiffs. (Record h, 
page 611.) 


Charles M. Wilson, Guardian, vs Juliet Woodrow, et al. (Filed Oct. 18, 
1834.) Petition to sell land. Plaintiff alleges that he is guardian of Serena, 
William G., Joseph, Mariah, and John Woodrow, minor children of Joseph Woodrow, 
dec'd. Sarah E. Woodrow is another heir of deceased. Said heirs have an int- 
erest in Lots 2 and 54 in Hillsboro, and Juliet, widow of deceased, is entit- 
led to dower. (Record h, page 685.) (Compilors' note: Sarah E. and the minor 
children each received a 1/6 interest. Sarah E. was probably an adult child.) 


Jeremiah Fenner vs Sarah Ann Fenner, et al. (Filed Sept. ), 1834.) Part- 
ition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 175 acres on waters of 
Clear Creek in Davis Survey of 1750 acres, No. 2517. Sarah Ann, Mary W., and 
Rachel Fenner, all minors under 18 years, are tenants in common with plaintiff. 
Mary Ann, widow of Stephen Fenner, dec'd., "late father of said minor heirs", 
is entitled to dower. (Record h, page 596.) 


John Caplinger vs Susanah Caplinger. (Filed Mar. 6, 1835.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Susanah Rader Apr. 14, 1811 in Adams Co., 
Ohio, and moved to Highland County shortly thereafter. Defendant left him 
Nov. 7, 1831. Grounds: Absent for more than three years. Defendant in her 
Answer states that in about 26 years of marriage she bore plaintiff ten child- 
ren. Because of plaintiff's extreme cruelty she left him to live with her 
father in Adams Co., Ohio, and still resides with her father there. (Supreme 
Court Record B, page 562.) 


John Smith & John Eakins, Admrs. of estate of Benjamin Eakins, dec'd., vs 
The widow and heirs of decedent. (Filed 1835.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 75 acres, a part of Gill 
Survey No. 2892. He left Nancy, his widow, and the following children and 
heirs: Sally, George, and William Eakins, adults, and James, Rebecca, Joseph, 
John, and Jasper Eakins, minors. (Record h, page 681.) 


Jacob Landess vs John S. Jenkins and Peter Nave. (Filed Feb. 22, 183.) 
Suit for money. Plaintiff alleges that in March, 1831 John S. Jenkins of Ken- 
tucky came to plaintiff's home in Highland County and stated that he was the 
owner of 5 acres in Survey No. 6713 on which the plaintiff had resided for a 
long period of time. Jenkins stated that Nave owned 10 acres adjoining the 
plaintiff, and that Jenkins would sell him the land as attorney in fact for 
Nave. Plaintiff entered into a contract with Jenkins and paid him money. 
Plaintiff states that the claim of title was fraudulent. (Record 5, page 1.) 


James M. Trimble vs The heirs of Phillip Daws, dec'd., et al. (Filed Mar. 
19, 1835.) Suit over land title. This suit involves title to 00 acres in 
Survey No. 2560. In 1811 Phillip Daws (Dawe) of Virginia sold this tract to 
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Nathaniel Pope of Highland County. Pope sold parcels of this land to the fol- 
lowing individuals: Joseph Hixson in 181_, Robert Ellwood in 1813, James Col- 
lins in 1817, and George Elwood in 1816. Since the petition is ten pages long, 
the compilors give the genealogy found therein. Phillip Daws died without con- 
veying the land to Pope. In 18__ Joseph Hixson died intestate leaving Martha, 
Timothy, and Daniel Hixson, Eleanor, wife of Henry Sprunce, Jemima, wife of 
John Archer, Phebe, wife of Andrew Dunnegan, and John Hixson, his sons and 
daughters, as heirs. In 18__ George Ellwood died intestate leaving Frances, 
James, and George Ellwood, his children and heirs, and his widow, Rebecca, who 
is still living. Nathaniel Pope died leaving children and grandchildren, who 
are: William, Samuel, and John W. Pope, children of decedent, Nathaniel P. San- 
ders, Martha, wife of John Wood, formerly Sanders, Milly, Samuel, and Elizabeth 
Sanders, grandchildren of decedent. (No record; see original papers.) 


John Davidson vs Benjamin Overstake, et al. (Filed March Term, 1835.) 
Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Mar. AeA Mae NS| 
Benjamin Overstake contracted to sell Moses Roberts 6 acres in Survey No. 022. 
Plaintiff purchased Roberts' right in said contract. The court found Moses 
Roberts not a resident of this state. (Record h, page 828.) 


Samuel Carey, et al, vs Ruth McPherson, et al. (Filed June ), 1835.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs Samuel Carey and Anna, his wife, late McPherson, Thomas 
Davis and Elizabeth, his wife, late McPherson, Harman Davis and Martha, his 
wife, late McPherson, of Highland County, allege that they have.an interest in 
319 acres on Lee's Creek in Biddle's Survey No. 2716 and Rose's Survey No. 006. 
The defendants, David South and Mary, his wife, late McPherson, of Virginia, 
Ruth, Daniel, Stephen, John, and Joseph McPherson of Clinton Go., Ohio; Merab 
and Benjamin McPherson; David Crispin and Rachel, his wife, late McPherson; Job 
Smith and Charlotte, his wife, late McPherson; Daniel, Mary, and George Hay- 
worth, minors, residing in Indiana with their father, Jonathan Hayworth, who is 
a tenant by courtesy, are the heirs of their mother, Sarah Hayworth, late Mc- 
Pherson, dec'd., are all tenants in common with plaintiffs. Mary, widow of 
Daniel McPherson, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Record , page 673.) 


Sampson Shockley vs The heirs of Benjamin Shockley, dec'd. (Filed Mar. 
18, 1835.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that Benjamin Shockley, his father, 
died intestate leaving the plaintiff, Nancy, wife of Ira Rains, Elijah Shock- 
ley, Joanna, wife of Augustus Juitt, all of full age, and Enoch, John, Benja- 
min, Seth, Narcissa, and Andrew J. Shockley, all minors, of whom John Shockley, 
their paternal uncle, is guardian, his children and heirs. Decedent died 
seized of 150 acres in Union Township, a part of Survey No. 1078, deeded by 
this court to Shockley at Oct. Term, 1823. Leah Shockley is the widow of dece- 
dent. (Record , page 795.) (Compilors' note: In Record , page 219, filed 
Aug. Term, 1831, Leah Shockley sues the heirs for her dower rights: eli this 
case Joanna Shockley is alleged, not her married name Juitt, and Andrew J. 
Shockley is alleged as Jackson Shockley. ) 


William Brooks, Admr. of estate of James Brooks, dec'd., vs The widow and 
heirs of decedent. (Filed July 2, 1835.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent, a resident of Fayette Co., Ohio, on Feb. 11, 
1811, while living, contracted to sell 50 acres on the waters of Clear Creek in 
Grahams Survey No. 2335 to Abraham Roads. Decedent died in 183_ leaving Sarah, 
his widow, and the following children and heirs: Betsey, wife of Martin (Varn- 
er?), Sarah, wife of Sampson Henkle, John, Benjamin, William, and Nancy Brooks, 
adults, and Allen, James, Strange, Malay, Rachel, and Polly Brooks, minors, who 
all reside in Fayette Co., Ohio. (Record h, page 68.) 
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Samuel Malcom, et al, vs Joseph Sperry and Elizabeth, his wife. (Filed 
June 5, 1835.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiffs Samuel Mal- 
com, William Robinson, John W. Cooper, John Morrow, and Robert Nesbit of High- 
land County, allege that Joseph Sperry, late of said county but now of Richland 
Co., Ohio, executed a note secured by a mortgage on Lot 175 in New Market to 
Henry Davis. Plaintiffs have paid this note and have not been repaid. (Record 


4, page 77.) 


Thomas E. Teter, Guardian of Benjamin Teter and Catherine, his wife, "deaf 
& dum persons incapable of managing their estate", vs Benjamin and Catherine 
Teter. (Filed July Term, 1835.) Petition to sell land to pay debts of guard - 
lanship. Plaintiff alleges that he was appointed guardian by the Common Pleas 
Court of Ross Co., Ohio. Benjamin and Catherine Teter are seized of an interest 
in 111 acres on the Rocky Fork of Paint Creek conveyed by Otway Byrd's heirs to 
James Adams on Sept. 21, 1816 and devised by said Adams to Catherine, wife of 
said Benjamin Teter. (Record h, page 696.) 


Amassa Gester vs Thomas Gester. Motion granted by the court for Amasa 
Gester to have her infant daughter aged two weeks taken from the possession of 
Thomas Gester, her husband, and given into her possession. (Order Book No. 6, 


183, - 1837, page 163, July 30, 1835.) 


Thomas Campbell and Prudy (Preudence), his wife, vs Jeremiah Smith. 
(Filed Mar. 16, 1835.) Slander. (Record 4, page 667.) 


Mahlon Branson vs The heirs of Robert Branson, dec'd. (Filed Feb. 11, 
1835.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Delaware Co., 
Ind., and has an interest in 10) acres on Lee's Creek in Highland County. He 
is entitled to the dower estate of Beulah Branson, widow of Robert Branson, 
dec'd., of Highland County, acquired by deed and assignment from her. Mary and 
Nathan Branson, only children of Nathan Branson, dec'd., minors, and John, 
Isaac, Robert, Jacob, Lot and Rebecca Branson, Sarah, formerly Branson and wid- 
ow of John Barker, dec'd., John Hines and Rachel, his wife, formerly Branson, 
John Holman and Lois, his wife, formerly Branson, are co-tenants with plaintiff. 
(Record h, page 712.) 


Scott Douglass vs The widow and heirs of Samuel Holliday, dec'd. (Filed 
June 27, 1835.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has 1/3 interest in 175 
acres in West Survey No. 697 on the waters of Clear Creek. Joseph, William Alte 
and Herculas H. Holliday, Phillip Wilson and Sarah, his wife, late Holliday, 
each have an interest; also David, Samuel, Jane, Mary, Ann, Isabella, Nancy, 
and Elizabeth Holliday, minors, each have an interest. Sarah, widow of dece- 
dent, and now the wife of Abraham Penington, is entitled to dower. All the 
parties are residents of Highland County. (Record 5, page 19.) 


Jesse Barker and Nancy, his wife, vs The heirs of Richard Beeson, dec'd. 
(Filed Oct. 7, 1835.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they are residents of 
Morgan Co., Ind. Nancy Barker, formerly Beeson, has an interest in 100 acres 
in James Taylor, Jr. Survey No. 1660. John, Amasa, and Rebecca Beeson, all mi- 
nors, of Wayne Co., Ind., heirs of Richard Beeson, dec'd., late of Highland 
County, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. Emily, widow of decedent, has 
released her dower rights. (Record h, page 719.) 


Alexander Murphy, Guardian, vs The heirs of John Hays, dec'd. (Filed Oct. 
Term, 1835.) Petition to sell land for benefit of minors. Plaintiff alleges 
that he is guardian of Rebecca Ann, Delila, Ester, Isabella, and Samuel Hays, 
minor children of John Hays, dec'd. Said minors, together with Stewart Lindsey 
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and Mary, his wife, formerly Hays, are each seized of an interest in two 
tracts, the first being 112 acres in Parker's Survey No. 2303 deeded to dece- 
dent June 15, 1819, and the second being 50 acres deeded to decedent by Harcu- 
les Murphy and wife of Highland County Sept. h, 1818. The court ordered that 
"Isabella Hutsonpillar late Isabella Hays formerly the widow of the said John 
Hays deceased" be given a 1/3 interest in the 112 acres. (Record h, page 781.) 


Asa Plummer and Grace, his wife, vs John Morrow. (Filed JUL Val aelG 36...) 
Debt. (Record h, page 812.) 


Thomas Campbell and Prudy, his wife, vs Isaac Chapman and Sally, his wife. 
(Filed 1835.) Slander. (Record h, page 779.) 


Catherine Roads vs The heirs of Valentine Roads, dec'd. (Filed Jan. Los 
1835.) Petition for dower. Plaintiff alleges that she is the widow of Valen- 
tine Roads, dec'd., who died seized of 181 acres in Paint Township. Decedent 
died testate leaving the plaintiff; Catherine, George, Sam'l., Abraham, Bar- 
bary, Mary, Isaac, Betsey, and Jacob Roads, "the heirs at law and legal repre- 
sentatives of John Roads decd son & heir of said Valentine decd", the last four 
named being minors; Valentine, Abraham, and George Roads, Catherine Brock, for- 
merly Roads, Phillip, Rebecca, Henry, and Mary Roads, the immediate heirs at 
law of Valentine Roads, dec'd.; and also the children and heirs of Elizabeth 
Fawver, dec'd., formerly Roads, "daughter of said Valentine decd who while liv- 
ing resided in the State of Va.", the names and residences of whose children 
are unknown to plaintiff. (Record h, page 733.) 


Jonah Wright, Admr.D.B.N.W.W.A. of estate of Joab Wright, dec'd., vs Jos- 
lah Draper and Jemima, his wife, et al. (Filed Oct. Term, 1835.) Petition to 
sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff alleges that Joab Wright died seized of 120 
acres, corner to Springer Survey No. 3995, and Lots 9 and 10 in New Leesburg. 
Decedent left his brothers: Jonah, Joel, Joshua, John, Jesse, James, and Jos- 
eph Wright. Joseph has died since the death of Joab, leaving Susana, his widow, 
and John aged about 20 years, Elizabeth since married to John H. Johnson, Owen 
aged about 16 years, Lot aged about 8 years, and Joab aged about ) years, his 
children and heirs. John has died since the death of Joab, leaving James and 
Sampson, both of age, Jonathan a minor, Phebe now married to Jesse Grimes, and 
Rachel now married to John D. Morris. Decedent's sisters are Judith Gautt, 
formerly Wright, Jane Wright, and Jemima Draper. Judith Gautt has died since 
the death of Joab, leaving Ezekiel, Jesse, Charles, Elias, Uriah, Jane, Jemima, 
and Matilda, her children. Jane Wright has died since the death of Joab with- 
out children. Joel has died leaving as his children Thomas Clarkson, Edwin, 
Ashley, Caroline, Daniel Webster, Jane, and Joel Wright, all minors. Jemima 
Draper is married to Josiah Draper and Martha Wright is one of the heirs and 
devisees of Joab, dec'd. (Record 5, page 125.) (Compilors' note: The petition 
states that Phebe Wright is married to Jesse Grimes. In the Answer filed by 
them, their names are written in the body of the Answer and signed as Phebe and 
Jesse Graham. The name of Martha Wright does not appear in the petition or in 
the will of Joab Wright, dec'd. She files an Answer consenting to the sale. 
What her relationship is to the family is not known. It appears from the pap- 
ers that all the defendants were personally served with summons in Highland 
County except Josiah and Jemima Draper, Jesse Wright, and all the children of 
Judith Gautt, dec'd., who were non-residents of Ohio and served by publication. 
There is a very interesting account of this family in "History of Ross and 
Highland Counties, Ohio" by Williams Brothers. The father and mother of these 
children were Jesse and Jemima Wright. They were from Charleston, S. C., and 
in 1805 Jemima, a widow, brought her family to this county. All the names in 
this family begin with the letter "J". History tells us that their horse was 
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named Jack and their dog's name was Jowler.) 


Mary Hill, widow of William Hill, dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. 
(Filed Mar. 2, 1836.) Petition for dower. Plaintiff alleges that decedent 
died on or about Sept. 16, 1829 seized of 196 acres on the waters of Clear 
Creek. Decedent left her, his widow, and the following children, his heirs: 
Sarah, wife of Samuel Keys, Jr., Susan, wife of William Duckwall, adults, and 
Nancy, William, and Elizabeth Hill, minors. (Record , page 70.) 


Thomas Chew, Exr. of estate of William Huggins, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed Mar. 2, 1836.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaint- 
iff alleges that decedent died seized of 8 acres on the waters of Rocky Fork 
of Paint Creek. Decedent left Benjamin F. Huggins, Thirza G., late Huggins, 
widow of Barton G. Hanshaw, dec'd., and Julia, late Huggins, wife of Thomas 
Chew, his heirs. (Record ), page 798.) (Compilors' note: In the petition, 
Thirza G. Hanshaw is written "Teresa G. Hencha", but she signs her name in her 
Answer "Thirza G. Hanshaw", and in the same Answer Benjamin F. Huggins signs 
his name as "B. F. M. Huggins".) 


Jonathan and Thomas M. Sanders, Admrs. of estate of Samuel Sanders, dec'd., 
vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed Mar. Term, 1836.) Petition to sell land. 
Plaintiffs allege that deceased, up to his death, was a partner with John Hen- 
ley under the name of Sanders & Henley. Decedent left a widow who has since 
died, and the following children and heirs: Sarah, wife of Sylvester Henton, 
John, Addison, David, Rachel, Samuel, and Martha Sanders. Decedent died seized 
of Lot 9 in Leesburg. Daniel Huff, "their maternal grandfather", is guardian 
of said defendants, except Sylvester and Sarah Henton, who are not residents 
of this state. (Record 5, page 100.) 


James S. Crawford vs George Broadstone, et al. (Filed Mar. Term, 1836.) 
Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Apr. 3, 1821 John 
Warson, then of Highland County but now deceased, contracted with George Broad- 
stone of the same county to sell to Broadstone 50 acres in Massie Survey on 
Rocky Fork of Paint Creek. On July 2h, 182) Broadstone assigned his contract 
to the plaintiff. In 1825 Warson died leaving Rachel, his widow, who is unmar- 
ried, and Louisa, Edward, Nathan, John, and Hanah Warson, his children and 
heirs, all of whom are minors except Louisa. (Record h, page 823.) 


Samuel Grant vs The heirs of John Keyt, dec'd., et al. (Filed Mar. Term, 
1836.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Oct. h, 
1807 John Keyt, formerly of Highland County but now deceased, entered into a 
contract with Jeremiah Grant of said county to sell to Grant on Apr. 20, 1811 
150 acres on the waters of White Oak Creek. Grant paid the full purchase price 
and requested Keyt to convey the land to him. Keyt neglected to do so and 
moved to Indiana, Illinois, and parts unknown. Keyt is now dead, having left 
his children and heirs, to-wit: Mary Ann, widow of Gaskins, dec'd., Lewis, 
Jacob, Hosea, Nathan, Jesse, "Ichababad", Hiram, and Emely Keyt, all of full 
age, whose residences are unknown with the exception of Nathan Keyt, who re- 
sides in Clermont Co., Ohio. On Mar. 14, 1836 Jeremiah Grant assigned the con- 
tract to plaintiff. (Record 5, page 2.) 


Isaac Gall and Sarah, his wife, vs The heirs of John Turner, dec'd. 
(Filed July 11, 1836.) Petition for dower. Plaintiffs allege that Sarah Gall 
was formerly the wife and widow of John Turner, dec'd. Decedent left the fol- 
owing children and heirs: Helen, Margaret Jane, James, Adison, and Susanah Tur- 
ner. Deceased died seized of 100 acres in Barbee Survey No. 1203 on the waters 
of Elk Run. (Record 5, page 23.) 
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John Driskill and Phebe, his wife, vs The heirs of Charles W. Conway, 
dec'd. (Filed Oct. 8, 1835.) Petition for dower. Plaintiffs allege that 
Phebe Ann Driskill, formerly Conway, widow of Charles W. Conway, dec'd., is now 
married to John Driskill, Jr. Decedent died seized of lots in New Lexington 
and 53 acres on Lee's Creek, leaving his widow, and Sarah, Joseph T. Porter, 
James, and George Washington Conway, his children and heirs, all minors. 
(Record h, page 802.) 


Daniel H. Murphy vs The widow and heirs of Andrew Murphy, dec'd. (Filed 
Sept. 2), 1835.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that 
on Feb. 27, 1828 he entered into a contract with Andrew Murphy, while living, 
to buy from Murphy a one-half interest in 150 acres on the waters of White Oak 
Creek. Said land was the north half of land that was formerly in the possess- 
ion of Samuel Odler, dec'd., and at the date of the contract in the possession 
of Daniel Frazier, who has since died. Said land is now in the possession of 
Murphy's widow, who has since married Michael Foreman. Decedent died on or 
about Aug. 27, 183) leaving his widow, Polly, and Rebecca Ann, Catherine, James 
Alexander, Rachel, and Andrew Murphy, his children and heirs, all minors. 
(Record h, page 807.) 


George W. Barrere, Admr. of estate of Jacob Foust, dec'd., vs Daniel 
Stroup, et al. (Filed May 25, 1836.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that John Stroup was administrator of decedent's estate, 
but was relieved by the court and plaintiff was appointed. Decedent died 
seized of 80 acres on the waters of White Oak Creek in Survey No. 3660. His 
children and heirs now living are Daniel, Jonathan, and Adam Foust, Elizabeth, 
wife of John (McFerrin or McFersen), all residents of Highland County, "and his 
grand-children and heirs by right of their mother, are..." Daniel, John, Jacob, 
Lucinda, Elizabeth, Polly, William, Joseph, and Catherine Stroup, children of 
John Stroup and Stroup, dec'd., formerly Foust, "none of whom are 
residents of said County of Highland". Service of summons was issued to the 
sheriff of Green Co., Ohio to serve John Stroup, Sr.; to the sheriff of Brown 
Co., Ohio to serve Jacob Stroup; and to the sheriff of Highland County to serve 
Lucinda and Catherine Stroup. (No record; see original papers.) 


John Stokes and Mary, his wife, vs The heirs of Nathan Henderson, dec'd. 
(Filed July 11, 1836.) Partition and dower. Plaintiffs allege that Mary 
Stokes, formerly Henderson, has an interest in 102 acres in Taylors Survey No. 
2402. Charles, Thompson, and Elijah Henderson, and Susan, widow of George 
Saum, dec'd., all residents of Highland County, are tenants in common with 
plaintiffs. Mary, widow of Nathan Henderson, dec'd., is entitled to dower. 
(Record 5, page 1.) 


Ex Parte Mary Jessop, Exrx., and Absolem Sumner, Exr., of estate of Abner 
Jessop, dec'd. (Filed Mar. 2, 1836.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 330 acres in Paint Township and 
lots in Petersburg. He left Mary Jessop the sole "legatee" of all his real 
estate. (Record 5, page 26.) (Compilors' note: Apparently this land was not 
sold to pay debts, since at June Term, 180 Absalem Sumner, surviving executor 
of estate of Abner Jessop brought a suit to sell the same land to pay debts. 
This land consisted of seven tracts, one tract being purchased by decedent as 
early as Mar. 14, 1818. Another tract was the one on which decedent lived and 
died, and which his widow Mary occupied until her death. Plaintiff alleges 
that decedent died in 1837 and his widow,in March, 180. The "title to said 
lands fell to the brothers sisters nephews & nieces of the said Abner Jessop 
deceased he having left no children viz Levi Jessop, John Jessop, Sarah who in- 
termarried with Samuel Cooper, Eda, intermarried with John Cook, Mary, inter-

married with Thomas Lockhart, the heirs of Anna decd who intermarried with Jos- 
eph Chandler whose names are unknown to your petitioner, the heirs of Priscilla 
(late Priscella Jessop) who intermarried with John Cook & has since departed 
this life leaving children whose names...or places of residence are unknown..." 
In McBrides' "Cemetery Inscriptions of Highland County, Ohio", the death of Ab- 
ner Jessop is given as "Apr., 1836. Age 48 yrs." In McBrides' "Wills, Adminis- 
trations, Guardianships and Adoptions of Highland County, Ohio (1805 - 1880)", 
the date of decedent's will is given as Feb. 1, 1836, proven Feb. 22, 1836. 
Before this book was published, the compilors made a trip to the Friends' Meet- 
ing House Cemetery to see if they had made a mistake in copying the tombstone. 
They had not. They also re-examined the papers in the estate of decedent to 
see if the date and proven date had been copied wrong. The dates had been cop- 
ied correctly. This, then, is a very good example of how erroneous public rec- 
ords and monuments in cemeteries can be. The first suit was filed Mar. 2, 1836. 
Decedent's monument states that he died in Apr., 1836. The second case states 
that decedent died in 1837. The only correct solution to the approximate date 
of death of decedent is to be found in the will record. He died sometime be- 
tween Feb. 1 and Feb. 22, 1836. In the second case cited here, there are two 
John Cooks, which may be a mistake. There is no record of this case. Original 
papers must be examined. ) 


Lucinda M. Driskill vs Ebenezer T. Driskill. (Filed June 6, 183.) Di- 
vorce. Plaintiff alleges that she is Lucinda Minerva Driskill, late Lucinda M. 
Wright, one of the daughters and heirs of John Wright, dec'd., late of Highland 
County. She married the defendant in Highland County "about two years since", 
and moved with him to Snow Hill, Clinton Co., Ohio. Most of her furniture was 
given to her by "her step-father & maternal parent". Because of defendant's 
extreme cruelty she left him and went to her mother and step-father's house in 
Highland County. Sally Mary, aged 12 months the 18th day of May past was born 
as the issue of said marriage. Defendant has tried to obtain control over 106 
acres near Sugartree Ridge, Highland County, and 100 acres in Scioto Co., Ohio, 
which plaintiff and "her two co-heirs of John Wright, inherited..." (No record; 
see original papers.) 


Mary Huff vs George A. Kinzer, et al. (Filed Mar. 11, 1837.) Petition 
for dower. Plaintiff alleges that she is a resident of Morgan Co., Ohio, and 
that Philip Huff, late of Ohio Co., Va., died Nov. 9, 1831 leaving her, his 
widow. Decedent conveyed 197 acres in Highland County to James Fisher without 
plaintiff joining in the deed. In 182) James Fisher deeded the land to Cephas 
Fisher, who deeded it to Abraham Weltmese, who deeded it to George A. Kinzer. 
(Record 5, page 133.) 


Hannah Terrell vs The heirs of David Terrell, Jr., dec'd. (Filed Mar. 15, 
1837.) Petition for dower. Plaintiff alleges that David Terrell, Jr. died in 
1835 seized of lots in New Lexington and 126 acres in Warrings Survey No. 311, 
the same land conveyed by David Terrell, Sr. and his wife to David Terrell, Jr. 
on Mar. 13, 1823. Decedent died leaving his widow, Hannah, the plaintiff, and 
William, Martha, and Nancy Terrell, infants, his children. (Record 5, page 122) 
(Compilors' note: Christopher Terrell and David Woodmansee, Admrs. of estate of 
David Terrell, Jr., dec'd., brought a suit to sell decedent's real estate to 
pay debts on July 11, 1837. They allege that decedent died seized of 127 acres, 
save and except 6 acres which David sold in his lifetime to Pleasant Terrell, 
on the waters of Lee's Creek in Warring Survey No. 3411. Decedent left William, 
Martha, Nancy, and Mary Terrell, his children and heirs. Notice will be taken 
that the widow, Hannah, is not mentioned in this suit, and that a daughter Mary 
is mentioned in this suit but not in the suit of Mar. 15, 1837. No record; see 
original papers.) 
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John H. Mitchel, Admr. of estate of James Wilson, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
James Wilson, dec'd. (Filed Mar. 15, 1837.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 180 acres in Survey No. 
12089, made in the name of James Wilson and patented on Sept. 28, 1830. Dece- 
dent died leaving Milley, his widow, who has relinquished her dower estate to 
William Wilson, and the following heirs: William, James, Andrew, and Benjamin 
Wilson, each of whom are under 12 years of age, and Sarah, wife of Wm. Milholnm, 
Catherine, wife of James Cochran, and Elizabeth, wife of William Cochran. 
(Record 5, page 209.) 


Joseph P. Hamilton, Guardian of Caroline Armstrong, vs Caroline Armstrong. 
(Filed Mar. Term, 1837.) Petition to sell land. Plaintiff alleges that he is 
guardian "of Caroline Armstrong, one of the children and minor heirs of William 
Armstrong deceased...that on partition of said William Armstrong's real estate 
there fell and was alloted to said Caroline Armstrong the east half of in Lot 
No. 53 in the Town of Greenfield in said County". (Record 5, page 137.) (Com- 
pilors' note- The partition case referred to cannot be found. It may have been 
brought in Adams Co., Ohio. See case in this book titled: Sarah Armstrong, 
Admrx. of estate of William Armstrong, dec'd., vs Josiah Wadee. 


Samuel E. Snider vs The heirs of Adam Snider, dec'd. (Filed Feb. ily, Whee e 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 203 acres in Graham's 
Survey No. 2842. Jacob, Henry, Daniel, Adam, George, and David Snider, Nancy, 
wife of Thomas Williamson, and Elizabeth, wife of James Wolf, of Highland Coun- 
ty, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Elizabeth, George, James, Daniel, 
William, and Peter Snider, and one other whose name is unknown, all infants 
under 18 and 21 years, children of Thomas Snider, dec'd., inherit their father's 
1/10 share. The court finds that Rachel, widow of Adam Snider, dec'd., is en- 
titled to dower. (Record 5, page 528.) 


Matilda Corder vs Balam Corder. (Filed Mar. 2), 1837.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that her name was formerly Matilda McCartney, and she has been a 
resident of Highland County for the past three years. In Sept., 1836 she mar- 
ried the defendant "(then and now a resident of the County of Highland)". She 
avers that she was a good wife "to the said Balaam & his family..." Grounds: 
Extreme cruelty and intoxication. (Supreme Court Record B, page 625.) 


John Triplett and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Alexander Bentley, et al. 
(Filed June 21, 1836.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they have an inter- 
est in Lot No. 24 in Leesburg. Elizabeth, wife of John Triplett, acquired her 
interest by descent from Jane Lush, dec'd., late Jane McIntire. Decedent died 
leaving the following children besides the plaintiff: Catherine, wife of Joseph 
Bentley; Alexander McIntire who plaintiff believes died in Missouri without 
leaving a widow but leaving several children whose names are unknown; Daniel 
McIntire who also died in Mssouri leaving no widow but children whose names 
are unknown; John McIntire, dec'd., leaving no widow but children who are non- 
residents of Ohio; William McIntire, dec'd., leaving no widow but children non- 
residents of Ohio, names unknown; Jane Moxley, dec'd., formerly Lush, who mar- 
ried John Moxley, dec'd., leaving children, to-wit: John and William Moxley , 
Catherine, wife of Alexander Bentley, and Christopher Moxley. At Sept. Term, 
1836 the court found that the defendant, Joseph Bentley, had deceased. At Mar. 
Term, 1837 the court found that Elizabeth Triplett had deceased. At Mar. Term, 
1837 the plaintiff filed an amended petition in which the names of plaintiffs 
are* Nelson Franklin and Martha, his wife, formerly Triplett, John Triplett, 
Jr., and William M. Triplett, said Martha, John, and William M. being adult 
heirs of Elizabeth Triplett, dec'd., and Christopher C., Elizabeth, and James 
Triplett, minor heirs of Elizabeth Triplett, dec'd., by John Triplett, their 
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father and next friend. Joseph Bentley is deceased and left the following 
children: Alexander, Joseph, John, Cyrus, Charles M., Robert, and Caleb Bent- 
ley, Jane, wife of Bennett Far, Polly, wife of Samuel Pope. (Record 5, page 
245.) (Compilors' note: See Alexander Bentley, et al, vs The heirs of Jane 
Lush, reported in this book.) 


Charles M. Wilson, Guardian, vs The heirs of Joseph Woodrow, dec'd. 
(Filed July 13, 1837.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he is the guardian 
of Serena J., William George, Joseph, Mariah, and John Woodrow, minor children 
of Joseph Woodrow, dec'd. Sarah Elizabeth Woodrow is another child of deceased. 
Said children have an interest in lots in Hillsboro that were conveyed to their 
father by Joseph Woodrow, Sr., dec'd., and an interest in 158 acres. Juliett, 
widow of decedent, is entitled to dower. The court found on Sept. 28, 1837 
that "Serrene Woodrow...who since the filing thereof has become of age..." 
(Record 5, page 201.) (Compilors' note: The Answer filed by Sarah Elizabeth 
Woodrow was sworn to in Mercer Co., Ky.) 


John and Robert McConnell vs Samuel B. Findley, et al. (Filed June 5, 
1837.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiffs allege that they 
reside in Scioto Co., Ohio. On Feb. 20, 183) Samuel B. Findley of Highland 
County, now deceased, sold to James Elliott, Senr., of Highland County, now 
deceased, 800 acres in Highland and Pike Cos., Ohio, in Surveys 12439, 1255), 
3821, 3909, 029, and 5019. James Elliott, Senr. executed notes secured by a 
mortgage to Findley in payment of said land, and before the last note became 
due Findley assigned it to plaintiffs. In 1835 James Elliott, Senr. died in- 
testate, leaving no widow, but the following children: William M., John, James, 
Ewing, Samuel, Elizabeth, Catherine, Juliann, and Lucilla Elliott, all minors, 
Hannah, wife of Andrew Johnson, of Illinois, and Phebe, wife of Sanford Wil- 
liams, of Adams Co., Ohio. (Record 5, page 36. See next case.) 


Alexander McCorkle and William M. Elliott, Admrs. of estate of James E1li- 
ott, dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed July 12, 1837.) Petition to 
sell land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 800 
acres in Highland and Pike Counties, and Lot No. 1 in Sinking Spring. Decedent 
"left no widow but left William M. Elliott, Hannah Johnson formerly Hannah E1l- 
liott wife of Andrew Johnson, James Elliott, John Elliott, Phebe Ann Williams 
formerly Phebe Ann Elliott wife of Sanford Williams, his heirs at law...all of 
lawful age...he also left Henry EH. Elliott, Saml Elliott, Elizabeth Elliott, 
Estorline Elliott, Julia Elliott & Lucilla Elliott his heirs...under the ages 
of 18 & 21 respectively". (Record 5, page 363.) (Compilors' note: Some of the 
heirs in this case differ from those in the preceding case.) 


Peter L. Hughes and Mary, his wife, vs The widow and heirs of Andrew Car- 
rington (Carrigan), dec'd. (Filed Aug. 28, 1837.) Partition. Plaintiffs al- 
lege that Mary Hughes was formerly Mary Carrington, one of the daughters and 
heirs of Andrew Carrington, dec'd., late of Adams Co., Ohio. The plaintiffs, 
residents of Highland County, have an interest in 260 acres in Survey No. 3587 
on the waters of Brush Creek, Adams County, conveyed to decedent on June 18, 
1827, 188 acres in Adams County conveyed to decedent on Nov. 26, 1816, 135 
acres in Adams County conveyed to decedent on Apr. 10, 1823, and 226 acres in 
Grahams Survey 3365 and 708 in Highland County conveyed to decedent in 1819. 
Daniel Clark and Hannah his wife, formerly Carrington, the only remaining child 
and heir of decedent, are co-tenants with plaintiffs. Susanah, widow of dece- 
dent, who resides in Adams County, is entitled to dower. (Record 5, page 188.) 
(Compilors' note: The surname is spelled Carrington and Carrigan.) 


Charles Henderson, Admr. of estate of George Saum, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
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decedent. (Filed Mar. Term, 1837.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died intestate leaving Susan, his widow, and 
Charles, Jacob, Mary, Thompson, Catherine, Sidney, and Stephen Saum, all minors. 
While living, decedent contracted to buy 100 acres in John Wilkins Survey No. 
5555 from John Jones. (Record 5, page 309.) 


Hugh Smart and William Barnett, Admrs. of estate of Zepheniah Bryan, dec'd. 
vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed Sept. 1), 1837.) Petition for order to con- 
vey land. Plaintiff alleges that decedent, while living, contracted to convey 
Lot 75 in Greenfield to Amos B. Tuthill. Decedent died leaving Lavinia, his 
widow, and John F., James E., Maria E., and Zepheniah Bryan, his children, all 
minors. (Record 5, page 16).) 


Asa Newton and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Daniel M. Thomas. (Filed June 15, 
1837.) Damages. Plaintiffs allege that on Sept. 1, 1035 in Highland C- unty 
they authorized the defendant by power of attorney to sell and convey their 1/5 
interest in 220 acres and 3 negro slaves, George, Amy, and Julia, in Bucking- 
ham, Va. Defendant sold said land and slaves and failed to account to them for 
the money. (Record 5, page 197.) 


Jane McCague vs James Copeland and Mary, his wife, and the heirs of Thomas 
McCague, dec'd. (Filed Aug. 2, 1837.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that she 
is a resident of Highland County. In 1829 her father, James McCague, died in- 
testate leaving the plaintiff and Mary Ann, Joseph, Martha, Ann, Nancy, and 
James McCague, his children and heirs, and Mary, his widow, now married to 
James Copeland. Decedent died seized of lots in Sinking Spring and 3 acres 
next to said town conveyed to him Aug. 1, 1827. The court found on Oct. 16, 
1838 that "the said Jane McCague having intermarried with Bowman C. Baker...he 
is made a party petitioner with his said wife Jane". (Record 5, page 02.) 


Soverighn H. Brown, et al, vs The heirs of Joseph Kerr, dec'd. (Filed 
Oct. Term, 1838.) Petition for order to convey land. (Compilors' note: This 
suit was originally brought against Joseph Kerr. The court found on July 27, 
1838 that Joseph Kerr is deceased and granted plaintiffs a right to file a 
bill of revivor against decedent's heirs.) Plaintiffs Soverighn H., Henry and 
William Brown, Joel Butler and Mariah, his wife, formerly Brown, heirs of Ed- 
ward Brown, dec'd., allege that about the year 1810 Joseph Kerr sold to Edward 
Brown, now dec'd., 100 acres he represented to be in Survey No. 5086. On Feb. 
20, 1811 he deeded Brown the land. Kerr had no title to about 60 acres of the 
land, the title being in the devisees of Archelaus Moore, dec'd. Kerr died in- 
testate leaving Harriott Davidson, late Kerr, James B. Prescott and Susan, his 
wife, late Kerr, Clara and James D. Kerr, his heirs, all non-residents of Ohio. 
In July Term, 1839 Soverighn H. Brown amended his petition by stating that all 
the heirs of Kerr had conveyed their interest to him. (Record 5, page 502.) 


Elizabeth Huffman vs Felix Huffman. (Filed Feb. 9, 1838.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant on May 3, 1810 in Highland County, 
and that in 1813 he left her "in a destitute condition with one infant child" 
and went to Illinois or Missouri. Her father, John Hatter, being old and in- 
firm, on Dec. 18, 183) deeded to her a tract of land and "soon after...the said 
John Hatter" died and she has resided on this land with her daughter. In the 
fall of 1837 defendant returned and molested her. Grounds: Extreme cruelty and 
drunkenness. (Supreme Court Record B, page 602.) 


John Greathouse and Julia Ann, his wife, vs Thomas Greathouse. Damages 


for assault and battery on plaintiff, Julia Ann. Case stricken from the docket. 
(Order Book No. 7, 1837 - 1840, page 28, Sept. 29, 1837. No record.) 
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James Parris vs James Spears, et al. (Filed March Term, 1838.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 57 acres in Leitches Survey No. 
1996 on the waters of Brush Creek. Mary Edgington, formerly Spears, wife of 
John Edgington, James, Henderson, Robertson, and Thompson Spears, infants and 
all residents of Highland County, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Isabel, 
widow of James Spears, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Record 5, page 32.) 


Elias S. Pettyjohn, et al, vs The widow and heirs of Thomas Pettyjohn, 
dec'd. (Filed Mar. 28, 1838.) Partition. Plaintiffs Elias S. Pettyjohn of 
Highland County, Jackson Ewing and Mary, his wife, formerly Pettyjohn, of Brown 
Co., Ohio, allege that they have an interest in 196 acres on the waters of 
White Oak Creek comprising several tracts. Some of these tracts were deeded to 
decedent as early as 1812, and one tract was deeded to decedent by James Petty- 
john and wife on Sept. 17, 1824. Titus, Hannah, and Thomas Pettyjohn, Jdr., of 
Highland County, all infants, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. Ruth, wid- 
ow of Thomas Pettyjohn, dec'd., is entitled to a life estate under decedent's 
will. (Record 5, page 215.) 


Noah Ensley, et al, vs The widow and heirs of David Terry, dec'd. (Filed 
Mar. 5, 1838.) Partition. Plaintiffs Noah Ensley and Sally, his wife, former- 
ly Terry, and William Terry, all of Indiana, and Robert Antrim and Rachel, his 
wife, formerly Terry, and John Terry, all of Highland County, allege that they 
have an interest in 3l|}6 acres in Teacle Survey 2298 and in Survey 3579, the 
tract of land on which David Terry died. James, Elizabeth, Thomas, David, and 
Mary Ann Terry, all minors and residents of Highland County, are coparceners © 
with plaintiffs. Elizabeth, widow of David Terry, dec'd., is entitled to dow- 
er. (Record 5, page 271.) 


John Ruse, Admr. of estate of Edmond Ruse, dec'd., vs The heirs of dece- 
dent. (Filed Apr. Term, 1838.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent died seized of an equitable interest in 50 acres that he 
contracted to buy on Feb. 2), 1837 from Edmond Ruse. Decedent died leaving Su- 
sannah, his widow, and the following children, his heirs: Nathan, Edmond, and 
Sally Ruse, Polly, wife of Washington James, Elizabeth, wife of George Runnells, 
all of age, and Rachel, Samuel, Silas, and Susan Ruse, minors. The sheriff of 
Clinton Co., Ohio was ordered to serve summons on Susannah, Edmond, and Sally 
Ruse, Washington and Polly James, Samuel, Silas, and Susan Ruse. The court 
found see and Elizabeth Runnells not residents of this state. (Record 5, 
page 377. 


John and Henry Williams vs The heirs of Elias Williams, dec'd. (Filed 
Mar. 7, 1838.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they have an interest in 8 
acres on the Kast Fork of Brush Creek, part of Survey No. 2199, and lots in 
Middletown, Highland County. Josiah Duvall and Mary, his wife, formerly Wil- 
liams, Levi Turner and Elizabeth, his wife, formerly Williams, John Grove and 
Nancy, his wife, formerly Williams, Elias, Anna, and Levi Williams, are tenants 
in common with plaintiffs, all residents of Highland County. Anna and Levi are 
infants, and Christina, widow of Elias Williams, dec'd., is entitled to dower. 
(Record 5, page 38.) 


Hugh Lucas and Ralph Stockwell, Admrs. of estate of Francis Stockwell, 
dec'd., vs Isaac Cravins and Mary Jane, his wife. (Filed Feb. 27, 1838.) Pe- 
tition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized 
of 101 acres on the waters of Brush Creek, leaving his widow, Mary Jane, and 
his daughter, Rebecca Elizabeth, a minor. Mary Jane is now married to Isaac 
Cravens, and is entitled to dower. (No record, case dismissed Sept. 5, 1838. 
See original papers. ) 
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Jonathan Weaver and Lavina, his wife, vs Benjamin Evans. (Filed in Common 
Pleas Court Oct. Term, 1834, and in Supreme Court Apr. 13, 1836.) Ejectment. 
Lease dated Jan. 1, 1833 of 100 acres on the East Fork of Brush Creek in Leach 
Survey No. 1996. By consent of the parties, William Waters was made defendant, 
in place of Evans. (Supreme Court Record B, page 604.) In the deposition of 
Sally Grimes taken on May 18, 1838 in Wayne Township, Adams Co., Ohio, she 
states that in the spring or summer of 1823 her father, Samuel Whitley, sold 
her his personal property. Said sale was in writing drawn up by her brother- 
in-law, John Ross, and she gave the instrument to her brother, James Whitley. 
"Question...How old was Jonathan Weaver's wife Lavina on the Sth day of June 
1823? Answer I cannot postively say but think she was either sixteen or sev- 
enteen years old on the 5th of June 1823...Sally Grimes x her mark" (Original 
paper.) (Compilors' note: In March Term, 183) Jacob Weaver and Margaret, his 
wife, sued William Waters in Ejectment. They allege that the lease was dated 
Jan. 1, 1832, and on the same land above described. This case is reported in 
Record 5, page 266.) 


Lessee of John Ross' heirs vs William Shepard. (Filed July Term, 1835.) 
Ejectment. Plaintiffs "John Nash and Sarah Ann Nash and (Phenas J., Henry W., 
Isaiah P. and Mary Ann Ross, minor heirs of John Ross, dec'd.)" by James Whit- 
ley, their guardian, allege that a lease was entered into on Jan. aA WMsbalel ante 
run for 10 years, on land on the waters of the East Fork of Brush Creek, a 
part of Survey No. 1996. On June 30, 1835, the court found the defendant, Wil- 
liam Shepard, had died and made Martin Marshal Shepard and Mariah Antoneetta 
Shepard, minor children of deceased, parties defendant. (Record 5, page 321.) 


John S. Crumley vs Isaac Simpson. (Filed May 15, 1838.) Petition for or- 
der to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Aug. 28, 1830 Solomon Sharp was 
seized of an interest in 70 acres on Fall Creek, a part of Survey No. 2320, 
subject to the dower of Sally Crumley, wife of plaintiff. The papers read; 
",..after the time of complainants intermarriage with said Sally who was then 
Sally Muntry previously Sally Sharp widow of Isaac Sharp..." Said Solomon 
Sharp agreed to sell Crumley the land. On July 15, 1833 Isaac Simpson secured 
a judgment against Solomon Sharp and levied execution on this land. (Supreme 
Court Record B, page 586.) 


Ruth Bevins, Admrx. of estate of Andrew Bevins, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed Apr. 21, 1838.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaint- 
iff alleges that decedent, while alive, executed on Sept. 11, 1833 a contract 
to convey to John Bevins Lot 13 in Lynchburg. Decedent died "about three years 
ago" leaving Ruth, his widow, and Silas, William A., and Sarah Bevins, all mi- 
nors, his children and heirs. (No record; see original papers.) 


Christopher Arthur vs The heirs of Wm. Hill, Jr., dec'd. (Filed April 
Term, 1838.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has 2/5 interest in 196 
acres on the waters of Clear Creek formerly owned by William Hill, dec'd. De- 
cedent died leaving Mary, his widow, and Abner Webster and Nancy, his wife, 
formerly Hill, William and Elizabeth Hill, both minors, his heirs, who are co- 
tenants with plaintiff. (Record 5, page 359.) 


Christopher Bishier vs The heirs of Jacob Taylor, dec'd. (Filed Apr. 19, 
1838.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he is owner of an interest in 57 
acres in Survey No. 917 on Turtle Creek, and in other land. George Bainbridge 
and Susannah, his wife, Morris Osborn and Elizabeth, his wife, Ezekial Jones 
and Hetty, his wife, Henry Ubanks and Anna, his wife, Ira, John, and William 
Taylor, as children of Jacob Taylor, dec'd., all of full age, are co-tenants 
with plaintiff. (Record 5, page 407.) (Compilors' note: See James Taylor and 
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John Bevans, Admrs. of estate of Isaac Taylor, dec'd., vs The heirs of dece- 
dent, reported in this book.) 


Lucy Oldaker vs Isaac Oldaker, et al. (Filed July Term, 1836.) Petition 
for dower. Plaintiff alleges that she is the widow of Isaac Oldaker, dec'd., 
who left the following heirs: Jacob, John, Henry, and Isaac Oldaker, Amelia, 
wife of John Barrow, Rebecca, wife of Thomas Barrow, and Pricilla Oldaker. On 
Sept. 10, 1836 Isaac Oldaker filed his Answer setting forth the will of Isaac 
Oldaker, dec'd., and further alleging that his mother is about 80 years of age, 
that said widow now lives with her son-in-law Thomas Barrow, that Pricilla Old- 
aker died "about a year ago", and that "about three years ago" Henry Oldaker 
died childless. (Record 5, page 316.) 


Aaron Worley vs The heirs of Hiram Worley, dec'd. (Filed July Term, 1838.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 8) acres of land. 
Mary Simpson, formerly the widow of Hiram Worley, dec'd., and now the wife of 
Hiram Simpson, is entitled to dower. Henry and Juliann Worley, who are of full 
age, and Jacob, James, George, and Hiram Worley, infants, are tenants in common 
with plaintiff. The court found that Henry Worley "has since deceased intes- 
tate unmarried & without children since the filing of this petition". (Record 


5, page 96.) 


Isaac Garretson vs Samuel Hunt, et al. (Filed May 23, 1838.) Suit over 
land title. Since the papers in this suit are so numerous, the compilors con- 
sider it unnecessary to present the facts in this case. The findings of the © 
court will be sufficient. This case is typical of the many Virginia Military 
Land suits dealing with the Patent to land granted Revolutionary War Soldiers 
for their services. The priority of liens and the validity of title bonds, 
etc., would be dull reading for any researcher. It is necessary to state that 
about the years 1802 and 1803, Isaac Garretson and Samuel Hunt were residents 
of Grayson Co., Va. Garretson agreed to exchange land that he owned on Elkhorn 
Creek, a branch of Crooked Creek, in Grayson Co., Va. for land owned by Hunt on 
White Oak Creek in Ohio. The court findings are as follows: It found on Mar. 
12, 1840 that Hunt had died in 1833, and in 181 found that Rhoda, the widow of 
Hunt, dec'd., his son Samuel Thompson Hunt, and his son-in-law Elijah Dikes 
were residents of Indiana. It found on July 16, 185 that Garretson was de- 
ceased "leaving the following heirs..." John G., Joel C., and Isaac H. Garretsm 
and Mary Ann, the wife of Duvall Henderson. On Oct. 9, 186 the court found 
that Virginia Military Warrant No. 221 for 233 1/3 acres and Entry No. 1233 
on the waters of White Oak Creek in Highland County made in the name of Samuel 
Hunt were assigned by Hunt in 1805 to Garretson, and all liens of the defend- 
ants are inferior to this assignment. Garretson came to Ohio during 1806 or 
1807 and took possession of said land. He and his heirs have been in possess- 
ion ever since. Rhoda Hunt has died since the filing of the petition. The de- 
positions filed in this case are interesting. Parts of two of them are given 
here. The deposition of John Florence of Clay Township, Highland County, dated 
Feb. 17, 1840, reads in part: "...saith that he (Florence) removed to the North 
Fork of White Oak Creek with his family in April one thousand eight hundred and 
nine. That about the year one thousand eight hundred and fourteen as well as 
he now recollects, he gave a deadning on Flatrun where Isaac Garretson now re- 
sides...that a certain Joseph Colvin told him about that time he had made that 
deadning for Isaac Garretson...And deponent further states that some time after 
the said deadning was made the sd. Garretson removed with his family to it, and 
has...kept and enjoyed a continued, peaceable and uninterrupted possession of 
that land ever since the deadning was made..." The deposition of Hugh Wardlow 
of Brown Co., Ohio, dated Apr. 15, 1845, reads in part: Question: When did 
Garretson cause a deadning to be made for the first time on the land in dispute? 
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The witness answered: "...the deadning was made either the years A D 181) or 
1815. Question: How do you know it was after A D181) or 15. Ans. William 
Briggs made the deadning and he did not come to the state of Ohio till the 

year 1812. Question. After the deadning was made did Garretson live on the 
land or did he or not remove from the State of Ohio and abandoned the land. 
Ans. he did leave the land. And left the Cantry for a considerable period so 
reports say and I believe it to be a fact." The following is part of the in- 
denture that the plaintiffs executed to Hunt and Dikes on the land in "the 
County of Carroll (formerly Grayson County)" in Va.: "This indenture made and 
entered into this thirtieth day of January in the year of our Lord Kighteen 
hundred and forty seven between Alice Garretson widow of Isaac Garretson de- 
ceased - Joel C. Garretson & Elizabeth P. Garretson his wife - Duval W. Hender- 
son & Mary Ann Henderson (formerly Mary Ann Garretson) wife of said Duval - & 
John G. Garretson & Mary Garretson his wife - the said Joel C. Isaac G. & John 
G. Garretson & Mary Ann Henderson being children & heirs at law of said Isaac 
Garretson deceased Said Alice Garretson - Joel C. Garretson & wife & Duval W. 
Henderson & wife reside in the County of Henry in the State of Iowa, Isaac H. 
Garretson & wife reside in the County of Washington & State of Iowa & John G. 
Garretson & wife in the County of Highland & State of Ohio - all being parties 
of the first part in this Indenture & Samuel Thompson Hunt & Elijah Dikes heirs 
at law of Samuel Hunt deceased of the County of _ ss & ~State of Indiana of the 
second part..." (All from the original papers. No record.) 


Samuel McDaniel and wife vs Christopher and Hugh Wise. Partition. Land 
was owned by William Wise. (Order Book No. 7, 1837 - 1840, page 15), Mar. h, 
1839. No record; original papers missing.) 


John Piggott vs The heirs of Eliazer Piggott, dec'd. (Filed Apr. 20, 
1838.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 110 acres on 
Rocky Fork of Paint Creek in Military Land Warrant Nos. 5567 and 569) and in 
Survey No. 13376. William Piggott of Farmington, Knox Co., Ill.; Rebecca Pig- 
gott; James, Charles, and John Mercer, infants, children of Sarah Mercer, 
dec'd., late Piggott, who have their mother's interest in said land, are ten- 
ants in common with plaintiff... (Record 5, page 50.) 


John Smith vs Christopher Arthur and Christian Crum, Exrs. of estate of 
Jacob Butcher, dec'd. (Filed July 16, 1836.) Debt. Plaintiff alleges that 
Jacob Butcher died in Aug., 1832; that Joshua Roads is a brother-in-law of 
Christopher Arthur; and that Joshua Roads and Thomas Roads are brothers. 
(Record 5, page cn) 


John Purdy, et al, vs John Strain. (Filed July Term, 1837.) Suit over 
land title. Plaintiffs John Purdy and Mary, his wife, formerly Robinson, John 
Purdy end and Sarah, his wife, formerly Robinson, and Nancy Robinson allege 
that Robert Robinson was seized of 75 acres on Rocky Fork of Paint Creek in 
Massie Survey No. 3847. John Strain owned 150 acres on White Oak Creek by con- 
tract from the heirs of A. Buford, dec'd. Strain proposed to Robinson that 
they exchange properties, a contract was signed to that effect, and the parties 
took possession of the land. In 183 Robert Robinson died "leaving Leah Robin- 
son formerly Leah Strain his widow who is still living and has since to wit on 
the 2end of Sept. A.D. 1837 intermarried with John Surber..."; Robinson left 
no children and no full brothers but left three sisters, the plaintiffs. After 
"the decease of the said R. Robinson the said John Strain being the Father of 
his said widow (Compilors' note: widow of Robinson) obtained letters of the 
estate of said intestate..." and that "he the said Strain & the widow of said 
Robinson his daughter" might hold and enjoy all the estate of deceased, ob- 
tained possession of the contract and possession of the 150 acres. He still 
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holds possession of the 75 acres also, and to defraud the plaintiffs he has 
conveyed the 75 acres "to John Surber who has intermarried with his daughter 
the widow of said Robert Robinson", dec'd. (Record 5, page 292.) 


Benjamin Heller vs The heirs of Samuel Sanders, dec'd., and the heirs of 
Joel Wright, dec'd. (Filed March Term, 1839.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges 
that Samuel Sanders died in 183_ intestate seized of lots in Leesburg and 18 
acres adjoining said town. Decedent left Sarah, his widow, who is now the wife 
of Sylvester Henton, and the following children and heirs: Adison who has since 
died intestate and childless, John, Rachel, David, Samuel, and Martha Sanders, 
all minors. One of the lots owned by Sanders, dec'd., was owned jointly with 
Joel Wright. Wright has died leaving Martha, his widow, who is now the wife 
of Ruel Beeson, and the following children and heirs: Clarkson, Edwin, Ashley, 
Caroline, Daniel, Jane, and Joel Wright, all minors.- On Nov. 26, 1838 Sylves- 
ter and Sarah Henton conveyed to plaintiff all their interest in the estate of 
Samuel Sanders, dec'd. (Record 5, page 510.) (Compilors' note: In Record 5, 
page 565 it is alleged that Joel Wright died on Sept. 10, 1833.) 


Nelson Barrere vs John M. Barrere, et al. (Filed Jan. 14, 1839.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Adams Co., Ohio, and that 
George W. Barrere of Highland County died seized of lots in New Market and 30 
acres adjoining said town. Thomas G. Barrere, dec'd., late of Mason Co., Ky., 
died seized of lots in New Market. Both decedents died leaving the plaintiff, 
and John M. Barrere, Cyrus A. Baylor and Anna M., his wife, formerly Barrere, 
Morgan M. Barrere, Seth Gardner and Elma S., his wife, formerly Barrere, Daniel 
H. Murphy and Malissa D., his wife, formerly Barrere, Benjamin and Hazzard P. 
Barrere, children and heirs of George W. Barrere, dec'd., and brothers and sis- 
ters and heirs of the said Thomas G. Barrere, dec'd. (Record 5, page 602.) 
(Compilors' note: In the petition, Thomas G. Barrere is also written Thomas J. 
Barrere. ) 


George and Zeptha Perrill, Exrs. of estate of John Perrill, dec'd., vs 
The widow and heirs of decedent. (Filed Mar. 18, 1839.) Petition to complete 
land contract. Plaintiffs allege that decedent, while living, on Aug. 17, 1836 
sold by contract to Peter Van Allen Pugsley hh acres in Survey Nos. 121) and 
13777, both patented to Perrill. Shortly after Nov., 1837 Perrill died leaving 
Elizabeth, his widow, and the following children: Hugh, of Kentucky; John, of 
Clermont Co., Ohio; Elizabeth, wife of Leroy McKnight, of Brown Co., Ohio; 
Jeptha, whose wife is Rebecca, of Ross Co., Ohio; Margaret, wife of George Ben- 
nett, of Pickaway Co., Ohio; and George. (Record 5, page ))25.) 


James Taylor and John Bevans, Admrs. of estate of Isaac Taylor, dec'd., 
vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed March Term, 1839.) Petition for order to 
convey land. Plaintiffs allege that decedent, while living, entered into a 
contract with George Bainbridge to deed to Bainbridge 50 acres purchased from 
Allen Trimble on Apr. 30, 1833. Decedent died intestate leaving Elizabeth, 
wife of Morris Osbourn, and Ira Taylor, all of Clinton Co., Ohio; John Taylor, 
residence unknown; William Taylor, residence unknown; Easter, wife of Ezekial 
Jones; Ann, wife of Henry Eubanks, of Preble Co., Ohio; and James Taylor, his 
children and heirs, all adults. (Record 4, page 608.) (Compilors' note: See 
Christopher Bishier vs The heirs of Jacob Taylor, reported on page 159 in this 
book. In that case it alleges that the above children are the children of 
Jacob Taylor, dec'd. The Probate Court records show that James Taylor and 
John Bevans were Admrs. of the estate of Jacob Taylor, dec'd., not of Isaac 
Taylor, dec'd.) 


Sarah Huggins and John N. Huggins, Exrs. of estate of Robert Huggins, 
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dec'd., vs The widow and heirs of decedent. (Filed Apr. 6, 1839.) Petition 
to complete land contract. Plaintiffs allege that decedent, while living, on 
Jan. 5, 1836 contracted to convey to Ensign Mitchell 60 acres on the North 
Fork of White Oak Creek, and also contracted on Jan. 12, 1836 to convey to 
Samuel Garen 20 acres on White Oak Creek. Decedent died "in the winter of 
1838", testate, leaving Sarah, his widow, and the following children: Eli Hug- 
gins and Jane M., his wife, John N., Robert J., William D., James E., and Mil- 
ton H. Huggins, all of age except Milton H., and all residents of Highland 
County. (Record 5, page 27.) 


Benjamin Beeson vs Easter and Jackson Cunningham. (Filed June 5, 1839.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 102 acres, a part of 
Hays Survey No. 2316, being the same land conveyed to James Cunningham by John 
Spence on June 19, 1823. Jackson Cunningham, a minor, is a tenant in common 
with plaintiff. Easter, widow of James Cunningham, dec'd., is entitled to 
dower. (Record 5, page 534.) (Compilors' note: Benjamin Beeson's relation- 
Ship is not given. He held a one-half interest.) 


William Scott vs William H. Bloom, Henery S. Huffman, and Gregory Hawkins. 
(Filed May 20, 1839.) Debt. Plaintiff alleges that John A. Fulton of Ross 
Co., Ohio on Jan. 31, 1837 contracted to sell to William H. Bloom, then of 
Highland County but now of Indiana, 65 acres on White Oak Creek. On Oct. Cli, 
1837 Bloom contracted with Henry S. Huffman, then and now a resident of Ken- 
tucky, to sell him the land. Huffman executed his note for the purchase price. 
On Oct. 12, 1838 Bloom assigned said note and contract to plaintiff. Huffman 
assigned the contract to Gregory Hawkins of Highland County before the note 
became due. (No record; see original papers.) 


The heirs of Richard Rankins, dec'd., vs Robert Davidson. (Filed July 
Term, 1839.) Ejectment. Plaintiffs allege that John, Thomas, James, and Mary 
Rankins, Robert Black and Sarah, his wife, formerly Rankins, are the only 
heirs of James Rankins, dec'd. On Jan. 1, 1837 decedent demised to defendant 
100 acres on White Oak Creek Entry No. 906, entered and surveyed in the name 
of John Rankins and patented to said Rankins on Feb. 10, 1831. (Record 6, 
page 259.) 


Phillip and David Layman vs George Ludwick, et al. (Filed Feb. 23, 1839.) 
Suit over land title. Plaintiff alleges that Joseph Kerr of Ross Co., Ohio, 
now deceased, while living executed a contract with Isaac Layman on Nov. 23, 
1809 to sell to Layman 100 acres on the waters of the East Fork of the Little 
Miami in Highland County. Said Isaac entered into possession of the land and 
lived there "for the space of about 23 years until about the year 1832...when 
he departed his life..." leaving a will devising to the plaintiffs all his 
real estate. George Ludwick of Highland County pretends to have a claim 
against said land. Kerr died intestate, without having conveyed the land, 
leaving "Harrit (Davidson late Kerr)", Susan, formerly Kerr, the wife of James 
B. Prescott, Clara Kerr, and James Kerr, his heirs, who are non-residents of 
Ohio. (Record 6, page 3.) 


Robert Reed vs Nancy Eakins, St.Clair Eakins, Samuel Murphy, John Cheno- 
with, and George Roush. (Filed Oct. Term, 1838.) Trespass for entering and 
taking personal property of plaintiff in Salem Towmmship. (No record: see 
original papers. ) 


Jacob Tomlinson vs Newton Tomlinson. (Filed Apr. 6, 1839.) Petition for 


order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that some time before Feb. 7, 1839 he 
and his brother, William, purchased from David Ross 70 acres in Fitzhugh Survey 
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No. 2289. On Feb. 7, 1839 Ross and his wife conveyed the land to William, the 
understanding being that they were to own the land equally. William died in- 
testate leaving one child and heir, Newton Tomlinson, a minor. The court ap- 
pointed Huldy Tomlinson Guardian ad Litem of Newton Tomlinson. (Record 6, 
page 21.) 


J. W. Finch and Sarah Finch, Guardian, vs The heirs of James M. Cunning- 
ham, dec'd. (Filed Oct. Term, 1838.) Petition to sell land. Plaintiffs al- 
lege that they are husband and wife, and that Sarah is guardian of Mary Cun- 
ningham, 9 years of age, and Charles Johnson Cunningham, 6 years of age, her 
sole children by her former husband, James M. Cunningham, dec'd. Decedent 
died seized of 27 acres. (Record 6, page 36.) 


Frederick Saum vs The heirs of William Lytle, dec'd. (Filed July 18, 
1839.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Jan. h, 
1815 he paid $300 and gave a note and entered into a contract with Gen. Wil- 
liam Lytle of Cincinnati for the purchase of 200 acres on Dodson Fork in Har- 
din Survey No. 2399. Lytle died before conveying the property, leaving John 
S., Robert T., and Edward H. Lytle, and Charles McCallister, a minor, son and 
heir of Eliza A. McCallister, dec'd., formerly Lytle. (Record 6, page 127.) 


Henry Pence vs John Shafer, et al. (Filed Mar. 8, 1839.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 217 acres on the waters of Dodson 
Creek in Survey No. 5563 and 386, the same land on which Andrew Shafer now 
lives, and which was devised to the children of said Andrew by the will of 
Phillip Wilkins, dec'd. John and Mary Anne Shafer, of full age, and Isaac, 
Martha, and Jonas Shafer, minors, are tenants in common with Dlaititite meeonec— 
ord 6, page 114.) (Compilors' note: Papers do not show relationship of Henry 
Pence. On distribution he received 3/8 part.) 


William Scott vs The heirs of Andrew Gilmore, dec'd. (Filed May 17, 
1839.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that dece- 
dent pretended to be seized or was seized of 13333 acres on the waters of Brush 
Creek in Tanmnyhill Survey No. 1326. Gilmore owed the plaintiff money and exe- 
cuted a note secured by a mortgage on the land to plaintiff on June 8, 1836. 
Decedent died leaving Jane, his widow, and the following heirs: James, Martha, 
George, William, Alexander, Rachel Margaret, Jane, John, and Mary Keriah Gil- 
more, the last two heirs being minors. In the Answer of James Gilmore, he al- 
was that his father, Andrew Gilmore, died on Apr. 11, 1839. (Record 6, page 
260. 


Washington Doggett, Admr. of estate of John Wood, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed Sept. 5, 1839.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaint- 
iff alleges that decedent died seized of Lot 56 in Hillsboro, leaving Martha, 
his widow, and Gustavus A., Elizabeth Jane, Thomas S., and Mary E. D. M. Wood, 
his children and heirs, all minors. (Record 6, page 6.) 


Solomon Adams, et al, vs John Crispin, et al. (Filed Sept. 16, 1839.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs John Hantzell (Hansell) and Hannah, his wife, formerly 
Adams, Solomon Adams and Elizabeth, his wife, allege that they are children 
and heirs of Joseph Adams, dec'd., who died intestate seized of an interest in 
162 acres on Lee's Creek, a part of Survey No. 003. John Crispin and Phebe, 
his wife, formerly Adams, David Lupton and Ruth, his wife, formerly Adams, all 
of Highland County, Michael Hartzell and Rachel, his wife, formerly Adams, of 
Fayette Co., Ohio, and the following persons as heirs of Joseph Adams, Jr., 
dec'd.: Asa Adams, Elijah Wall and Mary Jane, his wife, and Rachel Adams, who 
are of full age, and Eliza Adams, a minor, are tenants in common with plaint- 
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iffs. John Adams, a son of Joseph Adams, Senr., during the lifetime of said de- 
decedent, received his share of said real estate as an advancement. (No record; 
see original papers.) 


Samuel Boyd and Sarah, his wife, formerly Donoho, vs The heirs of Samuel 
Donoho, dec'd. (Filed Mar. 2, 1839.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that dece- 
dent died intestate, childless, leaving Mary, his widow, who is entitled to 
dower in the real estate hereafter described. Decedent was a brother of the 
plaintiff, Sarah Donoho Boyd. He died seized of 15) acres in Scott Survey No. 
7087, leaving as his heirs, together with plaintiff: Isaac, William, Samuel, 
Mary, Sarah, Elizabeth, and John Keys as minor children and heirs of Margaret 
Keys, dec'd., formerly Donoho, a sister of decedent, living in Adams Co., Ohio; 
William Donoho, a brother of decedent, living in Augusta Co., Va., if living, 
and his children and heirs, names unknown, if deceased; John Runkle and Nancy, 
his wife, formerly Donoho, supposed to live in Danville, Tenn., a sister of de- 
cedent, or her heirs if she be dead; George Carr and Mary Carr, his wife, for- 
merly Donoho, residence unknown, a sister of decedent, or her heirs if she be 
dead. (Record 6, page 188.) 


Isaac Stultz, et al, vs George Roads, et al. (Filed July Term, 1839.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs Isaac Stultz and Barbara, his wife, formerly Roads, al- 
lege that they have an interest in 101 acres in Kerr Survey No. 22). Barbara 
is the daughter of John Roads, dec'd., who died seized of said land. George 
Roads and Catherine, his wife, Peter Grabill and Catherine, his wife, formerly 
Roads, Samuel Roads and Catherine, his wife, Joseph Stultz and Mary, his wife, 
formerly Roads, Isaac, Betsy, and Jacob Roads, the last three being minors, all 
of Highland County, are the children and heirs of said John Roads, dec'd., and 
tenants in common with plaintiffs. In an Amended Petition filed June 5, 185, 
it is alleged that Abraham Roads, son of John Roads, dec'd., is dead. Margaret 
Miller, formerly Margaret Roads, widow of John Roads, dec'd., has married Jona- 
than Miller, and is entitled to dower. (No record; see original papers.) 
(Compilors' note: The advertisement for sale of the land states that Delilah is 
the wife of Samuel Roads, but in the petition the name Delilah is crossed out 
and Catherine written above it.) 


James Fairley vs The heirs of Jacob Worley, dec'd. (Filed Sept. Term, 
1839.) Suit over land title. Plaintiff alleges that Jacob Worley, dec'd., 
while living, and Pheby, his wife, sold and conveyed to Adam Cunningham on Jan. 
8, 1815 108 acres in Wilkins Survey No. 2928 to which they believed they had 
legal title. On Feb. 23, 183 Adam Cunningham and Jane, his wife, sold said 
land to plaintiff. "Some ten or twelve years ago the said Jacob Worley depart- 
ed this life" leaving Matthew Hixson and Milly, his wife, formerly Worley, Hen- 
ry Beeson and Rebecca, his wife, formerly Worley, of the State of Indiana; Jac- 
ob, Jr., John, and Steven Worley, Enok Hudson and Phebe, his wife, formerly 
Worley, of Highland County, his children; and Martin, Preston, Steven, Rebecca, 
Robert, Samuel, Allen, Lucinda, Julian, Perry, and Mary Ann Worley, children 
and heirs of Polly Worley, dec'd., wife of Frank Worley; Susanah, Nancy, Polly, 
and Hannah Elwood, children and heirs of Catherine Elwood, dec'd., formerly 
Worley, wife of Robert Elwood; Julian, Jacob, Aaron, James, George, and Hiram 
Worley, children and heirs of Hiram Worley, dec'd., "Grandchildren - and by 
right of representation of their respective parents heirs of the said Jacob 
Worley, deceased". Phebe, wife of Jacob Worley, dec'd., "has also departed 
this life". (Record 6, page 17h.) 


"This day Robert Lawson and Charity Lawson in obediance to awrit of Hab- 


eas Corpus to them directed - Returned into court said writ together with the 
cause of Captain & detention of Rosanah Good otherwise called Rosanah Lawson 
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and the court having heard the evidence...are satisfied that...Rosanah Good is 
lawfully in possession of Robert Lawson and Charity Lawson her parents and they 
have good right to reclaim the said Rosanah Good as their daughter..." (Order 
Book No. 7, 1837 - 1840, page 290, Dec. 18, 1839.) 


Samuel Pummell, et al, vs Nelson Pummell, et al. (Filed Oct. 20, 1839.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs Samuel, James, Jacob, Joshua, George and Mary Ann Pum- 
mell allege that they have an interest in 954 acres in Survey No. 11023, on 
the waters of Brush Creek. Nelson, Lucinda, David, Margaret, and Susannah 
Pummell, infants, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. All parties reside 
in Highland County. The advertisement of sale states that the parties are 
heirs of Hezekiah Pummell, dec'd. (Record 6, page 63.) (Compilors! note: In 
a suit filed Oct. Term, 183) by John "Pumel" and Henry Waldron, sureties for 
George "Pumell" on his bond as Admr. of estate of Hezekiah "Pumell", they ask 
that they be discharged as said sureties for the reason that George "Pumel1" 
has left the county and they are informed that "he is now in Lawrence County 
in this state and does not intend to return..." No records see original 
papers. ) 


Joseph Sumner and Mariah, his wife, vs Nancy Overman, et al. (Filed Jan. 
26, 1840.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they are residents of Indiana 
and have an interest in 100 acres, being the same land conveyed to Nathan Over- 
man, now deceased, by Zebulon Overman on May 16, 1825. Mariah, late Overman, 
wife of Joseph Sumner, and Zebulon and Louisa Overman, both minors, are the 
children of Nathan Overman, dec'd., and tenants in common with plaintiffs. 
Nancy, widow of decedent, is entitled to dower. The court appointed Elias 
Overman Guardian ad Litem of the infant defendants. (Record 6, page 59.) 


Polly Davidson vs John Davidson. (Filed Jan. 15, 180.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she was formerly Polly Roberts, and that she married 
defendant Dec. 17, 1818 in Highland County and settled in White Oak Township. 
Their children are: Nancy, the oldest, about 20 years and married, Betsey 18 
years Nov. lst last, John 16 years Nov. 5 last, Polly Am 11 years Jan. 20 "in- 
stant", Caroline 7 years Feb. 11 next, Sarah Ellen 3 years May 15 next, all 
living with plaintiff except Isaiah 13 years Oct. 8 last, who lives with his 
uncle, Benjamin Davidson. Grounds: Extreme cruelty and drunkenness. (Supreme 
Court Record B, page 639.) 


John Fox vs The widow and heirs of David Fox, dec'd. (Filed Jan. 20, 
1840.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest by inheritance 
in 216 acres in Union Township, part of Weaver Survey No. 753. Hiram Hodson 
and Mariah, his wife, formerly Fox, John Owens and Margaret, his wife, formerly 
Fox, and Andrew M., William, Emela Eliza, and Anetta Fox, minors, are tenants 
in common with plaintiff. Susannah, widow of David Fox, dec'd., is entitled to 
dower. (Record 6, page 119.) (Compilors' note: Emela Eliza Fox is also writ- 
ten Emely Fox in the petition. ) 


Lewis Wilburn, et al, vs Anthony Eubanks, et al. (Filed Oct. Term, 1838.) 
Will contest. Plaintiffs William Wilburn of Giles Co., Va., Stephen Wilburn of 
Claiborne Co., Term., Lewis and Robert Wilburn of Carter Co., Ky., and Randolph 
and Russell Wilburn of Highland County, Ohio, allege that Richard Wilburn in 
1817 purchased 75 acres in Arthurs Survey No. 089 and 188 on the waters of 
Brush Creek, Highland County. Elizabeth Irons, by fraud and because Richard 
was old and incapacitated, became his wife, "but whether the marriage ceremony 
was ever performed between the said parties or not your Orators have not yet 
been able to learn", but Richard was unable to make such a marriage contract 
because of mental and physical disability. Elizabeth lived at Richard's house 
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and called herself Elizabeth Wilburn, and influenced him to make a will leav- 
ing her everything. In 1820 Richard died and "...at the time of his death of 
the age of 105 years or thereabouts". She probated his will in 1830. Plaint- 
iffs allege that they are the legal heirs and only surviving children of dece- 
dent and have never been in the State of Ohio. Decedent had a daughter, Eliz- 
abeth, who died intestate leaving the said Randolph and Russell Wilburn of 
Highland County, "...but who are not nor is either of them of the age of 23 
years..." Elizabeth, wife of Richard, dec'd., in order to gain her inheritance 
and make it more secure, conveyed said land to her granddaughter, Jane Eubanks, 
wife of Anthony Eubanks, "otherwise called Hubanks", on Apr. 25, 1836. In the 
Answer of Anthony and Jane Eubanks, they state that they were deeded the pro- 
perty in consideration of taking care of Elizabeth "in consequence of her af- 
fliction of a cancer of the breast and so remained until her death". Lewis 
Wilburn was "in Highland County five years since and...called to see William 
Head the subscribing witness to said will". (Record 6, page 2.) (Compilors' 
note: The name Wilburn is also spelled Wilborn. ) 


Alexander Bentley, Admr. of estate of Joseph Bentley, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Mar. Term, 1840.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died in 1836 seized of Lots 26 and 27 in Lees- 
burg, leaving Robert Bentley of Va.; Mary, the wife of Samuel Pope; Jane, the 
wife of Bennett Farr; Caleb Bentley of Indiana; Charles, Joseph, and John Bent- 
ley; Cyrus A. Bentley of Ky.; and the plaintiff, Alexander Bentley, his child- 
ren and heirs. The sheriff of Highland County was directed to serve summons 
on Joseph and Charles Bentley. (Record 6, page 353.) 


Nicholas Pittenger, Guardian, vs Abraham Pittenger, et al. (Filed March 
Term, 1840.) Petition to sell land. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident 
of Montgomery Co., Ind. By the will of Nicholas Pittenger, dec'd., it was dir- 
ected that after the death of Sarah, widow of decedent, 75 acres on the waters 
of Rattlesnake Fork of Paint Creek should be sold and the money invested for 
the benefit of his two children, Abraham and Lydia, or either of them if living 
and the principal remaining after their deaths to be divided amongst the other 
heirs of Nicholas Pittenger, dec'd. Sarah, the widow, is dead, Lydia, the 
daughter, is also dead leaving no heirs, and Abraham is still living and re- 
sides in Montgomery Co., Ind. He is an idiot and the ward of the plaintiff, 
who was appointed his guardian by the Probate Court of Montgomery Co., Ind. 

All the heirs of decedent are non-residents of the State of Ohio. These heirs 
are Henry, Isaac, and Thomas Pittenger, Mary McGown, Sarah Buckingham, Becky 
McClure, Hanah Strain, Hugh Strain, Ebenezer McGown, Marsh Buckingham, and 

David McClure. (Record 6, page 237.) (Compilors' note: Some of the above 

names are undoubtedly husband and wife, although the petition does not so state.) 


Lydia Potter vs Samuel W. Potter's heirs. The court appointed Samuel Bell 
Guardian ad Litem of the infant defendants George W., Hannah, Louisa B., and 
Zelpha A. Potter. (Order Book No. 7, 1837 - 180, page 355, June 8, 180.) 

(No record; original papers missing.) 


William Scott vs Joseph Wiley and Mary Wiley. (Filed June 8, 180.) 
Debt. Plaintiff alleges that Mary Jessop executed a note to him on Mar. h, 
1839. Before the commencement of this suit she married Joseph Wiley. The 
court found that Mary Wiley has died and ordered Joseph Wiley and Isaac Simp- 
son, Admrs. of estate of Mary Wiley, dec'd., be made party defendants. (Su- 
preme Court Record B, page 681.) 


John Faris, Guardian of the heirs of J. B. Faris, dec'd., vs The widow 
and heirs of decedent. (Filed March Term, 1840.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges 
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that he is the guardian of Mary Ann, David, Joseph, Levi, Sarah, and John B. 
Faris, children and minor heirs of John B. Faris, dec'd. Said heirs are 
seized of 103 acres on the waters of the North Fork of White Oak Creek, a part 
of Bowyer Survey No. 898. Catherine Gibler, formerly Faris, and the widow of 
John B. Faris, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Record 6, page 357.) 


William Florence and Sally, his wife, vs Henry Surber. (Filed Mar. 12, 
1840.) Slander. (Record 6, page 111.) 


William C. Raburn and James G. Dryden, Exrs. of estate of John Holmes, 
dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent (Filed March Term, 180.) Petition to sell 
land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that John Holmes, dec'd., died seized of 
99 acres, a part of Grahams Survey No. 2485, on the waters of Clear Creek, 
leaving Alamany, his widow, and the following heirs:. Samuel B., Deborah, the 
wife of Wilson Evans, Mariah, the wife of Samuel G. Evans, and James, John, and 
William Holmes, the last three being minors. (Record 6, page 227.) 


Elijah Dawson vs Jonathan R. and George H. Dawson. (Filed June ), 180.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 15 acres in Wilkins 
Survey No. 2928. Jonathan R. and George J. H. Dawson, both minors, are tenants 
in common with plaintiff. (Record 6, page 25.) 


Henery Davis vs Andrew, Sr. and George Shafer. (Filed June 12, 180.) 
Suit on note. In Sept. Term, 1840 the court found Henry Davis was dead, and 
the suit was revived in the name of his administrator, Joseph Davis. (Record 
6, page 20.) 


Nathan H. and Jonathan B. Chalfant vs The heirs of William Chalfant, 
dec'd. (Filed Aug. 10, 1840.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they are 
children and heirs of William Chalfant, dec'd., and have an interest in 215 
acres on Lee's Creek. Abner Chalfant of Ross Co., Ohio; Aaron Chalfant, Ester, 
the wife of Hezekiah Carr, and Mary, the wife of Asa Ladd, all of Highland 
County; and William Chalfant of Iowa Territory, are heirs of decedent; and 
David and Martha Ann Chalfant, both infants, children of Jacob Chalfant, dec'd.; 
John, William W., and Mary B. Ladd, minors, children of Jacob Ladd and Beulah 
M. Ladd, dec'd., formerly Chalfant; Amelia Ann, Elizabeth, and William Henry 
Myres, all minors, children of Samuel Myres and Pricella Myres, dec'd., former- 
ly Chalfant, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. Ruth, widow of William 
Chalfant, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Record 6, page 185.) 


James Martin and Julia Ann, his wife, vs The heirs of John Delaney, dec'd. 
(Filed Aug. 10, 1840.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Juliann Martin, for- 
merly Delaney, one of the heirs of John Delaney, dec'd., has an interest by 
descent from decedent, and an interest by purchase of the interest of James 
Walker Delaney, another heir of decedent, in 23 acres, part of Survey No. 1996. 
William, John, and Emily Delaney, all of Highland County; Betsey Ann, the wife 
of Hill and Polly Ann, the wife of Benjamin Hill, all of Mercer Co., Ohio, 
children and heirs of deceased, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. John 
and Emily Delaney are minors under 12 and 18 years respectively. Mary Rickman, 
formerly Delaney, widow of said John Delaney, dec'd., and now the wife of Wil- 
liam Rickman, is entitled to dower. (Record 6, page 21.) 


Lyman Pendall vs William Scott. (Filed May , 1840.) Debt. Plaintiff 
alleges that the defendant as security co-signed a note with Andrew Gilmore to 
plaintiff. Gilmore died Apr. 11, 1839. (Record 6, page 171.) 


James M. Trimble vs Elizabeth Davidson, et al. (Filed 180.) Suit over 
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land title. Plaintiff alleges that Joseph Davidson died intestate in 1826 
leaving Elizabeth, his widow, and Joseph, Robert, John, William, James Po, H11- 
za Davidson and Nancy, the wife of William Hyman, his heirs. The court found 
Robert and John Davidson to be non-residents of the state. (No record; see 
original papers.) 


Andrew Jackson Brown and Lucinda, his wife, vs Perry Vandement, et al. 
(Filed June 5, 180.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they are residents 
of Brown Co., Ohio, and that Lucinda, formerly Vandement, has an interest in 
50 acres in Survey No. 2520 on the Rocky Fork of Paint Creek. Perry, John, 
and George Vandement, minors, are children of John Vandement, dec'd., who was 
also the father of Lucinda Brown. The above children are tenants in common 
with plaintiffs. Katherine Kinner, widow of John Vandement, dec'd., and now 
the wife of Richard H. Kinner, both residing in Brow Go., Ohio, is entitled 
to dower. (Record 6, page 28.) 


Thomas R. Ballard, et al, vs Elias Overman, Sr. (Filed Mar. 15, 181.) 
For money and accounting of funds held by guardian. Plaintiffs Thomas R. Bal- 
lard and Elizabeth, his wife, late Overman, William Overman, Elias Overman, 
Jr., an infant by his brother and next friend, William Overman, all of this 
county, Miriam and Elisa Jane Stephenson, infants, by their father and next 
friend, Samuel Stephenson, of Indiana, allege that Dempsey Overman, late of this 
County, died testate in the spring of 1830. In decedent's will, he bequeathed 
to his son Zebulon money and devised to him 240 acres’in Indiana. Defendant 
was appointed guardian of Zebulon, a minor. Zebulon became of age Nov. 12, 
1838, and died testate in the spring of the year 1839. In his will he devised 
property to the following persons: to his sister Myriam Overman, to John and 
William Overman, to Elizabeth, wife of Thomas R. Ballard, to Mary, now dec'd., 
the wife of Samuel Stephenson, who died leaving Myriam and Elisa Jane Stephen- 
son, the plaintiffs, Lydia, now dec'd., the wife of Andrew Rodgers, and Elias 
Overman, Jr. Plaintiffs allege that the guardian has appropriated the money 
and land to his ow use. (No record; see original papers.) 


John Griffith vs John C. and Benjamin Batton. Debt. (Order Book No. By 
1840 - 1845, page 8, Oct. 6, 1840. No record.) 


A jury found Harriott Almond insane. (Order Book No. 8, 180 - 185, 
page 11, Dec. 9, 1840. No record.) 


A jury found Abraham McFarlin insane. He is about 25 years of age. 
(Order Book No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 14, Jan. 13, 1841. No record.) 


William Scott vs Henry and Elias Boatman. (Filed Oct. 11, 1843.) Debt. 
(No record; see original papers.) 


State of Ohio on complaint of Jane Munday vs James Munday. For peace 
bond. (Order Book No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 33, Mar. 15, 1841. No record.) 


James Montgomery vs William Wise. Christopher Wise went "special bail" 
for defendant. (Order Book No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 38, Mar. 17, 1841. No 
record. ) 


Edward S. Beeson, Admr. of estate of Richard Ridgeway, dec'd., vs The wid- 
ow and heirs of decedent. (Filed Oct. Term, 1840.) Petition to sell land to 
pay debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 92} acres. Hannah, 
widow of decedent, now married to John Collins of Virginia, is entitled to dow- 
er. Decedent's children and heirs are: David Henry, Ann Elizabeth, Alfred and 
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Martha, all minors, who live with their mother and step-father in Virginia. 
Court papers show that Algeron L. Ridgeway bought the land. (Record 6, page 
Hae) 


John H. Terrell and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Easter Terrell, et al. 
(Filed Feb. 2), 1841.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that she has an interest 
in 374 acres, a part of Conways Survey No. 2507, Warings Survey No. 311, and 
Springers Survey No. 1051, all in Highland County, and 658 acres in Clinton 
Co., Ohio. Israel A., of full age, David, Mary, Narcissa, and Ruth Terrell, 
minors, all of Highland Co., are children, together with plaintiff John H. Ter- 
rell, of Pleasant Terrell, dec'd., and tenants in common with plaintiffs. Es- 
ther, widow of deceased, is entitled to dower. (Record 6, page 30.) 


Mary Roads vs The heirs of John A. Roads, dec'd. (Filed Sept. Term, 180.) 
Petition. for dower. Plaintiff alleges that John A. Roads, dec'd., died leav- 
ing the plaintiff Mary, his widow, who is entitled to dower, and his children, 
Margaret, Jacob, Sarah, Rachel, Thomas, Christena, Barbary, and Daniel Roads, 
Elizabeth, the wife of John Middleton, Susannah, the wife of Samuel C. King, 
Mary, the wife of Jacob Hatter, Milly, the wife of Jacob Bish, Noah and Isaac 
Roads, his heirs. Decedent died seized of 13) acres in two tracts on the 
Rocky Fork and the East Fork of Brush Creek. Sarah, Rachel, Christena, Thomas, 
Barbary, Isaac, and Margaret are minors, whose guardian is Phillip Roads. 
(Record 6, page 336.) 


A jury found Elizabeth Shockey insane "and that she is thirty six years 
of age". (Order Book No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 52, Mar. 27, 181. No record.) 


A jury found Robert W. Strain insane. (Order Book No. 8, 180 - 185, 
page 52, Mar. 27, 1841. No record.) 


Samuel Lindsey vs Richard B. and Martin D. Puckett. Debt. (Order Book 
No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 58, July 26, 181. No record; see original papers.) 


Jacob McFerrin and Rachel, his wife, vs Beniah Faris. (Filed Mar. 5, 
1841.) Debt. Plaintiff Rachel McFerrin alleges that on Mar. 11, 1822, (she 
being "then sole and unmarried by the name of Rachel Faris otherwise called 
Rachel Shaffer"), Beniah Faris executed to her a note that if he did not deed 
her land in Highland County or any county in the state by Apr. 7, 1837, the 
note would remain in full force, otherwise if a deed be made the note would be 
void. (Record 6, page 302.) 


Mary Sprinkle vs Absolem Sprinkle, et al. (Filed June 18, 181.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that Solomon Sprinkle, dec'd., in his lifetime, held 
as tenant in common with Absolem Sprinkle, his brother, who is still living, 
an undivided one-half interest in 225 acres in Survey Nos. 3365 and 708 that 
they purchased on Mar. 19, 1824. Plaintiff is the daughter of decedent. Ab- 
solem Sprinkle, who owns the remaining one-half of said land; and Samuel, Ly- 
dia, Matilda, Hannah, Henry, “and Christena otherwise Lucy Sprinkle", all min- 
ors, and all residents of the county, are co-tenants. Elizabeth, the widow of 
decedent, now married to James Heckathorn of this county, is entitled to dower. 
(Record 6, page 56.) 


Joseph H. Long and Jane W., his wife, formerly Byrd, and Samuel 0. Byrd, 
an infant under 21 years of age, all of Highland County, vs Allen Gulliford, 
Cornelius Palmer and Michael Grove. (Filed March Term, 181.) Petition for 
accounting of guardianship assets. Plaintiffs allege that in August, 1828 
Charles W. Byrd, father of Samuel 0. Byrd and Jane W. Long, died in Highland 
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County and in his will, probated in Kentucky, the residue of his property was 
bequeathed to plaintiffs. On May 7, 1829 their mother, Hannah Byrd, then a 
resident of Highland County, was appointed their guardian and gave bond with 

the defendants as her sureties. Subsequent to her appointment their mother 
married Joel Butler. Jane W. Byrd married Joseph H. Long in 1838 "and is now 
of full age". Hannah, their mother, died "in the summer of 1839" intestate 
without leaving any property, real or personal. The defendants, as sureties on 
their mother's bond, are liable for any misappropriation of guardianship assets. 
In the affidavit of James Copeland dated Sept. 6, 1841, he states that the 
children lived with their mother about 6 or 7 years, and that "Samuel was about 
6 or 7 years old & Jane was about 8 or 9 years old when their Father died". On 
July 29, 1841 the court found that Michael Grove was dead. On Oct. 4, 1843 the 
court found that Allen Gulliford was dead and suggested citation issue to Bar- 
bara Gulliford, Exrx. of decedent's estate. (No record; see original papers. ) 


John Caplinger and Barbara, his wife, vs Andrew Hatter, et al. (Filed 

July Term, 1841.) Reformation of deeds. Plaintiffs allege that Barbara Cap- 
linger, formerly Hatter, is one of the children of John Hatter, dec'd. Dece- 
dent, in his lifetime, conveyed 794 acres to Elizabeth, his daughter, and 794 
acres on Dec. 18, 183) to plaintiff, his daughter. After his death, the deeds 
were found to be defective in description. Decedent died leaving the plaintiff 
Barbara Caplinger, Peter, Jacob, Leonard, and Matthias Hatter, Elizabeth, wife 
of Felix Huffman, all of full age and residents of Highland County, and Andrew 
Hatter of Indiana, of full age. (Record 6, page )l7.) 


John M. Brown vs John Hutsonpillar, et al. (Filed Mar. Term, 1841.) Suit 
on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of 
Clermont Co., Ohio. On Mar. 14, 180 John Hutsonpillar, owner of the equitable 
interest in 20) acres in Clay Township, executed a note secured by a mortgage 
on this land to plaintiff. Hutsonpillar had bought the land by contract from 
Charles and William Buford, of Kentucky, the heirs and devisees of William Bu- 
ford, dec'd., the former owner. (No record; see original papers. ) 


Phillip 5. Roads and Josiah Tomlinson vs George Upp and Elizabeth, his 
wife. (Filed Oct. 5, 1840.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. (Record 
6, page 21.) 


Baldwin Huff, et al, vs The widow and heirs of Eleazer Hable decid. 
(Filed Aug. 20, 1841.) Partition. Plaintiffs Baldwin Huff, Enos Holmes and 
Eliza A., his wife, formerly Huff, allege that they have an interest in 300 
acres in Teogles Survey No. 2518, Wilkins Survey No. 2928, and Survey No. 1833. 
Part of said land was conveyed to Eleazer Huff on Dec. 8, 1819 by George Math- 
ews and wife. Eleazer Huff, Jr., Hanah, wife of Thomas Litler, and Joseph and 
Julian Huff, both minors, are co-tenants with plaintiffs. Esther Huff, widow 
of decedent, is entitled to dower. (Record 6, page 70.) 


Isaac Chapman and Rachel, his wife, vs The heirs of Thomas Colvin, dec'd. 
(Filed May 27, 1841.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Rachel Chapman, for- 
merly Colvin, and Isaac Chapman have an interest by inheritance in over 100)4 
acres on the waters of White Oak Creek in Survey Nos. 230), 898, 8329, and 
10786. George Roush and Polly, his wife, formerly Colvin; John Colvin and 
Jane, his wife; John Hughey and Frances, his wife, formerly Colvin, who reside 
in Pike Co., Mo.; Samuel Colvin and Isabella, his wife, who reside within 1) 
miles of St. Louis, Mo.; Caleb Chapman and Sarah, his wife, formerly Colvin, 
Amos Colvin and Elizabeth, his wife, Thomas Colvin, John Wood and Hannah, his 
wife, and Jacob Cochran and Jane, his wife, formerly Colvin, "who with the ex- 
ception of John Hughey and wife and Samuel Colvin and wife are all residents 
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of Highland County, Ohio" and all of full age and all co-parceners with plaint- 
iffs. In the Answer of Samuel M. and Isabella Colvin, they allege that they 
are heirs of Thomas Colvin, dec'd. (Record 6, page 461.) In the deposition 

of Charles Hughey, July Term, 181, he states that during the past summer he 
was at the house of John Hughey in Pike Co., Mo. While he was there John Hugh- 
ey received a letter from Isaac Colvin of Highland County, Ohio, concerning the 
filing of this suit by "Isaac Chapman & Rachel his wife formerly Rachel Colvin 
& himself the said Isaac Colvin had filed a petition for part of the lands of 
Thomas Colvin decd their father in the court of Common Pleas of Highland County 
in which they had made the heirs of said Colvin decd defendants..." (Original 
paper.) (Compilors' note: In the case of Isaac Colvin and John Wood, Admrs. 

of estate of Thomas Colvin, dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent (Filed Aug. 28, 
184) they allege that the decedent died in Feb., 181; that Mary is the wife 
of George Roush and they make "the unknown heirs of John Hughey and Fanny, his 
wife, formerly Colvin, dec'd." party defendants. This case is for an order to 
convey acres on the waters of White Oak Creek in Boyer Survey No. 892 which 
decedent had contracted on Sept. 16, 1830 to sell to Abraham Welty. (Record 

7; page 268.) 


William Scott vs William Clark and William Clark, Jr. Debt. (Order Book 
No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 101, Oct. 12, 1841. No record.) 


(Order Book No 8, 
1840 - 1845, page 106, Oct. 12, 1841. No record. ) 


William Scott vs William and Nathaniel Clark. Debt. (Order Book No. 8, 
1840 - 1845, page 112, Oct. 13, 1841. No record.) 


John Hill vs Edward Barns, et al. (Filed June 12, 181.) Suit over land 
title. Plaintiff alleges that about the year 1816 he contracted with Nathaniel 
Pope, who was or pretended to be attorney in fact for Benjamin P. Watkins, then 
of Virginia, now deceased, to purchase 139 acres on the waters of Rocky Fork 
of Paint Creek. On Aug. 1, 1818 he found, after he had paid the purchase price, 
that Watkins had executed a deed to the children of plaintiff, these children 
being: William, Martha, Elizabeth, Stephen, Elenor, Jane, Simeon, Mary, and 
Hannah Doggett, formerly Hill. In June, 180 two of his children, Jane White, 
formerly Hill, wife of Ely White, and Stephen Hill, sold their interest in said 
land to Edward Barns. Barns, Hill, and Jane and Ely White reside in Indiana; 
Thomas Stocton and Janett, his wife, and Rebecca Moor "which two last are 
children and heirs of Hanah Doggett, dec'd."; Peter Easter and Elizabeth, his 
wife, formerly Hill; Cephas Lindley and Martha, his wife, formerly Hill, of 
Indiana; William Scott and Elenor, his wife, formerly Hill; Mary Hill; and the 
unknown heirs of Benjamin P. Watkins, dec'd., supposed to reside in Virginia, 
be made defendants to this suit. The sheriff of Highland County was ordered 
to serve with summons Edward Barns, Stephen Hill, Peter and Elizabeth Easter, 
William and Elnor Scott, Mary Hill, Thomas and Janett Stocton and Rebecca Moor. 
The sheriff on July 15, 181 made his return stating that he had served all the 
persons above named except Rebecca Moor, who is dead. (Record 6, page 609.) 


George Upp, Phillip S. Roads, and Josiah Tomlinson, all of Highland County, 
William McVay and Charles Merrett of Mercer Co., Indiana, vs Alexander C. Hew- 
ett and Malinda, his wife. (Filed July Term, 1841.) Suit on note, foreclosure 
of mortgage. (Record 6, page 86.) 


Rynard Carlisle vs William M. Patton and George W. Simmons. The court 
found George W. Simmons not a resident of this state. (Order Book No. 8, 180 
- 1845, page 133, Mar. 1h, 1842. No record.) 
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Stewart and Mary Lindsay and Abraham Vaughn, Admrs. of estate of Robert 
Lindsay, dec'd., vs The widow and heirs of decedent. (Filed Feb. coy Glee) 
Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died in- 
testate seized of land in Buford Survey No. 3168 conveyed to him Nov. 21, 183). 
Decedent left Mary, his widow, who is entitled to dower, and Stewart, plaint- 
iff, and James C. Lindsay, Catherine, wife of Hezekiah Tagart, Mary, wife of 
Abraham J. Vaughn, plaintiff, Sophronia, wife of Hyllias Hutsonpillar, Benjamin 
C. Lindsay and Ann, his wife, Ann, Robert, Abraham, Edwin, Charles, and Samuel 
Lindsay, the last four being minors, all of Highland County, his heirs. (Rec- 
ord 6, page 676.) (Compilors' note: The name is also spelled Lindsey. ) 


Joel G. Thurman, Admr. of estate of Phillip Thurman, dec'd., et al, vs 
Eliza Thurman, his widow. (Filed Oct. Term, 181.) Petition for order to con- 
vey land. Plaintiff alleges that deceased, while living, contracted to convey 
to Morris Pearce Lot 59 in New Petersburg. Decedent died leaving Eliza, his 
widow, and the following children, his heirs: Sarah Jane, Mary, Martha, and 
Harriott Thurman, all infants. (Record 6, page 9.) 


Joseph Vanpelt and Samuel Wright vs Pleasant Vanpelt and Rebecca, his 
wife. (Filed Feb. 21, 1842.) Swit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. (Record 
6, page 706.) 


John Herron vs The widow and heirs of Allison G. Keys, dec'd. (Filed Mar. 
iemlouceje Petition to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that Allison G. Keys, 
then of Madison Co., Ohio, but now deceased, had on Nov. 21, 183) an interest 
in 140 acres in Highland County, save and except 70 acres which John Keys, 
while living, sold to John Bevens on Aug. 7, 1819. Allison G. Keys was entit- 
led to an interest in said land as one of the children and heirs of John Keys, 
dec'd. To dispose of this interest, Allison G. contracted with Elijah Williams 
to sell him his interest. The contract read that Allison G. Keys was to convey 
to Williams said interest, being the "place upon which his mother Elizabeth 
Keys the widow of the said John Keys and the said Elijah Williams then lived". 
Williams assigned the contract to plaintiff on Mar. 10, 1842. Allison G. Keys 
died leaving Dorcus, his widow, and Milton Keys, Matilda, the wife of Um- 
phries, John W., Manroe, Allen, and Precilla Keys, the last three being minors, 
his children and heirs. Manroe and Dorcus Keys reside in Indiana, Milton Keys 
in Illinois, and the residences of the other defendants are unknown. (Record 
6, page 710.) 

Samuel Murphy and Nancy Eakins, Exrs. of estate of John EBakins, dec'd., 
vs The heirs of Robert Reed, dec'd. (Filed March Term, 1845.) Suit on note, 
foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiffs allege that John EBakins, while living, 
and Nancy, his wife, both of Highland County, deeded on Mar. Il, 1837 232 acres 
to Robert Reed of Baltimore, Md. In payment Reed executed a note secured by a 
mortgage to Eakins on the land. Eakins is dead, and Robert Reed died in Cov- 
ington, Ky. Reed was a native of Ireland, and at the time of his death was un- 
married, without children. His heirs are unknown except one Joseph Reed, a re- 
puted brother, whose address is unknown. On Aug. 3, 183 the court found that 
Robert Reed died testate devising his property to Frederick, Sarah, and Frances 
Stein, "now residents of the State of Ohio", but formerly living in Newport, 
Ky. (Record 7, page 226.) 


A jury found Sarah Walker "perhaps of the age of sixty", not insane. 
(Order Book No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 176, June 25, 182.) 


Pheneas J. Ross vs The heirs of John Ross, dec'd. (Filed March Tern, 
1842.) Partition. Plaintiffs Pheneas J. Ross and Mahala, his wife, allege 
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that they have an interest in 100 acres in Leech Survey No. 1996. Isaiah P. 
and Mary Ann, both minors, and Henry William Ross, all of Highland County, are 
tenants in common with plaintiff. Mary, widow of John Ross, dec'd., is entit- 
led to dower. Henry William filed an answer consenting to partition, and Mary 
Ross, widow, did likewise, signing her name "Polly Ross". (No record; see or- 
iginal papers.) 


State of Ohio vs David and John Wedmore. Forfeiture of bond. (Order Book 
No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 185, July 20, 182. No record.) 


State of Ohio vs Rachel Stratton and Lucinda Wright. Surety was given by 
Aaron and Rachel Stratton to appear in court, and Aaron Stratton went surety 
that Lucinda Wright would appear in court. (Order Book No. 8, 1840 - 185, 
page 189, July 21, 1842. No record.) 


William R. Williams vs Andrew J. Cunningham. (Filed 1842.) Suit over 
land title. This suit concerned 140 acres in Hawkins Survey No. 1637 and a 
lot in Belfast. The Pleadings show that Adam A. Cunningham is a brother of 
Andrew J. Cunningham. The court finds that the defendant was a resident of 
Highland County in 181, but now resides in Indiana. (Case dismissed. No 
record; see original papers. ) 


Mary Roads, Admrx. of estate of Jacob Roads, dec'd., vs The heirs of dece- 
dent. (Filed July 5, 1842.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent left 90 acres in Logan Co., Ohio, in Survey No. 13529 on 
the waters of Mill Creek. Decedent left the plaintiff, his widow, and Rudolph, 
Allen, and Cary Roads, his heirs, all of Highland County. Cary is a minor. 
(Record 6, page 70.) 


Habeas Corpus. The court found that George H. Stultz, a minor and son of 
Jose Stultz, is allegedly detained by Adam Tedroe, and that Jacob Stultz, a mi- 
nor and son of Jose Stultz, is unlawfully detained by William H. Tedroe. Both 
boys are to be restored to their parent. (Order Book No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 
P20; Ag els, bos.) 


John Ross, Admr. of estate of Isaac Ferguson, dec'd., vs The heirs of de- 
cedent. (Filed July Term, 1842.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaint- 
iff alleges that Isaac Ferguson died seized of 200 acres on the waters of White 
Oak Creek, save and except 66 2/3 acres which he sold to his son Eli and 66 2/3 
which he sold to Samuel Pettyjohn. Decedent died leaving his widow, Charlotte, 
and Eli Ferguson and Catherine, his wife, John Fox and Mary, his wife, formerly 
Ferguson, David Ferguson and Anna, his wife, Josiah Ross and Emely, his wife, 
formerly Ferguson, Hulda Ferguson, John Ross and Hanah, his wife, formerly Fer- 
guson, all of Highland County, Shaderick Ferguson and Sarah, his wife, of Lick- 
ing Co., Ohio, Joseph Crockett and Rachel, his wife, formerly Ferguson, of Ross 
Co., Ohio, Jane, formerly Ferguson, widow of Jacob Pettyjohn, dec'd., Samuel 
Pettyjohn and Abigail, his wife, formerly Ferguson, and William Ross and Rebec- 
ca, his wife, formerly Ferguson, the last four of Edgar Co., I1l., his heirs at 
law. (Record 7, page 3,0.) 


A jury found Thomas Watts insane. (Order Book No. 8, 180 - 1845, page 
atl Mare slip Gs) 


Robert D. Lilley and Ann E., his wife, vs John Matthews, et al. (Filed 
Jan. 23, 1843.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Ann E. Lilley has an inter- 
est in land in Highland, Brown, and Adams Counties, Ohio, on the waters of 
Brush Creek, a part of a survey of 2000 acres in Military Warrant No. 1939. 
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Her husband, Robert D. Lilley is entitled to courtesy in her interest. Ann, 
George, Frances, and Samuel Matthews "and others the unknown heirs of William 
Matthews, dec'd."; Ann, Mary, and George Mereweather and "others the unknow 
heirs of Thomas Mereweather, dec'd." and Rebecca, his wife, now dead, formerly 
Rebecca Matthews; Elizabeth, formerly Berry, wife of Joseph McDowell Matthews, 
Thomas, John, and William Berry, all of Highland County, as children and heirs 
of Andrew Berry, dec'd.; Ann, Mary, George, and Archibald Matthews "and others 
the unknown heirs of John Matthews, dec'd.; Isaac Telfare of Clinton Co., Ohio, 
are all tenants in common with plaintiffs. The residences of the heirs of 
Thomas and Rebecca Mereweather, dec'd., and John and William Matthews, both 
dec'd., are unknown. (Record 6, page 772.) 


John and Samuel Leamon, Admrs. of estate of Isaac Leamon, dec'd., vs The 
widow and heirs of decedent. (Filed Feb. 28, 1843.) Petition to sell land to 
pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that Isaac Leamon died owning the equitable title 
in 132 acres, being the N.E. corner of a 1000 acre tract, No. 282. Christian 
Crum contracted to sell said land to deceased on Apr. 1, 1838. Decedent died 
leaving Nancy, his widow, who is entitled to dower, and the following heirs: 
Thomas S., Josiah Franklin, Courtney J., and Spencer Leamon, all minors under 
12 and 1) years respectively. (Record 7, page 137.) 


Isaac Simpson, Admr. of estate of Warrington Cary, dec'd., vs The he*~- 
of decedent. (Filed Mar. 1, 1843.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that deceased died seized of Lots No. 58 and No. 3 in Peters- 
burg. Decedent died leaving Nancy, his widow, who has since married George 
Carnes, and the minor heirs, William and Cyrus Cary. (Record 7, page 36.) 


Elijah Overman, Admr. of estate of Eli Overman, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed Feb. 16, 184.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaint- 
iff alleges that decedent owned 112 acres in Survey No. 2301, and that he died 
leaving the following minor children, his heirs: John, Elias, Henrv, and Mary 
Elizabeth Overman. Anny, his widow, is entitled to dower. (Record 7, page 222) 


Sarah Bunn vs John Bunn, et al. (Filed Cct. Term, 182.) Petition for 
dower. Plaintiff alleges that Nicholas Bunn died in 182 leaving her, his wid- 
ow, and John, Nicholas, James, and William Henry Bunn, Nancy, wife of John Rog - 
ers, all of full age, and Samuel and Mary Bunn, minors, his children, and John 
Bunn "and two others whose names are unknown...children of Jefferson, dec'd..." 
who are also minors, his heirs at law. Deceased was seized of 13 acres in 
Massies Survey No. 3659 on the East Fork of White Oak Creek, and 99 acres on 
the East Fork of Brush Creek in Survey No. 2893. (Record 6, page 79.) 


Alexander Bentley, et al, vs The heirs of Jane Lush, dec'd. (Filed March 
Term, 1843.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiffs William, John and 
Christopher Moxley, Alexander Bentley and Katharine, his wife, late Moxley, 
allege that on Oct. 6, 1820 their father William Moxley, then living, conveyed 
50 acres, a part of Washburn Survey of 1666 2/3 acres, to their grandmother, 
Jane Lush. The property was that which their father had received from their 
deceased mother's estate. Jane Lush was to hold said property in trust until 
the children became of age, then transfer it to them. Their father, William 
Moxley, is dead. The plaintiffs have now become of full age, but their grand- 
mother, Jane Lush, has died intestate without executing said trust. The land 
has descended to her heirs, who are: "Her son, John McIntire's children, he be- 
ing dead, towit: Alexander McIntire, Benjamin McIntire, Alexander Duncan and 
Jane his wife, late Jane McIntire; Her son William McIntire's Daughter & only 
child Nancy (he being dead) - intermarried with ; Her son Patrick McIn- 
Intire's children, he being dead, towit, Columbus McIntire, John McIntire, 
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William McIntire, _._. Glasscock and Katharine his wife, late Katharine McIn- 
tire, and Laura Frances McIntire; Her son Daniel McIntire's children, he being 
dead, towit Charles McIntire, Duskin McIntire, Rowland McIntire, Lewis Day and 
Katharine his wife, late Katharine McIntire, __._ and Frances his wife, late 
widow Worthington, formerly Frances McIntire and Jane McIntire; Her son Alex- 
ander McIntire's children, he being dead, towit Robert McIntire, Daniel McIn- 
tire, Joseph McIntire, James McIntire, Christian Crum and Sarah his wife, late 
Sarah McIntire, Swann and Jane his wife, late Jane McIntire, ______ Fife 
and Ann his wife, late Ann McIntire, Mitchel and Elizabeth his wife, late 
Elizabeth McIntire; Her Daughter Katharine Bentley's children, late Katharine 
McIntire, she being dead, towit Your Petitioner Alexander Bentley, Samuel Pope 
and Mary his wife, late Mary Bentley, Bennett Farr and Jane his wife, late Jane 
Bentley, Caleb Bentley, Robert Bentley, Charles Bentley, Joseph Bentley, and 
Cyrus Bentley; Her Daughter Elizabeth Triplett's children, late Elizabeth McIn- 
tire, she being dead, towit Nelson Franklin and Patsey his wife, late Patsey 
Triplett, John Triplett, William Triplett, Christopher C. Triplett & Elizabeth 
Triplett, - and your petitioners William, John, Christopher and Katharine, 
children of her Daughter Jane Moxley, late Jane - Lush." The sheriff of High- 
land County was ordered to serve with summons, and did serve, Christian and 
Sarah Crum, Samuel and Mary Pope, Bennett and Jane Farr, and Charles, Joseph, 
and Cyrus Bentley. The sheriff of Pickaway Co., Ohio was ordered to serve with 
summons Nelson and Patsey Franklin, and William, Christopher, and Elizabeth 
Triplett. In the sheriff's return he stated that he did not find Christopher 
and Elizabeth Triplett, but he served the others. The sheriff of Brown Co., — 
Ohio was ordered to serve with summons, and did serve, John Triplett. The re- 
maining defendants were served by publication. (Record 7, page 212.) (Compil- 
ors' note: See case of John Triplett and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Alexander 
Bentley, et al, reported in this book.) 


Robert Waddle, Admr. of estate of Samuel Holliday, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Mar. 22, 183.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that deceased died intestate, without children, seized of a 
lot in Greenfield. His heirs are his brothers and sisters: Jane, wife of Amos 
W. Bailey, of Butler Co., Ohio; Mary Ann, wife of Isaac Anderson, Sarah, wife 
of Phillip Wilson, Isabella, wife of John Wilson, all of Fayette Co., Ohio; 
Nancy Holliday and William I. Holliday, both of Highland County; Herculas M. 
and David Holliday of Indiana, all of full age; and Elizabeth Holliday of High- 
land County, an infant under 18 years of age. (Record 7, page 103.) 


Joseph S. Davis, Admr. of estate of Henry Davis, dec'd., vs Levi Chaney 
and Lydia, his wife. (Filed Mar. Term, 1842.) Debt. Plaintiff alleges that 
Henry Davis died in 1840. (Record 7, page 292.) 


John Windamaker vs Jno. and James Wear. Debt. (Order Book No. 8, 180 - 
1845, page 309, July 25, 1843. No record.) 


John and Robert Stetham vs The heirs of Wm. Stetham, dec'd. (Filed May 
2, 1843.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they have an interest in 100 
acres on the East Fork of Brush Creek in Montjoy Entry No. 1566. The land de- 
scended to them and their brothers and sisters from William Stetham, dec'd., 
their father, of Jackson Township. Since the death of their father, their 
mother, Catharine, has died. Their heirs are Sarah, 27 years old, the wife of 
Abraham Myres, residing in Jackson Township, Mary Ann about 19 years, George W. 
aged 18 years, and Moses Stetham about 16 years, the last three unmarried, of 
Highland County. (Record 7, page 38.) (Compilors' note: William Stetham 
bought this land from Alexander Smith and Cloe, his wife, of Adams Co., Ohio, 
on Sept. 25, 1826. In this deed, William states that he is a resident of 
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Adams Co., Ohio.) 


John West, Admr. of estate of Benjamin West, dec'd., vs The heirs of dece- 
dent. (Filed July 9, 1843.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent died seized of 150 acres on the waters of Brush Creek, a 
part of Marks Survey No. 1520. Decedent died intestate leaving no widow, and 
leaving the following children, his heirs: Joseph, of full age, John, Nelson, 
and James D. C., minors. (Record 7, page 175.) 


John Smith and son vs Thomas Umphreys. Suit on note, foreclosure of mort- 
gage. (Order Book No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 32h, July 28, 1843. No record.) 


Elenor S. Gardner vs Seth Gardner. (Filed May 11, 1843.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she was married to defendant in 1827 in Highland County, 
and that they moved to Brown County, Ohio for about 5 years and had 3 children: 
George aged 1h, Mills aged 12, and Thomas 10 years. Due to defendant's extreme 
cruelty toward her, she left him in 1832 to live with her father, George W. 
Barrere, now dead, in Highland County where she has lived ever since. Defend- 
ant owned their home in Russellville, Brown Co., Ohio. (Record 7, page 13.) 


Anthony Garoot vs The heirs of Joseph Taylor, dec'd. (Filed July Term, 
Lope ee oult: on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that he was 
formerly a resident of Highland County, but now lives in Missouri. Decedent, 
while living, executed a note secured by a mortgage to him in 1839, and payable 
in 1840 on 81 acres on the waters of the East Fork of the Little Miami, part of 
Taylor Survey No. 163. Decedent died seized of said land, leaving no children, 
but the following heirs- Thomas Taylor, Mary, formerly Taylor, the wife of John 
C. Howell, Elizabeth, formerly Taylor, the wife of William Adams, Henry and 
Levi Howell, children of Sarah Howell, formerly Taylor, all of New Jersey, Wil- 
liam Taylor of Philadelphia, Pa., and Henry and John Taylor of Highland County. 
(Record 7, page 326.) (Compilors'! note: The petition does not state it, but 
it can be assumed that Sarah Howell is deceased. ) 


Nelson Barrere vs The heirs of George W. Barrere, dec'd. (Filed Feb. 12, 
1843.) Partition. Plaintiff states that he is a resident of Adams Ce, 5 leave 
and is one of the heirs of his father, George W. Barrere, dec'd., who died 
seized of land in this county. Ann M., late Barrere, the wife of Cyrus A. 
Baylor, of Ripley Co., Ind.; John M., Morgan M., Benjamin, and Hazard P. Bar- 
rere of Highland County; Malissa D., late Barrere, wife of Daniel H. Murphey , 
and Elma S., late Barrere, wife of Seth Gardner, of Brown Co., Ohio, are co- 
parceners with plaintiff. Decedent bought 56 acres from William Barrere and 
gave it to the Baylors as an advancement before his death; he also deeded land 
to Morgan M. Barrere, likewise as an advancement. In the distribution of the 
proceeds from the sale, the court found "Elma S. Gardner who is now a feme 
sole..." (Record 7, page §1.) 


Ruth Stultz vs Ira Stultz. (Filed May 2), 183.) Divorce. Plaintiff al- 
leges that she was married to defendant in 1833 in Highland County. Their 
three living children are "Jacob aged five years & upward George aged three 
years & upward and William twelve months & upwards...' She prays to be re- 
stored to her maiden name of Ruth Tedroe. Grounds: Habitual drunkenness and 
gross neglect of duty. The court awarded William to the mother, and the other 
two children to the father. (Record 7, page 31.) 


Joel Thurman, Admr. of estate of Andrew I. Cuningham, dec'd., vs Lucretia 


and Ann Mariah Cunningham (Cuningham). (Filed Mar. 1, 1843.) Petition to sell 
land to pay debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of Lot. No. 51 
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in New Petersburg. He died leaving Lucretia M., his widow, "who is since dead", 
and Ann Mariah Cunningham, an infant, his heir. The court ordered the sheriff 
of Muskingham Co., Ohio, to serve Ann Mariah and Lucretia M. In his return, he 
stated that he served Anna Maria, but as to Lucretia M., "not found". (Record 


7, page 172.) 


John Smith and George Smith, Trading under the name of John Smith & Son, 
vs John Roush, Sr. and John Roush, Jr. (Failed Oct., 1843.) Debt. (Record 7, 
page 65.) 


Elizabeth Faris vs The heirs of Beniah Faris, dec'd. (Filed May 24, 183.) 
Petition for dower. Plaintiff alleges that Beniah Faris died Apr. 3, 183 
seized of 106 acres on the North Fork of White Oak Creek in Survey No. 852 and 
120 acres in Bowyer Survey 898. Decedent left the plaintiff, his widow, and 
the following children: William S., Thompson A., Elizah M., Martin V., Eliza- 
beth C., and Richard M. Faris, all minors, his heirs. (Record 7, page 277.) 


Hugh Smart, Admr. of estate of Jonas Jennings, dec'd., vs The widow and 
heirs of decedent. (Filed Sept. 4, 1843.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of Lot 68 in Greenfield leaving 
Elizabeth, his widow, and heirs whose names "are wholly unknown to your peti- 
tioner". (Record 7, page 13h.) 


John Borden vs Jonathan Borden, et al. (Filed Oct. Term, 183.) Petition 
for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that Nicholas Borden died testate 
seized of 183 acres deeded to decedent by Joseph Huff and Hanah, his wife, on 
Oct. 27, 1810. In his will decedent devised to his son, Jacob Borden, brother 
of plaintiff, one-half of this land. The remaining one-half, testator devised 
to his other children or their heirs, to-wit: the heirs of Betsey Lantry, dec'tds 
the heirs of Polly Borden, dec'd.; the plaintiff, and David, George, Jonathan, 
Rachel, Phillip, and Benjamin Borden. John Coffman and Rachel, his wife, for- 
merly Borden, David Borden and Julia, his wife, Benjamin Borden and Polly, his 
wife, on Aug. 21, 1843 deeded to plaintiff their interest in said land. Plaint- 
iff now owns ) parts of said tract "willed to him and his said brothers and sis- 
ters that the legal title to the other parts thereof is in Phillip Lantry and 
George Lantry heirs of said Betsey Lantry" dec'd., late Borden, who married 
Henry Lantry, and in John Borden, John Rodiheffer (Rhodeheiffer), and Jonathan 
Borden. George Borden has died, without children, and his share descended to 
the other devisees in said will subject to the dower of Betsey Borden, his wid- 
ow and relict. By a note or receipt in writing dated June 29, 1819, Jonathan 
Borden, then of "Shanadore County", Va., and now of Indiana, acknowledged that 
he had received $50 from the plaintiff for his interest in the land. Phillip 
Borden of Virginia, on Sept. 27, 1817, contracted to sell his interest in the 
land to plaintiff. John Rodiheffer of Virginia, "only child and heir of Polly 
Borden decd who died sole and unmarried on the 21st day of October 1817", con- 
tracted to convey his interest in the land to plaintiff. Phillip Lantry, on 
Sept. 12, 1825, and George Lantry, on Oct. 18, 1843, both heirs of Betsey Lan- 
try, dec'd., bound themselves by contract to convey their interest in said land 
to plaintiff. (Record 7, page 199.) 


Thomas S. and Joshua Roads vs David R. and Abraham Roads, Jr. and Abraham 
Roads, Senr. (Filed July 18, 1843.) Suit on note and equitable interest in 
land. Abraham Roads, Senr., was assignee of David R. Roads of the contract 
(title bond). (Record 7, page 178.) 


Thomas A. Pavey vs Charles T. Pavey, et al. (Filed Jan. 15, 18.) Par- 
tition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 633 acres in Fayette and 
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Highland Counties. Isaac McCoy and Sarah, his wife, formerly Pavey, ROLL yey 
Safford, formerly Pavey, of Highland County; John and William Pavey, John Bar- 
ger and Elizabeth, his wife, formerly Pavey, of Fayette Co., Ohio; John Wilson 
and Frances, his wife, formerly Pavey, of Green Co., Ohio; Thomas Andrews and 
Margaret, his wife, formerly Pavey, of Allen Co., Ohio; Warner Man and Nancy, 
his wife, formerly Pavey, of Indiana; Thomas Palmer and Ebby, his wife, former- 
ly Pavey, of Missouri, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Elizabeth, widow 
of Isaac Pavey, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Record 7, page 271.) 


Thomas Rees and Elenor, his wife, late Downing, vs Ruth Branson, et al. 
(Filed Oct. 3, 1843.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they reside in High- 
land County and have an interest in 15 acres on Rocky Fork of Paint Creek, a 
part of Evans Survey No. 2520. Their interest is derived through Elenor Rees, 
formerly Downing, child and heir of William Downing, dec'd., of Highland County. 
Ruth Branson, George Sharp and Phebe, his wife, late Downing, Amos Cooper and 
Jane, his wife, late Downing, all of Highland County; Peter Fletcher and Mary , 
his wife, late Downing, of Marion Co., Ohio; John Groff and Sarah, his wife, 
late Downing, of Lycoming Co., Pa.; and John Downing of the Territory of Iowa, 
as children and heirs of William Downing, dec'd., each have a 1/8 interest. 
Tolliver Downing, of full age, and "one other whose name is unknowm" and under 
age, of Indiana, as children and heirs of Samuel Downing, dec'd., have a 1/8 
interest. (Record 7, page 282.) (Compilors' note: In the petition the name is 
spelled "Tollier Downing", but appears elsewhere in the original papers as 
"Tolliver Downing". 


Levi Stultz vs The widow and heirs of Michael Stultz, dec'd. (Filed Sept. 
25, 1843.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 162 acres 
in Grahams Survey Nos. 2892 and 2893, the same land conveyed to Michael Stultz, 
father of plaintiff, on Apr. 21, 1827. Polly, formerly Stultz, wife of John P. 
Shoemaker; John, George, Jacob, and Polly Stultz, children and heirs of Isaac 
Stultz, dec'd., Barbara Stultz, widow of said Isaac, dec'd., having a dower in- 
terest therein; John and Michael Stultz, children of Peter puultz, decid, - Al= 
len and Maria Stultz, children and only heirs of Phillip Stultz, dec'd., are 
tenants in common with plaintiff. The last two heirs reside in Indiana, the 
others in Highland County. Elizabeth, widow of Michael Stultz, dec'd., residing 
in Highland County, is entitled to dower. (Record 7, page 262.) 


John T. and James Dun, Exrs. of estate of Walter Dun, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Feb. 10, 18h.) Petition to convey land. Plaintiffs al- 
lege that deceased, while living, on Mar. 8, 1831, then a resident of Fayette 
Co., Ky., entered into a contract with Noah McVey of Highland County to convey 
to McVey 79 acres on Lee's Creek in Highland County. Mary A. Dun was a witness. 
Decedent died leaving Mary, his widow, the plaintiffs, Mary A. Tomkins, Walter 
A. and Robert G. Dun, both minors, his children and heirs. The defendants are 
residents of Ross Co., Ohio. (Record 7, page 16.) 


Isaac Death, Admr. of estate of Enos Bowen, dec'd., vs The heirs of dece- 
dent. (Filed Feb. 20, 18h.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that deceased died seized of Lot No. 2 in Greenfield. He died leaving 
Elizabeth Ann, Mary Edith, Matilda Catherine, David William, and Enos Bowen, 
his children and heirs. (Record 7, page 220.) 


Amelia Barrow vs Thomas Barrow. (Filed July 25, 1843.) Suit on note. 
(Record 7, page 158.) 


Asa J. Huff vs John Archer and Sarah, his wife. (Filed May 7, 18.) 
Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Mortgage on Lot No. 2 in Centerfield. 
4 
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(Record 8, page 73.) 


Alfred B. Blizzard vs Elizabeth Blizzard. (Filed May 7, 18.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Elizabeth Garrison in June, 1827 in Fayette 
Co., Ohio. Soon thereafter they moved to Randolph Co., Ind. where they resided 
for some years. They then moved to Clinton Co., Ohio, and finally to Highland 
County. For 12 years "they lived in harmony" and had five children, to-wit: 
Addison aged 1), Rebecca E. aged 10, John aged 8, and Columbus Blizzard aged 5 
years. All the children are bound out except the youngest, who is with his 
mother. Grounds: Adultery. (No record; see original papers.) (Compilors' 
note: This suit was probably dismissed. On Feb. 7, 1845 Elizabeth sued Alfred 
for divorce, alleging that they were married "sometime about" June 15, 1829. 
The defendant has gone to parts unknown. Grounds: Habitual drunkenness. Rec- 
ord 7, page 2.) 


Joseph Wiley and wife vs Philip S. Roads and Josiah Tomlinson. (Filed Ju- 
ly 7, 1842.) Debt. Plaintiffs allege that defendants borrowed money on July 
1, 1841 from Nancy R. Lippincott, before her marriage to Joseph Wiley. A wit- 
ness in this suit was John W. Lippincott. (No record; see original papers.) 


Rezin Gilbert vs Elizabeth Gilbert. (Filed Feb. 6, 1844.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has been a resident of Highland County for the past 
25 years. He married Elizabeth Underwood on Jan. 28, 1835 in Highland County 
and two children were born to them, "the birth of the oldest being within less 
than 5 months after their marriage and this child your petitioner...believe is 
not his one Jesse Swayne who had run off from his wife and children in North 
Carolina...and who pretends to reside in Highland County...became intimate with 
your petitioners wife Elizabeth..." Plaintiff and defendant lived on land of 
his father about one-half mile from his father's house. Defendant ran away 
with Swayne to Kentucky, and has had a child by him since her return to High- 
land County. Grounds: Adultery. (Record 7, page 167.) 


Sophia Dodridge vs Andrew Johnson and Christopher Moxley. (Filed May ), 
1842.) Petition for dower. Plaintiff alleges that Benjamin Dodridge, dec'd., 
was her husband and that she is entitled to dower in Lot No. 5 in Leesburg. 
Her husband, while living, conveyed said lot to defendants without her joining 
in the deed. (Record 7, page 169.) 


Andrew J. Hart and Margaret, his wife, vs The widow and heirs of Daniel 
Runyan, dec'd. (Filed Oct. 7, 1843.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Alice 
Hart, formerly Runyan, child and heir of Daniel Runyan, dec'd., of Highland 
County, has an interest by descent in 108 acres in Treakle Survey No. 3831. 
John Runyan; James Cochran and Anna, his wife, formerly Runyan, Samuel Shaffer 
and Elizabeth, his wife, formerly Runyan, all of Highland County; James Taylor 
and Polly, his wife, formerly Runyan; Catherine Runyan of Rockingham Co., Va.; 
Solomon Runyan of Boone Co., Ind.; Anderson and Jacob Runyan of Clinton Co., 
Ohio, who are all of full age; and William, Lydia, Deborah, Sarah, and Phebe 
Runyan of Highland County, who are infant children and heirs of Daniel Runyan, 
dec'd., are tenants in common with plaintiffs. Magdalene, the widow of Daniel 
Runyan, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Record 7, page 379.) (Compilors' note: 
In the esha eee! the name is spelled Runnion. In the other papers it is spelled 
Runyan. 


Henry Woods vs John C. Murphy and Elizabeth A., his wife. (Filed Sept. 
27, 1842.) Suit on notes, foreclosure of mortgage. Notes are dated July 28, 
1841. The mortgage is on 75 acres in Winslow Survey No. 1993 on the north side 
of the East Fork of Brush Creek. (No record; see original papers.) 
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Alfred Irwin and Emely, his wife, vs Andrew N. Mackerly, et al. (Filed 
Oct. 9, 1843.) Petition for dower. Plaintiffs allege that Emely Irwin was the 
wife of Elisha Mackerly, dec'd., now his widow, and married to Alfred Irwin. 
Decedent died in the fall of 1839 leaving the plaintiff and Andrew Newton Mack- 
erly, an infant, his only child. In the spring of 1839 decedent bought by con- 
tract Lot. No. 12 in New Petersburg from Enoch Overman. After decedent's death 
Benjamin Mackerly, Elisha W. Reson, and Joel Thurman were appointed administra- 
tors of decedent's estate, and Michal Mackerly and Henry Mackerly were appoint-— 
ed guardians of Andrew Newton. They transferred the property to the child 
without providing for plaintiff's dower. In the Answer by the Guardians of 
Andrew Newton Mackerly they allege that Elisha Mackerly died Feb. 29, 180, 
not in the fall of 1839. (Record 7, page 205.) 


A jury found Mary Duncan insane. (Order Book No. 8, 180 - 1845, page 
43h, July 12, 184. No record.) 


Clabourn Lea, Admr. of estate of Wm. Corder, dec'd., vs James and Madison 
Corder. (Filed July Term, 18.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaint- 
iff alleges that decedent died seized of Lot No. 12 in Greenfield. He left as 
his children and only heirs the defendants, both minors under 1 years of age, 
who reside in Kentucky. (Record 7, page 396.) 


Mark Wallingford vs William and Dennis Ogle. (Filed June 27, Lens.) 
Debt. (Record 7, page 18.) 


Peter Wilkins and Juliann, his wife, vs Rebecca Wilkins, et al. (Filed 
July, 1844.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Peter Wilkins has an interest 
in 200 acres on the waters of Rocky Fork of Paint Creek, being the same land 
on which William Wilkins, dec'd., resided at the time of his death and upon 
which his widow, Rebecca, now lives. This land was devised to Peter and his 
brothers and sisters by the will of Phillip Wilkins, Senr., dec'd. Sarah, the 
wife of John Tedrick, Elizabeth, the wife of John Roush, Joseph Wilkins, whose 
wife is Nancy, Eli Wilkins, whose wife is Catherine, William Wilkins, whose 
wife is Catherine, all of full age, and George and Susannah Wilkins, minors 
under 18 and 21 years respectively, are children of William Wilkins, dec'd., 
and are tenants in common with plaintiffs. (Record 7, page 256.) 


John and George W. Smith vs John W. Timberlake and Rebecca De, Nisewite. 
(Filed Mar. Term, 184.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. (Record 7, 
page 02.) 


Benjamin Davidson vs Peter and Ann Williams. (Filed Ape elo me Debte 
This suit was originally brought before Lawrence Rose, a J.P. of White Oak 
Township, on a note due June 15, 1833. Peter Williams made oath that John 
Hunt, who lives in Missouri, is a material witness. (No record; see original 
papers. ) 


John and Henry Millar vs Samuel Murphy, et al. (Filed Feb. I ei Slipe) 
Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiffs allege that Waters Baugh, 
dec'd., who died in 183, was seized on Mar. 10, 1843 of lots in New Market. 
He owed Samuel Murphy money and gave Murphy a note with the plaintiffs as se- 
curity. To save harmless the plaintiffs, Baugh executed a mortgage to them on 
said property. Baugh died intestate leaving Jane Ann, his widow, who has since 
married Joseph Jones, and now resides with her husband and children, the child- 
ren of Baugh, in Brown Co., Ohio. Baugh's children and heirs are Maxamillian 
Haley, Thomas Waters, George Hugh, John, and Rosanah Catherine Baugh, all min- 
ors. (Record 7, page 310.) 
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William McDaniel vs Benjamin Murray, et al. (Filed May 8, 18.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 110 acres in Wolfolk's Sur- 
vey No. 753, O acres in Fosters Survey No. 354, and 5 acres, all owned by his 
father, Robert McDaniel, dec'd., and upon which his father died. Elenor, wife 
of Benjamin Murray, Thomas McDaniel, whose wife is Susannah, Mary, the wife of 
Randolph Brewer, David McDaniel, Elizabeth, wife of Nathaniel Clark, Absolom 
and Nancy McDaniel, all adults, and Robert McDaniel, a minor, all of Highland 
County, are children of Robert McDaniel, dec'd. John, another son of decedent, 
during the lifetime of his father received from him his full share as an ad- 
vancement. (Record 7, page 630.) 


John Ross, Admr. of estate of George Mowrey (Mowrer), dec'd., vs The widow 
and heirs of decedent. (Filed May 8, 184.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 81 acres in Survey No. 
10868. Testator devised said land to his widow, Sarah, for life, and at her 
death to be equally divided among his children, Lazarus, Elizabeth, Phillip, 
Lydia, Barbarah, William, and Martin, all minors. (Record 7, page 358.) 


Evart A. Thompson vs Jacob B. Gibler, et al. (Filed Sept., 18h.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in Lots 16 and 18 in Buford, 
formerly owned by Mathias Gibler, dec'd., by purchase of the dower interest of 
Catherine, decedent's widow, and by the purchase of the 3/) interest from his 
children, Mary, wife of William Faris, Isabella and Ann Gibler. Jacob B. Gib- 
ler, a minor under 1) years whose guardian is Abraham Welty, is a child of de - 
cedent and owns the remaining 1/4 interest. (Record 7, page 266.) 


William C. Sergeant, et al, vs Dudley Rocker Creed, et al. (Filed Sept. 
20, 184.) Partition. "Your Petitioners Emely Sergeant (late Creed) together 
with William C. Sergeant her husband and Magdalen Creed an unmarried woman aged 
twenty years and upwards..." allege that Emely and Magdalen, sisters, are two 
of the children and heirs of Mathew Creed, Jr., dec'd., who died seized of an 
interest in the following land: 313 acres in Massie Survey on the Rocky Fork of 
Paint Creek; 150 acres on the waters of Brush Creek, a part of Febiger Survey 
No. 1368; and in Lot No. 2) in Hillsboro. The 150 acre tract was conveyed by 
Mathew Creed, Sr. to his two sons, Mathew Creed, Jr. and David Carlisle Creed, 
on Nov. 15, 1827. David Carlisle Creed has an undivided one-half interest in 
said tract. Dudley Rocker Creed, brother of the plaintiffs, has an interest in 
said lands, and Margaret, widow of Mathew Creed, Jr., dec'd., is entitled to 
dower. Margaret is the mother of the petitioners and of Dudley Rocker Creed, 
and also his guardian. (Record 7, page 285.) 


Eli Borum vs John Borum, et al. (Filed Sept. Term, 185.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in land in Sanders & Pope Survey No. 
9669 and in Lots 63, 64, and 65 in Leesburg. John, Cyrus, Doctor E., Elizabeth, 
Obed, and Sarah Borum, all minors, of Highland County, are, with plaintiff, 
heirs of Obed A. Borum, dec'd., and tenants in common with plaintiff. Alice, 
widow of decedent, is entitled to dower. "Gerrard M. Johnson of the County of 
Highland & State of Ohio is tenant in common..." and Katherine Borum is seized 
of a one-half interest in fee simple. (Record 7, page 498.) (Compilors' note: 
In the case filed Sept. 16, 1839 by Shadrach Stafford, Admr. of estate of Obed 
A. Borum, a petition to sell land to pay debts, the name Doctor E. is written 
"Ellis" and the name Alice is written "Aleey" and "Alecy". No record.) 


Adam Miller and Matilda, his wife, vs Levi Chaney, et al. (Filed Mar. 10, 
1845.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Matilda Miller, late Bowman, daugh- 
ter of John Bowman, dec'd., has an interest in 138 acres on the waters of the 
Rocky Fork of Paint Creek. Said decedent died seized of said land leaving his 
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widow, Rachel, and the following children, his heirs: the plaintiff who is the 
wife of Adam Miller, Lydia, wife of Levi Chaney, Lewis Bowman and Matilda, his 
wife, James A., Elizabeth, Moses, and Mary Ellen Bowman. (No record, case 
dismissed; see original papers. ) 


William Malcom vs Charles Malcom, et al. (Filed Nov. 14, 1844.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that Alexander Malcom died testate in March, 182 
seized of 150 acres on the East Fork of White Oak Creek in Kerr's Survey No. 
4838. In his will, testator left his widow, Malcom,a life estate in said 
land. At her death, he left to his daughter, Sophronia Malcom, that part of 
the land lying S.E. of Hair's Branch, and the remainder of the 120 acres was 
to be divided equally between his children, the plaintiff, Albert and Charles 
Malcom, Cynthiann, wife of John Hogsett, all of Highland County. Since the 
probate of the will and before the filing of this petition, the widow of Alex- 
ander Malcom, dec'd., has died. (No record; see original papers.) 


Samuel E. Hibben, Admr. of estate of Joseph D. Wilson, dec'd., vs The 
widow and heirs of decedent. (Filed Jan. 25, 1845.) Petition to sell land to 
pay debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of In Lot 65 in Hille 
boro, leaving Maria Jane, his widow, and his children and heirs, Charles M., 
Ann E., Sarah C., Wilson Granville McG., and William J. Wilson, infants. (Re- 
cord 7, page 13.) 


Christian D. Emson, Exr. of estate of William Pope, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Mar. ), 1845.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 100 acres on Lee's Creek, in 
Anderson Survey No. 3579. He died leaving the following devisees "having the 
next state of inheritance", William and Alfred Pope, Columbus Mountjoy and his 
wife, Basheba, formerly Pope, and Equella Pope, a minor. Grace, widow of de- 
cedent, is entitled to dower. (No record; see original papers. ) 


Irwin L. Cartright, for the use of John Golden and wife, vs Joseph Leonard. 
(Order Book No. 8, 1840 - 1845, page 51), Mar. 4, 1845. Type of suit unknown. 
No record; original papers missing.) 


George W. Sellers vs Jeremiah Wilson and Mary, his wife. (Filed Nov. 8, 
184.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that defend- 
ants executed to him a note secured by a mortgage on Lot. No. 36 in Greenfield. 
At that time defendants were residents of Highland County, but now they reside 
in Indiana. (Record 7, page 558.) 


Silas F. Campbell vs Mary Ann Campbell. (Filed Feb. 1, 1845.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Mary Ann Cole on Aug. 26, 1812 in Highland 
County. He went "to Orange County Virginia to bring out his mother & family" 
and on his return found that she had committed adultery. Two children were 
born of their marriage, who are: "Spencer James who is about 1 year & eight 
months old & Alice Jane who is an infant at the breast". The defendant filed 
an Answer denying the charges and alleging that the plaintiff was guilty of 
extreme cruelty and gross neglect of duty. (No record; see original papers. ) 


Wm. G. Arledge, Exr. of estate of William Arledge, dec'd., vs Sarah Ar- 
ledge, et al. (Filed Jan. 23, 1845.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 63 acres in Davis Survey No. 
2517 of 1750 acres. He died leaving his widow, Sarah, who is entitled to dow- 
er, and the following heirs, his children: Nancy, whose husband is Samuel Ed- 
infield, Wm. G. Arledge, the plaintiff herein, Carey P., Sarah, Jesse E., Ma- 
lissa J., and James (Q. or J.?) Arledge, the last two being minors, and Mary,

whose husband is Abram Taylor. (Record 8, page 521.) 


William Bouseman vs Samuel Winston and The heirs of Hubbard Berry, dec'd. 
(Filed Mar. , 1845.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges 
that Winston and Berry were residents of Kentucky and seized of 110 acres, part 
of Febeger Survey No. 1368, in Highland Co., Ohio. Defendants contracted to 
sell to plaintiff the land. Winston and his wife have conveyed their half in- 
terest, but Berry died "and has left certain children who are his heirs and 
who are said to reside somewhere in the State of Missouri", their names and ad- 
dresses being unknown. (Record 7, page 76.) 


John S.Charles and Margaret, his wife, vs The widow and heirs of John Gib- 
ler, dec'd. (Filed Nov. 21, 1845.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Margar- 
et Charles, late Gibler, a daughter of John Gibler, dec'd., has an interest in 
250 acres on the waters of Dodson Fork, a branch of the East Fork of the Little 
Miami. Decedent died leaving his widow, Barbara Ann, and the following child- 
ren: Elizabeth, an adult, and Ephraim, Anthony, Godfrey, Sally Ann, George, 
Lewis, and Christena Gibler, all minors, and Margaret, the plaintiff. (Case 
dismissed, no record; see original papers.) 


Thomas Husten vs Andrew Husten. (Filed Jan. 8, 18.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 200 acres in Sheltons Survey No. 
923 which was devised by Robert Husten to the heirs of and David Husten. 
Andrew Huston is tenant in common with plaintiff. In the Answer of Andrew, he 
denies plaintiff's title. In 183) he executed and delivered to plaintiff, who 
was then residing in Ireland, a power of attorney to sell land in Ireland, 
which the plaintiff did. Shortly thereafter, plaintiff came to Highland County 
and paid him some of the money received from the sale. In 1830 defendant's 
brother, Matthew, died intestate, unmarried, without heirs and with many debts. 
Thomas had a large sum of money of deceased and refused to settle with Andrew 
a debt decedent owed him. Defendant has paid the taxes on the land since 1830. 
In 1843 plaintiff verbally agreed to convey to him the 200 acres if defendant 
would release all claims he had against plaintiff. In the deposition of Thomas 
Greathouse, he states that Thomas Husten said that his father in Ireland had 
willed Andrew 10 pounds, and that he had paid Andrew that sum before he left 
Ireland.

898 of 1000 acres situated on the waters of the North Fork of White Oak Creek, 
as one of the heirs of her father, John B. Faris, dec'd. She and Josephus, 
David, Levi, John B., and Sara Faris are decedent's children. Catherine Gib- 
ler, late Faris, is the widow of John B. Faris, dec'd. Plaintiff's brothers 
and sister are minors, John Faris being appointed Guardian ad litem by the 
court. (Record 8, page h7.) 


Nancy Murphey, Admrx. of estate of John Murphey, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed July 3, 1846.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaint- 
iff alleges that decedent died seized of 77 acres, part of Dades Survey 1373, 
leaving her as his widow, entitled to dower, and the following children and 
heirs: Susanah aged 17 years, Hugh aged 16, Andrew B. aged 1h, Daniel aged 135 
Martha Jane aged 11, Frances M. aged 10, Mary Jane aged 5, and John Murphey 
aged 2. (Record 8, page 10.) 


John Ludwick and Laster White, Admrs. of estate of William White, dec'd., vs 
Samuel White, et al. (Filed June 16, 1846.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 66 acres in Barns and 
Staley Survey on the waters of Dodson Creek. He died leaving no widow, and 
the following persons have the next state of inheritance: Samuel White of Io- 
wa, John White, John Kissling and Sarah, his wife, Nancy Murphy, Elizabeth 
Johnson, John J. Weaver, and the plaintiff, Easter White. (Record 8, page 25.) 


John West, et al, vs Joseph West, et al. (Filed July Term, 186.) Will 
contest. Plaintiffs John, James, Hugh, Joseph, Isaac, and Pleasant West of 
Highland County, William Murphin and Polly (Mary), his wife, formerly West, 
allege that they are the only children and heirs of Joseph West of Highland 
County, dec'd. Decedent died in 1845 and his will was probated in Highland 
County. Decedent devised 300 acres on the waters of Brush Creek to Joseph 
West, son of Benjamin West, dec'd., who was a son of testator. Benjamin, 
dec'd., had three other sons, John, Samuel N., and James De Clinton West, min- 
ors under ¢2l years of age. In the depositions of Mary West, of lawful age, 
and of James West, of lawful age, taken on June 2, 1847 before E.L.O. Lovett, 
J.P. in Adams Co., Ohio, they both state that to the best of their knowledge 
Joseph West, dec'd., "was ninety one or two years old when he died".

Plaintiff alleges that de- 
cedent, a resident of Union Township, died seized of 92 acres in Spencer Sur- 
vey No. 12834. He left the plaintiff, his widow, and the following children: 
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Matilda Jane aged 1) in June, 1846, Susan Louisa aged 12 in Feb., 186, Marion 
Gilson aged 10 in Jan., 1846, and William Benton Chaney aged 3 in Jan., 186. 
(Record 8, page 36.) 


Jacob Replogle, et al, vs William Cowman, et al. (Filed May 9, 186.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs Jacob, Minerva, and Lafayette Replogle, the last two be- 
ing infant children of said Jacob and Elizabeth E., his wife, now dec'd., for- 
merly Cowman, daughter of Peter Cowman, dec'd., the said Jacob bringing this 
action as the minors' next friend, allege that they have a 1/10 interest, sub- 
ject to Jacob's life estate, in 262 acres, a part of Hardin & Reddick Survey 
and Gray & Mercer Survey No. 1833 of which Peter Cowman died seized, and also 
in 23 acres in the same surveys, deducting from both tracts 25 acres devised to 
John Cowman by the will of Peter, dec'd., and also 50 acres devised to Valen- 
tine Cowman by the will of Peter, dec'd. Valentine, William, Henry, Samuel, 
Thomas P., and Alexander Cowman of Highland County, David and George Cowman of 
Illinois, David Harlan and Polly, his wife, late Cowman, of Clinton Co., Ohio, 
are co-parceners with plaintiffs and devisees under the will of Peter Cowman, 
dec'd.

He died leaving Nancy, his widow, 
and the following persons his heirs: Simpson and Rebecca Kerns, minors. (Rec- 
ord 8, page 70.) 


William Scott vs The widow and heirs of Cyrus A. Bayler, dec'd. (Filed 
Oct. 2, 1846.) Debt. Plaintiff alleges that on Jan. 6, 180 Cyrus A. Bayler, 
then of Ripley Co., Ind., now dec'd., executed a note and to secure the note, 
assigned to him a contract dated Nov. 25, 182), between Bayler and George W.

Plaintiff alleges that he married Jennette Doggett in 1839 
and three children were born to their marriage, although the defendant states 
that Adam Wise is the father of two of them. Their names are: Mary Elizabeth, 
John, and Joseph, all infants. Plaintiff is father of the first child. 
Grounds: Adultery. The court awarded Mary Elizabeth to the plaintiff. (Record 
7, page 686.) 


Sarah Malone vs Benjamin Malone. (Filed Aug. 2h, 1846.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges "that some 17 years since" she married the defendant in Highland 
County. "Your petitioner states that Mary Ann Malone aged 16 Eliza Jane in her 
lth year Sarah aged 12 Rebecca aged 10 Ursula aged 8 McDonald aged 5 and Mar- 
ion aged a little over two years are the children now living of herself and her 
said husband Benjamin." Grounds: Drunkenness and extreme cruelty. (No record; 
see original papers. ) 


William Yarger and Polly, his wife, vs Susannah Caplinger, et al. (Filed 
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July Term, 1846.) Will contest. Plaintiffs allege that Polly Yarger, former- 
ly Caplinger, is the only child and heir of Abraham Caplinger, dec'd. Susan- 
nah is the widow of deceased. Decedent died in 185 seized of 78 acres on the 
waters of Brush Creek and a tract of land in Jackson Twp. purchased Oct. ales 
1845. Testator's will leaves Susannah 1/3 of the estate, 25 acres to his step- 
son, Jonathan Thompson, 25 acres to the plaintiffs, and a portion of the per- 
sonal property to Reason Swartz and Mary Yankey, a minor and orphan under 18 
years of age. At the Sept. Term of court, 187, the court found that the de- 
fendant, Jonathan Thompson, had died, and ordered Sampson Tener, his adminis- 
trator, and his widow, Sarah Ann Thompson, and his children and heirs, John Mey 
Sarah A., and Lizella Thompson, minors, to be made party defendants.

Son named in testator's will in which a trust was created for her. The court 
appointed Robert H. Ayres trustee, with Peter L. and James T. Ayres his sure- 
ties. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 1849, page 202, Oct. 8, 1846. No record. 
Original papers missing.) 


Hanah Matherson vs Ira A. Matherson. (Filed Aug. 10, 1846.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant in Highland County about 30 years 
ago, and their infant children are Jonah Lyman and Nathan E. Matherson. The 
plaintiff is a resident of New Market. Grounds: Extreme cruelty and gross ne- 
glect of duty. (Record 8, page 7.) 


Abraham S. Amberg vs David Amberg. (Filed Oct. 10, 186.) Debt. (Rec- 
erd 8, page 11.) 


Jeremiah Woods vs Elizabeth Woods. (Filed May 9, 186.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married defendant in 182), in Highland County. No 
children. Grounds: Abandonment for more than three years. (Record 8, page 17,) 


A jury found Samuel Evans of Liberty Twp. insane. (Order Book No. 9, 185 
- 1849, page 220, Nov. 12, 1846. No record.) 


A jury found John Alexander of Union Twp., “about forty one years of age", 
insane. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 1849, page 220, Nov. 12, 1846. No record.) 


William C. Winters, Admr. of estate of David Heller, dec'd., vs Rebecca 
Heller, et al. (Filed Feb. 9, 1847.) Petition to complete contract. Plaint- 
iff alleges that decedent died in 1846. During his lifetime, he contracted 
on Dec. 26, 18h to sell to James R. Holmes 1 3/) acres adjacent to the Urbana 
Road. Decedent left Rebecca, his widow, and the following minor children: Ben- 
jamin, Mary E., Daniel, David H., Hamilton, and Clara Heller, and the youngest 
son born after his father died, whose name is unknown. (Record 8, page 83.) 


Lewis W. Bowman vs Matilda Bowman. (Filed Jan. 30, 186.) Divorce. 
Plaint.ff alleges that he married defendant July 23, 183 in Scioto Co., Ohio, 
her residence, and shortly thereafter they moved to Highland County. They 
moved back to Scioto Co. in 1836 or 1837, and then returned to Highland County. 
Their children are George William born Aug. 23, 1835, John Nutton born Mar. 
20, 1839, and Lydia Elma born May 1, 1841. Defendant left him and is now a 
resident of Lewis Co., Ky. He has the two oldest children and the youngest is 
with her mother. Defendant inherited property from her deceased father and 
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mother who were both residents of Scioto Co., Ohio. (Record 8, page 62.) 


Nathan Loyd vs Eliza Loyd. (Filed Dec. 17, 186.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that he married Eliza Brown in 183_ in Highland County. Her present 
residence is unknown to him. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. (Record 8, page 


6). ) 


Jane Kesling, Exrx. of estate of Peter Kesling, dec'd., vs The heirs and 
devisees of decedent. (Filed June 25, 1846.) Petition to complete land con- 
tract. Plaintiff alleges that decedent is her husband who died in 180. By 
his will he appointed his son, Peter, executor and her executrix of his estate. 
Peter qualified in 1840 but soon thereafter went to parts unknown, and she 
qualified in 1846. Decedent, while living, contracted to sell to Joseph Yarger 
50 acres of the home farm on the waters of Brush Creek in Grahams Survey. De- 
cedent's children are Peter, Jonathan, and Sarah. His grandchildren are Jane 
and Peter Goody and Jeremiah Kesling. (Record 8, page 85.) 


Hannah Washburn vs James Washburn, Exr. of estate of John Washburn, dec'd. 
(Filed Mar. 8, 1847.) Petition to compel Executor to settle estate. Plaintiff 
alleges that she is the widow and legatee of decedent, and Benjamin B., John 
C., and Burke Washburn, George Linch and Margaret, his wife, James Hamilton and 
Christena, his wife, John Fitzpatrick and Ann, his wife, Isaac Bracken (Brau- 
chen) and Mary, his wife, and Elenor Washburn of this county are devisees of 
decedent. Decedent died about June _, 1829, and defendant was appointed execu- 
tor of his estate. Over the years said executor has done nothing to collect — 
the assets of said estate and has made no settlement with the heirs. (No rec- 
ord; see original papers.) 


A jury found Michael Emery, a resident of this county for more than 30 
years, insane. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 1849, page 266, July 12, 1817. No 
record. ) 


Phillip Miller, et al, vs The heirs and devisees of Jacob Miller, dec'd. 
(Filed Jan. 16, 1847.) Partition. Plaintiffs Phillip P. and Jacob Miller, 
and Jane Zink, whose husband is Samuel Zink, all of Highland County, allege 
that they have an interest in 5363 acres on the waters of Rattlesnake Fork of 
Paint Creek, the land owned by their ancestor, Jacob Miller, dec'd., and on 
which he died. Eliza, wife of James Willet, formerly Miller, Sarah, wife of 
Andrew Blunt, formerly Miller, Mary Ann, wife of John Easter, formerly Miller, 
Angeline, wife of David Zink, formerly Miller, Carey A. and William Miller, all 
of Highland County; Barbara, wife of Silas Blunt, formerly Miller, of Indiana;

Jacob Jackson and Sarah, his wife, vs Ann Jackson, et al. (Filed May 19, 
1847.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Jacob Jackson is one of the children 
and heirs of Jesse Jackson, dec'd., of Union Twp., who died seized of 11 acres, 
leaving his widow, Ann, and Malinda, Asenath, Lydia, Thomas, and Jesse Jackson, 
the last two being minors, his children, all of Highland County. Joseph Jack- 
son died leaving his widow, Catherine, and his children, Caroline and Ophelia 
Jane Jackson, minors, all of Clinton Co., Ohio. (Record 8, page 243.) (Com- 
pilors' note: The petition does not give the name of Rachel Jackson, but in the 
advertisement of the sale of the real estate she is listed with the children of 
Jesse, dec'd. In the entry of distribution she received 1/8 together with the 
other six children of Jesse, dec'd., receiving 1/8 each. The other 1/8 was 
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distributed to Ophelia Jane and Caroline.) 


Phillip S. Roads vs Moses Tomlinson, et al. (Filed Mar. 5, 1847.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 346 acres, a part of Masons 
Survey No. 2253, 2 acres in Survey 2105, and lots in Rainsboro. The defendants 
are tenants in common with plaintiff, and are Moses Tomlinson and Ruth, his 
wife; Jacob Tomlinson; Absalom Sumner and Olive, his wife, formerly Tomlinson; 
Dinah Tomlinson; John Tomlinson as child and heir of Sara Tomlinson, dec'd., 
all of full age, and Charity Baldwin, 10 years old, daughter of John Baldwin, 
dec'd., and Charity, his wife, dec'd., she inheriting through her mother, for- 
merly Tomlinson; Newton Tomlinson aged 8 years and son of William Tomlinson, 
dec'd., all residents of Highland County except John Tomlinson, who resides in 
Indiana. Their right in said land descended to them as heirs of Josiah Tomlin- 
son, dec'd. Jn the final distribution, Phillip S. Roads was given 1/2 and the 
defendants 1/7 each. (Record 8, page 250.) 


John Zuck, by David Zuck, his Guardian, vs Hannah Shup. (Filed Apr. 19, 
1847.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he is guardian of his infant son, 
John Zuck, now about 34 years old. His son, by right of his mother, dec'd., 
and as her heir, has an interest in 16% acres in Brushcreek Twp. This land was 
owned, resided on, and devised by John Middleton, dec'd., to his wife, Eliza- 
beth, who is the grandmother of John Zuck. Hannah Shup, aged 16 or 17 years, 
of Brushcreek Twp., is co-parcener with plaintiff. (Record 8, page lOh.) 


James Adams, et al, vs Elizabeth Adams, et al. (Filed May 5, 186.) Will 
contest. Plaintiffs James, John, Joshua, and Jesse Adams, heirs of Stephen 
Adams, dec'd., who died in 185, allege that decedent was insane when he execu- 
ted his will on Apr. 10, 1845. Defendants are: Eliza (Elizabeth), widow of 
testator, Charles Saum and Elizabeth Mary, his wife, formerly Shawver, Sarah 
Elizabeth Saum, minor daughter of said Charles and Elizabeth Mary Saum, Thomas 
Jobe and Sarah, his wife, formerly Stroup, Nancy Murphy, formerly Stroup, Eli- 
za, Barbara, Stephen, Rachel, and Harriett Stroup, Abiah Curles and Ann, his 
wife, formerly Hill, William and Mary Hill, Elizabeth, Rosanna, Mahala, Jesse, 
and Stephen Pugh, all interested as devisees, and Charles Henderson, Executor 
of said will. The wili was sustained. The:sheriff of Clinton Co., Ohio, was 
ordered to serve with summons, and did serve Thomas and Sarah Jobe, Eliza and 
Barbara Stroup, Abiah and Ann Curles, and William and Mary Hill. The sheriff 
of Clermont Co., Ohio, was ordered to serve with summons, and did serve Nancy 
Murphy, Stephen and Rachel Stroup. The sheriff of Brown Co., Ohio was ordered 
to serve and did serve Harriett Stroup. All the remaining defendants were 
served by the sheriff of Highland County. (Record 8, page 368.) 


Eliza Malcom, Admrx. of estate of Charles Malcom, dec'd., vs Mary Ann Mal- 
com. (Filed July 20, 1817.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff al- 
leges that decedent died seized of a % interest in 120 acres in Kerr's Survey 
No. 4838 on the waters of White Oak Creek. In Aug., 186 he contracted to sell 
his interest to William W. Malcom. The purchase price was paid on Dec. 28, 
186, and shortly thereafter decedent died, leaving his widow, Eliza, and Mary 
Ann, his only child, a minor. (Record 8, page 196.) 


Joseph W. Roads vs Christopher Arthur, et al. Partition. The court found 
the interests to be: Christopher Arthur anj Nancy, his wife - 1/8, Thomas S. 
Roads - 2/8, Joshua W. Roads - 2/8, Silas Kinzer and Mary, his wife - 1/8, 
and Joseph W. Roads - 1/8. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 189, page 30), July 21, 
1847. No record. Original papers missing.) (Compilors's note: One 1/8 share 
is missing. ) 
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Asa Plumer vs Grace Plumer. (Filed Jan. , 187.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that he married Grace Burgess, who now resides in Clermont Co., Ohio, 
in Jan., 1796 in Campbell Co., Va. They lived in Virginia "for some time" and 
moved to Highland County where they lived peaceably until the forepart of the 
year 1834. At that time plaintiff, thinking he could improve his lot by going 
west, sold his "farm & stock". By the interference of relatives, she left him, 
taking considerable property, and has been absent for 13 years. Fifteen child- 
ren were born to their marriage, but only seven are now alive and are adults. 
(No record; see original papers.) (Compilors' note: In the service by publica- 
tion, the name Plumer is also spelled Plummer.) 


James Hawkins vs Abigail Hawkins. (Filed May 10, 187.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that he married defendant "some eight years past". Their children 
are Sarah Ann and Rebecca Hawkins. Grounds: Adultery with William Hart. (Re- 
cord 8, page 18.) 


Eveline Fairley vs James Fairley. (Feb. 3, 1847.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that she married defendant in Aug., 180 in Highland County. They 
both have children by previous marriages. Their children by this marriage are 
"three infant children now alive to wit Amanda Ellen aged ) years Christiana 
aged 3 years and Alexander aged 10 months". Plaintiff asks to be restored to 
her former name of Eveline Claggett. Grounds: Drunkenness and cruelty. (Rec- 
ord 8, page 190.) 


Sarah Chaplin vs Reubin Chaplin. (Filed July?, 187.) Petition for dow- 
er. Plaintiff alleges that William Chaplin died in 1831 leaving her his widow. 
Under decedent's will he devised 150 acres to his son, Reubin Chaplin. Plaint- 
iff claims right of dower in said land. In the Answer of Reuben, he alleges 
that plaintiff lived with her son-in-law, David Welty, for some 11 years. In 
Sept., 184) plaintiff came to live with him and stayed 1 year and 7 months to 
April, 1846. She was then 80 years of age “or upwards". In the affidavit of 
Hannah Chaplin, wife of William Chaplin, she states that Jerry Walker and Rob- 
ert McGlaughland are plaintiff's sons-in-law. In a statement made by Reuben 
Chaplin, Jr., of lawful age, he states that the defendant is his uncle. (No 
record; see original papers.) 


Martha Horseman vs William M. Hardy and Nancy, his wife, and John Banks. 
Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 189, page 
326, July 25, 1847. No record. Original papers missing.) 


William Moberly vs Elenor Moberly, et al. (Filed July 25, 1817.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has interest in 308 acres on Clear Creek, a 
branch of the Rocky Fork of Paint Creek. 150 acres of said land was devised 
to the plaintiff and his brother Amos, now dec'd., by their father, Rezin Mob- 
erly. The remaining land was purchased by William and Amos jointly. The de- 
fendant, Margaret Ann Moberly, a minor, is the sole heir of Amos, dec'd. Ele- 
nor Moberly, the widow of Rezin Moberly, dec'd., is entitled to dower in the 
150 acre tract. (No record: see original papers. ) 


Joseph Antrim, Admr. W.W.A. of estate of Hugh Gillaspy, dec'd., et al, vs 
James Gillaspy, et al. (Filed May 11, 1847.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died testate seized of 120 acres on 
Paint Creek surveyed in the name of Feely and patented by Wm. Daily, No. 232). 
Decedent died leaving Lotta, his widow, and the following devisees or assigns 
of the devisees, having the next state of inheritance: James Gillaspy, address 
unknown, Jacob Kinzer and Ruth, his wife, late Gillaspy, and Mary Ann Gillaspy, 
minor devisee, all of Highland County, and Joseph Antrim who represents and 
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owns the interest devised to Samuel and Thomas Gillaspy, said Antrim living in 
Highland County. By decedent's will, $600 was tc be paid to Mary Gillaspy, 
who is now dec'd. (Record 8, page 55.) 


Amoriah Gossett and Lydia, his wife, vs John Evans, et al. (Filed AUG ses), 
1847.)

his wife, late Evans, of Indiana; Jonathan Hayworth and Hester, his wife, late 
Evans, of Hamilton Co., Ind., are tenants in common with plaintiffs. (Record

Abigail Hart vs John Hart, et al. (Filed July 7, 1847.) Petition for 
dower. Plaintiff alleges that she is the widow of Miles Hart, dec'd., who 
died seized of 175 acres and leaving the following heirs: John, William, and 
George Hart; Andrew, John, William, Elizabeth, Sarah, Ann, and Eliza Jane Bish- 
ir, children of Susannah, late Hart, intermarried with Christopher Bishir; Jer- 
emiah Thompson and Abigail, his wife, formerly Hart, Elizabeth Chaney, formerly 
Hart, John Richardson and Nancy, his wife, formerly Hart, Nathaniel W. Walton 
and Sylvester, his wife, formerly Hart, Andrew Madison Hart, James Richardson 
and Mary D., his wife, formerly Hart, Jonathan Hodson and Delilah, his wife, 
formerly Hart. The court found John Hart, John and Nancy Richardson, James 
and Mary D. Richardson, Nathaniel W. and Sylvester Walton to be non-residents 
of Ohio. (Record 8, page 67.) (Compilors' note: In a suit brought by James 
Richardson, et al, in ejectment, July Term, 1847, it is alleged that Elizabeth, 
late Hart, is the wife of Thomas Radcliffe, and that Christopher Bishir and 
Susannah, his wife, late Hart, are deceased. No record; see original papers. ) 


Thomas McDonald vs Smith McArthur, et al. (Filed Oct. 3, 1846.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Fayette Co., Ohio, and that 
he has an interest by purchase in a lot in Greenfield. The defendants Smith, 
Nancy, and William H. H. McArthur and Nancy Trimble, all minors, are tenants 
in common with plaintiff, they being the infant heirs of James McArthur, dec'd. 
Cary A. Trimble is entitled to a life estate as tenant by "curtecy". In the 
Answer of Nancy McA. Trimble, an infant, by Cary A. Trimble, her guardian ap- 
pointed by the Common Pleas Court of Ross Co., Ohio, she states that she is 
the sole devisee and heir of Mary Trimble, late Mary McArthur, one of the heirs 
of General Duncan McArthur, dec'd. (Record 8, page 585.) (Compilors' note: 

In the partition case brought by John Sanders of Fayette Co., Ohio vs Smith 
McArthur, et al (Filed July 12, 1845), he alleges that he has an interest by 
purchase in a lot in Greenfield, Ohio, and that Osburn, as widow of James 
McArthur, dec'd., but now married to Osburn, is entitled to dower. No 
record; see original papers.) 


Abraham Carl vs Absolom Fisher and Juliet, his wife. (Filed Sept. 21, 
1847.) Assumpsit. Plaintiff alleges that on April 1, 1839 in Highland County, 
at the request of Juliet Fisher, "who was then sole and unmarried...then Juliet 
Carl", he took her two infant children, Martha Jane Carl, "aged 3 years and 5 
months or thereabouts at that time and John Carl aged 15 months at that time", 
to raise and educate. He kept the girl for over years and the boy for over 
8 years Defendant took her daughter on June 1, 1843 and her son on Aug. 21,

1847, after she had married Absolam Fisher. (Record 8, page 338.) (Compilors'

William W. Malcom vs Leroy Jordan, et al. (Filed Sept. 23, 187.) Suit 
over land title. Plaintiff alleges that on Mar. 24, 1827 a bounty land war- 
rant for 200 acres, No. 6707, was issued out of the land office of Virginia to 
Henry, George, Elizabeth, and Susan Worley, heirs of Mathew Worley, dec'd., 
for his services in the Revolutionary War. "That shortly afterwards Elizabeth 
married Martin P. Burk of Bedford Co., Va. and Susan married John Wilkinson of 
same county and state." In 1827 the owners of said warrant entered into a con- 
tract with Anthony Evans, now dec'd., Charles Whitely and Leroy Jordan, then 
of Bedford Co., Va. in which the last named parties jointly undertook in con- 
Sideration of one half the land, situated in the Virginia Military District, 
to survey said 200 acres so as to appropriate it to the contracting parties. 
They surveyed said land in Highland County situated on the North Fork of White 
Oak Creek. In 1829 the parties agreed that Evans, Whitely and Jordan could 
sell the land-and receive one-half of the purchase price. The Worley heirs 
assigned their interest and the three men, on Jan. 19, 1830, contracted to 
sell 100 acres to John Scott of Highland County. Scott assigned the contract 
on July 25, 1833 to Samuel Bell of Highland County, who on Jan. 12, 181 as- 
Signed it to plaintiff. On Jan. 19, 1830, Evans, Whitley, and Jordan contract- 
ed to sell the remaining land to Nathan Chaplin of Highland County. On Apr. 
10, 1847 he assigned the contract to plaintiff. This land was never deeded to 
plaintiff, and in Dec., 1841 was sold for back taxes to the plaintiff. Said 
land was not patented by the government, and plaintiff prays that it be patent- 
ed to him so he can perfect his title. (Record 8, page 638.) 


John Hire vs The heirs of Job Hire, dec'd. (Filed Mar. 6, 187.) Swit 
on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that on May 2, 18h) Job 
Hire executed a note secured by a mortgage on Lots 99 and 108 in Greenfield to 
John Benner. On Mar. 1, 1847 Benner assigned the note and mortgage to plaint- 
iff. In 1845 Job Hire died leaving Angeline, his widow, and the following 
children and heirs: Rufus, William, Absolem, Nancy Ann, Eliza, and Frances 
Hire, all minors. (Chancery Record 1, page 12.) 


Mary E. Tyler, Exrx. of estate of Nelson C. Tyler, dec'd., vs William N. 
Tyler, et al. (Filed Sept. 6, 1847.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 50 acres in Logan Coz, Onio. 

He left the plaintiff Mary E., his widow, and the following heirs: William N. 
Tyler, Albert T. Yager and Louisa G., his wife, formerly Tyler, John C., Thom- 
as W., and Charles D. Tyler, all of Highland County, the last three being min- 
ors. (Record 8, page 509.) (Compilors' note: The record book states the name 
as Louisa G. Yager, a mistake of the scrivener. The original petition gives 

it as "Senia G." Yager. See the case of Mary E. Tyler, Exrx. of estate of Nel- 
son ©. Tyler, dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent, reported in this book.) 


A jury found Elizabeth Bruce, aged 32 years and a resident of the county 
for 1l years last past, insane. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 1819, page 371, Feb. 
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14, 1848. No record.) 


William Murtland vs Daniel Murtland, et al. (Filed July 5, 1847.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of New York and has an interest 
in 425 acres on the waters of White Oak Creek in Salem Township. Daniel and 
Samuel Murtland, William Martin and Mary, his wife, formerly Murtland, John and 
James Murtland, Martha Wylie, formerly Murtland, of Ireland, are brothers and 
sisters of Robert Murtland, dec'd., who died without issue, and Mary Abigail, 
John, Hester Jane, Arthur, and Elizabeth Murtland of Pittsburg, Pa., minor 
children of Arthur Murtland, dec'd., who was a brother of Robert, dec'd., the 
children being nephews and nieces of said Robert, dec'd., are tenants in common 
with plaintiff. Samuel Murtland of Brown Co., Ohio, a nephew of Robert, dec'd. 
claims 100 acres of the land as a gift from decedent which was never conveyed 
to him. (Record 8, page 77.) (Compilors' note: The papers and deposition 
filed in this case show the following: Robert Murtland, dec'd., was a resident 
of Westmoreland Co., Pa. John Murtland was a resident of Pittsburg, Pa., on 
Feb. 17, 1848. The first Samuel Murtland named in the petition is Samuel Murt- 
land, Sr. The Samuel Murtland of Brown Co., Ohio, is Samuel Murtland, Jr. He 
lived with and worked for his uncle Robert, dec'd., in Pa., and as payment for 
his services his uncle gave him 100 acres of the Ohio land. In 183 Samuel, 
Jr. came to Ohio and made improvements on the 100 acres in Highland County. ) 
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William J. League vs Aaron Smith. (Filed Jan. 3, 188.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 70 acres situated in Highland and 
Clinton Counties. Aaron Smith, John A., Edward E., Bennet, Thomas J., Sarah 
Ann, and Milly Murrill, children of John A. Murrill and Margaret, his wife, 
formerly Smith, dec'd., and William and John Ratcliff, children of Jacob Rat- 
cliff and Sarah, his wife, formerly Smith, dec'd., all of Highland County, and 
William Smith and Sarah, his wife, of Peoria Co., I11., and Seth Smith and Mary, 
his wife, of Fulton Co., J1l., are tenants in common with plaintiff. The court 
_ appointed Silas Irons Guardian ad litem of John A., Edward E., Bennet, Thomas 
J., Sarah Ann, and Milly Murrill, and William and John Ratcliff, minors. (Rec- 
ord 8, page 73.) 


David Hensel and Lydia, his wife, vs James Tilton, et al. (Filed Jan. 8, 
18)8.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Lydia Hensel, formerly Taaiton, nas 
an interest in 100 acres on the waters of Lee's Creek in Fairfield Twp. patent- 
ed to Thomas Warring No. 182. Israel Johnson and Rebecca, his wife, formerly 
Tilton; John, Reuben, Catharine A., and Lydia M. Tilton, minor heirs of Sylves- 
ter Tilton, dec'd., "who was one of the representatives of the testator who 
died seized of the premises herein described, of the State of New Jersey"; 
James Tilton of Warren Co., Ohio; Reuben, James, William, and Lydia M. Kennedy, 
minor heirs of Mariah Kennedy, dec'd., formerly Tilton, of Fayette Co., Ohio; 
and Mary A. and Joseph Gravatt, minor heirs of Charity Gravatt, dec'd., former- 
ly Tilton, of Highland County, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. Mary, 
widow of Sylvester Tilton, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Record 8, mene ee 


William M. Malcom, Admr. of estate of John Thompson, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Mar. Term, 188.) Petition to complete contract. Plaint- 
iff alleges that John Thompson, dec'd., while living, executed a contract dated 
Sept. 16, 1843, to convey a lot in Dodsonville to George Shafer. Thompson died 
intestate leaving the following heirs: James Thompson of Iowa; Jacob Thompson, 
Phebe, formerly Thompson, the wife of Uriah Gaunt, both of Indiana; Elizabeth, 
formerly Thompson, the wife of Joseph Chaplin of Highland County; and Oswell 
and John W. Sutton, and Catharine M., formerly Sutton, the wife of Theophilus 
Davis, all of Clermont Co., Ohio, the last three being the only heirs of Elean- 
or Sutton, formerly Thompson, dec'd. (Record 8, page 09.) 
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John W. Pope vs Otho S. and Eli P. Bentley and Edward S. Jenings. (Filed 
Mar., 1848.) Debt. Plaintiff alleges that Caleb A. Bentley, uncle of Otho S. 
Bentley, late of Highland County, dec'd., in his lifetime, conveyed to Otho S., 
of the Territory of Iowa, 65 acres on Hardin's Creek in Parkers Survey No. 2557 
subject to the charge of $00 Otho was to pay Elizabeth Ann Bentley, daughter 
of Joseph Bentley, who was the son of Banner Bentley, dec'd. To secure the 
payment of this money, a mortgage should be given to Elizabeth when she would 
become 18 years of age, and Otho should pay all of Caleb's debts. Caleb ap- 
pointed the plaintiff trustee of said Elizabeth. On Mar. 11, 182 Otho, then 
living in Highland County and having arrived at his majority, executed a mort- 
gage to plaintiff as trustee with the stipulation that he would pay $00 to 
Elizabeth "on or before the 30th day of January A D 187, when the said Eliza- 
beth arrived at the age of eighteen years". Otho has not paid the money, and 
plaintiff has asked Otho, and Eli P. Bentley and Edward S. Jenings who claim 
to hold the tract of land by purchase, to pay the money. Eli P. Bentley and 
Edward S. Jenings reside in Highland County. Elizabeth is now married to Mer- 
cer . (No record; see original papers.) 


John Adams, et al, vs James Smawley, et al. (Filed July 18, 1845.) Pet- 
ition to set aside deed for fraud. Plaintiffs, John Adams on behalf of him- 
self, and William Rodgers, John Free, Jr., John Free, Senr., Thomas McCoy, 
James Harper, Solomon Arehart, Isaac Smith, James Douglass, John Draper, and 
Robert McKinney, creditors of James Smawley (Smalley) allege that James Smaw- 
ley conveyed 160 acres to William and Edmund R. Smawley to defraud them. Half 
of the land conveyed was devised to James Smawley by his father, David Smawley. 
On Mar. 27, 1848 the court found that the plaintiff, John Adams, had died. The 
court found on June 23, 1848 that Edmund R. Smawley had died leaving Eliza, 
his widow, and an infant child. On Sept. 18, 188 the court found that William ~ 
"Smalley" had died intestate "leaving at his death Mary Jane his widow" and 
Alexander, David, James, Sarah, and Jackson Smawley (Smally), his children and 
only heirs, and administration of his estate has been granted by this court. 
(Record 8, page 775.) 


George Gall and Rhoda Hammon, Admrs. of estate of Wm. Hammon, dec'd., vs 
Mary C. Hammon, et al. (Filed Mar. 6, 1848.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 63 acres, a part of Gra- 
hams Survey. He left Rhoda, his widow, and the following heirs: Mary Cather- 
ine aged 13 years, Sophia aged 11 years, Sarah aged 9 years, Ira aged 5 years, 
Malissa Ellen aged 3 years, and James Manuel Hammon aged 1 year. Jacob Hammon 
was tenant in common with said decedent, he owning an undivided 1/2 interest. 
(Record 8, page 96.) 


Samuel Bell vs Nicholas Baker. (Filed Mar. Term, 188.) Debt. The 
court found that the defendant resides in Indiana. (Record 8, page 621.) 


Joseph Norman and Susan, his wife vs Edward, John, and Bigger Head. 
(Filed July Term, 187.) Debt. (Record 8, page 321.) 


John M. Swan vs William L. and Grace Pope. (Filed Jan. 28, 186.) Debt. 
Plaintiff alleges that he recovered a judgment against William L. Pope. Under 
the last will of William Pope, dec'd., testator left land to his two sons, Al- 
fred and Aquila Pope, on condition that they pay to William L. Pope, his son, 
and to Bathsheba Mountjoy, wife of Columbus Mountjoy, of Fayette Co., Ohio, a 
certain sum of money. Grace Pope is the widow of William Pope, dec'd. The 
court found on Aug. 1, 1845 that William L. Pope was indebted to Grace Pope, 
his mother, for keeping his infant child in the amount of $50. William L. 
asked the executor of his father's estate to pay his mother the money from a 
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$200 legacy his father had bequeathed to him. Plaintiff wishes to satisfy his 
judgment out of the legacy. (Record 8, page 296.) 


Andrew McConnaughey, Admr. of estate of Isaac Hugh, dec'd., et al, vs Eli- 
za Hugh, et al. (Filed Jume ), 1848.) Petition for dower and to sell land. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 10 acres leaving his widow, Eli- 
Za, and tie following children, his heirs, William, Nancy, Jane, Harrison, and 
David Thompson Hugh, minors, and Rachel Hugh, of age. (Record 8, page 531.) 


Elizabeth A. Degraw vs Perry B. Degraw. (Filed Apr. 20, 1848.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant Nov. 10, 187 at the home of her 
father, David Miller, in Hillsboro. At the time of said marriage defendant 
was a resident of Cincinnati, but is now a resident of Philadelphia, Pa. No 
children. Grounds: Abandonment and gross neglect of duty. (Record 8, page 


42. ) 


James Qualls vs Emily Qualls. (Filed Mar. 17, 1848.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Emily Lewis Apr. 3, 1841 in Highland County. 
No children. Grounds: Adultery with Shedrick Lucks alias Shadrick Wilson, and 
gross neglect of duty. (Record 8, page 89.) 


Dempsey Uarrett and Rebecca, his wife, vs James W. Santee, et al. (Filed 
Mar. Term 188.) Petition for dower. Plaintiffs allege that Rebecca Garrett 
was formerly the wife of William Pope, dec'd., late of Highland County. Said 
decedent died se1.ed of 133 acres in Harden Reddick & Co. Entry No. 1831 on 
the Rattlesnake Fork of Paint Creek in Madison Twp. Decedent died leaving his 
widow, Rebecca, now Garrett, and Nancy Santee, then Pope, his sole heir. Nan- 
cy has deceased leaving her husband, James W., and two infant children, Milton 
aged 2 years and Mary Emily Santee aged 10 months. (No record, suit dismissed. 
See original papers.) 


Noah H. Lucas vs Phebe Ann Lucas. (Filed Feb. 29, 1848.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Phebe Ann Sturgeon on or about Sept. 25, 
1838 in Ross Co., Ohio. Three children were born to said marriage: John S. 
aged about 8 years, Margaret A. aged about years, and William B. aged about 
2 years. Grounds: Adultery with Julias C. Shurp in the town of Marshall.

Rebecca Hunter vs Robert Hunter. (Filed Feb. 3, 1848.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that she married defendant in June, 1839. He was then a resident 
of New Market Twp. Maria Lavania, 7 years old on Aug. 10 1847, was born of 
Said marriage. Grounds: Because of defendant's habitual drunkenness, she had 
to go to her brothers for protection. (Record 8, page 518.) 


William Lewis, (mardian of the minor heirs of Sampson Walker, dec'd., vs 
The widow and heirs of decedent. (Filed Mar. 1, 188.) Petition to sell land. 
Plaintiff alleges that Mary Matilda, John, and Sampson Walker are minor heirs 
and children of Sampson Walker, dec'd., and that they have an interest in 50 
acres in Leech's Survey No. 1996 on the waters of Brush Creek. Margaret, moth- 
er of the minors and widow of Sampson, dec'd., is now married to James Spears. 
(Record 8, page 656.) 


Sarah Ann Walker vs Thomas Eggling, Constable of Dodson Twp. Habeas Cor- 
pus. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 1849, page 516, July 2h, 188. No record.) 


Daniel Walker vs Jailor of Highland County. Habeas Corpus. (Order Book 
No. 9, 1845 - 1849, page 517, July 25, 1848. No record.) 
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Sally and John Bunn, Admrs. of estate of Nicholas Bunn, dec'd., vs The 
heirs of decedent. (Filed May 16, 1848.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 99 acres on the waters of Brush 
Creek, a part of Survey No. 2893. On Apr. 30, 1838 decedent, then alive, sold 
said land to John Rogers, but died before a deed could be executed. His heirs 
are Nicholas S., James, Jane aged 16 years, and Mary Ann Bunn aged 11 years, 
Nancy, wife of John Rogers, all of Highland County, and John, Mary Hester, and 
Martha Bunn, minor children and heirs of Thomas Jefferson Bunn, dec'd., of 
Missouri. (Record 8, page 539.)

John Washburn's heirs vs The heirs of Duncan McArthur, dec'd. (Filed in 
1848.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiffs, Hannah Washburn, widow 
of John Washburn, dec'd., Benj. B., John ©C., Burke, and Eleanor Washburn, 
George Linch and Margaret, his wife, formerly Washburn, James Hamilton and 
Christiana, his wife, formerly Washburn, John Fitzpatrick and Ann, his wife, 
Isaac Bracken (Brauchen) and Mary, his wife, all of Highland County, allege 
that Duncan McArthur, then of Ross Co., Ohio, contracted on Nov. 1), 1823 to 
sell 353 acres to John Washburn. John took possession of the land and on June 
—, 1829 he died testate devising the land to his widow for life and then to 
his children. On or about Apr. 23, 1839 Duncan McArthur died intestate with- 
out having executed a deed to said land, and leaving as his heirs: Allen C.

Plaintiffs allege that Jacob Crispin, while 
living, on Sept. 29, 1827 loaned money to his son, John Crispin, and Phebe, 
his wife. Defendants executed a note secured by a mortgage on 100 acres. Ja- 
cob died in Ross Co., Ohio, where he resided, and his will is probated in that 
county. (Record 8, page 750.) 


A jury found Branson Davis, a citizen of Ohio for at least O years, and 
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the owner of 100 acres worth $1300, insane. (Order Book No. 9, 185 - 189, 
page 551, Sept. 18, 1848.

Samuel Engle vs Prudence Engle. (Filed June 15, 188.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that he is now 27 years of age. He married Prudence Walker of Ad- 
ams Co., Ohio in that county on Nov. 25, 1843. She was about 17 years of age 
at that time. Elma Jane, their child, was born on Sept. 9, 186. Grounds: 
Adultery with Charles A. Bruse in Hillsboro and in Concord Twp. Defendant's 
residence is unknown. (Record 8, page 579.) 


Mary E. Tyler, Exrx. of estate of Nelson C. Tyler, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Aug. 12, 1848.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that on Sept. 1, 186 decedent contracted to convey to Albert 
Yager a lot in Centerfield, Fairfield Twp. Decedent died leaving his widow, 
Mary E., and the following children, his heirs: Senia, formerly Tyler, wife of 
Albert Yager, John C., Thomas W., William N., and Charles D. Tyler, all of whom 
reside in Highland County, the last three being minors. (Record 8, page 583.) 


Silas Hart vs The heirs of James D. Noland. (Filed Mar. Term, 188.) 
Suit over land title. Plaintiff alleges that on May 27, 182) James D. Noland 
then of Highland County, now deceased, entered 68 acres on the waters of the 
Little East Fork of Ohio Brush Creek, Military Warrant No. 6553, in the Survey- 
or's Office of the Virginia Military District. He took possession and lived 
on said land until 1826 when he sold it to Edward Sams, who entered into poss- 
ession. Noland, after receiving the purchase money, agreed to transfer the 
land to Sams, but he absconded to Indiana where he later died. Elizabeth, the 
widow of decedent, moved back to Highland County from Indiana, purchased the 
land from Sams, and took possession. She sold the land to Nathaniel West of 
this county, who sold the land to plaintiff. In 186, after the death of Eliz- 
abeth Noland, the plaintiff was evicted from the premises by the heirs of dece- 
dent. No patent was ever issued on said land, but the plaintiff has an equit- 
able title. The children of James D. and Elizabeth Noland are: "(Nilla or 
Villa?) Griffith formerly Noland who has intermarried with Anderson Griffith, 
Nancy Carlisle formerly Noland who has intermarried with Henry Carlisle Hester 
Noland & Sarah (Halter or Hatter?) formerly Noland who has intermarried with 
George (Halter or Hatter?) Mary Trent formerly Noland who has intermarried with 
Jeremiah Trent, who reside in the Coumty of Highland Ohio, and (Doster or Doc- 
ter?) & Agustus Noland who reside in the State of Iowa and the unknown heirs 
of John Noland who died in the said State of Iowa which last named heirs are 
minors". Edward Sams lives in Iowa and Nathaniel West in Virginia. (No rec- 
ord. See original papers.) 


Albert Spears, Habeas Corpus. Andrew and Ebenezer H. Spears, his sure- 
ties. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 1849, page 565, Dec. ), 1848. No record.) 


A jury found William Faris of Salem Twp., aged about 30 years, insane. 
(Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 1819, page 567, Feb. 2, 1849. No record.) 


Thomas Patterson vs The heirs of Moses Patterson, dec'd. (Filed Jan. 1, 
1849.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 100 acres in 
Elliott's Survey No. 2510. Said land was conveyed to plaintiff's father, Mos- 
es Patterson in March, 1839, and upon his death descended to his heirs: Robert 
Patterson, Elizabeth, wife of Enos West, Sarah Morrow, wife of John Morrow, 
all of Highland County; Samuel Patterson of Allen Co., Ohio; Isabelle, wife of 
John Adair of Cass Co., Ind.; Julia, wife of John M. Brackney, of Putnam Co., 
Il1.; the children of James Patterson, dec'd., to wit: James and Joseph Patter- 
son, both of Illinois, and Polly, wife of James Kerr of Ross Co., Ohio; and

the children of Ellenor Patterson, "four or five in number", who was also a 
daughter of James, dec'd., their names and places of residence unknown. There 
is no widow entitled to dower. (Record 8, page 711.) (Compilors' note: In a 
Slip of paper found among the papers in this case entitled "Heirs of Judge 
Patterson", is a statement that Ellenor Patterson married Hendricks, and 
that the husband of Polly Patterson is "James probably". 


Edwin Shoemaker vs Isaac Shoemaker, et al. (Filed Jan. 13, 1849.) Part- 
ition. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Lancaster Co., Pa., and has 
an interest in 90 acres on the waters of Clear Creek, 2 acres in Graham's Sur- 
vey No. 285, and 48 acres in Graham's Survey No. 2186, being the same land 
deeded to Thomas Shoemaker Nov. 23, 1838. Isaac, Ame, and Elizabeth Shoemak- 
er, minors, of Lancaster Co., Pa. have an interest in said land. (Record 8, 


page 693.) 


Samson Tener, Admr. of estate of Jonathan Thompson, dec'd., vs The widow 
and heirs of decedent. (Filed Feb. 23, 1849.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 25 acres in Brushcreek 
Twp. devised by Abraham Caplinger in his will to his stepson, Jonathan Thomp- 
son. Decedent died leaving his widow, Sarah Ann, and his heirs, John M., Sar- 
ah A., and Lizella Thompson, all of Brown Co., Ohio. (Record 8, page 726.) 


Elizabeth Mannon, Admrx. of estate of James Mannon, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed Jan. 20, 1849.) Petition to complete land contract. 
Plaintiff alleges that deceased, while living, executed a contract on Mar. 29, 
18147 to convey 20 acres in Jackson Twp. to George Stodgill. Decedent died in 
1848 leaving his widow, Elizabeth, and his heirs, Mary Jane, William, Eliza, 
Margaret, Sarah, Samuel, George, and Lucinda Mannon, all minors. (Chancery 
Record 1, page 61.) 


Alexander Elliott and Jane, his wife, vs Thomas Adams, et al. (Filed Jan. 
22, 1849.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Jane Elliott has an interest by 
inheritance from her father, John Adams, dec'd., in a lot in Greenfield. Thom- 
as, William M., and Jane Adams, residents of Ross Co., Ohio; William McMillen 
and Mary, his wife, formerly Adams, of Highland County; William Elliott and 
Jenny, his wife, formerly Adams, of Ross Co., Ohio, are heirs of decedent. 
Mary, the widow of John Adams, dec'd., is a resident of Highland County. (Re- 
cord 8, page 861.) 


John Cashatt vs The heirs of Edwin Conway, dec'd., et al. (Filed Apr. lh, 
1849.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Aug. 19, 
1818 Samuel Winston, attorney in fact for Charles Thornton, then of Crawford 
Co., Ky., who was attorney in fact for Edwin Conway, of Virginia, entered into 
a contract to sell to the plaintiff 83 1/3 acres on Turtle Creek, part of Dade 
Survey No. 4550 of 250 acres. Plaintiff believes that Conway and Thornton are 
both dead and that Winston is a resident of Campbell Co., Ky. The heirs of 
Conway and Thornton are unknown to him. (Record 8, page 729.) 


Aylett Miller vs David P. Spence, et al. (Filed Sept. Term, 1848.) Suit 
on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that on Nov. 1h, 187 Wil- 
liam Spence and Hannah, his wife, executed to him a note secured by a mortgage 
on 1¢ acres adjoining New Petersburg, and a lot in said town. David P., who 
was a partner in the tanning business with William, signed another note with 
William payable to plaintiff. William died intestate leaving his widow, Han- 
nah, and his children: Moses B., Alexander H., John T., William, Cynthia Ann, 
and Mary V. Spence, the last three being minors. (Chancery Record 2, page 
295.) (Compilors' note: The record book in the above case and in the case of 
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John Stevenson, Admr. of estate of William Spence, dec'd., vs The heirs of de- 
cedent, reported in this book, give the surname as Spencer. This is a mistake 
of the scrivener. The original papers in both cases give the surname as 
raetae See also Abner Jessop vs James and William Spence reported in this 
book. 


Thomas E. Purdy, Admr. of estate of Samuel Bayless, dec'd., vs The widow 
and heirs of decedent. (Filed Jan. 27, 189.) Petition to complete land con- 
tract. Plaintiff alleges that deceased, while living, executed a contract on 
Nov. 18, 1846 to convey to Moses Hicks, of Highland County, 122 acres, a part 
of Clark's Survey Nos. 6301 and 627). Decedent died in Feb., 188, intestate, 
leaving his widow, Eliza, and Robert, his sole child and heir, both residing 
in this county. (Record 8, page 675.) 


Hiram Simpson and Eliza, his wife, vs Abraham and Mark Senior. (Filed 
Sept. 15, 1848.) Assumpsit. Plaintiffs allege that the defendants borrowed 
money in 1847 from Eliza Brown, then unmarried. On Nov. , 1848, after Eliza 
had married Hiram Simpson, they promised to pay her the debt in full. (Record 
8, page 666.) 


William Sanderson vs Elizabeth Sanderson. (Filed Oct. 23, 188.) Div- 
orce. Plaintiff alleges that he married Elizabeth Foster, widow of John Fos- 
ter, dec'd., late of Highland County, on Jan. 16, 1845. They lived in plaint- 
iff's home in Salem Township for a time, but defendant had her son and son-in- 
law move her back to the land her deceased husband had owned. No children. 
Grounds: Desertion. (Record 8, page 669.) 


The heirs of Joshua Smart, dec'd., vs The heirs of Samuel Ayres, dec'd., 
et al. (Filed Apr. 7, 1849.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiffs, 
John, Joseph, Mary, William, Joshua D., Martha, and Elizabeth Smart, Thomas 
Griffith and Cornelia, his wife, formerly Smart, all of Highland County, and 
Joshua Collins and Susan, his wife, of Adams Co., Ohio, allege that on or 
about Sept. 11, 1815 Samuel Ayres, then of Lexington, Ky., now dec'd., contrac- 
ted to sell to Matthew Campbell of Ohio 100 acres on the west side of Brush 
Creek in Highland County. Campbell assigned the contract to Foster Newbank, 
who on May 6, 1816 assigned it to Josiah Wade. On May 16, 1816 Wade assigned 
it to Thomas John, who on July 2), 1819 assigned it to Joshua Smart, now de- 
ceased, who took possession until his death in May, 1848. He died intestate 
leaving the plaintiffs his sole heirs, and they have continued in possession 
of the land. The heirs of Samuel Ayres are David, T. J., Thomas, and Samuel 
Ayres, Martha, the widow of John Yeiser, dec'd., Matilda, the wife of John 
Hollingsworth, and Aphiah, the wife of E. K. Hollingsworth, all of Boyle Co., 
Ky. (Chancery Record 1, page 20.) 


Noah McVay vs Sophia McVay. (Filed Jan. 30, 1846.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that he married defendant in Highland County on Dec. 27, 183. At 
that time she had a husband, Patrick Doran, whom she had married in 1830 in 
Tioga Co., N.Y., and never divorced. She had left Doran about 181 and came 
to this county in 183. (Record 8, page 672.) 


Garland Hastings vs Ann Mariah Hastings. (Filed Jan. 1, 1849.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Miss Ann M. Flippen in Stokes Co., N.C., 
about Nov. 16, 1839. No children. Grounds: Willful absence for more than 
three years. (Record 8, page 67.) 


Sarah Ann Walker vs Charles Walker. (Filed Aug. 29, 1848.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married defendant on Sept. 16, 187. No children. 
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Grounds: Extreme cruelty. (No record; see original papers.) 


A jury found Mrs. Dorathy Daggy of Dodson Township insane. She has resid- 
ed in Ohio for 2 years and 6 months. She is married and about h years of age. 
(Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 189, page 625, May 7, 1849. No record.) 


Joshua Kenworthy and Matilda, his wife, vs The heirs of Matthias Chaney, 
dec'd. (Filed Apr. 22, 1849.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Matilda Jane 
Kenworthy is one of the children and heirs of Matthias Chaney, dec'd., and has 
an interest in 92 acres, part of Spencer Survey No. 1283). Susan Louisa, Mar- 
ion Gilson, and William Benton Chaney, all minors and children of decedent, 
are co-parceners with plaintiffs. Elizabeth Chaney, now Elizabeth Ratcliff, 
is the widow of deceased. (Record 8, page 88.) 


John S. Himes, et al, vs Zimri Manker, et al. (Filed June 18, 1849.) Par- 
tition. Plaintiffs, John S. Himes and Eliza Jane, his wife, of Highland County, 
Adam Snider and M. Magdaline, his wife, late Himes, of Brown Co., Ohio, allege 
that they have an interest in 112 acres in Clemson's Survey No. 2769 on the wa- 
ters of Brush Creek. Zimri Manker and Mary Ann, his wife, late Himes, David 
Himes and Margaret, his wife, Daniel Himes, Bennett Creed and Susan, his wife, 
late Himes, and Peter Snider and Elizabeth, his wife, late Himes, are co-par- 
ceners with plaintiffs. Mary Himes, widow of David Himes, dec'd., from whom 
the land descended, is entitled to dower. All defendants are residents of 
Highland County. (Record 8, page 853.) (Compilors' note: A notation found 
among the papers in this case states that decedent died Mar. 9, 189.) 


Job Smith of Fayette Co., Ohio vs Evan Smith, et al. (Filed June h, 
1849.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest as an heir of 
James Smith, dec'd., in 87% acres in Fayette Co., Ohio, 14 acres in Highland 
County, and lots in "New Leesburg", Ohio. The defendants, who are also heirs, 
are: Evan Smith of Fayette Co., Ohio; Stephen McPherson and Mary, his wife, 
Anna Ellen Smith and Hannah Reader, a minor, all of Highland County; Amos 
Smith, Job Thornburgh and Lydia, his wife, of Randolph Co., Ind.; and George 
Smith of Mahaska Co., Iowa. Enos Reader is the guardian of Hannah Reader. 
Atlantic Smith of Highland County is the widow of James Smith, dec'd. (Chanc- 
ery Record 1, page 31.) 


State of Ohio vs John Hastings, Sr., Eliza Ann, and Elizabeth Hastings. 
Retailing merchandise without a license. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 189, page 
640, Aug. 1, 1849. No record.) 


John Adams vs Robert Elwood. (Filed June 19, 189.) Partition. Plaint- 
iff alleges that he has an interest in 12 acres on Lee's Creek, part of Waring's 
Survey No. 3411. Defendant is tenant in common with plaintiff. (Record 8, 
page 857.) 


John Stevenson, Admr. of estate of William Spence, dec'd., vs The heirs 
of decedent. (Filed June 19, 1849.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of lots in New Petersburg, leaving 
his widow, Hannah, and the following heirs: David P., Moses B., A. H., and John 
T. Spence, all of full age, and Mary V. aged 12 years, Cynthia Ann aged 15 
years, and William Spence aged 18 years, all residing in Highland County except 
A. H. Spence, who resides in Kentucky. (Chancery Record 1, page 38.) (Compil- 
ors' note: See the case of Aylett Miller vs David P. Spence, et al., reported 
in this book.) 


Samuel Wise and William C. Garrett, Admrs. of estate of William A. Wise, 
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dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed July 1), 1849.) Petition to sell 
land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that deceased died seized of real estate 
in Centerfield, leaving his widow, Margaret, and the following heirs: Samuel, 
George C., Franklin, Catharine, and Christopher C. Wise, Margaret Duff, and El- 
len Santee. (Chancery Record 1, page 29.) (Compilors'! note: There are two 
petitions filed in this case. They are similar except that one states that 
Franklin and Christopher C. Wise are infants. One is undoubtedly an amended 
petition. Both bear the same date.) 


George May, et al, vs Polly May, et al. (Filed July 31, 189.) Petition 
for order to convey land. Plaintiffs George, Polly, and Agnes May allege that 
on Jan. 17, 188 their mother, Polly May, Sr., entered into a contract to con- 
vey to them 36 acres on Flat Run. Hosea Bonner, to defraud the plaintiffs, en- 
tered into a conspiracy with their mother and had her convey the land to him. 
On Jan. 12, 1850 the plaintiffs' petition was amended to read that Polly May, 
one of the plaintiffs, had married Harvey Dent. (Chancery Record 2, page 97.) 


Archibald Gray vs Joel Thurman and Fanny, his wife. Slander. (Order Book 
No. 9, 1845 - 1849, page 661, Aug. h, 1849. No record; see original papers.) 


Andrew N. Patton vs Thomas Ellis, Admr. of estate of David Irons, et al. 
(Filed Aug. ), 1849.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff al- 
leges that David Irons, while alive, executed a note secured by a mortgage 
dated Feb. 1, 1849 on a lot in New Petersburg. Decedent left his children and 
heirs, Thomas W., John B., and Maria A. Irons, minors. (Chancery Record 1, 
page 139.) 


John Hogsett vs Robert Davidson and Margaret, his wife. (Filed June 15, 
1848.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that defend- 
ants executed to him a note secured by a mortgage dated Mar. 6, 1846 on 100 
acres in Rankin Survey No. 906. (No record; see original papers. ) 


Joseph Swaim vs Sarah Swaim. (Filed May 28, 189.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that he is about 69 years of age, has been a resident of Highland 
County for 15 years, and lives in Salem Township. Having lost his first wife 
and his children gone from home, he married the widow, Sarah Schoonover, in 
Aug., 1847, whom he had visited only once before their marriage. Defendant is 
about 60 years of age. No children. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. (Record 
8, page 787.) 


A jury found Minerva Catlin of New Market Township insane. She is about 
15 years of age, insane for about 13 years, and has been a resident of Ohio 
since her birth. (Order Book No. 9, 1845 - 1849, page 688, Aug. 13, 1819. No 
record.) 


David Thompson vs The heirs of John Ruble, dec'd. (Filed Aug. 10, 189.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he purchased from three of the heirs of de- 
cedent their three equal shares in 18 3/) acres on the North Fork of White 
Oak Creek in Abram Buford's Survey No. 1465 of 1000 acres. The defendants, 
George A., William, Wesley, Isaiah, John W., Magdalena, and Rachel Ruble, 
children and heirs of decedent, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Decedent 
left no widow. (Chancery Record 1, page 16.) (Compilors' note: The defendants 
were served by publication, indicating that they might be non-residents of Ohio) 


William Jarvis vs Gustavus Wolfram and Humphrey Wolfram, his son. (Filed 


June 6, 189.) Petition to set aside deed for fraud. Plaintiff alleges that 
the defendant, Gustavus Wolfram, is his debtor. Gustavus purchased and paid 
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for Lot No. 13 in Dodson Township, and had the grantors, Jacob Orbaugh and wife, 
deed the land to Humphrey Wolfram, son of Gustavus. The sheriff served summons 
on Humphrey in Highland County, but endorsed summons for Gustavus "not found". 
(Chancery Record 1, page 108.) 


Samuel Agnew vs Allen Trimble, et al. (Filed July 31, 1849.) Petition 
for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that in 1821 Allen Trimble was 
seized of 1083 acres on the waters of the East Fork of the Little Miami in K. 
Bradford Survey No. 917. Trimble sold said land to Joseph Jennings who entered 
into possession of the land until his death in 1821 without Trimble ever execu- 
ting a deed to him. Deceased left his widow, Mary, and Joseph, Phebe, and Ly- 
curges Jennings, his children, who continue to hold possession of the land. 

On May 2), 1837 Mary Jennings, then Jones, widow of Isaac Jones, dec'd., and 
Joseph Jennings, both of Madison Co., Ind., Phebe Jennings, then Phebe Ruse, 
widow of John Ruse, dec'd., Lycurges Jennings, and John Jones, all "of the 
Counties of Highland and Clinton", Ohio, entered into a contract to sell the 
land to plaintiff on or before Feb. 9, 1842, and plaintiff entered into poss- 
ession on May 24, 1837, and has been in possession ever since. "That Mary Jen- 
nings or Jones and Phebe Jennings or Ruse, as he is informed are both dead. 
That Mary Jennings or Jones besides her children aforesaid by Joseph Jennings 
deceased has left two other children Mary Jones and Isaac Jones by Isaac Jones, 
deceased, and that Phebe Jennings or Ruse has left two children Ephraim Jen- 
nings and Mary Ruse." Allen Trimble is a resident of Highland County; Ephraim 
Jennings of Clinton Co., Ohio; Joseph and Lycurgus Jennings of Kentucky; John, 
Mary, and Isaac Jones and Mary Ruse of Indiana. The court appointed Silas 
Iron Guardian ad litem of Mary and Isaac Jones, Ephraim Jennings, and Mary 
Ruse, minors. (Chancery Record 1, page 180.) (Compilors' note: Genealogy 
question: How is Ephraim Jennings the son of Phebe Jennings Ruse?) 


John Davis vs Delila Davis. (Filed Apr. 3, 1849.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that he married Delila Buff in 1836 in Clinton Co., Ohio, and that "he 
did not long reside with his said wife..." She has had several children, but 
not by him. Grounds: Adultery and absence for more than three years. (No 
record; see original papers.) 


John H. Crum and Anna Maria, his wife, vs John Davis and James Copeland, 
Exrs. of estate of Jacob Wickerham, dec'd., et al. (Filed May 2), 1849.) Par- 
tition. Plaintiffs allege that Anna Maria is the daughter of Jacob Wickerham, 
dec'd., who died in 1846 in Highland County seized of land in Highland and Ad- 
ams Counties, Ohio, and in Indiana. The defendants, her brothers and sisters, 
residents of Highland County, are Sarah Jane, Peter N., Ichabod Erastus, Jos- 
eph, and Jacob Wickerham, minors. (Chancery Record 1, page 6.) 


The heirs of G. W. Barrere, dec'd., vs Amariah Gossett, et al. (Filed 
Mar. 14, 1848.) Petition to satisfy judgment. Plaintiffs Ann: M. Baylor, late 
Ann Barrere, John M., Morgan M., and Nelson Barrere, Elma S. Gardner, late Bar- 
rere, Daniel H. Murphy and Melisa D., his wife, late Barrere, Benjamin and Haz- 
ard P. Barrere, heirs of George W. Barrere, dec'd., allege that they recovered 
damages in an action for trespass against the defendants, Amariah Gossett and 
lydia, his wife, late Lydia Evans. Lydia Gossett filed a suit in partition in 
1847 and plaintiffs pray that her interest in said action be paid to them to 
satisfy their judgment. (Chancery Record 1, page 25.) 


James H. Smith and Sanders W. Johnston, Admrs. of estate of Thomas L. Ham- 
er, dec'd., vs Katharine M. Hamer, et al. (Filed Oct. 16, 1849.) Petition to 
sell land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent, a resident of Brown 
Co., Ohio, died intestate seized of over 300 acres in Robert Higgins Survey No. 
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820 of 1050 acres, leaving his widow, Katharine M., and "Malvina Johnston (late 
Malvina Hamer and who had intermarried with your petitioner Sanders M. Johns- 
ton)", Mary H., Thomas M., George W., and Isabel S. Hamer, the last three being 
minors, his heirs. (Chancery Record 1, page 53.) 


William Elliott, Admr. of estate of Robert Jackson, dec'd., vs James C. 
Johnson and the heirs of decedent. (Filed Oct. 16, 1849.) Petition to sell 
land to pay debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent, while living, entered into 
a contract with James C. Johnson and Hannah, his wife, to purchase 95 acres on 
Fall Creek in Paint Township. Decedent died leaving his widow, Nancy, and his 
heirs, Mary C., Elizabeth, and John Jackson, who are of age, Johnson E. and 
Robert Jackson, who are minors, and Albert E. and George H. S. Culter, minor 
children of Sarah O. Culter, dec'd., who was an heir and daughter of deceased.

Decedent 
left her, his widow, and Isaac B. Cherry, his heir. Decedent owned at his 
death 183 acres on Rattlesnake Creek in Cherry Surveys No. 1839 and 1840. On 
July 2, 1847 Isaac B. deeded this land to John Smith. (No record; see origin- 
al papers.) 


Thomas Ellis, Admr. de bonis non of estate of Edmund R. Smalley, dec'd., 
vs Andrew Johnston, et al. (Filed Sept. 18, 1849.) Petition to sell land to 
pay debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of a lot in New Peters- 
burg, leaving his widow, Eliza A., who has since married Samuel Murphy and re- 
sides in Highland County, and Amanda J. Smalley, a minor, his heir. Decedent 
had an equitable interest in said land by contract in which Andrew Johnston and 
Hannah, his wife, contracted to sell the land to Morris Pearce, who assigned 
the contract to decedent during his lifetime. (Chancery Record 1, page 80.) 
(Compilors' note: In another case brought by the Admr. filed July 1h, 1851, to 
sell land to pay debts, the widow's name is written "Eliza Ann" and the daught- 
er's name “Amanda Jane". The residence of the mother, her husband, Samuel Mur- 
phy (Murfey), and the daughter are unknown, but the Admr. believes they live 
outside Ohio. The land to be sold was O acres in Putman Co., Ohio. Chancery 
Record 1, page 737.) 


John M. Barrere, Admr. of estate of Thomas Barrett, dec'd., vs The widow 
and heirs of decedent. (Filed Sept. 13, 1849.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 51 acres in New Market 
Township, leaving his widow, Sally Ann, and the following heirs: Thomas, of 
full age; Margaret, the wife of James Vanpelt; Adams Barrett residing in St. 
Louis, Mo.; Alexander, aged 19 years, John, aged 16 years, Catharine, aged 1 
years, Sarah,aged 12 years, Nancy, aged 9 years, Joel, aged 7 years, Eli, aged 
l years, and Lewis Barrett, aged 12 months. (Chancery Record 1, page ll.) 


Thomas Mullenix, Admr., and Julia Mullenix, Admrx. of estate of David Mul- 
lenix, dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed Sept. 25, 1849.) Petition to 
sell land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 106 ac- 
res in Liberty Township, leaving his widow, Julia, and his children and heirs: 
Sarah Ellen, aged about 8 years, Samuel H., aged about 3 years, and David H., 
aged about 18 months. (Chancery Record 1, page 258.) 


John C. Ford vs Ruth Ford. (Filed Aug. 23, 189.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
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alleges that he is about 58 years old, a resident of Jackson Township and of 
the county for about ll years. Several years ago he lost his first wife and 
his children are grown and married, except the smaller ones who are with him. 
In Nov., 1848 he married Ruth Kent, a widow. No children were born to said 
marriage. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. (Record 8, page 86.) 


A jury found William McCollom of Paint Township, a citizen of Ohio for 0 
years, about 8 years of age, insane. (Order Book No. 10, 189 - 185, page 
51, Feb. 13, 1850. No record.) 


A jury found Mrs. Mary Ann Carral of Liberty Township, about 30 years of 
age, a resident of Ohio for 7 years, insane. (Order Book No. 10, 18)9 - 185), 
page 52, Mar. 2, 1850. No record.) 


Joseph Jarvis, by his father and next friend, William Jarvis, vs George 
Saum. (Filed Jan. 25, 1850.) Assault, damages. (Law Record 1, page 2.) 


A jury, (on application of Thomas Montgomery, Sr. and Abraham McVay, "the 
former an uncle, and the latter a brother-in-law" of Thomas Montgomery, Jr. of 
Paint Township, that he was an idiot), found him not an idiot. (Order Book No. 
10, 1849 - 185), page 53, Apr.—, 1850. No record.) 


Samuel White, et al, vs James T. Ayres. (Filed Feb. 19, 1850.) Eject- 
ment. Plaintiffs Samuel White and Nancy Murphy, formerly Nancy White and now. 
the widow of John Murphy, dec'd., leased on June 15, 18); 100 acres on the wat- 
ers of Dodson Creek. (Law Record 1, page 139.) 


John Ellis and Martha E., his wife, vs Stephen T. Stratton, et al. (Filed 

Mar, 18, 1850.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that ¢. 7. Pavey died seized of 
land in William Talifaro Survey No. 2720 in Highland County and two tracts in 
Charles West Survey No. 3785 in Fayette Co., Ohio. The plaintiff, Martha E. 
Ellis, late Pavey, has an interest in said lands. The defendants, Isabella, 
the wife of Stephen T. Stratton, Charles W., William H., and Darius D. Pavey, 
are the minor children of deceased. Lucinda, the widow of decedent, is entit- 
led to dower. (Chancery Record 1, page 159.) 


Lewis Strain vs Cyrus B. Strain. (Filed Mar. 16, 1850.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that Samuel Strain, dec'd., died seized of 218 acres on 
Paint Creek in George Survey No. 1488. On Dec. 21, 1807, P. Thomas conveyed 
to Samuel Strain 245 acres of which he subsequently sold a part to Thomas M. 
and John H. Strain. Cyrus B., David J., and Benjamin F. Strain, minors, are 
tenants in common with plaintiff. (Chancery Record 1, page 125.) 


George Snider and Ann, his wife, vs Samuel Kennedy, et al. (Filed Jan. 
31, 1850.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Ann Snider, formerly Stockton, 
is the daughter of Thomas Stockton, dec'd., who upon his death devised 1163 
acres in Maylands Survey No. 2503 to his children, one-half to Cynthia who is 
married to Samuel Kennedy, and one-half to Ann Snider and Thomas Stockton, dr., 
a minor, whose guardian is Peter Easter. (Chancery Record 1, page 13.) 


Thomas E. Purdy, Admr. of estate of John N. Purdy, dec'd., vs The widow 
and heirs of decedent. (Filed Feb. 8, 1850.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 163 acres on the East 
Fork of White Oak Creek in Survey No. 2893. He died leaving his widow, Mary, 
and the following children and heirs: Alexander, Sarah Eliza, Margaret Jane, 
Mary Isabella, Edward, and John Purdy, all minors. (Chancery Record 1, page 
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A jury found James W. Wright of Liberty Township, aged about 3) years and 
a resident of Ohio for about 3) years, an idiot. He owns about 78 acres sub- 
ject to the dower of his mother. (Order Book No. 10, 1849 - 185), page 67, May 
1, 1850. No record.) 


Robert Preston Wright vs Margaret Wright, et al. (Filed Jan. 30, 1850.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that William Wright, dec'd., his father, died 
seized of the following land in Survey No. 2326, to wit: The whole interest in 
a tract of 250 3/h acres on which decedent resided, and an undivided one-half 
interest in 280 acres on which John M. Wright, dec'd., resided.

Plaintiff 
alleges that Thomas Barrett, dec'd., was seized of two tracts, the first tract 
being 50 acres in Erasmus Gills Survey No. 2893 of 1000 acres, and the second 
tract being 100 acres. The second tract was devised to Thomas Barrett, dec'd., 
by his father, Thomas Barrett, dec'd. In his father's will he was devised the 
east side of the farm, and the other side was devised to James and Sarah Jane 
Barrett, children of testator's son, James.

and a feme sole and unmarried..." (Law Record 1, page ll.) 


John Colvin vs Josephus Faris, et al. (Filed Oct. Term, 1849.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 63 acres in Survey No. 7085. 
Catharine Gibler, formerly Faris, the widow of John B. Faris, dec'd., is entit- 
led to dower. The defendants, Josephus, Levi, Sarah, and John Faris, minors, 
have an interest in said land. (Chancery Record 1, page 58.) 


Mary McCan vs William N. Tyler, et al. (Filed Jan. 23, 1850.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges "that Will¥’am Taylor and Elizabeth his wife, late Tyler, 
Thomas W. Brown and Joanna Brown his wife, late Joanna Tyler of Ohio, Nancy Ty- 
ler and Samuel Tyler of Ind¥ana children and heirs at law of Daniel Tyler, 
dec'd — William W. Tyler John C. Tyler Thomas W. Tyler Charles D. Tyler of 
Ohio, Albert Yager and Sina Yager his wife late Sina Tyler, children & heirs at 
law of Nelson Tyler, dec'd who was a son of Daniel Tyler, dec'd. William Lewal- 
len, Charles D. Lewallen, Jackson Lewallen of Ohio, Sarah Lewallen, Johnson 
Lewallen of Illinois, John Murphy and Nancy Murphy his wife, late Nancy Lewal- 
len, Samuel Murphy and Eliza Ann Murphy his wife, late Eliza Ann Lewallen, of 
Indiana and children and heirs at law of William & Susan Lewallen, dec'd. who 
was a daughter of Daniel Tyler, dec'd, William H. Tyler, Nicholas H. Goodman

Melinda Childers of Illinois, Samuel Franklin & Belina Franklin his wife, Jos- 
eph Priest and Behala Priest, his wife of Virginia children and heirs at law 

of Nathaniel Parker and Anna Parker dec'd, who was a daughter of Daniel Tyler, 
dec'd. and the unknown children and heirs of Joseph and Elizabeth Crowder dec'd 
whose names and places of residence to your petitioner are unknown, are tenants 
in common with your petitioner..." and have an interest in lots in Centerfield 
and 55 acres in Hardin, Redick & Gray Survey No. 1833 of 2000 acres. Entry of 
confirmation of sale states that Elizabeth Crowder, late Elizabeth Tyler, was 
the daughter and heir of John Tyler, dec'd., who was a son of Daniel Tyler, 
dec'd. (Chancery Record 1, page 172.) (Compilors' note: In the papers of this 
case, Elizabeth Taylor is written Elizabeth W. Taylor.) 


Jonathan Williams, Admr. of estate of Ambrose Rooks, dec'd., vs Mary Rooks, 
et al. (Filed Apr. 11, 1850.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent died seized of three tracts of 30 acres on Lee's Creek in 
West Survey No. 4003 and Springer Survey No. 1051, and a lot in New Lexington. 
He left his widow, Mary, and his heirs, David, Amos, and Minerva Ann Rooks, all 
minors. (Chancery Record 1, page 220.) 


Samuel Murphy and David McConnaughy, Admrs. of estate of John Catlin, 
dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed Apr. 6, 1850.) Petition to sell land 
to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 21 lots in New 
Market and a lot in Danville, leaving his widow, Elizabeth, and his children, 
So yk ak ST John, and Joseph Catlin, minors. (Chancery Record l, 
page 333. 


Joshua W. Crozer and Charles Stafford, Admrs. of estate of Ira Stafford, 
dec'd., vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed Apr. 18, 1850.) Petition to sell 
land to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of 7 acres on 
the waters of Clear Creek, parts of Graham's Survey Nos. 286 and 2556, leaving 
his widow, Amanda M., and the following heirs: Miriam and Nancy Jane Stafford, 
who are of full age, William K. aged 20 years, Charles S. aged 16 years, Andrew 
R. aged 15 years, Hugh H. aged 11 years, David N. aged 9 years, James H. aged 8 
years, and Ira H. Stafford aged 3 years. (Chancery Record 1, page 217.) 


David B. Hansell, Admr. of estate of Enoch Smith, dec'd., vs Sophia Smith, 
et al. (Filed Apr. 14, 1850.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent died seized of 13 acres on Lee's Creek, part of West Sur- 
vey No. 003, leaving his widow, Sophia, and the following heirs: John H., Le- 
vi, Caroline, Ordway, Thomas D., Jane M., Helen M., and Alonzo Smith, the last 
five of whom are minors. (Chancery Record 1, page 200.) 


Abdon Glascock, Guardian of Julissa Sheldon, vs Ciscelia S. Sheldon, et 
al. (Filed Feb. 25, 1850.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff al- 
leges that Julissa Sheldon, not one year old, is the only child of Francis F. 
Sheldon, dec'd., who died in 1850 seized of In Lot 273 in Hillsboro. His widow, 
Ciscelia, the mother of Julissa, is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record l, 
page 150.) 


John Edwards and Nancy, his wife, vs Elizabeth Tharp, et al. (Filed Mar. 
19, 1850.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Nancy Edwards, late Tharp, has 
an interest in 77 acres on the Rattlesnake Fork of Paint Creek, save and except 
33 acres sold "by Daniel Tharps heirs" on Aug. 14, 1838. Elizabeth, William, 
Lydia, Alexander, Barshaba, John D., Rachel, Benjamin, Sidney, Daniel, and 
Isaiah Tharp are co-parceners with plaintiffs. The sheriff of Highland County 
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was ordered to serve with summons Elizabeth Tharp, William Tharp, Elizabeth Mc- 
Cray, Samuel McCray, Daniel, John, Isaiah, Alexander, James, Benjamin, and Pat- 
sey Tharp. The sheriff in his return stated that he served "the defendants 
Samuel McCray and Elizabeth McCray", but that the remaining persons were not 
found in the county. (No record, case dismissed. See original papers.) (Com- 
pilors' note: Only two papers, the petition and the service, were found concer- 
ning this case. Who the strange parties named in the service are not known. ) 


Thomas Ellis, Admr. de bonis non of estate of John McNoe, dec'd., vs Mary 
Berkley, et al. (Filed Feb. 11, 1850.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of In Lot 36 in New Petersburg, 
leaving his widow, Mary, who has since married Samuel Berkley, and Frances Mc- 
Noe, his child, a minor living in Ross Co., Ohio, with her mother. (Chancery 
Record 1, page 329.) 


John Greathouse vs Julia Ann Greathouse. (Filed Jan. 15, 1850.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married defendant in Oct., 1835 in Highland County. 
Later they separated, she going to her father's farm, and he to his father's 
farm. In 1838 they moved to Kentucky where he had a mail route, but he sold 
it. They moved to Lynchburg, Ohio, and later to New Market, Ohio. Their 
children are Minerva aged 10 years next Feb., William Henry aged 8 years last 
July, and Angeline aged 2 years last July. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty and 
extreme cruelty. Divorce refused. (Chancery Record 1 page 86.) 


Evaline Wood vs Thomas Wood. (Filed Jan. 28, 1850.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that she married defendant on Apr. 2, 1833 in Lowell, Mass., and they 
now reside in New Market Township. Their children are Mary Evaline born at 
Lowell, Mass. Jan. 23, 183), Andrew J. born at New Market, Ohio, Apr. 2, 1836, 
Thos. H. born at New Market on Aug. 9, 1838, Charles W. born Dec. 3, 180, John 
L. born Feb. 13, 1843, Clarissa J. born Aug. 20, 1845, and Albert A. born Apr. 
5, 1848, all minors. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty, habitual drunkenness. 
(Chancery Record 1, page 91.) 


James B. Johnson of Clay Township vs Martha A. Johnson (Filed Feb. 25, 
1850.) Divorce. Plaintiff alleges that he married defendant, who was a resi- 
dent of Greene Co., Ohio, in May, 1836. Her maiden name was Martha A. Bell. 
No children. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty and absence for over 12 years. 
(Chancery Record 1, page 93.) 


James McCall vs The heirs of John McCall, dec'd. (Filed June 25, 1850.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that John McCall died intestate seized of 93 ac- 
res in Carrington Survey No. 993 and 1) acres on Flat Run, a part of Survey No. 
993. Decedent left neither wife nor children, but the following heirs: Nancy, 
formerly McCall, sister of deceased, and wife of David Christy, who reside in 
Westmoreland Co., Pa.; Margaret McCall, another sister, of Scott Twp., Brown 
Co., Ohio; and the children of Robert McCall, dec'd., late of Brown Co., Ohio, 
who was a brother of decedent, to-wit: Albert McCall of Lewis Twp., Brown Co., 
Ohio, Mary, formerly McCall, wife of Clinton P. Myers, Jane, formerly McCall, 
wife of George W. Wrestler, and Samuel, John C., Benjamin F., and the plaintiff 
James McCall, all of Scott Twp., Brown Co., Ohio. (Chancery Record 1, page 237) 


A jury found Mary Leaman of Hamer Twp. insane. (Order Book No. 10, 189 - 
1854, page 109, May 9, 1850. No record.) 


John M. Smith, Admr. of estate of Elijah Faris, dec'd., vs The widow and 


heirs of decedent. (Filed Mar. 26, 1850.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that d::cedent died seized of 30 acres in Survey No. 898 in 
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Salem Township and lots in Pricetown. Decedent left his widow, Mary, and the 
following heirs: John and James Faris, of Pike Co., I11l., and Andrew, Jane, Eli 
and William Faris who reside in Highland County, all of full age, the said Wil- 
liam being of unsound mind. (Chancery Record 1, page 15.) 


Charles Wood vs Eliza Wood. (Filed Feb. 13, 1850.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that he has been a resident of Hamer Township for more than 16 years. 
He married Eliza Smith in Fayette Co., Pa. about 23 years ago. Eight children 
were born, seven of them being Samuel about 22 years old, Alfred about 18 
years, Thomas about 1 years, Mary Jane about 11 years, Providence about 9 
years, Laura about 5 years, and George about 3 years, he being the last and 
youngest child. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. (Chancery Record 1, page 95.) 
(Compilors' note: The petition states that there were eight children, but only 
seven are listed.) 


Andrew McConnaughey, Admr. W.W.A. of estate of Abel Wood, dec'd., vs Re- 
becca Wood, et al. (Filed Mar. 18, 1850.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 623 acres on the waters of Brush 
Creek in Gillisons Survey. He left his widow, Rebecca, and the following de- 
visees and those who have the next state of inheritance: Joseph Wood of Indiana; 
James Johnson of Indiana, Betsy Ann Bush, Mary A. and Daniel C. B. Johnson of 
Kentucky, children and heirs of Susannah Johnson, dec'd., late Wood; Nancy New- 
banks, late Wood, of Kentucky; Cinderella Kendall of Kentucky, daughter and 
heir of Polly Kendall, dec'd., late Wood; John Adams and Delilah, his wife, 
late Wood, whose residence is unknown; William Taylor and Sinah, his wife, late 
Wood, whose residence is unknown; Solomon Cox and Emelia, his wife, late Wood, 
and Sarah Wood of Indiana. On May 11, 1850 the court found that Rebecca, widow 
of decedent, was dead. (Chancery Record 1, page 33).) 


Joseph J. McDowell, Joseph and Noah Glascock, Robert Lilley, John M. John- 
son, Henry Turner, Foreman Evans, Samuel Lym, Samuel E. Hibben, John H. McDow- 
ell, William Barry, and Isaac Simpson vs George Snider, Samuel Kennedy and Cyn- 
thia, his wife. (Filed Aug. 13, 1850.) Suit on note. Plaintiffs allege that 
George Snider and "the said Cynthia, whilst she the said Cynthia was unmarried, 
to-wit on the lth day of May A.D. 1849..." executed their note to plaintiffs. 
(Law Record 1, page 119.) 


John Dill, Admr. of estate of Allen F. Rickman, dec'd., vs Martha Rickman, 
et al. (Filed June 1, 1850.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent died seized of a part of In Lot 129 in Hillsboro, leaving 
his Sane Martha, and an only child, Allen F., an infant. (Chancery Record 1, 
page 224. 


John P. Daggy vs The heirs of John Shaffer, dec'd. (Filed Mar. h, 1850.) 
Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that John and Daniel Sha- 
fer were joint tenants of 100 acres on Dodson Creek. They agreed upon a divi- 
sion of the land and erected a partition fence, John owning 60 acres in the 
south part and Daniel owning 0 acres in the north part. They never made deeds 
to the lands and said John died leaving the following children and heirs, ten- 
ants in common with plaintiff, who are: Eli Shafer and Maria, his wife, Isaac 
Shafer and Catharine, his wife, Henry Shafer and Lavina, his wife, John Roush 
and Lucinda, his wife, formerly Shafer, Frederick Shafer, Andrew Orbaugh and 
Sarah, his wife, formerly Shafer, Lucy Anna and Joshua Shafer, and Charles Sha- 
fer and Rebecca, his wife. Rachel, the widow of John Shafer, dec'd, is entit- 
led to dower. Frederick, Sarah, and Lucy Anna are minors. Plaintiff is the 
owner of the 0 acres by conveyance from Daniel Shafer. All the heirs of John 
Shafer, dec'd., are of Highland County. (Chancery Record 1, page 209.)

The court found that the deed from Isaac Simpson 
and Mary Ann, his wife, to Margaret Nutt, dec'd., late wife of John Nutt, of 
lots in New Petersburg was made to defraud creditors of the said John Nutt, and 
that William, Jane, Nelson, and Emma Nutt, the last three minors, children of 
Margaret Nutt, dec'd., are not invested with the fee simple title to said lots 
to the exclusion of the creditors. (Chancery Record 1, page 556.) 


Andrew Holt, Admr. of estate of Caleb Hiatt, dec'd., et al, vs George W. 
Cain, et al. (Filed Feb. 25, 1850.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that Caleb Hiatt, dec'd., died leaving his widow, Elizabeth, 
and Marvin B., George C., Nancy, Alfred L., and Hannah E. Hiatt, all infants, 
residents of this county, his children and heirs. On July 2h, 1838 Caleb Hiatt, 
then living, entered into an obligation wherein he bound himself and his heirs 
to maintain Martha Bagley for the "term of her natural life". The sureties on 
this obligation were Henry Hiatt and Elgar Brown. On May 17, 1839 Caleb execu- 
ted a mortgage to Henry and Elgar on Lot 10 in Rainsboro, reciting the terms of 
the obligation. If the terms were fully completed the mortgage would be void. 
On Feb. 12, 1847 George W. Cain and Caleb Hiatt, then living, entered into a 
contract that Cain would convey 73 acres to Hiatt, and Hiatt would convey Lot 
10 in Rainsboro to Cain. Also on that date Henry Hiatt and Elgar Brown agreed 
by contract to release their mortgage on said lot, and Caleb agreed to execute 
a mortgage to them on the 73 acres. Cain and Hiatt took possession of the ex- 
changed properties and have remained in possession ever since until the death 
of Caleb. Caleb died without executing a deed to Cain, and Cain has never con- 
veyed the 73 acres to Caleb or his heirs. The court ordered the properties to 
be conveyed according to the contract, and that Martha Bagley quit claim any 
right she might have in Lot 10. The court found that the widow and heirs of 
Caleh Hiatt, dec'd., have and are now keeping Martha Bagley according to the 
agreement of 1838. (Chancery Record 1, page 185.) 


Joseph Morrow, Guardian of Jane Keys, the widow and relict of Samuel Keys, 
dec'd., an insane woman, vs William P. Keys. (Filed Aug. 12, 1850.) Petition 
for dower. .Plaintiff alleges that Samuel Keys, dec'd., died seized of 300 ac- 
res in Hughes Survey No. 2321, on which he resided at his death, leaving Jane, 
his widow. The court found that William P. and Samuel L. Keys, brothers, pur- 
chased all interests of the other heirs in said real estate. (Chancery Record 
1, page 189.) (Compilors'! note: The petition does not give the names of heirs.) 


John Q. Thompson vs James M. Thompson, et al. (Filed Sept. 7, 1850.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 100 acres on the East 
Fork of the Little Miami, between the Little Miami and Scioto Rivers, being 
Survey No. 13305. James M. Thompson and Seneth, his wife, and Ford Thompson, 
a minor, all residents of the county, are joint tenants with plaintiff. (No 
record; see original papers.) 


James Morrow vs James H. Moon, et al. (Filed Oct. 25, 1850.) Partition. 


Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in Lot No. 84 in Greenfield by inher- 
itance from his father, Alexander Morrow, dec'd., and by purchase from John and

William Morrow, Ruth and Hugh Beaty, and Margaret and Robert McCalpin, who are 
also heirs of Alexander, dec'd. James H. Moon is a tenant in common with 
plaintiff and also with the heirs of James Morrow, dec'd., late of Indiana, 
whose names and places of residence are unknown. Mary Adams of Highland County, 
widow of Alexander Morrow, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (No record. See 
original papers. ) 


Julia Ann Ewick vs William Ewick. (Filed Aug. 13, 1850.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant in Adams Co., Ohio, Oct. 12, 1848. 
After their marriage they lived with defendant's father in Adams Co. until 189. 
Defendant was a blacksmith. Said defendant, at July Term of the Common Pleas 
Court of Adams County, 1850, was tried and convicted of the crime of manslaugh- 
ter and is now in the Ohio State Penitentiary. (Chancery Record 1, page 58.) 


Andrew Whitaker and Mary Jane, his wife, vs Phebe Smith, et al. (Filed 

Aug. 26, 1850.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Joseph Smith, dec'd., died 
seized of 212 acres on the waters of White Oak Creek in Survey No. 6713. Mary 
Jane Whitaker, the daughter of decedent, has an interest in said land together 
with the other children of decedent who are: Amanda aged 17 years, Amelia aged 
17 years, Bennett aged 21 years, Eliza aged 15 years, Ellen aged 13 years, and 
Thomas Hudson Smith aged 3 years. Phebe, widow of decedent, is entitled to 
dower. (Chancery Record 1, page 58.) 


Claiborne Stroup and Mary, his wife, vs Elizabeth Henderson, et al. 
(Filed Sept. 3, 1850.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they have an inter- 
est in 150 acres on the waters of the East Fork of the Little Miami. Elizabeth 
Henderson, late Stroup, James Stroup and Eliza, his wife, Charles Stroup and 
Elizabeth, his wife, all of this county, and Joseph Stroup and Sally Ann, his 
wife, of Warren Co., Indiana, are joint tenants with plaintiffs. (No record; 
see original papers. ) 


Henrietta Braden vs William Braden. (Filed June 27, 1850.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant Mar. 2, 1849 at Goodhope, Fayette 
Co., Ohio. She has been a resident of Ohio for 20 years, and the defendant is 
now a resident of Kast Monroe, this county. Plaintiff is 59 years old, and de- 
fendant is 53 or 54 years old. They moved to East Monroe in Oct., 189. The 
defendant has a former wife living who was Jane Ross whom he married in 1829 in 
Ross Co., Ohio and never divorced. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty, extreme 
cruelty, and a former wife living undivorced. (No record; see original papers.) 


Jacob Langley, Admr. of estate of John Bennett, dec'd., vs Ann Bennett, et 
al. (Filed Oct. 1, 1850.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff al- 
leges that decedent died seized of 151 acres in Charles Lewis Surveys Nos. 3596 
and 9622, leaving his widow, Ann, and the following heirs: Mary Jane, Jacob, 
Ann Caroline, Caleb, Sarah Eliza, and Jonah Bennett. Jacob Bennett of Washing- 
ton Co., Pa. holds a mortgage on said land. (Chancery Record 1, page 319.) 


Jacob M. Holmes, Guardian of William W. Holmes, formerly of Hardin Co., 
Ohio, aged 1) years, et al, vs Betsy Wright, et al. (Filed Apr. 11, 1850.) 
Petition to sell land. Plaintiff alleges that he is the guardian of William W. 
aged 14 years, Enos A. aged 11 years, Elizabeth Lavinia aged 9 years, John A. 
aged 7 years, and Mary C. Holmes aged 5 years, who are his children and child- 
ren of "his deceased wife...and grandchildren and heirs at law of William 
Wright, dec'd.", who died seized of two tracts of land totaling 222 acres in 
Fairfield Twp., this county. Said children have a 1/3 interest in the land, 
and Thomas Higgins and Elizabeth L., his wife, also of this county, are co-par- 


ceners and seized of a 2/3 interest. Betsy, the widow of William Wright, dec'd., 
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is entitled to dower. The sheriff of Hardin Co., Ohio served Mary C. Holmes 
with summons. All the other parties were served in Highland County. (Chancery 
Record 1, page 322.) 


John T. Bryan vs James E. Bryan, et al. (Filed Oct. 31, 1850.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in Lot No. 85 in Greenfield. James 
E. and Zephaniah Bryan, minors, are co-parceners with plaintiff. Lovina Murray, 
widow of Zephaniah Bryan, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (No record; see ori- 
ginal papers. ) 


John Shivers, Admr. of estate of James Shivers, dec'd., vs Hopkins Shivers, 
et al. (Filed Mar. 10, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent died seized of In Lot 46 in East Monroe, purchased from 
Larkin E. Zachary, now of the State of Iowa. Decedent left his widow, Mary, 
and the following children: The plaintiff John, Hopkins, and Milton T. Shivers, 
Mahala Taylor, late Shivers, Alexander Taylor and Harriet A., his wife, late 
Shivers, all adults, and Henry T. Shivers, a minor. (Chancery Record 1, page 
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John Milton Boyd, Guardian of William McCollum, an insane person, vs Har- 
riett McCollum, et al. (Filed Mar. 25, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts of guardianship. Plaintiff alleges that his ward is seized of 288 acres 
in Paint Township and lots in Petersburg. His ward's wife is Harriett, and his 
children are Sally Mary, Narcissa, and Minerva McCollum, infants. (Chancery 
Record 1, page 19.) 


Sarah Hussey vs William Hussey, et al. (Filed Jan. 28, 1851.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that she is the daughter of Stephen Hussey, dec'd., who died 
seized of 120 acres on the waters of Clear Creek in John Graham's Surveys Nos. 
286 and 2556. The defendants, William and Christopher Hussey of Illinois; 
Elizabeth Ann Hussey of Ross Co., Ohio; Cyrus Hussey of Highland County; Phebe 
W. Hussey of Clinton Co., Ohio; and Joshua Hussey "(son of Joshua Hussey, de- 
ceased, son of Stephen Hussey, deceased)" of Indiana, are co-parceners with 
plaintiff. Elizabeth, Cyrus, Phebe W., and Joshua Hussey are minors. (Chanc- 
ery Record 1, page 10.) 


James Baskin, Admr. of estate of Andrew Baskin, dec'd., vs Nancy Baskin, 
et al. (Filed Feb. ), 1851.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent, while living, contracted to convey to George M. Dickson 
Lot 1 in Belfast. Decedent died leaving his widow, Nancy, and his children and 
heirs: John Baskin, Ann, wife of Nathaniel Williams, Catharine, wife of William 
C. McBride, Mahala Baskin, Thomas aged 20 years, Robert aged 16 years, ,Martha 
E. aged 13 years, and Sarah A. Baskin aged 10 years, all of Highland County. 
(Chancery Record 1, page 327.) 


G. P. Donohoo, Admr. of estate of Joseph Swaim, dec'd., vs The heirs of 
decedent. (Filed Mar. 1), 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaint- 
iff alleges that decedent died seized of Lot 8 in Danville, leaving as his 
adult heirs, George, William, Allen, and Carey Swaim, Sarah, the wife of John 
Powers, and the following minor heirs: Jackson Swaim; Mary Jane, Sarah E. and 
Margaret Powers, children and heirs of Irane Powers, dec'd., formerly Swaim; 
and Mary E. Swaim, child and heir of James Swaim, dec'd., all of Highland Coun- 
ty, except Mary E. Swaim of Darke Co., Ohio and Carey Swaim of Hamilton Co., 
Ohio. (Chancery Record 1, page 393.) 


Harvey Glenn, Admr. of estate of John P. Glenn, dec'd., vs William W. 
Glenn, et al. (Filed Feb. 28, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
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Plaintiff alleges that decedent, while living, contracted to buy from Benjamin 
Chaney 14 acres near Hillsboro. Decedent died leaving as his heirs, William W., 
Franklin, Merida, and George W. Glenn, and Leentha, wife of George W. Eagle, 
formerly Glenn, "all being infants living in Gallia Co., Ohio". (Chancery 
Record 1, page 06.) 


John Dill, Admr. of estate of Samuel Wright, dec'd., vs The heirs of dece- 
dent. (Filed Mar. 11, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent died seized of Lots 147 and 148 in Hillsboro and 1 acre 
and 114 poles in Baytops Survey No. 2327. The heirs of decedent are John T. 
Wright; John J. Manker and Tamson, his wife, late Wright; Hester A. Doggett, 
an infant, the only child and heir of Susan O. Doggett, dec'd., formerly Wright, 
late of Highland County, and who was married to James Doggett, dec'd.; McLean 
T. Wright, Robert Lindsey and Martha W., his wife, late Wright, James Wright, 
infant son of James Wright, dec'd., all of Highland County; John Manker and 
Sarah, his wife, late Wright, Ezekiel Wright, all of Brown Co., Ohio; Joshua 
Wright of Mercer Co., Ohio; Reed S. Wright of Illinois; Nancy W. Wright of Ham- 
ilton Co., Ohio; Caleb Falkenburgh, the surviving husband of Rhoda C., formerly 
Wright, who left at her death an infant "child whose name is unknown", both 
living in Iowa. (Chancery Record 1, page 667.) 


Thomas Forsythe vs John Forsythe and Catherine Forsythe. (Filed Mar. 22, 
1851.) Petition for equitable relief. Plaintiff alleges that about the year 
1835, he being then and before that time a resident of the county, removed with 
his family to Indiana. In 1837 he received a letter from his father, James 
Forsythe, requesting Thomas and his family to return to Highland County to 
care for him and his wife, Catherine. If he would return, his father would di- 
vide his farm of 276 acres equally between the plaintiff and his brother, John, 
they being the only children of James and Catherine. He and his family moved 
back to the county in January, 1838. His parents had a surveyor divide the 
land, and he and his brother entered into possession under a verbal contract 
as to its division. James executed his will in May, 1838 according to said 
verbal agreement, and on Aug. 13, 1850 he died. In April, 1850, his father, 
"more than 80 years old", without plaintiff's knowledge, executed another will 
leaving his wife, Catherine, a life estate in all the land, and at her death 
leaving his brother, John, more land than in the verbal agreement of 1838. 

John and Catherine, his mother, have filed an action to eject him from all the 
land. He prays that they may be enjoined and that his father's will of 1850 
be set aside. (No record; see original papers.) 


Richard Cherry vs William P. Simmons. (Filed Feb. 3, 1851.) Ejectment. 
On Nov. 15, 1851 the court found William P. Simmons deceased, and by consent 
Thomas R. Job and Sarah, his wife, Samuel, William and Elias Simmons, Trustine 
Adams and Mary Ruth, his wife, Jacob Kneadler and Jane, his wife, Enos Ross 
and Elizabeth, his wife, Moses Anderson and Lucinda, his wife, Eliza Jane Smith, 
late Zimmerman, John Fletcher Zimmerman, William Zimmerman, Samuel Zimmerman, 
Lucinda Zimmerman and Zimmerman, minor children of Nancy Zimmerman, late 
Nancy Simmons, and Obediah Zimmerman, heirs of William P. Simmons, dec'd., are 
made parties defendant. On Aug. 13, 1852 the court found the defendants guilty 
of trespass. (Order Book No. 10, 1819 - 185), page 263, Apr. 24, 1851. No 
record, original papers missing. ) 


William B. Cooper vs Amariah Gossett and Lydia, his wife. Debt: $150.5. 
(Order Book No. 10, 1849 - 185), page 261, Apr. 2h, 1851. No record, dismissed) 


Daniel Lieb, Admr. of estate of Joseph F. Elder, dec'd., vs Margaret Elder, 
et al. (Filed Mar. 17, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
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alleges that decedent died seized of lots in Greenfield, leaving his widow, 
Margaret, and his children and heirs: Margaret A., Sarah E., John, Amanda J., 
and Joseph 0. Elder, minors. (Chancery Record 1, page 98.) 


Michael Fetterling vs Mary Fetterling. (Filed June 19, 1851.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Union Township, has been a resident 
of the county for the last 38 years "or more and is aged about Sixty-nine years, 
and that having for a great many years past lost by death his first wife, and 
his children having generally left him..." he married the widow, Mary Beals, 
in Oct., 1848, who "is only forty three" and has taught her children to call 
him vile names. He had to move to the home of his son, George Fetterling. No 
children. Grounds: Cruelty, gross neglect of duty. (No record; see original 
papers.) (Compilors' note: Evidently the parties went back living together, 
for on Apr. 23, 1855 Michael sued Mary for divorce again, alleging that he has 
lived in the county for the past hO years, that he is about 66 years of age, 
and Mary between 2 and 3 years of age. Among these papers is a certified 
copy of their marriage license which states that John Thompson, J.P » married 
Michael Fetterling and Polly Bailes on Oct. 21, 188. No record.) 


Gustavus F. Stevens, Admr. W.W.A. of estate of John Urispi ny decdle vs 
Daniel Crispin, et al. (Filed July 5, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died testate seized of 100 acres in 
Fairfield Township, leaving his widow, Phebe, now a resident of Iowa, and his 
heirs, David, Joshua, Benjamin, John, and Nathan Crispin, of Iowa, James Turk 
and Ann, his wife, formerly Crispin, of Warren, Ohio, and Adeline S. Bonsel, a 
legatee under decedent's will, now married to Francis Crispin. (Chancery Rec- 
orduleapace 113/.) 


Aaron Wright, et al, vs Samuel Anders, et al. (Filed June 21, 1851.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs, Aaron, Martha E., Samuel, Elisha, Joseph, and Lovinia 
Wright, by their guardian, Hatfield Wright, all minors residing in Fayette UOun 
Ohio, and grandchildren of George Anders of Highland County who died Nov. 1h, 
1850, intestate, allege that decedent died seized of 1014 acres on the Rattle- 
snake Fork of Paint Creek in Ewels Survey No. 2522. Decedent left his children 
Samuel, David, Abner, and Joseph Anders, Elizabeth, the wife of Jacob Null, 
dec'd., Lovinia, the wife of Marshall Delf, who all reside in Highland County, 
and Ruth Ann Wright, dec'd., the mother of the plaintiffs. (Chancery Record 1, 
page 383.) 


William Scott vs John Timberlake, et al. (Filed Mar. 27, 1851.) Petition 
to set aside deed for fraud. Plaintiff alleges that he is a creditor of John 
W. Timberlake, and that Timberlake, to defraud him had Henry Turner execute a 
deed to acres on the waters of Clear Creek, in which Timberlake had an equit- 
able interest, to Stephen Carey and Stephen Hussey. Stephen Hussey died intes- 
tate, leaving his widow, Susan, who has since married Aaron Ensley, and the 
following heirs: Sarah, William, Christopher, Cyrus, Elizabeth Ann, and Phebe 
W. Hussey, the last five being minors, and Joshua Hussey, a minor, the only 
child of Joshua Hussey, dec'd., who was a son of Joshua Hussey, dec'd., all of 
Highland County. (Chancery Record 1, page 652.) 


Adam B. Wilson, Admr. of estate of Moses Carothers, dec'd., vs Eleanor 
Carothers, et al. (Filed June 13, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 294 acres on Walnut Creek, a 
part of Graham Survey No. 083, leaving his widow, Eleanor, and the following 
heirs: John B. and Mary Carothers, Walter B. Littler and Julia Ann, his wife, 
"in right of said Julia Ann, Benjamin F. Carothers having sold his interest in 
said premises to said John B. Carothers all of whom" reside in Highland County. 
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Ruth Carson has a paper written by decedent binding himself and his estate to 
pay her $15.00 annually during her natural life. The "said Ruth Carson (mother 
in law of decedent)" is still living. (Chancery Record 1, page 83.) (Compil- 
ors' note: In two other cases filed by the heirs to partition the land of Moses 
Carothers, dec'd., the name of Julia Ann Littler is written "Julianna D. Litt- 
ler". The name Littler is also written Litler. ) 


Thomas Patterson, Admr. of estate of Joseph Shields, dec'd., vs The widow 
and heirs of decedent, et al. (Filed Aug. 11, 1851.) Petition to sell land to 
pay debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 110 acres in Liberty 
Township, leaving his widow, Syrena, who is entitled to dower, and Ann Shields, 
his mother and widow of Joseph Shields, dec'd., his father, who is also entit- 
led to dower. Decedent also left his heirs, Mary Shields, aged 12 or 13 years, 
and Franklin Shields, aged 10 or 11 years, his children. (Chancery Record 1, 
page 69.) 


John Matthews and Phebe Driskill, Admrs. of estate of John Driskill, dec'd., 
vs The heirs of decedent. (Filed July 21, 1851.) Petition for order to convey 
land. Plaintiffs allege that decedent, while living, contracted to convey to 
John Steward Lot 21 in New Lexington. Decedent died leaving his widow, Phebe, 
and the following heirs: Charles, John, Jefferson, and Ivins Driskill, all of 
Highland County, the last three being minors. (Chancery Record 1, page 397.) 


John W. Yowell vs Mary J. Yowell. (Filed June 12, 1851.) Divorce. . 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Mary J. Tancell Aug. 13, 1843, in Madison Co., 
Va. "That in Nov. of the year 187 the said parties removed to Highland Coun- 
ty, Ohio and settled in Fairfax in the neighborhood of his wife's relatives; 
that in the last of February or the first of March A.D. 188 said defendant 
took her infant child, then not a year old...and left for Virginia where she 
has continued wilfully absent..." The child is Montgomery Yowell aged ) years 
July 20, 1851. (Chancery Record 1, page 399.) 


Mary A. Powers vs Thomas C. Powers. (Filed May 21, 1851.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant Dec. 16, 1849 at Rainsboro. No 
children are alleged in the petition. Grounds: Abandonment. (Chancery Record 
1, page 01.) 


West Keeler vs John P. Daggy. (Filed Dec. 30, 1850.) Petition for fraud. 
On Aug. 25, 1851 the court found that the defendant had died. On Nov. 1, 1851 
the court found that George Pulse had been appointed Admr. of estate of John P. 
Daggy, dec'd., and that decedent had left the following children and heirs: 
Sarah, the wife of Gustavus Wolfrom, Lydia, the wife of Humphrey Wolfrom, Phebe 
Jane, the wife of Joshua Shafer, Josiah S., Jacob, Hannah, John L., Henrietta, 
and Harriet Daggy. Daggy, a preacher, tried to assign to plaintiff Warrant No. 
52761 for 160 acres of government land made in the name of John Weisbroad for 
lots in Dodsonville, plus money consideration to be paid to Daggy. The court 
found the deed made by West Keeler and Jane, his wife, dated Sept. 5, 189, 
conveying said lots to Daggy, void. (Chancery Record 1, page 569.) 


Amelia Ann Gulick vs James Gulick. (Filed June 11, 1851.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant Aug. 22, 1847 at Vienna, Clinton 
Co., Ohio, when she was about 18 years old. After 5 months of living together 
he drove her from home. She went to her father, Samuel Myers, in Clinton Co., 
Ohio, and later removed to Highland County. Defendant remained in Vienna for 
a few weeks, and then left for New Jersey where he has remained. Grounds: Ex- 
treme cruelty and absence for more than 3 years. (Chancery Record 1, page 03) 
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Israel Rice, Admr. of estate of Abraham Moler, dec'd., vs The widow and 
heirs of decedent. (Filed Oct. 13, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 65 acres on the North Fork of 
White Oak Creek, part of Survey No. 165 of 1000 acres, leaving his widow, Pol- 
ly, since married to Valentine Bobb, and the following heirs: John W., Ann, 
Jane Catherine, Rosa Ellen, Sarah Elizabeth, and Andrew Moler, all of Highland 
County, Margaret. Moler of Clinton Co., Ohio; and Lewis Moler of Virginia. 

The court found that Margaret and Rosa Ellen filed an Answer by their Guardian, 
David Thompson. (Chancery Record 1, page 77.) 


Israel Rice, Admr. of estate of Abraham Moler, dec'd., vs The heirs of de- 
cedent. (Filed Oct. 17, 1851.) Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent, while living, contracted to sell 60 acres on the North 
Fork of White Oak Creek to Minor Charles, who assigned the contract to John

(Compilors! note: In 
Chancery Record 1, page 4) is another case in which Moler contracted to sell 
60 acres to Wilson Moler.) 


"Allen Taylor in behalf of himself and following named children, to-wit: 
William Taylor aged thirty years, George Taylor aged twenty three years, Jane 
Sanders, late Jane Taylor, aged twenty-one years, John W. Taylor aged 19 years 
and James Taylor aged sixteen years. Also the grandchildren of the said Allen 
Taylor, to-wit: David Gaugh aged sixteen years, George Gaugh aged twelve years, 
Andrew Gaugh aged ten years and Mary Gaugh aged six years, Betty Ann Taylor 
aged eleven years, Rebecca Taylor aged nine years, Robert Taylor aged seven 
years and John Taylor aged five years and Allen Gorman aged ten years and James 
Gorman aged eight years, all residents of Highland Co., Ohio." (Filed Nov. 3 
1851.) Petition to appoint Trustee. Plaintiff alleges that James Taylor, 
dec'd., late of Virginia, by his will left a legacy to be given to John Hill 
and Granderson Moreley in trust for the use and benefit of Allen Taylor, the 
plaintiff, during his lifetime, and at his death to be equally divided among 
his children and grandchildren, the latter taking only their mother's and fath- 
er's share. Plaintiff asks the court to appoint a trustee in Highland County 
to receive said legacy. (Chancery Record 1, page 6.) 


Henery Rhoades, Admr. of estate of Jacob Hatter, dec'd., vs The widow and 
heirs of decedent. (Filed Oct. 22, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 100 acres in Brushcreek Twp., 
leaving his widow, Mary, and the following devisees: Catharine aged 10 years, 
Elizabeth aged 8 years, and Mariah Hatter aged 6 years, all of Highland County. 
(Chancery Record 1, page 537.) 


John Vore vs John W. Timberlake and Rachel B., his wife. (Filed April 
Term, 1851.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. (Chancery Record 1, page 
Sule) 


George Pulse, Admr. de bonis non W.W.A. of estate of Stephen Adams, dec'd , 
vs Elizabeth Stoops, et al. (Filed Apr. 10, 1851.) Petition to sell land to 
pay debts. Plaintiff alleges that Stephen Adams, dec'd., in his will provides 
for the payment of a debt that his widow, "said wife Elizabeth of the testator 
contracted while she was a widow...", by sale of 60 acres of decedent's land. 
Decedent died in 185 and his widow, Elizabeth, married Isaiah Stoops on Nov. 
26, 1846, and by this marriage she became entitled to only a dower estate in 
decedent's estate. Elizabeth, now Stoops, pretends that she had a dower estate 
in said land previous to decedent's death for the reason that Christopher 
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Shawver, her former husband, owned the same land of which Adams died seized, 
being 2) acres in Dodson Twp. in Taylor Survey No. 2402. The legatees of Ste- 
phen Adams, dec'd., are Rosannah, Jesse, Mahala, and Stephen Pugh, minors, who 
are children of Harriet Pugh, dec'd., a daughter of testator; Harriet, formerly 
Stroup, wife of Sylvester Hathaway, Eliza, Stephen, Barbara, all of whom are of 
age, and Rachel Stroup, a minor, children of Hester Stroup, a daughter of test- 
ator; Hester Ann and Jane Murphy, minors, only children and heirs of Nancy Mur- 
phy, dec'd., formerly Stroup, a daughter of Hester Stroup; Eliza Ann, Martha 
Jane, Thomas William, Stephen Garland, Sarah Elizabeth, and Samuel James Job, 
all minors, only children of Job, dec'd., formerly Stroup, a daugh- 
ter of said Hester Stroup; William Hill, Ann, formerly Hill, wife of Abner 
Curles, Mary, formerly Hill, wife of Samuel Gibler, all adults, children of 
Nancy Hill, formerly Adams, a daughter of testator; Sarah Elizabeth Saum, a mi- 
nor, only child and heir of Elizabeth Mary Saum, the step-daughter of testator. 
All the above live in Highland County except Harriet and Sylvester Hathaway, 
Kliza, Stephen, Barbara, and Rachel Stroup, and Hester Ann and Jane Murphy, who 
live in Warren Co., Ohio. (Chancery Record 2, page 37).) 


The Commonwealth of Kentucky for the use of Samuel Scott and Paulina, for- 
merly Ockerman, his wife, Archibald Perview and Elizabeth, formerly Ockerman, 
his wife, and John, Peter, and Jackson Ockerman vs John Roush and Elizabeth, 
his wife. (Filed Nov. 21, 1851.) Debt. Plaintiff alleges that on Oct. 16, 
1829, in Nicholas Co., Ky., Christian Kookendoffer was appointed Guardian of 
Paulina, Jackson, John, Elizabeth and Peter Ockerman, infant orphans of Joseph 
Ockerman, dec'd. Said guardian is dead. Elizabeth Roush, one of the defend- 
ants, "whilst she was unmarried, her name then being Elizabeth Shulse" on Oct. 
26, 1829, together with said guardian, signed a bond to be held and bound to 
the State of Kentucky, that said guardian would execute his trust or be liable 
to the wards. The guardian received money and never accounted for it. (Law 
Record 1, page 39.) 


Sarah Casper vs Antonio Casper. (Filed Dec. 30, 1851.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that she married defendant on Nov. 7, 184 in Cincinnati, Ohio. 
They have three children: John E., aged about 7 years, William G., aged about 
6 years, and Samuel A. Casper, aged about 2 years. Defendant received letters 
from Germany, and plaintiff believes that he has a wife in Germany that he mar- 
ried before he came to the United States. Defendant left her and she believes 
that he is in Cincinnati. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. (No record; see or- 
iginal papers.) (Compilors' note: The papers in this case contain two letters 
written in German and mailed from Rottweil, Germany. ) 


Abner D. Johnson, Exr. of estate of David Hays, dec'd., vs Sylvester Hays, 
et al. (Filed Oct. 4, 1851.) Petition to sell land. Plaintiff alleges that 
decedent's will directed that at the death of his widow, Pary B., testator's 
real estate was to be sold, and the proceeds divided equally among his three 
minor children, Sylvester, Diana, and Sarah Helen Hays. On Nov. 21, 1851 the 
court found that testator's wife was deceased. (Chancery Record 1, page 95.) 


Martha Soule vs William Soule. (Filed Sept. 11, 1851.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that she married defendant May 2, 18) in Highland County. Defend- 
ant left her on Apr. 15, 1845, and she thinks he is in Tennessee. William, 
aged 9 years, was born to said marriage. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty and 
absence for more than three years. (Chancery Record 1, page 50.) 


Hannah Shockley vs Elizabeth Shockley, et al. (Filed Apr. h, 1851.) Pe- 


tition for dower. Plaintiff alleges that she is the widow of John Shockley, 
dec'd., who died on or about Dec. 8, 1837. She was married to decedent, then 
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of Clinton Co., Ohio, in the year 1811. Decedent died testate devising all his 
real estate to Charles D. Shockley, dec'd., who died in 1851 leaving his widow, 
Elizabeth, and his heirs, Celesta Ann, Charles Albert, and Silva Augusta Shock- 
ley, all minors. Charles, while alive, conveyed 100 acres to Isaac Woodmansee 
and by him deeded to Isaac Ruth, 3S acres to Alfred Shockley and by him deeded 
to Nathan Hussey, and 2 acres to Isaac Thornburgh. Her husband, while living, 
conveyed 624 acres, she not joining in the deed, to Elizabeth Townsend, now 
Elizabeth Fenner, the wife of Dorsey Fenner, and to her son, Andrew Jackson 
Townsend, in remainder. Plaintiff claims dower right in all these conveyances. 
(Chancery Record 1, page 72.) 


Mary A. Prout vs Charles A. Prout. (Filed May 21, 1851.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she is 18 years old and will be 19 in June next. In the 
absence of her father in California, the defendant pretended he was a coach 
maker and was hired by Justus Taylor, who was running her father's shop during 
his absence. On the representation of defendant that he was also a druggist 
and would be set up in business by his father who resided in Georgia, she mar- 
ried him Dec. 7, 1850. She asks to be restored to her maiden name of Mary A. 
Daniels. Grounds: Fraud, drunkenness, gross neglect of duty. (Chancery Record 
1, page 453.) 


Joseph Cravens, Admr. of estate of John Cravens, dec'd., vs The widow and 
heirs of decedent. (Filed Nov. 5, 1851.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 63 3/h acres on the waters of 
Brush Creek in Survey Nos. 2739 and 3015, leaving his widow, Elizabeth, and the 
following heirs: Mary, the wife of William Jackson of Clinton Co., Ohio, Sara 
J. aged 20 years, Rebecca E. aged 14 years, Lydia E. aged 11 years, and William 
A, Cravens aged years, all of Highland County. Benjamin Cravens is guardian 
of the minors. (Chancery Record 1, page 5))2.) 


Reece Woolf vs Martin and Jacob Ritter. (Filed Nov. Term, 1851.) Petition 
to perpetuate deed. Plaintiff alleges that he purchased 13 acres on the waters 
of Brush Creek. Before he could record his deed, his house burned down and the 
deed was destroyed. The defendants have moved to Grant Co., Indiana. (Chanc- 
ery Record 1, page 576.) 


William B. Sharp and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Isaac Larrick, et al. (Filed 
Mar. 30, 1852.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Elizabeth Sharp, as daught- 
er and heir of Martha Peach, dec'd., has an interest in 60 acres, a part of 
Survey No. 7020, of which decedent died seized. Elizabeth Nelson, widow of 
John Nelson, dec'd., is entitled to dower. Plaintiffs further allege that 
Elizabeth Sharp, as daughter and heir of Joseph Peach, dec'd., has an interest 
in 93 acres, a part of Survey Nos. 2303 and 7020, of which decedent died seized. 
Nancy, wife of Isaac Larrick, and Matilda, wife of William Phillips are ten- 
ants in common with plaintiffs in the 60 acre tract, and they "are tenants in 
common...in said tract of 93 acres...as children and heirs of the said Joseph 
Peach, dec." All the parties are residents of Highland County. (No record; 
see original papers. ) 


Christopher Moorman and Nancy, his wife, vs Jacob Vanpelt. (Filed Apr. 
15, 1852.) Debt. Plaintiffs allege that defendant executed a note to them 
dated June 11, 1842, in Highland County. (Law Record 1, page 353.) 


Trounstine, Keefer & Co. vs Nathaniel Rockhold, Admr of estate of Robert 
F, Allen, dec'd. (Filed Nov. 22, 1852.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mort- 
gage. Plaintiff alleges that Robert F. Allen, while living, and Margaret, his 
wife, executed a note to them secured by a mortgage. Robert F. died leaving 
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his widow and his heirs, John, Jacob, Robert, and Ellen Allen, minors. (Chanc- 
ery Record 1, page 698.) 


John T. Bryan, Admr. of estate of Mitchel H. Murry, dec'd., vs Lavinia 
Murry, et al. (Filed Nov. 21, 1851.) Petation to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of a 1/7 interest in 129 acres in 
Anderson Survey No. 2367 in Ross Co., Ohio, "being the farm on which James 
Murry died seized and on which Thomas Murry now resides". Decedent left his 
widow, Lavinia, and his heirs, Charles R. and Mary L. Murry, minors, all resi- 
dents of Highland County. (Chancery Record 1, page 56.) 


Stephen and. Joseph Fenner, Admrs. of estate of Wilson Fenner, dec'd., vs 
Mary Fenner, et al. (Filed Mar. 22, 1852.) Petition to sell land to pay 
debts. Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of 80 acres on the waters 
of Clear Creek in Survey No. 2306. Decedent left his widow, Mary, and his 
heirs, Sarah Ann, James W., and Elizabeth V. Fenner, all minors. At the sale, 
Thomas D. Fenner purchased the land. (Chancery Record 1, page 550.) 


Mary Ann Fisher vs Adam Fisher. (Filed Dec. 11, 1851.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that she married defendant at "Joseph Millers home in Highland 
County". In 1845 they moved to Ross Co., Ohio where in Dec. of that year de- 
fendant left her. Grounds: Absence for more than three years. (No record; 
see original papers.) 


Alexander Sanderson, Guardian, vs Ann M. Cochran, et al. (Filed Mar. 3, 
1851.) Petition to sell land. Plaintiff alleges that he is the guardian of 
Jacob, Mary Ann, Benjamin, and John G. Cochran, minor children and heirs of 
John G. Cochran, dec'd. Decedent died seized of 50 acres, a part of Survey of 
1500. Decedent left his widow, Ann M., who is guardian of Rebecca Cochran, 
another minor child and heir of decedent. (Chancery Record 1, page 90.) 


William Williamson and Priscilla, his wife, vs Adam J. Williamson, et al. 
(Filed May 23, 1851.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Priscilla Williamson 
is the daughter of Thomas Williamson, dec'd., of Adams Co., Ohio, and is seized 
of an interest in 614 acres in Survey No. 1993 in Highland and Adams Counties. 
Adam J., Henry, Rachel, and Thomas J. Williamson, all of Adams Co., Ohio, and 
Elizabeth and Margaret Williamson, both of Highland County, are co-parceners 
with plaintiffs. All said defendants are minors and "Nancy Storer late widow 
of Thomas Williamson lately deceased together with her husband Thomas Storer" 
of Highland County, is entitled to dower. (No record, case dismissed; see or- 
iginal papers.) 


The heirs of Robert Glass, dec'd., vs Isaac and Thomas Greathouse. (Filed 
Mar. Term, 1848.) Petition to set aside deed for fraud. Plaintiffs, David 
Glass, David C. Moore and Lucinda, his wife, late Glass, and Louisa Glass, of 
Columbiana Co., Ohio, and John Glass, John C. Long and Matilda, his wife, for- 
merly Glass, and Elizer M. Rogers of Brook Co., Va., the husband of Jane, 
dec'd., late Glass, who died without issue, represent that they are, excepting 
their husbands, the children and heirs of Robert Glass, dec'd., late of this 
county. Robert Glass died in 1828 seized of 220 acres, a part of Sheltons Sur- 
vey of 1000 acres, in Highland County. Isaac Greathouse was appointed Admr. 
of decedent's estate and filed his final account in 1831. Jonathan Allison of 
Virginia sued the administrator on a claim known by said administrator to be 
false, and procured a judgment against him. The administrator then brought 
suit against the heirs of decedent to sell the real estate to pay the judgment. 
Said administrator fraudulently sold the land to Lewis Lewis, since deceased, 
on Aug. 2, 1834, and on Oct. 18, 183 Lewis Lewis and Abigal, his wife, deeded 
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the land to Isaac Greathouse, who on Jan. 30, 18) conveyed it to his son, 
Thomas. In the deposition of Anthony Abraham of Highland County, taken July 
25, 1850, he states that he knew the Robert Glass family in Virginia more than 
30 years ago, and that "when Robert Glass first came to this county (meaning 
Highland County) his youngest child named Louisa was between two and three 
years of age, the next youngest child was named Mattilda, the oldest was named 
John, next to John was Jane, then Robert & then David, and one said to be named 
Lucinda I have forgotten but she must have been between Matilda & Louisa — I 
knew their ages at the time they were here but cannot tell at this time their 
respective ages. I was acquainted with the family in Virginia before they 
moved to this county & also while here." He states that Mrs. Glass had no 
children after the death of Robert Glass and "I think she lived about one year 
or eighteen months in this county after his death...Mrs. Glass told me the 
childrens ages in Nov. or Dec. 1828, or Jan. 1829 when I worked for her finish- 
ing her house — I lived in Concord Township & they lived about two miles and 
a half from me." Deponent further says that he is a brother to Isaac Great- 
house and uncle to Thomas Greathouse. (Chancery Record 1, page 288.) (Compil- 
ors' note: The compilors do not know the genealogy of the Greathouse and Abra- 
ham families. Possibly Anthony Abraham was a brother-in-law or a half brother 
to Isaac Greathouse. See Isaac Greathouse, Admr. of estate of Robert Glass, 
dec'd., vs The widow and heirs of decedent, reported in this book.) 


William C. Scott vs David Scott. (Filed Oct. 12, 1819.) Petition to com- 
pel settlement of trust estate. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of 
Toledo, Ohio, and that on or about Apr. 12, 1809 a marriage being then in con- 
templation between David Scott, now of Highland County, then of County Armagh, 
Ireland, and Margaret Chambers of said County and Kingdom, the said David Scott 
entered into a contract with William and John Hardy that they would be trustees 
of real estate owned by Margaret Chambers consisting of 19 acres in County Ar- 
magh, Ireland. The trustees would hold the land in trust for Margaret during 
her life and for the child or children of the body of said Margaret and David, 
Share and share alike. They were married in 1809 and Margaret died in 1819, 
leaving the plaintiff, William C., and David B. and Mary Jane Scott, the only 
heirs of her body and issue of said marriage. The children being minors, the 
trust was under the care of their father, David. They and their father became 
citizens of Ohio. In 1847, their father going to Europe, induced his children 
to give him a power of attorney to settle up their property in Ireland. Plaint- 
iff has bought out the share of his brother, David B., but his father now re- 
fuses to make settlement with him. (Chancery Record 1, page 681.) 


William Nevin, Admr. of estate of Robert Nevin, dec'd., vs The widow and 
heirs of decedent. (Filed July 5, 1850.) Petition for order to convey real 
estate. Plaintiff alleges that decedent, while alive, on July 8, 188 contrac- 
ted to sell to Joseph Custor 5 acres of land and Lot No. 5 in Danville. Dece- 
dent died leaving his widow, Frances E., and his heirs, Mary, Joseph, Martha, 
John, and Robert Nevin. (Chancery Record 1, page 191.) 


John L. Hughes and Joseph Spruance, Exrs. of estate of Henry Spruance, 
dec'd., vs The widow and heirs of decedent. (Filed Feb. 9, 1852.) Petition to 
sell land to pay debts. -Plaintiffs allege that decedent died seized of an 
equitable interest in Lot No. 15 of 130 acres, Survey No. 12571, as subdivided 
by Thomas Berryman, Surveyor of Highland County. Decedent left his widow, El- 
len, and the following heirs: Enoch, John, Rebecca, Mary Ann, Jemimah, and 
Phebe Jane Spruance, all of age, and Henry, William, Levi, Sarah Ann, and Mar- 
tha Spruance, minors. Enoch resides in Indiana and John in Illinois. (Chanc- 
ery Record 1, page 56.) 
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Delila Roads vs Carey T. Roads. (Filed Jan. 9, 1851.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that she married defendant June 27, 187, with the consent of her 
fatlier, Frederick Duckwall. She is now about 20 years of age. On June 15, 
1850 defendant left her and went to Louisiana. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. 
(Chancery Record 1, page 521.) (Compilors' note: On Jan. 2, 1851 Carey sued 
Delila for divorce. In his petition he alleges that he is 22 years old.) 


Susannah Hilliard vs William Hilliard. (Filed Dec. 11, 1851.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant in Highland County, and in March, 
1843 he abandoned her. He has been absent for more than three years. Defend- 
ant was married on Feb. 22, 18) to Rhoda Scholey in Pike Co., Ill. Plaintiff 
asks to be restored to her maiden name of Susannah Johnson. (Chancery Record 
1, page 52h.) 


Daniel Milburn, et al, vs The widow and heirs of Thomas H. Milburn, dec'd. 
(Filed June 21, 1851.) Partition. Plaintiffs, Daniel Milburn, Samuel H. Glaze 
and Sarah, his wife, formerly Milburn, allege that they have an interest in 13) 
acres, a part of Survey No. 1368. Thomas Milburn, dec'd., died seized of said 
land, leaving his widow, Sinai, and the following heirs: The plaintiffs; and 
Barrach Stoops and Anna, his wife, formerly Milburn, who reside in Indiana; Asa 
Sutton and Abagil, his wife, formerly Milburn, who reside in Virginia; George 
Sams and Lydia, his wife, formerly Milburn, Lewis and Andrew Milburn, and Isaac 
Milburn, a minor and son of Isaac Milburn, dec'd., of Highland County; and John 
W. Wharton and Rebecca, his wife, formerly Milburn, of Clinton Co., Ohio. 
(Chancery Record 1, page 647.) (Compilors' note: In the service by publication 
the names of George and Lydia Sams are written "George and Lydia James". The 
compilors are of the opinion that the surname is "Sams". ) 


Napoleon Bonaparte West and Josephine West, by their Guardian James Mc- 
Laughlan appointed by the Probate Court of Adams Co., Ohio, minor children of 
Isaac N. West, dec'd., vs Rebecca West, et al. (Filed June 7, 1852.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiffs allege that they are the grandchildren and heirs of James 
West of Highland County, dec'd., who died seized of 52 acres, a part of Entry 
No. 1520. Sampson West of full age, Lucinda, the wife of David C. Turner, 
Sarah, the wife of Allen Turner, Matilda West, all of full age, and Nathan and 
Martha A. West, minors, are children of James West, dec'd. Rebecca, widow of 
James, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record 2, page 28.) (Compilors' 
note: On Dec. 19, 1853 the following West heirs brought a suit aga nst David C. 
Turner, et al, and against the sheriff of Highland County to enjoin the sheriff 
from paying out the money remaining in his hands from the above partition suit. 
"Your Petitioners Nathan M. West an infant aged fifteen years and Martha Ann 
West an infant aged eleven years...children and heirs at law of James West... 
deceased...by Rebecca West...their legal Guardian...allege that James West died 
leaving Lucinda E. Turner late Lucinda C. West intermarried with David C. Tur- 
ner, Sarah C. Turner late Sarah C. West intermarried with Allen Turner, Matilda 
J. West now Matilda J. Mathews intermarried with Andrew Mathews and Samson West 
who has since deceased leaving no heirs of his body, all of said County of High- 
land, his children and co-heirs with your petitioners, and Napoleon B. West and 
Sarah J. West of Adams County Ohio his grand children and minor heirs of his 
son Isaac N. West deceased also co-heir with your petitioners." Plaintiffs al- 
lege that their father, James, before his death, conveyed land in JaYeCOeem LUG, , 
as an advancement from his estate, to David C. and Lucinda E. Turner, Sarah C. 
and Allen Turner, Matilda J. West since intermarried with Andrew Mathews, and 
to Isaac N. West, since deceased. The sheriff is to be ordered to pay out of 
the money in his hands an amount as will be equal to the advancements made to 
each of the said four other children. No record; see original papers. ) 
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John ©. Strain, Guardian of Jane Johnson, vs Jane Johnson, et al. (Filed 
Mar. 29, 1852.) Petition to sell.land. Plaintiff alleges that Jane Johnson 
is an insane person. John Johnson, her deceased husband, died in April, 180 
seized of 58 acres in Madison Township deeded to him Oct. 21, 1820, on which 
he lived and died. No blood kin of decedent reside in Ohio. (Chancery Record 
1, page 759.) 


Eliza Fox vs Samuel Fox. (Filed Dec. 29, 1851.) Divorce. Plaintiff al- 
leges that she married defendant in 1838 in Cincinnati, Ohio. She has been a 
resident of Highland County for 6 years, and defendant left her Dec. 1, 1850. 
Defendant has committed adultery with Surilda Evans and had a child by her; he 
admits being the father. (Chancery Record 1, page 579.) 


John Collins vs William Collins, et al. (Filed Sept. 2, 1852.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 50 acres on the waters of 
Paint Creek, part of Mason Survey No. 2255. William and George Collins, Nancy, 
the wife of Thomas Beeson, and Mary Ann Horton, children of Nancy Horton, decid., 
late Collins, all of Highland County; James Collins, David M. Stevens and Mar- 
garet, his wife, formerly Collins, of Fulton Co., I1l.; Richard Palmer and Mary, 
his wife, formerly Collins, of Indiana; and Catharine and Abner,Collins, minors, 
children of Thomas Collins, dec'd., of Logan Co., Ohio, are co-parceners with 
plaintiff.

Plaintiff 
alleges that she is a resident of Dodson Township, and has been a resident of 
Highland County for the last 10 years. She married defendant Nov. 8, 1836. 
Seven children were born to their marriage, who are: Charity Ann aged 14, John 
Levi aged 12, Mary aged 10, Charles aged 8, Daniel aged 6, Francis aged 2, and 
Agnasius aged 3 months. Grounds: Extreme cruelty and drunkenness. (No record; 
see original papers.) 


George Hodson vs Polly Hodson, et al. Partition. The court appointed 

John W. Bell Guardian ad litem of Hiram H., John Milton, William A., Elizabeth, 
Lydia, and Benjamin F. Hodson, infant defendants. The court assigned dower to 
Polly Hodson, widow of _.§ . On final distribution, each of the above named 
infant defendants received 1/9 each, together with George Hodson, David J. Hod- 
son, Addison Thompson and Susannah, his wife, who received 1/9 each, except Ad- 
dison. (Order Book No. 10, 1849 - 1854, page 56, Feb. 17, 1853. No record, 
case dismissed. Original papers missing.) 


Jacob W. Main vs Anne Main, et al. (Filed Sept. 11, 1852.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that Jacob Main, dec'd., died seized of 137 acres in Means 
Survey Nos. 3015 and 2739 in Marshall Township. Decedent left his widow, Anne, 
and the following heirs: John Main of Brown Co., Ohio; the plaintiff Jacob W. 
Main, Daniel W., Lewis and Catharine Main, and Carey Main, an infant, all of 
Highland County. (Chancery Record 1, page 731.) 


Lemuel Courtney vs Mary Courtney, et al. (Filed Dec. 2h, 1852.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he is the son of Thomas Courtney, dec'd., who 
died seized of 35 acres in Dun Survey No. 9152 in Brushcreek Township. Dece- 
dent left his widow, Mary, and the following children, his heirs: John of Mont- 
gomery Co., Ind.; Robert and Levi, Margery, the wife of Kinsman D. Wolf, Eliza- 
beth, Lemuel the plaintiff, Thomas, Lydia, Sarah, Rebecca, and William Courtney 
about 16 years of age, all residents of Highland County. Another child of 
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decedent, Joseph Courtney, has deeded his interest to plaintiff. (Chancery 
Record 2, page 3.) 


Simon Hill vs William Hill. (Filed July 4, 1853.) Partition. Plaintiff 
alleges that he is a resident of Kenton Co., Ky., and is seized of an interest 
in 139 acres in Marshall Township. William Hill of Butler Co., Ohio; Martha, 
formerly Hill, the wife of Cephas Lindsey of Indiana; Elizabeth, formerly Hill, 
widow of Peter Easter, dec'd., Ellen, formerly Hill, the wife of William F. 
Scott, Mary Hill, John Hughes, and James S. Carlisle, the last five heirs being 
of Highland County, and the unknown heirs of Hannah Beeson Moore, formerly Han- 
nah Beeson Doggett and before her first marriage Hannah Beeson Hill, whose 
place of residence is unknown, are tenants in common with plaintiff. (No rec- 
ord; see original papers.) 


Joseph Waln, Exr. of estate of Leonard Keedick, dec'd., vs John Grove, et 
al. (Filed Feb. 22, 1854.) Petition for distribution of estate. Plaintiff 
alleges that he is a resident of Fayette Co., Ohio, and was appointed by the 
Highland County Probate Court as Executor of decedent's will. Testator died 
in 1841. Item 2 of decedent's will leaves all his property to his wife, Mary, 
during her lifetime for her use and the use of his children for as long as she 
remains his widow. In the event of her remarriage, the property is to be sold 
and the money divided, 1/3 to go to his widow and the remainder to his child- 
ren, Zelpha Ann, William, Joshua, and John, equally. In 18) the widow, Mary, 
married John Grove. Zelpha Ann has since become of full age and married John 
Adams, both now living in Highland County. John and Mary Grove, and Willian, 
Joshua, and John Keedick, the last three being minors, live in Lynn Co., Iowa. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 86.) 


Samuel and Jacob Lucas, Admrs. of estate of James Lucas, dec'd., vs Cath- 
arine Lucas, et al. (Filed Dec. 27, 1852.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiffs allege that their father, Jacob Lucas, dec'd., died intestate in 
1852 in Highland County. On Jan. 27, 1852 the decedent, while living, contrac- 
ted to convey to Thomas and Lemuel Courtney 85 acres in Grahams Survey which he 
had purchased on July 21, 1849 from John Lucas and Elijah Lucas and Amanda, his 
wife. Decedent died leaving his widow, Catharine, and the following children: 
the plaintiffs Samuel and Jacob Lucas, John Lucas, and Lucretia, the wife of 
Samuel B. Carlisle, all of Highland County; James and William Lucas of Missouri; 
Jesse and David Lucas of Pike Co., Ohio; Mary, the wife of Bigger Head, of I1l- 
inois; and Bazil Lucas whose place of residence is unknown. (Chancery Record 
1, page 660.) 


Benjamin Pearce and Jacob Pearce, late partners under the name and firm of 
B. Pearce & Son, George Glascock and Benjamin F. Mead, partners under the name 
and firm of Glascock and Mead, vs Nathan Pearce, et al. (Filed Feb. 17, 1853.) 
Suit on notes, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiffs allege that in 1851 Robert 
Fallen died leaving John, Robert, Jacob, and Ellen, his minor children, and his 
widow, Margaret. On or about Jan. 1, 1853 the widow, Margaret, married Nathan 
Pearce. Decedent, while living, executed notes secured by a mortgage on Lot 
47 in New Petersburg to plaintiffs. (Chancery Record 2, page 8.) 


David Brown vs Eli Chaney, et al. (Filed Mar. 19, 1853.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 5 tracts totaling 59 acres in Bu- 
ford's Survey No. 398, Ballard's Survey 2351, and Means Survey 180, on the 
East Fork of the Little Miami. Catharine, the widow of Absalom Brown, dec'd., 
is entitled to dower. The defendants Eli Chaney and Hannah, his wife, formerly 
Brown, Silas Ruse and Catharine, his wife, formerly Brown, William Hughey and 
Martha, his wife, formerly Brown, Absolom and Nancy Brown, all of Highland 
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County, and James A. Brown of Wisconsin, are tenants in common with plaintiff. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 17.) 


Alexander Carrier vs John Stewart, et al. (Filed Oct. 20, 1852.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 70 acres by the East Fork 
of White Oak Creek. The defendants, John Stewart and Hannah, his wife, late 
Carrier, of Highland County, and John, Jr., Josephine, Ardelia, and Matthias 
Stewart, their children, to whom their mother's share of said land was willed 
by the late Solomon Carrier, dec'd., and Francis Carrier of Hamilton Co., Ohio, 
are tenants in common with plaintiff. (Chancery Record 2, page 2h.) 


John Griffith vs David T. Johnson and Lucy E., his wife. (Filed Nov. 2h, 
1852.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. (No record; see original papers.) 


George Bell vs The heirs of Jacob Miller, dec'd. (Filed Oct. 1), 1852.) 
Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that Jacob Miller, dec'd., 
while living, executed on Oct. 8, 1841 a contract to convey to Leonard Miller 
30 acres in Graham's Survey No. 2843. On Jan. 5, 1851 Miller assigned the con- 
tract to plaintiff. Jacob Miller died intestate, leaving the following heirs: 
John, Jacob, Samuel, and Leonard Miller, Jr., Susannah, formerly Miller, the 
wife of John Hart, all children of decedent, and Philip, Jacob, Samuel, Leonard, 
John, Susannah, and Elizabeth Roads, minor children and heirs of Barbara Roads, 
dec'd., formerly Miller, who was a daughter of decedent. John Sanders, who 
does not now reside in Ohio but in Indiana, was appointed the administrator of 
decedent's estate. (Chancery Record 1, page 767.) (Compilors' note: In the 
service by publication, the name of Leonard Miller, the person to whom the de- 
cedent contracted to convey the land, is written "Leonard Miller, Sr." What 
relationship he has to the other Millers is not stated.) 


Isaac Dick of Highland County vs Abel and William Crispin. (Filed Aug. 12, 
1853.) Petition to set aside deed for fraud. Plaintiff alleges that in Oct. 
Term, 1841 in the Common Pleas Court of Fayette Co., Ohio, Ephraim Worthington 
obtained a judgment in a suit for debt against Abel Crispin, then of Fayette 
Co. but now of Highland County. Mason Crispin, dec'd., of Fayette Co. was se- 
curity for Abel on said original obligation. Catharine, widow of Mason Crispin, 
dec'd., he having died leaving no children, was appointed administratrix of his 
estate and bought the judgment from Ephraim Worthington. Shortly thereafter 
she married Michael Jones, and in 1851 sold said judgment to plaintiff. In 
1846 Abel Crispin, to defraud his creditors, purchased Lot No. 1 in East Mon- 
roe and placed it in the name of Wm. Crispin. Plaintiff prays that said lot be 
sold and from the proceeds his judgment be satisfied. From the several deposi- 
tions filed in this case, and from the certified copy of the will of Silas 
Crispin of Fayette Co., the following genealogical facts are noted: Silas Cris- 
pin and Mary (Polly), his wife, of Fayette Co., Ohio, were the parents of the 
following children: Rachel, wife of William Buckingham; Catharine Baxter; Wil- 
liam, whose wife is Mary, their children being Dryden Crispin and Rachel Milner; 
Mason; Nancy Griffith; Abel, whose wife is Mary Ann, their children's names not 
mentioned. Silas Crispin's will 1s dated Apr. 27, 1838. His wife, Mary, died 
"between two & four years" before Jan. 29, 1853. She had a brother named Wil- 
liam Mason. Abigal Kingery of Highland County is a niece of Mary Crispin, the 
wife of Silas, dec'd. Samuel Kingery of Highland County gave his testimony by 
deposition on the same date that Abigal Kingery's deposition was taken, but 
their relationship is not stated. (No record; see original papers.) 


John Amen, et al, vs Joseph Wickerham, et al. (Filed Nov. 21, 1851.) Pe- 


tition for order to complete contract. Plaintiffs John and Noah Amen, Edward 
Easton and Mary Ann, his wife, late Amen, William Reynolds and Sarah, his wife, 
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late Amen, of Highland County, Arthur C. Stewart and Sarah, his wife, of Miss- 
ouri, and William Reed and Katherine, his wife, late Penn, of Pike Co., Ohio, 
allege that Daniel Amen of Highland County died in 18_ seized of 610 acres in 
Bayless Survey No. 3167 lying on the East Fork of Brush Creek and also In Lot 

6 in Sinking Spring. The defendants, Joseph Wickerham,. and » his wife, 
late Amen, both dec'd., late of Highland County, together with the plaintiffs, 
are the heirs of Daniel Amen, dec'd. On July 22, 182, subsequent to the death 
of Daniel Amen, Jacob Wickerham, for himself and for his wife, who at that time 
was insane, entered into a contract with the above co-heirs that for the reason 
of the advancements made to him and his wife by Daniel Amen, dec'd., during his 
lifetime, they would deed their interest in all the real estate to the co-heirs 
if the co-heirs would pay all the debts of decedent's estate. After the execu- 
tion of the contract, Jacob Wickerham, and his wife both died, leaving the fol- 
owing heirs, their children: Joseph, Anna Maria, wife of John H. Crum, Ichabod 
Erastus and Jacob F., minors, all of Highland County; Sarah Jane, wife of John 
Davis, and Peter N., all of Adams Co., Ohio.

Partition. Plaintiffs Tillery, William, and Joseph Johnston of Highland Coun- 
ty allege that they have an interest in 186 acres. The defendants John W. 
Johnston of Putnam Co., I1l.; Robert Johnston of Mason Co., Ky.; Smiley Johns- 
ton of Brown Co., Ohio; Shepherd Johnston of Green Co., Ohio; Nelson 0O., Adison, 
Albert, and Delilah Frances Johnston of Highland County, are tenants in common 
with plaintiffs. Cynthia Johnston, widow of Robert Johnston, dec'd., is entit- 
led to dower. (Chancery Record 2, page 50.) 


Robert McKinney vs Samuel M. Smith, et al. (Filed Oct. 29, 1853.) Suit 
on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that on Jan. 17, 1852 the 
defendants, Samuel M. Smith and Henrietta Smith, executed their note secured by 
a mortgage on land on the waters of Paint Creek, Fayette Co., Ohio, being the 
same land deeded as a gift by Samuel H. Woodson of Kentucky to his daughter, 
Ann Woodson, on Apr. 13, 1820. (Civil Record 1, page 29.) 


Adam Ault vs Demaris Ault, et al. (Filed Dec. 15, 1852.) Petition for 
order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that his father, Henry Ault, died in- 
testate seized of 300 acres on the waters of Paint Creek, leaving his widow, 
Christeana, and the following children, his heirs: Adam the plaintiff, Susanna, 
the wife of Nicholas Upp, Betsy, the wife of Jonathan Barfield who is deceased, 
Christian, whose wife is Phebe, and Henry. After the death of decedent, the 
plaintiff, his mother, brothers, and sisters on Jan. 1, 1825 agreed to an amic- 
able partition of their father's land. His mother died in April, 183, and his 
brother, Henry, died intestate in 1851 in Hamilton Co., Ind., where he and his 
family had lived for some years. Henry left his widow, Demaris, and the follow- 
ing children: Emily, wife of Wm. Porter, Susannah, wife of William Speaks, 
James, William, whose wife is Martha Ann, Christena, and Henry M. and Adam R. 
Ault, the last two minors, all of Indiana. The plaintiff and the other heirs 
have exchanged deeds to the land according to the terms of their contract, but 
the heirs of Henry, dec'd., refuse to do so and threaten to evict him. Christ- 
ian and Phebe Ault were residents of Marion Co., Ind. in 1849. Among the ori- 
ginal papers is a letter which reads, in part: Addressed to "Henry Ault Perk- 
insville Madison Co Indiana" It states "New Petersburg Highland Co Ohio 
July the 13th 1851 My dear brother and sister I take up my pen in hand to in- 
form you that we are all well...oure country aint very healthy at present thier 
is a heap folks that have died with the flux and their is considerable fever 
aunt Elizabeth family are all well excepting herself she is not well the girls 
are a doing well Delila is teaching school Mary is following her old trade 
weaving and spining Susanah she was married about two or there years ago and 
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moved to logan County and died last fall...Yours, Adam Ault...I would like to 
see you all I am not very well...let me know whether Mr Upps Children are all 
well...my best respects to you all Hannah Ault...My deare affectionate cousins 
-..I would like to see you all...dJames you ought come out and get you a buckey 
wife thier are lots of them for sale at present and thier are right good look- 
ing too and I wouldent care for to have hoosher if thier is any of the right 
stripe..yours sincerely Henry Ault." (Chancery Record 2, page 316.) (Compil- 
ors' note: The record citation should be ignored. It is full of mistakes made 
by the scrivener. All the above data was taken from the original papers. ) 


Joseph Terrell vs Rebecca Terrell. (Filed Apr. 21, 1852.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has lived in the county for 20 years, and that he 
married Rebecca Frye in Highland County in 1840. No children. Grounds: De- 
ee adultery with Pleasant Wright. (No record; see original 
papers. 


Dedimus Williams vs Susan Williams. (Filed June 9, 1852.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Susan Goings Aug. 1, 1850 in Highland County. 
Defendant left him and lived with her mother. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. 
(No record; see original papers.) 


William Scott vs Charles and Judith Lucas. (Filed Sept. 10, 1853.) Suit 
on note, foreclosure of mortgage. (Civil Record 1, page 215.) 


William Scott vs William Cochran and Martha Ann, his wife, Susan, William 
and Michael Coker. (Filed 1853.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. 
(Civil Record 2, page 333.) 


Deloss(?) C. Boyd vs Thomas Wallace and Hester Ann, his wife, and Asa R. 
Butler. (Filed 1853.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. (Order Book No. 
10, 1849 - 1854, page 547, Oct. 31, 1853. No record.) 


Thomas Canning vs Mary Canning. (Filed July 21, 1852.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that he is about 3h years of age, and has been a resident of Salem 
Township for more than ) years. About 1843 "he became much attached" to Mary 
Kissick of Derby Co., Ireland, and they were married in Oct., 1843. In 187 
they came to the United States and settled in Salem Township. Mary went away 
with one Daniel Dally to Warren Co., Ohio, then to Cincinnati, and then to St. 
Louis, Mo. They had one child who is with defendant. (No record; see origin- 
al papers.) 


Samuel Grant vs Robert Campbell, et al. (Filed Feb. 15, 1853.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 100 acres, a part of Skin- 
ner Survey No. 1553. Stephen Mahaffey, dec'd., died seized of said land, leav- 
ing his widow, Kleanor, who has since married Robert Campbell, and the follow- 
ing children: Rebecca and Jane. Rebecca married William Wiley, and on Nev. 16, 
1852 they deeded their interest in said land to plaintiff. Jane married the 
plaintiff and they had two children, Jeremiah, aged about ten years, and EKlenor 
Jane, aged about seven years. His wife, Jane, has died leaving as her heirs 
their two children. Eleanor Campbell, the widow of Stephen, dec'd., is entit- 
led to dower. (No record, case dismissed; see original papers.)

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Nicholas Borden vs Emily Borden. (Filed July 27, 1853.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that he married Emily Moses Mar. 3, 1853 in Highland County. No 
children. Grounds: Adultery. (Chancery Record 2, page 55.) 


Henry J. Bonner vs John H. Bonner, et al. (Filed Jan. 14, 1854.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Muskingam Co., Ohio, and has 
an interest in lots“in Greenfield. Sarah Graham, formerly Bonner, of Greene 
Co., Ohio; Joseph Claybaugh and Margaret, his wife, formerly Bonner, of Butler 
Co., Ohio; John H. Bonner of Highland County; James T. Bonner of Ross Co., 
Ohio; David Toy, minor heir of Ellen Toy, dec'd., late Bonner, whose widower 
is Joseph Toy of Green Co., Ohio, are co-parceners with plaintiff. Jane, the 
widow of David Bonner, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record 2, page

Jeremiah Fiddler vs Jacob Fiddler, et al. (Filed Feb. 27, 185.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest by descent from his father, 
Jacob Fiddler, dec'd., in 115 acres on the Rocky Fork of Paint Creek in Bal- 
lards Survey 2352 and Lot 30 in Hillsboro. Decedent left his widow, Hannah, 
and the following children, his heirs: Jacob Fiddler, Mary Jane, the wife of 
James N. Flannagan, all of full age, and Albert and Martha Ann Fiddler, minors, 
children of John Fiddler, dec'd. (Chancery Record 2, page 2h3.) 


Elizabeth Leaman vs Samel S. Leaman. (Filed Feb. 1, 185.) Petition for 
dower. Plaintiff alleges that she married Isaac Leaman, Senr., who died Apr. . 
1), 1853, seized of 135 acres in 3 tracts on the waters of Rocky Fork of Paint 
Creek in Massies Survey No. 4217. On July 17, 18) her husband conveyed 
land to his son, Samuel S. Leaman, but she did not join in the deed. Her hus- 
band also conveyed 56 acres to his son, Thomas L. Leaman, she not joining in 
this deed, but Thomas L. has paid her in money what is equivalent to her dower 
rights. (Chancery Record 2, page 73.) 


G. Washington Butler and Susan, his wife, vs John C. Washburn, et al. 
(Filed Dec. 31, 1853.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that John Washburn of 
Highland County died in June, 1829, and by his will devised his property to his 
three sons, Benjamin B., John C., and Richard Burke Washburn, subject to the 
life estate of his wife, Hannah, now dec'd. Decedent died seized of 353 acres 
in Hardy Survey No. 8970 and Hill Survey No. 971, and an equitable interest in 
land he had contracted to buy from Duncan McArthur. In a suit in the Common 
Pleas Court of Highland County, McArthur was ordered and did convey said land 
to John ©. and Richard Burke Washburn and to the heirs of Benjamin B. Washburn. 
Benjamin B. died intestate about July 10, 1850, leaving Mary Ann, his widow, 
and his heirs, John, Thomas, G. W., Collins, James, and Mary Ann Washburn. 
After the death of John Washburn, dec'd., his widow, Hannah, now dec'd., was 
delivered of a posthumous child of said John who was named Elisha P. and was 
not provided for in decedent's will. Elisha P. claims title to 1/9 interest in 
said land, the said John having died leaving 8 children other than Elisha P. 
Hannah, decedent's widow, died about Apr. 1), 1853. About Feb. 20, 1852, Rich- 
ard B. Washburn and Elizabeth, his wife, deeded their interest in said land to 
plaintiff. John C. Washburn and Elvira, his wife, Mary Ann Washburn, the wid- 
ow, the heirs of Benjamin B., dec'd., and Elisha P. are made party defendants. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 132.) ; 


Z. M. Connell and Nancy C. Connell, by their next friend Wyatt C. Hundley, 
et al, vs Hiram Connell, et al. (Filed Jan. 30, 1856.) Petition for order to 
convey land. Plaintiffs Nancy, the widow of Zachariah 0. Connell, dec'd., 
Nancy Caroline and Zachariah M. Connell, minors and children of decedent, al- 
lege that Hiram Connell, the father of said Zachariah O., dec'd., while’ alive, 
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entered into a contract on July 1, 189 with his two sons, Zachariah 0., now 
dec'd., and William Connell. Zachariah O. bound himself and his heirs to pay 
to his father and mother, Hiram and Nancy, $50.00 annually during their lives. 
At the time of the execution of this contract Paulina Connell, now the wife of 
Alfred Johnson, and the youngest daughter of Hiram and Nancy, lived with her 
parents. For this money consideration, Hiram agreed to deed to Zachariah 0. 
the farm on which Zachariah 0. lived, being 92 acres in part of White's Survey 
of 160 acres, Military Warrant No. 17h. Zachariah O. made these payments until 
his death June 8, 1851. His two children, by their guardian, Wyatt C. Hundley, 
paid these installments after his death until Hiram's death in Octw,01055, the 
said Nancy having died in June, 1855. Said Hiram "made and published his last 
will" leaving, besides the infant plaintiffs, the following devisees and heirs: 
William Connell, Rebecca, formerly Connell, the wife of Abner D. Johnson, Mar- 
tha, formerly Connell, the wife of John Shields, all of Clinton Co., Ohio; Pol- 
ly, formerly Connell, the wife of Moorman Johnson, Paulina, formerly Connell, 
the wife of Alfred Johnson, all of Highland County. The court found that Nan- 
cy, the widow of Zachariah 0., dec'd., is now the wife of William Busick. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 53.) 


William H. Glenn vs The heirs of Samuel Glenn, dec'd. (Filed Jan. 21, 
185.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 101 acres on 
the waters of Rocky Fork of Paint Creek, a part of Elliott's Survey No. 2),80, 
of which his father, Samuel Glenn, dec'd., died seized. Decedent died leaving 
his widow, Jane M., and the following children: John B. Glenn of Bloomfield, 
Iowa; Mary A., the wife of James Mitchell, William H., Elizabeth C., and Robert 
A. Glenn, adults, and Sarah F., Samuel H., and Marshall H. Glenn, minors, all 
of Highland County. (Chancery Record 2, page 92.) 


Lazarus Mowrer, et al, vs Philip Mowrer, et al. (Filed Mar. 13, 185.) 
Petition to enforce contract. Plaintiffs, Lazarus Mowrer, John Babb and Eliza- 
beth, his wife, Philip and Lydia Mowrer, of full age, and Barbara, William T., 
and Martin Mowrer, infants, who sue by their next friend, Lazarus Mowrer, al- 
lege that they are the heirs of Sarah Mowrer, dec'd., late of Highland County. 
On Nov. 2, 1846 David Mowrer of this county, unmarried, now dec'd., was seized 
of 107 acres upon which was cleared 10 acres with a cabin. He being desirous 
of having someone live with him entered into a contract on Nov. 2, 186 with 
Sarah Mowrer, now dec'd., an ancestor of the plaintiffs, and one Lazarus Mow- 
rer, that if said Sarah and Lazarus would look after him, they would have full 
title to the 107 acre farm on the East Fork of White Oak Creek. Said Sarah and 
Lazarus fulfilled the terms of the contract, and David died Oct. 11, 1852. Be- 
fore David died, Lazarus sold his share of the farm, being 533 acres, on Mar. 
14, 1851 to John M. Badgley. David executed a deed to Badgley for said land, 
and Badgley paid Lazarus the money. David never conveyed to Sarah her share 
of the farm. David died leaving the defendants, Philip Mowrer, Richard Chaney 
and Senit, his wife, late Mowrer, of Highland County; John Mowrer of Indiana; 
Jacob Saum and Barbara, his wife, late Mowrer, John Huff and Sophiah, his wife, 
late Mowrer, all of Missouri; David Doyle and Elizabeth, his wife, late Mowrer, 
of Kentucky; Jacob, Isaac, and Polly Mowrer of Illinois, his brothers, sisters, 
nephews and nieces, who are all his heirs. (Civil Record 1, page 73.) 


James Hannah and Sarah, his wife, vs Henry Carlisle, et al. (Filed Jan. 
16,1854.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they have a 1/) interest by pur- 
chase in 3 acres, including the steam mill site, in Concord Township. Hiram, 
Simpson, and Hugh Richardson claim to have a 3/) interest by contract to buy 
the interest of Henry Carlisle and Nancy, his wife, in said land. (Chancery 
Record 2, page 111.) 
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Elizabeth Fairley vs James Fairley. (Filed Feb. 18, 1854.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant Oct. 23, 1843 and they had four 
children: one is dead, the other three are minors, the eldest being 7 and the 
youngest 2 years of age. No names are given. Grounds: Habitual drunkenness. 
(Chancery Record 1, page 176.) 


James F. Doggett vs Laura B. Doggett. (Filed Jan. 12, 1854.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Laura B. Cathel of Cincinnati in that city 
in Sept., 1845. They lived in Hillsboro from their marriage to Dec. 23, 1851 
when defendant left him. She came back and again left him on Mar. 14, 1853. 
She went to Cincinnati where she joined the theatrical company of Bates & Co. 
of Louisville, Ky. Later she worked as an actress and vocalist with Marsha's 
Troupe. Their children are John W. aged 6 years, Edward S. 3 years, and Clara 
F, 1 year. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. (Chancery Record 2, page 70.) 


Sarah A. Driskle, et al, vs John Driskle, et al. (Filed Dec. 17, 1853.) 
Petition for order to set aside deed. Plaintiffs, Sarah Ann, widow of William 
Driskle, dec'd., Mary Jane aged 5 years, Sabina Catharine aged 3 years, and 
Martha Driskle aged 1 year, the only children and heirs of William Driskle, 
dec'd., who file this petition by their next friend and grandfather, Thomas E. 
Moorman, allege that their father died Aug. 9, 1851 intestate. In 1851 Lewis 
Driskle, brother of William, dec'd., and John Matthews were appointed adminis- 
trators of decedent's estate. John Driskle, Senr., the father of William and 
Lewis and the grandfather of the infant plaintiffs, being an old man 8) years 
of age and seized of 156 acres on the waters of Lee's Creek, a part of Survey 
No. 707, being desirous of securing for himself and his wife, who is 76 years 
of age, a comfortable maintenance during the balance of their lives, agreed to 
divide the land between their two sons, William and Lewis. A division line 
was made of the land and William entered into possession and kept his father 
and mother as agreed. However, he died, and "before he was cold in his grave 
or the clods had settled on his coffin", Lewis persuaded John, Senr., then 8) 
years of age, to deed him the whole tract. He did this Aug. 8, 1851. In the 
Answer of John, Senr., he states that he deeded the land to Lewis, and Lewis 
agreed to pay William's heirs $1,000 and the sum of $100 to the following per- 
Sons whose relationship is not stated: John, Jr., Henry, and Allen Driskle, 
and Nancy and Sarah Umphries. John, Senr. spent 1 year with his son, Lewis, 
in Indiana, and about 8 months with his son, Henry. William was his youngest 
son and lived with him to the date of William's marriage in Aug., 187, "and 
then brought his wife also to live with your respondent and died in August 
1851". The Court found Sarah A. Driskle is now married to Cochran. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 59.) (Compilors' note: In other records the name is 
spelled "Driskill". ) 


Henry Fleming vs Ann Odle Fleming. (Filed Jan. 13, 1853.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has been a resident of Paint Township and of Highland 
County for 6 years. Petition does not state date of marriage. Grounds: Adult- 
ery with Samuel Leverton. (No record; see original papers. ) 


Jacob Saum, et al, vs John Saum, et al. (Filed Jan. 9, 185.) Partition. 
Plaintiffs allege that Frederick Saum, dec'd., died leaving the plaintiffs, 
"Jacob Saum, William Taylor and Polly his wife, late Polly Saum, and the...de- 
fendants John Saum, Joseph Saum and Asa T. Henderson and Sarah his wife, late 
Sarah Saum, his children and the Petitioners Allen Bundy and Mary Ann his wife, 
late Mary Ann Saum, Jacob Saum, Stephen Saum, James Johnson and Catharine John- 
son his wife, late Catharine Saum, Charles Saum, George Saum and Sidney Saum 
grandchildren of the said Frederick Saum, deceased, who together with the Peti- 
tioners and defendants aforesaid are the heirs at law of the said Frederick 
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Saum deceased..." On Oct. 14, 1840 decedent conveyed his real estate of John 
and Joseph Saum and Asa T. Henderson, who paid him one-half of the purchase 
price in cash and the remaining one-half in notes "to and for the use of his 
children to wit — Jacob Saum, William Taylor and Polly, his wife, and the 
Petitioners children and heirs of George Saum deceased." (Civil Record 1, page 
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Mary Ellen Miller vs Nancy Garrett, et al. (Filed Apr. 26, 1854.) Par- 
tition. Plaintiff alleges that she is seized of a 1/3 interest in 3 tracts of 
land, the first tract being 175 acres deeded by John Limn "to my deceased fath- 
er James P. Miller", the second a tract of 65 acres, and the third a tract of 
20 acres in Massies Survey 6401 and in Means Survey. The defendants, George 
Washington Miller and Serena Margaret Miller, both minors, of Highland County, 
are co-parceners with plaintiff. Nancy, now the wife of Dempsey Garret, was 
formerly the widow of James P. Miller, dec'd., and entitled to dower. (Chanc- 
ery Record 2, page 123.) 


Henry Roush and Susannah, his wife, vs Sarah Barr, et al. (Filed Apr a «29, 
185.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Susannah Roush was a child of Thomas 
Barr, dec'd., who died seized of 27% acres and Lot No. 3 in Dodsonville. 
Thomas Barr, whose wife is Betsy Jane, Mary Chaplin, wife of Reuben Chaplin, 
adults, and Horatio, George, John, Wesley, and Albert Barr, minors, are also 
children of decedent, and tenants in common with plaintiffs. Sarah, the widow 
of Thomas Barr, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record 2, page 116.) 


George Rhoads and Catherine, his wife, vs Isaac Rhoads, et al. (Filed 
Feb. 13, 1854.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that George Rhoads has an inter- 
est in 1 acre, a part of Franklin Survey No. 22), by descent from his brother, 
Jacob Rhoads, dec'd., who died intestate. His brothers and sisters, Samuel 
Rhoads and Catherine, his wife, of Ross Co., Ohio; Mary, the wife of Joseph 
Stultz, Isaac and Betsey Rhoads, Barbara, the wife of John Saum, Catharine, 
the wife of Peter Grabill, all of Highland County, are tenants in common with 
plaintiffs. The court found in March Term, 185) that Margaret Rhoads, the wid- 
ow of Jacob Rhoads, dec'd., has since the commencement of this action married 
Daniel Jackson. (Chancery Record 2, page 238.) 


Jesse Stephens and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Martha Stephens, et al. (Filed 
Feb. 7, 1854.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 106 
acres, part of Evans Survey No. 2520 on the waters of Rocky Fork of Paint Creek 
and being the home farm of John Stephens, dec'd. The defendants, Peter H. Ste- 
phens whose wife is Mary Ann, of Clinton Co., Ohio; Phillip, whose wife is Nan- 
cy, Lewis, whose wife is Malinda, Milton, whose wife is Margaret, and Wesley 
Stephens, all of Illinois; Juliann, the wife of Jackson Ennis, of Indiana; the 
widow and children of Levi Stephens, dec'd., whose names are unknown and who 
reside in Illinois; and John Stephens, whose wife is Elizabeth, of Highland 
County, all children of John Stephens, dec'd., are tenants in common with 
plaintiffs. Martha, the widow of John Stephens, dec'd., is entitled to dower. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 171.) 


Cornelius Huffman vs John Lewis, et al. (Filed Apr. 2), 185.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 107 acres on Brush Creek "being 
the same land deeded by Allen Trimble and wife and Jeremiah Smith and wife to 
Ambrose Huffman on the 22 day of Nov. 1828 and of which said Huffman died 
seized". John Lewis and Lucinda, his wife, and Ambrose Huffman and Sarah A., 
his wife, are tenants in common with plaintiff. All the parties' interests in 
said land were acquired by purchase. All the parties are residents of this 
county. Susannah, the widow of Ambrose Huffman, dec'd., is entitled to dower. 
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In the Answer filed by John Lewis, he states that John Huffman and Mary A., his 
wife, and James Huffman conveyed their interests to him. Henry Huffman, "a 
brother of the Petitioner", and Leuisa, his wife, both of Wills Co., Ind., con- 
veyed their interest to Ambrose and Cornelius Huffman. 


Alice Driskill, et al, vs John Driskill, et al. (Filed Nov. 12, 1853.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs Alice, William, and Henrietta Driskill, by their guard- 
ian, John Torrie, allege that they have an interest in 83 1/3 acres on Turtle 
Creek, part of Dade's Survey No. 4550. The defendants, John and Angeline Dris- 
kill, both minors, and Mary, formerly Driskill, the wife of William Brown, are 
joint tenants with plaintiffs. Sarah A., the widow of Henry Driskill, dec'd., 
is entitled to dower. All parties reside in Highland County. (Chancery Record 
2, page 166.) 


Jacob Shafer vs Andrew Shafer, et al. (Filed Feb. 25, 1854.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that Adam, whose wife is Catherine, George, whose wife is 
Elizabeth, Jonas, whose wife is Polly, Andrew Shafer, Susannah, whose husband 
is George Caley, all of Highland County; Daniel Shafer, whose wife is Sarah, 
of Warren Co., Ohio; Samuel Shafer, whose wife is Polly, of Pike Co., Illinois; 
and Nancy Foust, whose husband is Jonathan, of Huntington Co., Indiana, togeth- 
er with plaintiff, are the children of Andrew Shafer, dec'd., who died intest- 
ate seized of 270 acres in Survey No. 3660, "being the tract of land conveyed 
to said Andrew Shafer now dec'd by deed from William G. Wilson and Sarah his 
wife dated July 28, 1806". The following persons are children of John Shafer, 
dec'd., late of Highland County, who was a son of Andrew Shafer, dec'd.: Eli, 
whose wife is Maria, Isaac, whose wife is Catharine, Henry, whose wife is Lav- 
ina, Joshua, whose wife is Phebe Jane, Charles, whose wife is Rebecca, Freder- 
ick Shafer, whose wife is Sally, Lucinda, whose husband is John Roush, and Lucy 
Ann, whose husband is James Keeler, all of full age, and residents of Highland 
County. (Chancery Record 2, page 251.) 


Elizabeth Ann McCoy vs Thomas McCoy, Senr., and the heirs of Isaac McCoy, 
dec'd. (Filed Jan. 19, 1854.) Petition for dower. Plaintiff alleges that de- 
cedent died seized of 80 acres, consisting of three tracts in Hays Surveys 2366 
and 2317 on the waters of the Rattlesnake Fork of Paint Creek, leaving her, his 
widow, and Santford Allen and Nancy, his wife, Doctor S. McKinny and Rachel J., 
his wife, and McClark, William A., Levi, Sarah M., and Cyrus McCoy, his heirs 
at law, all residents of Highland County except William A. whose residence is 
unknown. Plaintiff married her deceased husband in May, 1850 in Highland Coun- 
ty, and he died Nov. 31, 1851. Santford and Nancy Allen conveyed their inter- 
est to John W. Brock, who conveyed it to Doctor S. McKinney and Rachel, his 
wife. The McKinneys conveyed it, together with their interest as heirs of de- 
cedent, to Thomas McCoy, Senr. (Chancery Record 2, page 159.) (Compilors' 
note: In the case of Levi M. Johnson and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Thomas McCoy, 
et al, filed Jan. 2h, 1856, partition, are additional facts concerning the fam- 
ily: Isaac McCoy died intestate in Dec., 1851, not Nov. 31 as stated above; 
Santford Allen appears as John S. Allen and his wife, Nancy, as Nancy Ann. 
Sarah M., a minor, is the wife of Jonathan Barrett. Elizabeth Ann, the widow 
of Isaac McCoy, dec'd., is now married to Peter M. Johnson. The court found 
that all the parties were residents of Highland County except Cyrus who lived 
in some part of Ohio. Levi M. Johnson acquired his interest from Clark McCoy, 
a son of Isaac McCoy, dec'd. Levi, Cyrus, and William McCoy are minors. 
(Chancery Record 1, page 26.) 


William Hartman and Lavina, his wife, vs James Adams’ and Polly, his wife. 


(Filed Feb. 6, 1854.) (Case dismissed, no record. Original papers missing. 
Order Book No. 10, 1849 - 185), page 621, June 19, 185.) 
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Susan E. Delaplane vs Joshua W. Delaplane. (Filed June, 185.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant June 2), 1851 at Rainsboro, High- 
land County. She wishes to be restored to her maiden name of Susan E. Claggett. 
Grounds: Gross neglect of duty and abandonment. (Chancery Record 2, page 131.) 


Sarah Ellen Buntain, by her Guardian, R. Wilson Rodgers, vs Daniel M. Ab- 
raham and Elizabeth, his wife. (Filed Sept. 8, 185.) Partition. Plaintiff 
alleges that she is a minor child of James Buntain, dec'd., who died seized of 
80 acres in Bufords Survey No. 3168 in Clay Township. Daniel M. Abraham pur- 
chased the interest of the remaining three children of decedent. (Chancery 
Record 2, page 150.) 


Archibald Walker, et al, vs Lane Walker, et al. (Filed June 1, 18)_.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs Archibald Walker, Jr. and Samuel Watson and Rebecca, his 
wife, formerly Walker, of Highland County allege that they have an interest in 
62 acres on the waters of White Oak Creek, being 57 acres deeded from David 
Lane and wife to Archibald Walker, Senr., dated Apr. 1, 1811 and 5 acres de- 
vised to Archibald Walker, Senr. by his mother, Elizabeth Walker, in her will 
dated Mar. 8, 1826 and probated in Highland County. The defendants, Lane and 
William W. Walker, Susan, formerly Walker, wife of Abraham Aber, Nancy, former- 
ly Walker, wife of John Hoop, Amanda Jane Walker, and Charles and Caroline Wal- 
ker, both minors, are the heirs of John Walker, dec'd., and Julia Ann Walker is 
the widow of decedent, all of Highland County. The court found that "Julia Ann 
Walker...is not entitled to dower in the lands...her husband John Walker having 
died before his father Archibald Walker, Senr." (Chancery Record 2, page 262.) 


Frank King, et al, vs George C. Crum, et al. (Filed Sept. 26, 185.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs Frank G. King and Sally M., his wife, and Alexander Mc- 
Intyre Crum, by Frank G. King, his guardian, allege that Alexander McI. and 
Sally M. are the children of Christian Crum, dec'd., who died seized of part of 
In Lot No. 53 in Hillsboro, on which he lived and died. George C. and John 
Crum of Highland County are the children of decedent. Sally is the wife of 
George C. Crum. (Chancery Record 2, page 201.) 


Andrew Stroup and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Samuel Davidson, et al. (Filed 
Oct. 13, 1853.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Elizabeth Stroup is the 
daughter of John Davidson, dec'd., who died intestate seized of 50 acres in 
Survey Nos. 10575 and 12952 and 50 acres in Smith's Survey 10603. Louisa Ste- 
phens and Elijah, her husband, of full age, and Samuel and Milton Davidson, mi- 
nors, are also children of decedent. Ann, the widow of John Davidson, dec'd., 
is now the wife of Samuel Workman. (Chancery Record 2, page 15.) 


Eli McManus, et al, vs George Douglass, et al. (Filed Aug. 28, 185).) 
Partition. Plaintiffs Eli and Elizabeth McManus, by their guardian, J.H. Hugh- 
ey, allege that they are two of six children (the other four being Abigail 
Jane, David M., Nancy Ann, and Charles McManus) of Cyrena McManus, dec'd., a 
daughter and heir of David Strain, dec'd., late of Highland County. Cyrena was 
one of the ten heirs and children of decedent who died seized of 59 acres in 
Hardin Redick & Co. Entry and Survey No. 1830. The other nine children and 
heirs of decedent are James W., Andrew and David M. Strain, Ruth Jane, the wife 
of Elisha Lucas, all of Knox Co., JI11.; Elizabeth, the wife of Henry Snider, 
late of Knox Co., I11., but now of Highland County; Rice of Knox Co., I1l., 
late wife of R. Easter, who died without children and heirs; Nancy, late wife 
of Milton Clark, who died without heirs; and Charles H. and Wm. H. Strain. 
George Douglass, no heir, claims an interest by purchase from several grantees 
of deceased heirs. (Chancery Record 2, page 306.) 
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Henry Turner, Admr. of estate of John W. Higgins, dec'd., vs The widow and 
heirs of decedent. (Filed Oct. 11, 1854 ) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized 79 acres on the waters of Clear 
Creek in Graham Survey No. 2568, Calmes No. 2586, and Bradford No. 10/83, with 
the water privilege to run the mill. Decedent died leaving Mary, his widow, 
and Margaret Elizabeth, the wife of Alexander Ray, Nathaniel Colston, Carlton 
C., Henrietta, John, Henry, Alice, and Jane Higgins, the last six being minors, 
his children. (Chancery Record 2, page 218.) 


Margaret Spruance vs John Spruance. (Filed July 14, 185.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she "completed her seventeenth year of age on the fifth 
day of May last". With her mother's consent, her father being dead, she mar- 
ried the defendant Aug. 13, 1853, who was then about 26 years of age, in High- 
land County. She asks to be restored to her maiden name of Comb. Grounds: 
Extreme cruelty. (No record; see original papers.) 


Emily R. Davidson vs William Davidson. (Filed Dec. 11, 1851.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she was married to defendant Mar. 25, 1851 at William 
Flemings' in Paint Township, Highland County. At the time of this marriage de- 
fendant had a wife, Sarah Davidson, living in Mahoning Co., Ohio, whom he had 
married July 22, 187 in Mahoning Co. In the affidavit of Jno. W. Merrill of 
Mahoning Co., he states that when they made application for a marriage license, 
the defendant gave his age as 21 years and Sarah gave hers as 18 years, both 
single. In the affidavit of Thos. W. Sanderson of Mahoning Co. he states that 
the defendant resided for 15 years prior to 1851 in that county. One child, 
Laura, was born, who resides with her mother, Sarah. A son was born but is 
now dead. Defendant is 30 or 31 years of age. The papers in this suit show 
that plaintiff's maiden name was Fleming. (No record; see original papers. 


Joshua W. Shinn vs The heirs of Mary Shinn, dec'd. (Filed Jan. 10, 185.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Philadelphia, Pa. Asa 
son of Mary Shinn, dec'd., he has an interest in 19) acres on the West Fork of 
Brush Creek, Jamison Survey No. 2045, in Adams Co., Ohio, and in Lot No. O in 
Hillsboro, Highland County. "Elizabeth W. Shinn, daughter of the said Mary 
Shinn, deceased, of the County of Highland and State of Ohio, James C. Scarff 
and Helena J. Scarff, his wife, formerly Helena J. Shinn, daughter of Mary 
Shinn, deceased, both of Logan County and State of Ohio, Hiram Yeo and Rachel 
Yeo, formerly Rachel Shinn, of the County of Warren and State of Ohio, daughter 
of the said Mary Shinn, deceased and James Roosa and Mary Roosa, his wife, for- 
merly Mary Shinn, of the County of Warren and State of Ohio, daughter of the 
said Mary Shinn, deceased, and Elizabeth Shinn of Highland County and State of 
Ohio, John F. Shinn, aged about eighteen years, Henry Shinn and Charles Shinn, 
aged about twelve years, all of Franklin County, Ohio, the said Elizabeth... 
John F...Henry...and Charles Shinn being children of Joseph M. Shinn, deceased, 
who was a son of the said Mary Shinn, deceased, the mother of your petitioner, 
are tenants in common" with plaintiff. Mary Shinn, dec'd., was devised said 
real estate by her father, Joshua Woodrow, Senr., dec'd. Mary Shinn, dec'd., 
died in 1853 and Joseph M. Shinn died in 189. James M. and William H. H. 
Shinn, both of Highland County and sons of Mary Shinn, dec'd., conveyed their 
interest in said real estate after the death of their mother. (No record; see 
original papers. ) 


Hannah Shockley vs James Crawford, sole surviving Exr. of estate of Chas. 
D. Shockley, dec'd. (Filed Sept. 18, 1854.) Suit for money. Plaintiff alleg- 
es that she is the daughter and legatee of John Shockley, dec'd., who died on 
Dec. 28, 18147, testate. In his will he devised his real estate of 500 acres 
to his second son, Charles D., in fee simple. Testator bequeathed to his 
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oldest son, Lewis, $300 on condition "that if Lewis never returned" this 
amount should be equally divided among testator's nine daughters except his 
daughter Betsey Townsend. Testator bequeathed the plaintiff $150, to be paid 
to her when she became of age. Plaintiff states that she arrived at age on 
Mar. 17, 1851. "Said Lewis Shockley never returned after the death of testa- 
tor...but...news of his death out of the State of Ohio, and what is now the 
State of Texas came to his family in the summer of 1838." Plaintiff's sister, 
Julia Ann Shockley, died in Dec., 1838, unmarried and intestate. If she had 
lived, she would have been 18 years old on July 31, 1848. Charles D. Shockley 
died Feb. 25, 1851 testate, and James Crawford and Thomas S. Rhoades were ap- 
pointed Exrs. of his will on Mar. 1, 1851. Rhoades died without entering upon 
the duties of executor. (Civil Record 1, page 106.) 


Phebe Driskill vs Charles C. Driskill, et al. (Filed Sept. ), 1854.) Pe- 
tition for dower. Plaintiff alleges that on or about the year 1829 she married 
John Driskill, then of Highland County. John died on or about Feb., 1850 
seized of 112 acres in Bernard Survey No. 707, 263 acres in Clinton Co., Ohio, 
and In Lot No. 22 in New Lexington, leaving the plaintiff, his widow, and Ivins 
D. aged 13 years and Thomas J. aged 19 years, minors, and John W. and Charles 
C. Driskill, his heirs. (Chancery Record 2, page 193.) (Compilors' note: The 
"J," in Thomas J. stands for Jefferson. ) 


Joseph Williamson, et al, vs The widow and heirs of Thomas Storer, dec'd. 
(Filed Sept. 16, 185.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they are residents 
of Adams Co., Ohio. Samantha Williamson, formerly Storer, has an interest in 
two tracts of land in Highland County, the first tract being 60 acres on the 
East Fork of Brush Creek, Montgomery Entry No. 1321, and the second tract being 
3S acres in Jackson Township in Winslow's Survey No. 1993. The defendants, 
Isaac, Amanda, Jesse, and Beeman Storer, all of Highland Cowmty, John Arrow- 
smith and Nancy, his wife, formerly Storer, and Mary Storer, all of Adams Co., 
Ohio, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. Nancy Storer of Highland County 
is the widow of Thomas Storer, dec'd., and is entitled to dower. Isaac Storer 
is Guardian of Amanda Storer, a minor. (Chancery Record 2, page 213.) 


Joseph Bennett vs Susannah Bennett. (Filed June 6, 185.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Susannah Nevin in Jan., 1847 in Ross Co., 
Ohio. Five children were born to said marriage: Ira, Warrington, Irena, Rob- 
ert, and Cyrus, all of whom are dead except Ira, who is living with his mother. 
Defendant is a non-resident of the county. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 190.) 


Charles C. Sweney vs Isaac H. Quinn and Harriet B., his wife. (Filed Jan. 
11, 1855.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that the 
defendants reside in Indiana. (Civil Record 1, page 172.) 


Mary Ellen Davis vs Henry Davis. (Filed Nov. 2, 185.) Divorce and ali- 
mony. Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant Aug. 28, 1848 in Highland 
County, she being 18 or 19 years of age, and the defendant 25 years of age. 
Their child is Henry Davis, Jr., about years old. Defendant is now in Clin- 
ton Co., Ohio. She asks to be restored to her maiden name of Fields. In de- 
fendant's Answer, he states that Andrew J. Fields is a brother of plaintiff. 
Grounds: Extreme cruelty. (Chancery Record 2, page 206.) 


Philip Anderson, Admr. of estate of Rebecca E. Stockwell, dec'd., vs Isaac 
Cravens, et al. (Filed Oct. 11, 185.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that Rebecca E. Stockwell, dec'd., died seized of 101 acres 
on the waters of Brush Creek in Means Survey, which descended to her from her 
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father, Francis Stockwell, dec'd. Rebecca left no children, brothers, or sis- 
ters. The defendants, Rebecca Springer, formerly Stockwell, and Isaac Stock- 
well, both of Highland County, and Michael Stockwell of Indiana, are the only 
heirs of decedent, they being a sister and brothers of Francis Stockwell, dec'd. 
His other brothers and sisters and their heirs are unknown. Shortly after the 
birth of Rebecca, dec'd., her father died, and her mother, Mary Jane, married 
Isaac Cravens, who was formerly Guardian of Rebecca, dec'd. Francis, dec'd., 
owned land in Clark Co., Ind. where he and his wife resided in Aug., 183), but 
he sold it before his death. (Chancery Record 2, page 37.) 


William Boatman vs Nancy Boatman. (Filed July 21, 185.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married the defendant, Nancy Donaldson, in Oct., 
1850 in Brown Co., Ohio. No children. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 293.) 


Christian Spilker and Mary Ann, his wife, vs Charles Spilker, et al. 
(Filed Apr. 1), 1855.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Christian is the 
son and heir of Christian Spilker, dec'd., who died seized of 30) acres in Ca- 
bells Survey No. 5230, part of said land having been conveyed to Christian, 
dec'd., by James Robb Oct. 25, 1845. Charles, John Henry, and Gesina Spilker, 
Joanna W., the wife of William Shafer, and Catharine Spilker, all of full age, 
and Thomas Spilker, a minor, of whom Charles Spilker is Guardian, all of High- 
land County, are all children and heirs of Christian Spilker, dec'd. (Chanc- 
ery Record 2, page 30.) 


John Larkin vs Mary Hussey, et al. (Filed June 13, 1855.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that Hepzibah Larkin, formerly the widow of James Hussey, 
dec'd., is now the wife of John Larkin, the plaintiff, and entitled to dower 
in 150 acres in Baytops Survey No. 2327, of which decedent was seized at his 
death. Mary and Margaret Hussey, both of full age, and Edward, Almira, and 
Elvira Hussey, minors, all of this county, have an interest in said land by 
descent from their father, James, dec'd. Plaintiff is seized of 2/7 of 2/3 of 
this land by purchase from the other heirs, Allen Hussey and Sarah, his wife, 
and Maria Hussey, who inherited it from their father, James, dec'd. (Chancery 
Record 2, page 312.) 


John Hunter vs Robert Hunter, et al. (Filed Apr. 2), 1855.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that Thomas Hunter, dec'd., died seized of O acres in Sur- 
vey No. 3845 on the waters of the East Fork of White Oak Creek. Decedent's 
widow, Susannah, died after her husband. Decedent left the following children 
and grandchildren: The plaintiff John Hunter, and William, Robert, James, and 
George Hunter, of Highland County, and Adams Hunter of Pike Co., I1l.,:his liv- 
ing children; Margaret A. Hunter, only child and heir of Thomas Hunter, dec'd., 
of this county, William L. McMillen of Columbus, Ohio, Susan C., formerly Mc- 
Millen, whose husband is Otis Patten, Margaret H. McMillen of Louisville, Ky., 
and Elizabeth, formerly McMillen, the wife of Charles N. Stone, of Madison, 
Ind., children and heirs of Nancy McMillen, late Hunter, dec'd., who married 
George McMillen, also dec'd., his grandchildren and heirs. Since the decease 
of Thomas Hunter, his son, George Hunter, has died leaving his widow, Jane, 
and Wesley Adams, Malvina, Nathan, Thomas J., Henry C., Ann, Israel R., and 
Nancy M. Hunter, his children, all minors. David Pulliam of Highland County 
is their guardian. (Chancery Record 2, page 357.) (Compilors' note: Among 
the papers in this case is a deed dated Dec. 2, 1811, by John Hunter and Mar- 
garet, his wife, to Thomas Hunter, all residents of this county. They convey 
to him 156 acres in New Market Township, Massie Survey No. 335, in considera- 
tion of "natural love and affection" and also "for the better support and main- 
tainance lively hood" which Thomas has given grantors.) 
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Jacob Shafer and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Henry Shaper. (Filed Apr. 21, 
1855.) Suit for money. Plaintiffs allege that Elizabeth Shaper, before her 
marriage to Jacob Shafer, contracted in April, 1852 to buy ld acres in Hamer 
Twp. from Wm. W. Malcom. The deed was to be made in her name and in the name 
of her son, Henry. With her consent Henry sold the land, Malcom executing a 
deed to the purchaser, and now Henry refuses to give her share of the money to 
her. (Civil Record 1, page 217.) 


Martha Mather vs Addison and Eunice Ellison. (Filed Oct. 23, 1855.) Suit 
on note. (Civil Record 1, page 27.) 


James S. Templin vs John M. Templin, et al. (Filed July 3, 1855.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he is one of the children of Salmon Templin, 
dec'd., who died seized of 9 acres on the waters of Lee's Creek in Sanders and 
Pope Survey No. 9669 and Anderson Survey 3579, and 3 lots in New Leesburg. 

John M. Templin, Ashley J. Wright and Melissa E., his wife, formerly Templin, 
John Umphreys and Agness, his wife, formerly Templin, William Cox and Eliza 
Jane, his wife, formerly Templin, Nancy Adair, late Templin, all of Highland 
County, and Branson Miller and Sarah Ann, his wife, formerly Templin, of St. 
Marys, Auglaize Co., Ohio, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Mary, -the 
widow of Salmon, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record 2, page 390.) 


Samuel Leib vs Barbara Leib, et al. (Filed Aug. 6, 1855.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he resides in Franklin Co., Ohio. Daniel Leib, dec'd., 
died seized of 5 acres and 90 poles on which is a flour mill, in Watts Survey 
No. 647 in Highland County, and a saw mill which adjoins the flour mill on 80 
poles of land in Ross Co., Ohio. The defendants, Joseph Leib of Ross Co., 
Ohio, Daniel Leib of Pike Co., Ohio, Lewis D. Ambrose and Nancy, his wife, for- 
merly Leib, of Pickaway Co., Ohio, Daniel Leib of Joseph Co., Michigan, Lewis 
Leib of Wappelle Co., Iowa, Catharine, the wife of William H. Crout, of Ross 
Co., Ohio, and Elizabeth, Barbara Ann, Enos, Sarah, and Clarissa Leib of Frank- 
lin Co., Ohio, the last two being minors, and Enos being insane, are tenants 
in common with plaintiff. Barbara Leib of Franklin Co., Ohio is the widow of 
Daniel, dec'd. On June 13, 1856 the court found that Samuel Leib had died in- 
testate and without issue. (Chancery Record 2, page 567.) 


George Hammond vs Peter Kesling, et al. (Filed Aug. 29, 1855.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that Peter Kesling, dec'd., died testate seized of 120 acres 
on the waters of Brush Creek in Graham's Survey 336 and 708 and another tract 
of % acres in the same survey deeded to him by John Hammond and Mary, his 
wife, on Dec. 2h, 1829. In testator's will he devised the land to his widow, 
Jane, for life, and at her death to be divided among his children as follows: 
60 acres to Jonathan Kesling and the residue to Jonathan, Peter, and Sarah. 

He also made a devise to Peter Goodey, Jane Goodey, and Jeremiah Kesling. 
Plaintiff is the owner of the interests of Jonathan Kesling and Sarah Kesling, 
now the wife of William Martin. The wife of Jonathan Kesling is Christina. 
The petition states that Peter Kesling is married, but the name of his wife is 
omitted. (Chancery Record 2, page 336.) (Compilors' note: Peter and Jane 
Goodey and Jeremiah Kesling are the grandchildren of Peter Kesling, dec'd.) 


Samuel H. Wall vs Wm. J. Wall, et al. (Filed July 17, 1855.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 156 acres in Survey No. 3366 in 
Highland County, and 89 acres in Survey Nos. 12919 and 3366 in Brow Co., Ohio, 
all the land lying on the waters of the North Fork of White Oak Creek. David 
Weaver and his wife, Alice, late Wall, and James and Charles Parker Wall, the 
last two minors, all of Brown Co., Ohio; Leonard Early and Hannah, his wife, 
late Wall, and Wm. J. Wall, all of Highland County; Mary Ann Wall of Indiana; 
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and William N. Bingaman and Elizabeth, his wife, late Wall, are co-parceners 
with plaintiff. (Chancery Record 2, page 398.) (Compilors' note: The other 
papers in this case show that the above persons are the heirs of James and Re- 
becca Wall, both dec'd.) 


Mary Ellen Roberts vs George W. Roberts. (Filed July 27, 1855.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married the defendant in June, 1850 in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and that William, aged ) years in March, 1855, is their child. She asks 
to be restored to her maiden name of Johnson. The court found the defendant 
not a resident of the state. Grounds: Habitual drunkenness. (Chancery Record 
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Samuel Leamon and Benj. Chaney, Exrs. of estate of Isaac Leamon, dec'd., 
vs David Ashmore, et al. (Filed Mar. 20, 1855.) Petition in error. This was 
an action wherein exceptions were filed to the Executors' Account by Catharine, 
the wife of David Ashmore, Elizabeth, the wife of Albert Malcom, and Malinda, 
the wife of Thomas Robinson, who are legatees and daughters of decedent. (Law 
Record 1, page 595.) 


Samuel Smith vs Adam B. Wilson. (Filed Apr. 26, 1855.) Ejectment. 
Plaintiff alleges that he is seized of an undivided 1/8 interest in 89 acres 
in Watts Survey No. 647, Madison Township, which was conveyed by Jeremiah Wil- 
son and wife to the defendant on Apr. 15, 180. The court ordered that Jeremi- 
ah Wilson, a resident of Indiana, be made a party defendant. The court found 
on Mar. 26, 1857 that Adam Wilson was dead, and ordered the suit revived in 
the names of his heirs. Thereupon James C. and James L. Wilson, Sarah A., late 
Wilson, the wife of Reason Shepard, Ebenezer G. and Robert T. Wilson, Harriet 
N., late Wilson, the wife of Wilson T. Patterson, and Samuel M. Wilson, "a part 
of the heirs and legal representatives of the said Adam B. Wilson...enter their 
appearance...and...William H. and Cyrus F. Wilson, the two remaining heirs...of 
Adam B. Wilson, dec'd., who are residents of this county, are minors over the 
ages of fourteen years respectively...shall be served..." (No record: see ori- 
ginal papers. ) 


Talitha Jones vs (Jabery, Jabey or Jabez?) Jones. (Filed Feb. 19, 1855.) 
Divorce. Plaintiff alleges that her maiden name was Adams, and that she married 
defendant on July 5, 1846 in Highland County. He is now residing in Ross Co., 
Ohio. Grounds: Willfully absent for three years. (Chancery Record 2, page 368) 


Patsy Ann Locus vs Henry Locus. (Filed Aug. 21, 1855.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that her maiden name was Johnson, and that she married the defend- 
ant in Brown Co., Ohio in 1846. Their son is named Alexander, 8 years of age. 
Defendant was sentenced from Brown Co., Ohio to the Ohio State Penitentiary, 
and is now living in Pennsylvania. Grounds: Adultery. (Chancery Record 2, 


page 369.) 


James M. Trimble vs Ezra Barrow and Elizabeth, his wife. (Filed Feb. 22, 
1856.) Ejectment. Land involved is 107 acres in Dodson Township. (Civil 
Record 1, page 337.) 


Michael Arnold vs Elizabeth Laforet, et al. (Filed July 13, 1855.) Par- 
tition. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Highland County, and has an 
interest in 50 acres on the East Fork of the Little Miami in Clinton Co, Ohio. 
John Hoover and Mary Magdalene, his wife, Joseph Strife and Elizabeth, his wife, 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, and John J., Catharine, Mary Ann, Stanislaus and Catharine 
Arnold, "the younger", of Highland County, are tenants in common with plaintiff. 
Elizabeth Laforet of Highland County, wife of John B. Laforet, as widow of John 
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‘rnold, dec’ ., 1s entitled to dower. (No record; see original papers. ) 


[liza J. Smith vs Joseph Smith. (Filed Dec. 26, 1855.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges hat she married defendant Mar. 7, 1850, and their child is Evan 
Willard Smith, 20 months of age. Grounds: Extreme cruelty and adultery. (No 
record; see original papers.) 


John Walton, et al, vs Josiah Fo ter, et al (Filed Feb. 6, 1856.) Par- 
tition. Plaintiff, John Walton, who b ings this s it for himself and as father 
and guardian for Zimri and Elizabeth Walton, minors. all of whom reside in 
Clinton Co., Ohio, alleges that in 18.9 Thomas Wright of Highland County died 
intestate seized of 29 acres on the wateis of Clear Creek in Threshleys Survey 
No. 2508. Decedent died eaving his widow, Latit1a, who died in 1845, and his 
children, Benjamin, John, and Joseph Wri ht, Nancy, the wife of William French, 
Martha, the wife of George Smth, Judith, dec'd., the wife of John Walton, the 
plaintiff, Rhoda, the wife of Joseph Green, Ruth, the wife of Moses Smith, 
Elizabeth, the wife of Absolom McDaniel, Mary, the wife of Josiah Foster, and 
Lucy, the wife of Robert McDaniel On Jan. 20, 1845 Joseph Wright and his wife, 
not named, sold their intere-t t> his brother, John, and sister, Lucy Wright, 
before her marriage to Robert McDaniel, and on Jan. 25, 1845 Lucy sold her in- 
terest to John. (Chancery Record 2, page 577.) 


William E. Ervin and Eliza, his wife, vs The widow and heirs of John Ervin, 
dec'd. (Filed Feb. 8, 1856.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that John Ervin, 
who died on or about Sept. 10, 1848 in estate, died seized of 199 acres on the 
waters of the Rocky Fork of Paint Creek which he had purchased on Dec. 10, 1829 
from Claiborn Lea and wife. Deceden left his widow, Mary J. C., who resides 
in Preble Co., Ohio, and the following children: William E. the plaintiff, Mary 
E., the wife of Samuel Lyle, James P. S., John Patton, Newton S., and Joseph M. 
Ervin, the last four being mnors, of Highland County, and Harvey Y. and Emma 
J. Ervin, both minors, of Preble Co., O io. In the court's Entry of Distribu- 
tion, the widow's name 1s written Mary Jane Caroline Ervin. (Chancery Record 
2, page 70.) 


Jonas Roush vs Henry Roush, et al. (Filed Jan. 30, 1856.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 500 acres of land in Survey No. 
3851, excepting 200 acres conveyed by John Roush and wife to Henry Roush Apr. 
20, 1808, 65 acres conveyed by John Roush and wife to Reuben Chaplin Nov. 30, 
1843, and an interest in another tract, making a total of 265 acres subject to 
partition. John Roush, Sr., dec!. died seized of the land, and by his will 
he devised it to his widow, Elizabeth, for life, then equally to his children 
or the heirs of a deceased child. Henry, a son of decedent, has purchased his 
mother's life estate, she now residing in Indiana. Plaintiff has also pur- 
chased the interests of George John, Philip, Allen, and Michael Roush, sons of 
decedent. "That one Adam Shafer & Catherine Shefer late Catharine Roush, daugh- 
ter of said testator res dents of said County of Highland...Morgan Gibler of 
Portsmouth, Ohio, Lewis Gibler of Illinois, John Gibler, Leah King, late Leah 
Gibler, Rebecca Stout, late Rebecca Gibler, Milly Roberts, late Milly Gibler 
all of Highland County Ohio ch.ldren, and Cyrenia Woods, Daniel Woods & Lewis 
Woods of Highland County minors\& grandchildren of Daniel Gibler and Molly Gb- 
ler, decd late Molly Roush daughter of said testator...that John Stroup, Sylva- 
nus Stroup Philip Stro.p Sydney Stroup, Michael Stroup, Carey Stroup, George 
Stroup & Elizabeth Stroup, children of George Stroup & Betsey Stroup, decd. 
late Betsey Roush, daughter of said testator; and also William and Elliott 
Stroup grandchildren of said Betsy Stroup, all of whom children & grandchildren 
reside in Clermont County Ohio. .that George Gardner, Levi Landress, John Land- 
ress, Andrew Shafer & Polly Shafer his wife, late Polly Landress & John Steven- 
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son & Louisa his wife late Louisa Landress of Highland County Ohio, and Lewis 
Landress of Indiana & John Willett & Nancy Willett his wife, late Nancy Land- 
ress of Pike County Illinois, children of John Landress and Sally Landress decd 
his wife late Sally Roush daughter of John Roush Sr. decd, are tenants in com- 
mon" with plaintiff. (Chancery Record 2, page 5.) 


Thomas Beeson vs Amos Beeson, et al. (Filed Nov. 1, 1855.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 180 acres in Hays Survey No. 2315 
on the waters of Fall Creek by descent from Benjamin Beeson, dec'd. There were 
eleven heirs, and he has purchased interests of the following heirs: John, Lew- 
is, Benjamin F., and Ruel Beeson, Matilda Brown, late Beeson, Sarah, late Bee- 
son, wife of Pleasant Carson, and Amos Beeson, all of Henry Co., Iowa. The 
heirs holding the remaining interests are: Mary, late Beeson, wife of Allen 
Sumner of Hamilton Co., Indiana; the heirs of Rachel, late Beeson, dec'd., who 
died in lowa, and who was the wife of William M. Patton, who are Celestea, Jos- 
eph S., Benjamin B., Thomas L., and Charlotta N. Patton, minors, of Mahaska Co., 
Iowa; and the heirs of Cyrus Beeson, dec'd., who resided in Louisville, Ky., 
their names unknown, all minors. Sarah, the widow of Benjamin Beeson, dec'd., 
is entitled to dower. On Jan. 5, 1856 the court found that Charlotta N. Patton 
had deceased. (Chancery Record 2, page 506.) (Compilors' note: On Mar. 18, 
1856 William N. Patten brought a suit as Guardian of Charlotte N., Joseph S., 
Benjamin B., Thomas L., and Celestea Patten, minor children of Rachel Patten, 
dec'd., of Mahaska Co., Iowa, against the heirs of Benjamin Beeson, dec'd., to 
partition 262 acres in Highland County of which Benjamin Beeson died seized. 
There are additional facts as well as discrepancies between this petition and 
the suit above. The researcher will notice that the court found Charlotta N. 
Patton deceased on Jan. 5, 1856, and she appears as party to a suit on Mar. 18, 
1856. The name Patton is spelled Patten. In the latter suit it is stated that 
Pleasant G. and Sarah Carson, Amos Beeson, and Benjamin Beeson are residents of 
Henry Co., Indiana. In the case filed Nov. 1, 1856 there were several Amended 
Petitions filed, from which the facts above were taken. Thus the allegation in 
the suit of Mar. 18, 1856 that Rachel Patton died Jan. 9, 1856 could be true 
since the last Amended Petition was filed June 5, 1856. In the Mar. 18, 1856 
suit, Mary and Allen Sumner are called Mary and Allen Summers. This case also 
states that Benjamin Beeson died in 185); that the wife of John Beeson is Mary , 
the wife of Ruel Beeson is Martha, the wife of Lewis Beeson is Jane, the wife 
of Amos Beeson in Lydia, the wife of Thomas Beeson is Nancy, the wife of Benja- 
min Beeson is Ann, and the husband of Matilda Brown is Albert. No records; see 
original papers.) 


Ann C. Lee vs Sarah Lee, et al. (Filed Jan. 16, 1856.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that she is one of the children of Edward C. Lee, dec'd., who 
died seized of 282 acres on the waters of the Rocky Fork of Paint Creek, a part 
of Elliott's Survey No. 281. Mary E., the wife of John Warson, Benjamin F. 
Lee, whose wife is Nancy, all of full age, and John B., Francis C.; William H:, 
Thomas G., James H. P., Chauncey E., and Charles H. F. Lee, minors, are child- 
ren and heirs of decedent, and all residents of Highland County. Benjamin F. 
Lee has two interests, one by descent from decedent, and another by purchase 
from Joseph A. Lee, who acquired his interest by descent from decedent. Thorn- 
ley, Jackson, Charles, Sarah Ann, Gleason, and Eliza Michael, who all reside in 
Virginia except Jackson and Michael, who reside in Indiana, are children and 
heirs of Catharine Michael, dec'd. Sarah Lee is the widow of Edward C. Lee, 
dec'd. (Chancery Record 2, page 76.) 


Oliver Burgess vs Ellis D., Alice and John Borum. (Filed Mar. 25, 1856.) 
Suit on note. (Civil Record 1, page 305.) 
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Charles Walker vs Mary Keziah Walker. (Filed Aug. 17, 1855.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married defendant Jan. 10, 1850 in Highland County. 
Their child is Nancy Jane Walker, about 6 years of age, being born in Oct., 
1850, who is living with Mrs. Gilmore, the mother of defendant. Defendant's 
ae, Se unknown. Grounds: Adultery with Randolph Goings. (Civil Record aie 
page 308. 


John Dill, Admr. of estate of Samuel Wright, dec'd., vs Asa Higgins and 
Jane V., his wife. (Filed June 27, 1855.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mort- 
gage. Plaintiff alleges that the defendants left Ohio two or three years ago 
and are now residents of California, and that he holds a mortgage on Lot 17 in 
Samantha. (Civil Record 1, page 51.) 


William McNicol vs Joseph Philips and Mary, his wife. (Filed Jan. 2h, 
1856.) Suit for money and to void deed for fraud. Plaintiff alleges that the 
defendants sold him 123 acres, a part of Ballards Survey No. 2351 and Threshly 
Survey No. 2506, the deed to be executed to him on Dec. 25, 1855. The deed 
was executed Jan. 1, 1856, and plaintiff, together with his wife, Penelope, ex- 
ecuted a mortgage for the balance of the purchase price. Defendants did not 
own all this land, but Zimri and Sarah E, Walton, minor children and heirs of 
Judith Walton, dec'd., late wife of John Walton, and formerly Judith Wright, 
owned an interest in said land by descent from their mother. (Chancery Record 
2, page 12.) 


Margaret IE. Rhea vs Alexander M. Rhea. (Filed Jan. 3, 1856.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she has always been a resident of this county. Her 
maiden name was Margaret E. Higgins. On June 20, 18/8 she married the defend- 
ant in Highland County, and "two children...the first of whom died about three 
years since, and the second now living and aged nearly two years..." are the 
issue of this marriage. Her father died in Sept., 185), "more than one year 
ago...and...your petitioner, further represents, that on the 28th day of Feb- 
ruary A.D. 1852, her said husband...deserted her...she being at the time con- 
fined with her second child, who was born only six days before, (on the 22nd 
day of February 1852,)..." Grounds: Extreme cruelty and desertion. (No rec- 
ord; see original papers. ) 


John T. Johnson vs Benjamin H. Johnson, et al. (Filed Feb. 5, 1856.) 
Will contest. Plaintiff alleges that he resides in Tippecanoe Co., Indiana, 
and he is contesting the will of Benjamin H. Johnson who died July 29, 185) in 
Hillsboro. The defendants are Benjamin H. Johnson of Iowa; James Johnson of 
Indiana; Benjamin H., Thomas, and David Johnson, Jr., William Jones and Polly, 
his wife, John Crampton, widower of Ann Crampton, dec'd., and their children, 
Eliza J., Mary E., Henry, and Sarah E. Crampton; Alfred, David, Jr., Robert, 
Henry, and Mary Emily Johnson, John Winston Price, Eliza, Eveline, and Edward 
Johnson, The Hillsborough Chapter of Free & Accepted Masons, all of Highland 
County; Job J. Miskillry and Sarah, his wife, of Lafayette, Indiana; A.C. Stew- 
art and Sarah, his wife, of Danville, Missouri; William H. Reed and Catharine, 
his wife, of Piketon, Pike Co., Ohio; John Pope and Eliza, his wife, of Iowa; 
Benjamin H. Johnson of Highland County, eldest son of Alfred Johnson aforesaid, 
and Mary Beckner, minor daughter and only child and heir of Rebecca Beckner, 
dec'd., formerly Johnson, who was the daughter of William A. Johnson, dec'd., 
of Indiana. (Chancery Record 2, page 33.) (Compilors' note: For the will of 
Benjamin H. Johnson, see McBrides' book, "Wills, Administrations, Guardianships, 
and Adoptions of Highland County, Ohio (1805 - 1880)", page 55, which sets 
forth the heirs of decedent more fully genealogically than this petition.) 


Zachariah H. Easter, et al, vs Elizabeth Easter, et al. (Filed Mar. 27, 
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1856.) Partition. Plaintiffs, Zachariah H., Jasper A., and Isaac W. Easter, 
all of Highland County, by John Easter, Senr., their guardian, allege that they 
are the children of Peter Easter, who died seized of 297 acres in 5 tracts on 
the waters of the Rocky Fork of Paint Creek, parts of Fitzhugh's Survey 2289 
and Moyland's Survey 2502. Their brother, William dec'd., of Highland County, 
died after his father, intestate, and also had an interest in said land. The 
defendants, Mary Lucas, Ruth Ann, the wife of William Morris, Martha J. Easter, 
Nancy, the wife of Ambrose Blount, all of Highland County and of full age, John 
Easter, Jr. and Mary, his wife, of full age, and Henry H. Easter, a minor, 
whose places of residence are unknown, are children of Peter Easter, dec'd., 
and heirs of William, their brother, dec'd. Elizabeth is the widow of Peter 
Easter, dec'd. (Chancery Record 2, page 51.) 


Reuben Chaplin and Mary, his wife, vs Thomas Barr, et al. (Filed Apr. 8, 
1856.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Mary Chaplin is a child of Thomas 
Barr, dec'd., who died seized of 75 acres, being the same land set off to Sar- 
ah Barr, now dec'd., for the dower estate in the lands of her deceased husband, 
Thomas Barr. Thomas Barr of Iowa, of full age, Horatio, George, John W., and 
Albert Barr of Highland County, minors, Elijah Faris being their guardian, are 
children and heirs of Thomas Barr, dec'd. They and Henry Shafer of Brown Co., 
Il1l., who holds an interest by conveyance from Henry Roush and Susannah, his 
wife, late Barr, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. (Chancery Record 2, 
page 502.) 


Peter Frederick Jonte vs Elizabeth Jonte. (Filed Jan. 11, 1856.) Div- 
orce. Plaintiff alleges that he married defendant Dec. 12, 185) in Highland 
County. He refers to seven children of his by a former marriage, three of ten- 
der years, and of a daughter about 11 years old. Defendant is now keeping 
house for her brother, James Bowman. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. The 
court restored the defendant to her former name of Elizabeth Bowman. (Chancery 
Record 2, page 66.) 


George Doggett and Elizabeth, his wife, vs David Turner, et al. (Filed 
Apr. 10, 1856.) Partition. The defendants in the petition are named as: David 
Turner and Lucinda, his wife; Andrew Matthews and Matilda, his wife: Nathan and 
Martha West, minor children of James West, dec'd.; Joseph West; DeWitt Clinton 
West, a minor child of Benjamin West, dec'd.; Daniel West: Eli and West Murphy , 
Zachariah Turner and Judy Ann, his wife, all the above residents of Highland 
County; Allen Turner and Sarah, his wife, Napoleon Bonaparte and Josephine West, 
minor children of Isaac N. West, dec'd., all residents of Adams Co., Ohio: 
John Ballinger. West, Thompson Stolcup and Eliza, his wife, and Isaac West, all 
residents of Iowa; James West, residence unknown; Motier Lafayette Hott, minor 
child of Mary Ann Hott, dec'd., of Lawrence Co., Ohio; Ephraim Shaver and Mary 
Ellen, his wife, Jesse Wright and Malinda, his wife, Jacob Summers and Naomi , 
his wife, all their residences being wknown: and John Corder and Mahala, his 
wife, of Indiana. Plaintiffs allege that Pleasant West, dec'd., formerly of 
Highland County, but at his death a resident of Iowa, died seized of 18 acres 
on the waters of Brush Creek, a part of Kerr's Survey No. 1269, in Highland 
County. Said decedent died intestate, leaving no heirs of his body, but the 
following heirs: Elizabeth Doggett, one of the plaintiffs, she being one of six 
children of Isaac West, dec'd., who was a brother of decedent; George Doggett, 
the other plaintiff, having purchased the interest of Joseph West, a brother of 
decedent; John Ballinger West of Iowa: James and Daniel West; Eliza Stolcup; 
Motier Lafayette Hott, a minor child of Mary Ann Hott, dec'd.; Joseph, John, 
and DeWitt Clinton, a minor, children of Benjamin West, dec'd., who was a bro- 
ther of decedent; Lucinda and Sara Turner, Matilda Matthews, Nathan and Martha 
West, both minors; Napoleon Bonaparte and Josephine West, minor children of

Isaac N. West, dec'd.; Eli and West Murphy, Judy Ann Turner, Mary Ellen Shafer, 
Malinda Wright whose residence is unknown, Mahala Corder, and Naomi Summers 
whose residence is unknown, the children of Polly Murphy, dec'd., who was a 
sister of decedent. Eli Murphy has purchased the interests of John and Hugh 
West, two of the brothers of Pleasant West, dec'd. (Chancery Record 2, page 
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Wileman Thomas, et al, vs William Shafer, et al. (Filed Feb. 22, 1856.) 
Suit to quiet title. Plaintiffs, Wileman Thomas of Virginia, Ann Taylor, Henry 
Smith, Martin Burke, and Emily Jane Townly allege that they own the fee simple 
title and are entitled to immediate possession of 126 acres in Dodson Township. 
The defendants, William Shafer, Charles, Henry, and Catharine Spilker, wrong- 
fully withhold possession of said land. Defendants claim adverse possession 
for over 21 years. (Civil Record 1, page 331.) 


Samuel Barrow, et al, vs James Barrow, et al. (Filed Aug. 20, 1855.) 
Suit for possession of land. Plaintiffs allege that Thomas Barrow, dec'd., 
their grandfather, when alive, on June 26, 185 conveyed 57 acres to his son, 
plaintiffs' father, Isaac 0. Barrow, dec'd. Rebecca Barrow, widow of Thomas, 
dec'd., plaintiffs' grandmother, is entitled to dower. Plaintiffs, Samuel, 
James, and Rebecca Barrow, minors, are entitled to the land. Their mother, 
Catharine Barrow, the widow of Isaac 0., dec'd., is now the wife of John H. 
Garrett, and is entitled to dower. The defendant, James Barrow, a son of Thom- 
as, dec'd., with his mother holds possession of the land and refuses to deliver 
possession. (Chancery Record 2, page )8).) 


Mary Murphin vs Eli Murphin. (Filed Apr. 5, 1856.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that she has been a resident of the county for the past 10 years. On 
Aug. 1, 1853 she married the defendant who was and is now a resident of the 
county. One child, a daughter named Alice who was born June 15, 185, is the 
issue of said marriage. After said marriage plaintiff cared for three of de- 
fendant's children by a former marriage, of whom one was a boy about 18 years 
old, and two were girls then aged 18 years respectively. Grounds: Extreme 
eruelty and gross neglect of duty. In the affidavit of J. M. Hart, he states 
that the plaintiff "now resides in the family of John Scott her stepfather". 
(No record; see original papers. ) 


William M. McCarty, et al, vs Philip S. Rhoades, et al. (Filed Feb. 15, 
1853.) Ejectment. Plaintiffs, William M. McCarty, Andrew Jackson, Lucy Cath- 
erine and Martha B. Barry, allege that on July 1, 1852 Philip S. Rhoades and 
John Murdock demised to them for a term of years the undivided twelfth part of 
26 acres in Dow's Survey No. 2253 in Paint Township. The defendants ejected 
them from the land. The papers show that Emily is the wife of William M. Mc- 
Carty. The court found on Oct. 16, 1856 that since the commencement of this 
suit, the defendant and tenant, Philip W. Spargur, has deceased leaving as "his 
representatives and heirs at law, and devisees Rachel Spargur, his widow, Caleb 
W. Spargur, David Lister, Hannah Lister, W. H. H. Lister, Rachel Lister, child- 
ren of said Matilda Lister, Thomas Montgomery and Hannah...his wife, J. C. W. 
Spargur, Dempsey Sinclair and Mary...his wife, Milton W. Spargur, John Carter 
and Christiana...his wife, R. W. Spargur, P. W. Spargur and H. G. W. Spargur, 
and that the defendant and tenant James Collins has departed this life, leav- 
ing as...his heirs at law John, James and Thomas Collins, David M. Stephens 
and Margaret...his wife, William J. Collins, Mary Palmer and George Collins; 
and that the defendant and tenant Thomas Davis has departed this life, leaving 
as his...heirs at law, Amos, Elizabeth, Cynthia, Deborah, Alice, Elihu, Job 
and Sarah E. Davis and Jane Hiatt". (Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 197, 
Oct. 16, 1856. Original papers missing.) In the deposition of William T. T. 
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Mason before Charles DeSelding, Commissioner, in Washington D.C., he states 
that he is the brother of Steven Thomson Mason and the uncle of Mrs. Howard. 
Mrs. Howard died intestate in 1813 or 181) in Kentucky. She was the daughter 
of Steven Thomson Mason of Virginia, who was born in that state in Jan., 1818, 
and died in Mexico in 1847. He was the son of Armistead T. Mason of Virginia, 
who died in Maryland in 1819, and his mother was Charlotte E. Mason. Mrs. How- 
ard left as her heirs, Armistead T., John T., and Stevens T. Mason, her broth- 
ers, and Mrs. Catharine A. Barry and Emily R. Mason, later Mrs. Emily R. McCar- 
ty, her sisters. Mrs. Howard, Governor Howard, Armistead T. Mason, Stevens T. 
Mason, and Charlotte E. Mason were never in Ohio. In the deposition of A. J. 
Barry of Hickman Co., Ky. before the Mayor of Newport, Ky., Aug. 31, 1858, he 
states that Martha B. Barry was the sister-in-law of A. M. Barry and the wife 
of his brother, John W. Barry, dec'd. His grandfather was S. T. Mason. (Com- 
pilors' note: The people mentioned above were in the chain of title to the land 
under dispute and were entered here purely for genealogical information for 
anyone interested in the Virginia families. See John Jones vs William M. Mc- 
Cartey, et al, reported in this book.) 


"It appearing to this Court that William Beeson, Mahala Beeson, Sarah E. 
Beeson, Benjamin H. Beeson, Elizabeth A. Beeson and Charles Beeson, minor heirs 
and legal representatives of Cyrus Beeson, decd are non-residents of the State 
of Ohio, and it appearing that said non resident orphan children have goods, 
chattels, monies and effects in the County of Highland Ohio..." the court ap- 
pointed Ruel Beeson trustee to take charge of said property, rae Thomas Beeson 
as surety. (Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 208, Oct. 20, 1856.) 


Lucinda Wilson and John G., her husband, vs James Mackerly (Mackerley), 
et al. (Filed Aug. 27, 1856.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they are 
residents of Fayette Co., Ohio, and that Lucinda Wilson has an interest by des- 
cent from her father, Michael Mackerly, dec'd., in 82 acres in George's Entry 
"conveyed by Richard Long, Admr. Estate of Ephraim Doolittle, dec'd. to Michael 
Mackerly late dec'd on June 25, 1829, and on which said Mackerly died...that 
James Mackerly Lucinda Brown and Charles Brown her husband Minerva Himiller and 
—._— Himiller her husband of the said County of Highland and heirs at law of 
Thomas Mackerly late of said county deceased also two other heirs of said Thom- 
as Mackerly Deceased age and residence unknown to your petitioner and Sally 
Norman and Charles Norman her husband of the State of New Jersey and Benj Mack- 
erly of said Highland County and Andrew N. Mackerly heir of Elisha Mackerly 
late of said Highland County deceased and Michael J. Mackerly Mary Ann Macker- 
ly Emma Mackerly John Mackerly Amanda Mackerly and Alcinda Mackerly heirs at 
law of Lewis Mackerly late of said Highland County deceased and Mary Douglass 
and James Douglass her husband and Emely Dickey and Alfred S. Dickey her hus- 
band Michael Mackerly and Henry Mackerly all of said County of Highland are 
tenants in common...that Martha Beccpen ot widow of Michael Mackerly lately de- 
ceased...is entitled to dower..." (Chancery Record 2, page 737.) 


William R. Miller, by his Guardian and next friend, William Miller, vs 
Daniel S. Miller, et A (Filed Sept. 5, 1856.) Siar Hise. Plaintiff alleges 
that he an interest in 100 acres "known by the Brushcreek tract...being a part 
of the tract patented to the heirs or in the name of the heirs of William Phil- 
lips, decd and sold by said heirs to Frances Swayne...(and)...by Swayne to Ben- 
jamin Brock who conveyed...to John Vanpelt who conveyed the same to Thomas Mil- 
ler ancestor of the Petitioner". Daniel S. Miller is tenant in common with 
plaintiff. Mary Miller, widow of Thomas Miller, dec'd., is entitled to dower. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 530.) 


David Whitely vs Lucinda Kinzer, et al. (Filed July 30, 1857.) Suit to 
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quiet title. Plaintiff alleges that the defendants, James, Adam, Elizabeth and 
Christina Kinzer, minor children of John Kinzer, dec'd., together with their 
mother, Lucinda, widow of decedent, have since Jan. 1, 1853 been in possession 
of 100 acres on the waters of the East Fork of Brush Creek in Leitch Survey No. 
1996. Said defendants unlawfully keep the possession of said land from plaint- 
iff. On July 13, 1859 Lucinda Boyd, widow of decedent, filed her Answer alleg- 
ing that she is now married to Thomas Boyd. Plaintiff did not bring this suit 
within 21 years as provided by the Statute of Limitations. (No record: see or- 
iginal papers.) 


Lewis Bowman vs John Fowler, et al. (Filed Feb. 2, 1857.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest by purchase from Mary Ann Fowler in 
8 acres on the Rocky Fork of Paint Creek, which was conveyed Jan. 3, 1850 by 
Henry Turner and his wife to Jane Fitzpatrick, now Jane Duckwall, for her nat-— 
ural life, and at her death to Mary Ann, John, and Morgan M. Fowler, heirs of 
William Fowler, dec'd. John and Morgan M. Fowler are minors. (Chancery Record 
2, page 557.) 


John M. Carothers vs David Jolly, et al. (Filed Jan. 8, 1857.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he is a resident of Kendall Co., Illinois, and 
has an interest by descent from his father, Samuel Carothers, dec'd., in Lot 
26 in Greenfield. Isabella Jolly and David, her husband, of Kendall Co., Illi- 
nois, James Y., Samuel Dickey, and William B. Carothers of Highland County, are 
co-parceners with plaintiff. Amanda, the widow of Samuel Carothers, dec'd., of 
Highland County, is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record 2, page 561.) 


Anna 5. French, Guardian of Lydia Jane French, vs Joseph Gilbert. (Filed 
July 21, 1856.) Petition for recovery of real estate. Plaintiff, as guardian, 
alleges that she was appointed guardian of her ward on Apr. 2), 1856 by the 
Common Pleas Court of Wayne Co., Indiana. She and her ward are both residents 
of that county and state. Her said ward is seized in fee simple of 92 acres 
in Hays Survey No. 5023 in Highland County. This land was devised by Isaac 
French, dec'd., in his will dated Jue 7, 1845 and probated in Highland County, 
to William French, dec'd., the father of said ward. The defendant keeps her 
ward from possession of the land. In defendant's Answer, he alleges that Lydia 
Jane has only 1/8 interest. The court found that plaintiff was seized in fee 
simple of the land and ordered her to pay to Theodocia Gilbert, wife of the de- 
fendant, Joseph Gilbert, the sum of $100 as being the rents and profits due her 
from said land since the death of the widow of Isaac French, dec'd. The court 
further found that in the will of Isaac French, dec'd., he bequeathed a legacy 
to Theodocia Gilbert, late French, and the $100 ordered to be paid to her will 
be considered payment in full of said legacy. (No record; see original papers.) 
(Compilors' note: The pleadings are incomplete as to the relationship of the 
parties.) 


Jane Isham vs John Isham. (Filed Dec. 12, 1856.) Divorce. Plaintiff al- 
leges that she married defendant some time in the year 189 or 1850 in Clinton 
Co., Ohio. Defendant was indicted for grand larceny and sentenced to the Ohio 
Penitentiary. Grounds: Extreme cruelty. (Chancery Record 2, page 5)6.) 


Morris Ellis vs Charles Patterson and Nancy A., his wife. (Filed Dec. 10, 
1856.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that defend- 
ants, residents of Greenfield, executed to him on Feb. 26, 1855 a note secured 
by a mortgage on Lot 143 in Greenfield. (No record; see original papers.) 
(Compilors' note: Elijah Ellis, as agent for the plaintiff, swore to the jurat 
of the petition.) 
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Randall B. Graves vs Asa R. Butler and Harriet R., his wife. (Filed Mar. 
26, 1857.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. (Chancery Record 2, page 
600. ) 


Alvin Washburn vs Andrew Ruse, et al. (Filed May 2, 1857.) Suit on note, 
foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that on Mar. 1, 1855 "...said And- 
rew Ruse defendant (and Ruth Ruse wife of said Andrew Ruse, who has since de- 
ceased)...executed...mortgage" on Lot No. 69 ain Lynchburg. (Civil Record 1, 
page 525.) 


Allen Hartman vs Isaac Hartman, et al. (Filed Mar. 31, 1857.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that Isaac Hartman, dec'd., died on or about July, 1845 
seized of 140 acres on the waters of Rocky Fork of Paint Creek in Reynolds Sur- 
vey No. 210), leaving Elvira, late Hartman, the wife of James Redkey of Indiana; 
Nelson Hartman, dec'd., late of Highland County; Nancy, formerly Hartman, the 
wife of Andrew Murdock of Logan Co., Ohio; Eliza, formerly Hartman, the wife of 
John Kerns, Allen Hartman the plaintiff, Jane, formerly Hartman, the wife of 
Adam Blazer, and Isaac Hartman, all of Highland County. Nelson Hartman, dec'd., 
died leaving an only child, James William Hartman, aged 8 years Sept., 1856, 
and his widow, Arbelia, who is now married to James Curry. (Chancery Record 2, 
page 600.) 


William S. Rayburn vs Elizabeth Starr, et al. (Filed Dec. 30, 1856.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 120 acres on the wat- 
ers of Clear Creek in Baytop Survey No. 2325. Alexander Starr, Archibald Ray- 
burn and Julia, his wife, formerly Starr, Ivan Manker and Polly, his wife, for- 
merly Starr, William Matthews and Jane, his wife, formerly Starr, the said 
Wives being sisters and the daughters of Alescender Starr, Senr., dec'd., are 
tenants in common with plaintiff. Elizabeth is the widow of Alescender, dec'd. 
All parties are residents of this county. (No record; see original papers. ) 


Daniel Wittermyer vs Mary Lindsey, et al. (Filed Apr. 11, 1857.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff aileges that Robert Lindsey, dec'd., died seized of 2 acres, 
a part of Survey No 3168, in Clay Township, in which land plaintiff has an 
interest. Decedent died leaving his widow, Mary, and his children and heirs, 
Ann, the wife of Everett Thompson, Sophronia, the wife of Hyllias Hudsonpiller, 
Mary, the widow of Abraham Vaughn, dec'd., all of Highland County, and Stuart 
Lindsey of Pike Co., Illanois. (Chancery Record 2, page 586.) (Compilors'! 
note: The petition dces not state how the plaintiff obtained his title. In the 
case reported in this book of Stewart and Mary Lindsey, Abraham Vaughn, Admrs. 
of estate of Robert Lindsey, dec'd., vs The widow and heirs of decedent, are 
found other heirs of decedent not mentioned in the case above.) 


Michael Coons and Elizabeth, his wife, vs Henry Hastings, et al. (Filed 
Feb. 2), 1857.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they are residents of Jay 
Co., Indiana, and have an interest in 10 poles of land and two lots in Berry- 
ville, Washington Township. "That Henry Hastings and Rachel Hastings his wife 
of Jay County in the State of Indiana, Nancy Trout of the County of Huntington 
in the State of Indiana, Asa Allison, Axcy ____. her husband of Rush County In- 
diana, Isaac Allison Jesse Allison and Thomas Allison children and heirs at 
law of John Allison decd of Clinton County, Ohio, and Carey A. Doggett, John A. 
Doggett, George W Doggett of Highland County Ohio, Mary E. Sergeant and James 
Sergent her husban of Grundy County, Illinois, and Eliza Hester Doggett, min- 
or child of James B. Doggett, deceased of Montgomery County Indiana, children 
and heirs of Polly Doggett deceased, are tenants in common...Isabell Barnes, 
wife of John Barns of Highland County Ohio, as widow of William Allison, lately 
deceased, is entitled to dower..." (Chancery Record 2, page 59h.) 
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Elizabeth Ummensetter vs Paul B. Ummensetter. (Filed Dec. 26, 1856.) Di- 
vorce. Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant about 17 years ago in 
Highland County, and that he owns property in Rainsboro bought with money that 
she inherited from her father, David Terry, dec'd. Their children are Mary E. 
aged 15 years, David H., 13 years, Thomas J., 12 years, Granville P., 9 years. 
She wishes to be restored to her maiden name of Terry. Grounds: Extreme cruel- 
ty. (Chancery Record 2, page 555.) (Compilors' note: On May 29, 1852 Eliza- 
beth sued Paul B. Ummensetter for divorce. This case was probably dismissed. 
In her petition she alleges that she bought the Rainsboro property with money 
that she inherited "from the estate of her Father David Terry, dec'd., late of 
said County, and from the estate of her Grand Father dec. late of the State of 
Virginia". On the outside page of this case is the following: "I will be good 
for costs to the amount of fifteen dollars in this cause. Thos J. Terry, May 
29, 1852". No record.) 


Henry Davis vs Adonijah Hopper and Mary Ann, his wife. (Filed Apr. 25, 
1857.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that the de- 
fendants executed a note secured by a mortgage on 88 acres in Nancarrow Entry 
No. 9535, on the waters of the East Fork of the Little Miami River. (Civil 
Record 1, page 73.) 


Delila Fitzpatrick vs James A. Fitzpatrick. (Filed Apr. 9, 1857.) Div- 
orce. Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant on Sept. 11, 185) at the 
residence of her father, Frederick Duckwall, in Highland County. Defendant was 
tried and convicted of horse stealing and sentenced to 5 years in the Ohio Pen- 
itentiary. She asks to be restored to her maiden name of Duckwall. (Law Rec- 
ord 1, page 67.) 


Rufus A. Dwyer and Sarah E., his wife, vs Daniel and George Dilts. (Filed 
May 7, 1857.) Accounting for rents and profits. Plaintiffs allege that Sarah 
E. Dwyer, late McNamer, is seized of an interest in 177$ acres in Wayne Twp., 
Pickaway Co., Ohio, which was owned by Philip McNamer, her father, and parti- 
tioned after his death by his heirs. Her father resided and died on said land. 
Her sister, Elizabeth McNamer, who owned the remaining interest in said land, 
conveyed her interest in the spring of 185) to the defendants. Sarah E. was 
at that time a minor and did not become 18 years of age until Mar. 50; 1856. 
She married Rufus A. Dwyer in June, 1854. In the Answer of the defendants, 
they allege that the land was subject to the dower right of Jane Whiting, for- 
merly McNamer, the widow of decedent. The sheriff of Pickaway Co., Ohio 
served George Dilts with summons. The sheriff of Highland County served Daniel 
Dilts with summons. (No record; see original papers.) 


James Washburn vs Mary Washburn, widow, et al. (Filed Sept. 1, 1857.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 137 acres in Berryman 
& Biddenger Survey 1438 and 3213, and Wallaces Survey 13217, 1318, and 13239. 
Elizabeth, formerly Washburn, the wife of Henry A. Jarnagan of Iowa; Mary Wash- 
burn of full age, Sarah Ellen, Sally Jane, Eliza Rebecca, and John Washburn, 
minors, all of Highland County, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Mary, 
the widow of John Washburn, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record 2, 
page 697.) (Compilors' note: This land embraces part of Fort Hill State Memor- 
ial in Brushcreek Township. On distribution the name of Sally Jane is written 
"Letty Jane". ) 


In the Matter of the Petition of James M. Patton, Exr. last will and test- 
ament of Joseph Waln, dec'd. The court found that Joseph Waln was Guardian of 
Joshua and John Keedick, minor heirs of Leonard Keedick, dec'd.; that they re- 
side outside of Ohio and have rights, credits and monies in the county. The 
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court appointed Henry S. Pavey trustee to manage said property. (Order Book 
No. 11, 1855-1860; page 311; Oct. 15, 1857. ) 


Abraham Welty vs Elizabeth Welty. (Filed Nov. 22, 1856.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he was married to Elizabeth Stafford, a widow, formerly 
Elizabeth Patchel, in 1832. Defendant left his home for six weeks in 1836 for 
the reason that the plaintiff refused to put out of his house his two children 
by a former marriage. One child was aged about ) years and the other 6 years. 
She returned, and on Sept. 8, 185) left him again, making her home in Indiana 
and Ohio. She refused to return because the plaintiff would not give a "larger 
portion" of his estate to their son. His children are now grown, married, and 
have their own homes. (Law Record 1, page 68.) 


George W. Swearingen and Mary Catherine, his wife, vs Robert M. Naudine, 
et al. (Filed July 17, 1857.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that Elias Nau- 
dine, dec'd., died intestate seized of 21h3 acres in the S.W. part of the coun- 
ty, @ acres of which was conveyed by George and Elizabeth Stroup to decedent 
on Nov. 21, 1836. Decedent's children and heirs are: Mary Catherine, the wife 
of George W. Swearingen the plaintiff, Robert M., George W., and Corbet E. Nau- 
dine, the last two minors, and all three living in Iowa, Thomas N. Naudine, a 
minor, residing in the State of Delaware, and Mary Jane, the wife of Joseph 
Bennett, of Highland County. WWW is the widow of Elias Naudine, dec'd. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 639.) 


Eunice Ellison vs Anderson Ellison. (Filed Dec. 16, 1857.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married the defendant in Madison Co., Indiana, in 
July, 1851. They lived in Indiana for four or five weeks, and than moved to 
Highland County where they resided on a ys acre tract near Hillsboro owned by 
her at the time of her marriage. On Dec. 25, 1853, the defendant left her and 
went back to Indiana. Grounds: Absence for more than three years. (No record; 
see original papers. ) 


William P. Peyton and Hannah, his wife, vs Augustus West, et al. (Filed 
Oct. 1, 1858.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that William P. Peyton is an heir 
of William A. Peyton, dec'd., a minor, who died seized of 61 acres, a part of 
Hughes Survey. Elizabeth is the widow of Philip Peyton, dec'd., who was the 
father of William A. Peyton, dec'd. Plaintiff acquired his title by descent 
from Philip, dec'd., and the following persons, his uncles and aunts, who have 
an interest in said land are: The plaintiff whose wife is Hannah, of Highland 
County; Hannah, the wife of Augustus West of Fayette Co., Ohio; Elizabeth, the 
wife of William Edwards, Eliza, the wife of Peter Rollins, James W. Peyton, 
whose wife is Eliza, all of Highland County; and David, Richard, and And- 
erson, infants, children of Mary Anderson, dec'd., formerly Peyton, their fath- 
er, David, being their Guardian, residing in Hamilton Co., Ohio. (Chancery 
Record 2, page 650.) 


David C. Johnson vs Margaret Cox, et al. (Filed Aug. 28, 1857.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 116 acres in Feeley's Sur- 
vey No. 232) on which Isaac (M. or N.) Cox, Sr. lived and died in Apr., 1857. 
Said interest is derived from a deed executed June 15, 1857 from Isaac (M. or 
N.) Cox, Jr. and Sarah, his wife, the said Isaac, Jr. being one of the heirs 
and devisees of Isaac, Sr., dec'd. John, David, Elizabeth, Virginia Arabel, 
and Nathaniel Cox, infant children of Nathaniel Cox, dec'd., all of Highland 
County, Lewis Ellis and Charlotte, his wife, late Cox, of Randolph Co., Indiana, 
and George Cox of Henry Co., Iowa, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Mar- 
garet, the widow of Isaac Cox, Sr., is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record a, 


page 687.) 
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Samuel R. Ousley vs John M. Whitacre and Rachel, his wife. (Filed Aug.26, 
1857.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Mortgage was given on Lot No. 1 
in Lynchburg. (Civil Record 1, page 538.) 


Sanford Suitor vs Samuel Suitor, et al. (Filed July 13, 1857.) Petition 
for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Jan. 31, 1851 William 
Suitor contracted to sell to him the undivided one-half interest in 105 acres 
on the waters of Brush Creek, part of Surveys 3365 and 708, said land being 
the tract conveyed Aug. 14, 1848 by Jacob Stultz and Nancy, his wife, to San- 
ford and William Suitor. About Dec. 3, 1852 William died, unmarried and intes- 
tate, leaving his brothers and sisters, his only heirs, who are: Sanford, the 
plaintiff, and Samuel Suitor, both of full age, John F. aged 19 years, Amaziah 
aged 17 years, Richard aged 16 years, and Isaac Suitor aged 12 years, all re- 
siding in Highland County. (Civil Record 1, page 512.) (Compilors' note: On 
Jan. 30, 1858 a suit was filed by Sanford Suitor (Suiter) and Catharine, his 
wife, vs The widow and heirs of George Suitor, dec'd., to partition 105 acres. 
They allege that the plaintiff, Sanford; John F., Amaziah, Richard, and Isaac, 
minors; and Samuel Suitor, of full age, are sons of decedent, and that another 
son, Josiah Suitor, died after Feb. 16, 1856. The wife of Samuel Suitor is 
Susan, and Mary Suitor, who is insane, is the widow of George, dec'd. Chancery 
Record 2, page 66.) 


Polly Wise vs Adam Wise. (Filed Feb. 2h, 1857.) Petition for alimony. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant "sometime in the year A.D. 1826" 
in Highland County. They have three "grown and married children". She has in- 
herited real estate from her father, Cyrus Blount, dec'd. Andrew Blount is 
mentioned as conveying land to the defendant without her knowledge. Grounds: 
Ill treatment and drunkenness. (Civil Record 1, page 50h.) 


Watkins Johnson and Jane, his wife, vs The widow and heirs of Thomas McCoy, 
dectd. (Filed Mar. 11, 1857.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that on or about 
Mar. 1}, 1856 Thomas McCoy died intestate seized of land in Hays Survey No. 
2316, being part of 367 acres sold to decedent by John McLellan and Peggy, 
his wife, on Sept. 1, 1818, and on which decedent lived and died. The children 
and grandchildren of decedent are: The plaintiff, Jane, wife of Watkins Johnson, 
and a daughter of decedent; Nancy, the wife of Samuel Watts and daughter of de- 
cedent; Harvey McCoy and Mary, his wife, David H. Ridgeway and Jane, his wife, 
and John M. Landess and Lucinda, his wife, the three wives being children of 
Lois Johnson, dec'd., the wife of James Johnson, and daughter of decedent; Mar- 
tha, the wife of Christopher Terrell, a daughter of decedent, living in Iowa; 
Thomas McCoy, a son of decedent, living in Iowa; John McCoy, a son of decedent; 
Andrew McCoy, a son of decedent, living in Indiana; Martha, Elizabeth, and Mary 
McCoy, "probably minors", of Hamilton Co., Ohio, and children of Alexander Mc- 
Coy, dec'd., and grandchildren of decedent; Clark McCoy, Rachel Jane, the wife 
of Doctor McKinney, both residing in lowa, Nancy Ann, the wife of Sanford Allen, 
both residing in Iowa, William McCoy, an infant, Sara Martha, the wife of Jona- 
than Barnett, Levi McCoy, an infant, Cyrus McCoy of Iowa, an infant, all child- 
ren of Isaac McCoy, dec'd., and grandchildren of decedent. Sarah is the widow 
of Thomas McCoy, dec'd., and resides in Indiana. All other defendants, except 
those mentioned, reside in Highland County. On Oct. 22, 1857 the court found 
that Sarah, the widow of decedent, had died. (Chancery Record 2, page 677.) 


Elizabeth Hall vs Henry Roads. (Filed Feb. 25, 1858.) Suit over land 
title. Plaintiff alleges that she is the widow of John Fitzpatrick, dec'd., 
late of Highland County. As his widow she is entitled, under a law passed by 
Congress in Sept., 1850, to receive from the U.S. Government a land warrant for 
80 acres. The U.S. Government did issue to her Warrant No. 5619) for 80 acres, 
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but the defendant applied it to his own use. The defendant alleges in his Ans- 
wer that the daughter, not named, of the plaintiff has as much right to assert 
a claim to the land as has her mother. (Civil Record 1, page 630.) 


Abiah Corliss vs John M. Dorman and Evaline, his wife. Suit on note, 
foreclosure of mortgage. (Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 368, Mar. 2h, 
1858. No record. Original papers missing. ) 


Alexander Elliott vs The unknown heirs of Alice Taylor, dec'd., et al. 
(Filed Jan. 20, 1858.) Petition to perfect title. Plaintiff alleges that in 
1818 he purchased of James McCoy of Fayette Co., Ohio, Virginia Military War- 
rant No. 3636 for 2000 acres issued in favor of Alice Taylor, heir of William 
Taylor, who was a Sergeant in the Virginia State Line in the Revolutionary War. 
McCoy informed the plaintiff that he had purchased said warrant from Andrew 
Baskin. Baskin purchased it from William Porter, who had purchased it from a 
Kirkpatrick. This warrant was assigned to plaintiff, but the assignments have 
been lost, and he cannot perfect his title. Alice Taylor has long since died, 
and her heirs are unknown. Plaintiff has held possession of this land since 
1818. (Civil Record 1, page 555.) 


Rachel Ann Jacobs vs Ichabod Jacobs. (Filed Jan. 5, 1858.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant on Mar. 1, 185) at the residence 
of her father, G. Jackson, in Brown Co., Ohio. One child was born to them, now 
aged three years. She asks to be restored to her maiden name of Jackson. De- 
fendant's residence is unknown. Grounds: Extreme cruelty. (Chancery Record 2, 


page 655.) 


Samuel Byrd vs Mahlen Wickersham and Mary, his wife. Suit on note, fore- 
closure of mortgage. (Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 383, Mar. 26, 1858. 
No record. Original papers missing.) 


Elizabeth Frost vs James Frost, et al. (Filed Jan. 2, 1858.) Suit for 
dower, possession of land. Plaintiff alleges that she is the widow of William 
Frost, dec'd., who died on or about May 9, 1857 seized of 75 acres on the wat- 
ers of Dodson Creek. Her deceased husband held a contract to buy from his 
father, James Frost, another 75 acre tract on the waters of Dodson Creek, which 
has been fully paid for but is in the possession of James and Andrew Frost, ex- 
ecutors of her husband's estate. Their only child, Clara Bell Frost, an infant 
2 years of age, is entitled to the two tracts of land. John, Isaac, Henry, and 
Mary Ann Frost, and Sarah Jane Goode and William, her husband, claim title to 
her husband's estate by a will that was procured from him by fraud. (Chancery 
Record 2, page 671.) 


Moody J. Pulliam vs Jackson Ruble, et al. (Filed Mar. 2), 1858.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he is seized of an interest in 85 acres in Survey 
No. 11030 in Clay Township. The defendants who have an interest in said land 
are: The children of John Ruble, dec'd.: Jackson Ruble of Missouri; Jacob B. 
and Joseph Ruble, and Sarah Ann, formerly Ruble, the wife of Joseph Gibler, all 
of Illinois; John W., George, Henry W., Wm. J., Josiah, and Rachel Ruble, and 
Mary M., late Ruble, the wife of Henry Temple. The children of Polly Coffman, 
dec'd., late Ruble: Jacob Coffman, Jr. and Polly, late Coffman, the wife of As- 
bury Wamsley, all of the Territory of Kansas; Samuel, John, Philip, and George 
Coffman. The widow and children of George Ruble, dec'd.: Nancy, his widow, and 
David, Henry, George, Margaret, and Lucinda Ruble. The widow and children of 
Joseph Mock, dec'd.: Mary, his widow, and Mary, John, Joseph H., Jacob, Milly, 
and Henry Mock. The court appointed A. G. Mathews Guardian ad Litem of William 
J., Henry W., Josiah, Rachel, David, and Lucinda Ruble, Samuel Coffman, and 
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Joseph H. Mock, minors. In the Service by Publication on the defendants there 
appears this statement after their names: "...all of the State of Ohio; child- 
ren and heirs of Balser Ruble, dec'd. late of Highland County, Ohio". (Chanc- 
ery Record 2, page 719.) (Compilors!' note: The papers in this suit do not 
state the relationship, if any, of the plaintiff to the defendants, or how he 
acquired his interest to bring this suit.) 


Randal B. Graves vs Asa R. Butler and Harriet R., his wife. (Filed Feb. 
9, 1857.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. The mortgage is on Lot No. 
3 in Lynchburg. (Civil Record 1, page 600.) 


Alfred S. Dicky vs John Parshall and Nancy A., his wife. (Filed May 8, 
1858.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. The mortgage is on 100 square 
poles in Greenfield. (Civil Record 1, page 626.) 


Bristoe Essex vs Dicey Essex. (Filed Apr. 6, 1858.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that he married defendant in 1833 or 183) in Highland County, and they 
have three children, not named. Defendant left him in 183 and is now a resi- 
dent of Cincinnati. (Chancery Record 2, page 703.) 


John Torrie vs C. Bishir and Rebecca Bishir. Suit on note, foreclosure 
of mortgage. (Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 23, June 10, 1858. No 
record. ) 


Catherine Fenimore vs Charles Fenimore. (Filed Apr. 21, 1858.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant on Nov. 8, 1849 in Chillicothe, 
Ohio. Her maiden name was Catharine Gadbury. Her husband was an itinerant 
physician and they traveled from one place to another. On Apr. 1, 1855, while 
at Harrisburg, Pa., her husband induced her to go home to her father in Ross 
Co., Ohio, and she has not heard from him since. They have two children, Nancy 
Ellen aged 7 years and Martha Isabella aged years. Grounds: Willful absence 
for more than three years. (Chancery Record 2, page 70h.) 


Lewis Tudor, Guardian of Wesley W. Tudor, an idiot, vs Daniel W. Hull and 
Rachel, his wife. (Filed May 1, 1858.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. 
Plaintiff alleges that Daniel W. Hull executed to his ward on Aug. 25, 1855 a 
note secured by a mortgage on 167 acres, a part of Bibb Survey No. 3578. (No 
record; see original papers. ) 


Joseph S. Daniel vs Lydia Am Tomlinson. (Filed Aug. 23, 1858.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 194 acres on Clear Creek, 
a part of Moyland's Survey No. 2505, of which William D. Daniel, dec'd., died 
seized. Lydia Ann, formerly Daniel, the wife of Paul Tomlinson, Robert H., 
Mary Elizabeth, Sarah Caroline, and Ruth Ann Daniel, the last four being minors, 
of Highland County, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Mary Ann, the widow 
of decedent, is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record 2, page 715.) 


Henry C. Baxter, by his Guardian, G. F. Stevens, vs Elizabeth Baxter, et 
al. (Filed Sept. 1, 1858.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that his ward has 
an interest in 333 acres. Elizabeth, Catharine H., Elma, and Elva Baxter of 
Highland County, John and Sidney R. Baxter of Kendall Co., I1l., and Virginia 
Baxter of Virginia, the last six being minors, all heirs of George Baxter, 
dec'd., are tenants in common with plaintiff. (Civil Record 2, page 75.) 


Susannah Green vs Gardner Nathan Green. (Filed Nov. 13, 1858.) Divorce. 


Plaintiff alleges that she married the defendant at Lebanon, Warren Co., Ohio 
on June 15, 1850. Martha, aged five years, was born to their marriage. The 
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residence of the defendant is unknown. Grounds: Extreme cruelty and habitual 
drunkenness. (No record; see original papers.) 


Michael A. Davis vs Joseph Davis, et al. (Filed Aug. 25, 1857.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 7 acres of which Branson 
Davis, dec'd., died seized. Joseph Davis; and Elijah G., Christopher, George 
W., Franklin, and Mary Davis, minors, all of Highland County, are tenants in 
common with plaintiff. (Chancery Record 2, page 635.) 


James and Thomas H. Baskin vs James Purdy, et al. (Filed June 30, 1857.) 
Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they have an interest in 00 acres in Jackson 
Township, a part of Survey No. 2488. "Mahalah and Sarah A. Baskin, Martha E. 
the wife of James Purdy of Highland County, Andrew J., William ©. and Aramanda 
(Amanda) Bell Baskin, infants under the age of 1) years and heirs of John Bas- 
kin, dec'd." and Anna Bell, the widow of John Baskin, dec'd., now married to 
Oliver Ross of Adams Co., Ohio, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. Nancy, 
the widow of Andrew Baskin, dec'd., is entitled to dower. (Chancery Record 2, 
page 661.) 


James Buntain and Malissa, his wife, vs Daniel Buntain, et al. (Filed 
Aug. 31, 1858.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that on or about June 22, 1858 
John Buntain died seized of 161 acres on the waters of Paint Creek, a part of 
Graham Survey 2335 and Stute Survey No. 277. In decedent's will, he devised 
his lands to his son, William Buntain, then living but now dec'd., subject to 
the life estate of Elizabeth, the widow of testator. On July 25, 1858 Eliza- 
beth died, and on Aug. 22, 1858 William died intestate and unmarried. Said 
land has now descended to the brothers and sisters and a niece of William, 
dec'd., who are: Daniel Buntain, whose wife is Lucinda, Elizabeth, the wife of 
Joseph A. Woolas, all of Highland County; Alexander Buntain, whose wife is Mary 
T., and John Buntain, whose wife is Lydia Ann, all of Whitley Co., Ind.; the 
plaintiff; and Elizabeth R. Hogsett, only child and heir of Mary Hogsett, 
dec'd., formerly Buntain, of Pike Co., I11. On Oct. 20, 1858 the court found 
that Elizabeth Woolas had died without issue, leaving her husband, Joseph A., 
who becomes entitled to her interest. (Chancery Record 2, page 731.) 


Elizabeth Hansborough vs Joseph S. Hansborough. (Filed Aug. 5, 1858.) 
Divorce. Plaintiff alleges that when she married the defendant on Dec. 1, 1856 
in Hillsboro she had two minor children by a former husband, Mary, 20 years, 
and Elizabeth, 8 years of age, in 1857. She asks that her name be changed to 
Elizabeth Poor. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. The court found the defendant 
a resident of Brazos Co., Texas. (Chancery Record 2, page 711.) 


William A. Jackson vs Sarah Jackson. (Filed Dec. 23, 1857.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Sarah Young on Feb. 1, 1847. Grounds: Adul- 
tery with Jacob Newby. (No record, case dismissed. See original papers.) 


Mary McClelland vs Andrew McClelland. (Filed Apr. 1, 1858.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married the defendant Sept. 29, 1846 in Uniontown, 
Fayette Co., Pa. Defendant left her in Jan., 1853 in Smithfield, Fayette Co., 
Pa., and now lives in that town where he keeps a hotel or boarding house. They 
had two children, Winifred Scott, about 5 years, and Charles Henry, about 2 
years of age. Plaintiff owns property in Smithfield that she inherited from 
her father, Robert Brownfield, dec'd. In the deposition of Lewis Clemmer of 
Smithfield, Pa., he states that the plaintiff was married to a Mr. Gaddis before 
she married defendant, and had five children by Gaddis and two by the defendant. 
In the deposition of G. W. Hertzog, he states that the plaintiff had a son 
named William. In the deposition of Dr. W. L. Clemmer, he states that the 
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plaintiff had a daughter named Polly. (No record; see original papers. ) 


John Marion Shafer, et al, vs John C. Roush, et al. (Filed Feb. , 1858.) 
Petition for order to convey land. Plaintiffs are John Marion Shafer, Martha 
Ann Shafer, Rachel Taylor, formerly Shafer, and Simon, her husband, all of Il11- 
inois. Defendants are Lucinda Roush, formerly Shafer, and John C., her hus- 
band, Lucy Ann Keelor, formerly Shafer, and James, her husband, Eli, Isaac, 
Joshua, Henry, Charles F., and Frederick Shafer, children and heirs of John 
Shafer, dec'd., late of Dodson Township, and West Keeler and Rachel, his wife, 
formerly Shafer, the widow of John Shafer, dec'd. Plaintiffs allege that John 
Shafer, in his lifetime, and Daniel Shafer, his brother, obtained a patent for 
100 acres on Dodson Creek. They agreed between themselves to divide the land, 
Daniel to receive 40 acres and John 60 acres. John died before a division 
could be made. John P. Daggy, who claimed an interest as grantee of Daniel, 
brought a suit in the Common Pleas Court of this county to divide the land ac- 
cording to the agreement, which the court ordered to be done. John Shafer, 
while alive, executed an agreement on Mar. 30, 1835 to plaintiffs, "then minors 
aged...one, three and four years", whereby he bound himself to execute a deed 
to plaintiffs for 1/3 of the 60 acres. John never executed a deed to them, and 
the defendants, the heirs of John, dec'd., refuse to convey said interest. Ra- 
chel is the widow of John, dec'd. Isaac Shafer in his Answer states that John 
Shafer died in 1846. (Civil Record 1, page 697.) (Compilors' note: The rela- 
tionship of the plaintiffs is not stated.) 


Peter Neff and Joseph A. Briggs, Partners trading under the name of Neff 
& Briggs, vs Thomas C. Wright and Sarah J., his wife, and Ashley J. Wright and 
M. E., his wife. (Filed Sept. 9, 1858.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mort- 
gage. This suit was originally brought against Wright & Brothers of Cincinnati 
of which the male defendants were partners. The mortgage was on land in Union 
Township. (Civil Record 2, page 92.) 


Delilah Davis vs Obediah Davis. (Filed Sept. 2, 1858.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that her maiden name was Delilah Lance, and that she married the 
defendant on Feb. 15, 1850 in Highland County. She thinks defendant is now 
living in Sidney, Shelby Co., Ohio. Grounds: Adultery with Susan Peters. 
(Chancery Record 2, page 725.) 


William G. Ludwig, Jesse S. Kneedler, and William K. Hamlin, Partners 
trading under the name of Ludwig Kneedler & Co., vs J. H. Tiffin and Eunice, 
his wife. (Filed Oct. 27, 1858.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. The 
mortgage was on 31 acres on the waters of Lee's Creek in Cherrys Survey No. 
1838 and Dunns Survey No. 2285. (Civil Record 1, page 730.) 


George Hidy and Aaron Allen vs John Parshall and John Grim. Suit for 
debt. On June 2, 1859 the court found that George Hidy had deceased since the 
commencement of this action. (Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 63, Oct. 
28, 1858. No record; see original papers.) 


Wm. Smart vs The heirs of Samuel Cummings, dec'd., and the heirs of Wm. 
McCutchen, dec'd. (Filed Aug. 3, 1858.) Suit for order to convey land. 
Plaintiff alleges that on Mar. 20, 182) Samuel Cummings, then of Lewis Co., Ky. 
but now dec'd., obtained a judgment in the amount of $135.0) against William 
McCutchen of Adams Co., Ohio, in the Common Pleas Court of that county. Cum- 
mings levied execution on 100 acres of defendant's land in Highland County, 
which was sold by the sheriff to him on Dec. 11, 182). Cummings never recorded 
the deed to this property. On Jan. 9, 1835 Cummings contracted to sell the 
land to the plaintiff, but he died before executing the deed, leaving Sarah 
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Stevenson and Isaac Cummings of Adams Co., Ohio, Clementine Canes, Robert, 
John, Nancy, and Margaret Cummings, Rebecca Jones and Sarah Belvin, who reside 
in Kentucky, his heirs. William McCutchen has died intestate, his heirs being 
unknown. Plaintiff alleges that he has been in possession of the property 
since 1833. (Chancery Record 2, page 744.) (Compilors' note: In the caption 
of the petition are the names of Eliza McCutchen, James, Mary, and Nancy Camp- 
bell. These names are not mentioned in the petition or in any other papers 
filed in this suit.) 


Julia Ann Lewis vs John Lewis. (Filed June 21, 1858.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that she married defendant on Jan. 6, 1850 in Muskingum Co., Ohio, 
and that their two children are Mary Ann, aged 8 years, and Ella Lewis, aged 5 
years. She asks that she be restored to her maiden name of Johnson. The de- 
fendant's residence is unknown. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. (Civil Record 
2, page 20.) 


Joseph Spinler vs Caroline Spinler. (Filed Dec. 16, 1858.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Caroline Swartz of Highland County in Sept., 
1855. He believes that she is now in Hamilton Co., Ohio. Grounds: Adultery. 
(Civil Record 2, page 72.) 


Sabrina McElroy, Admrx. of estate of George McElroy, dec'd., vs Asa R. 
Butler and J. R. Emrie. (Filed Dec. 3, 1858.) Suit on note, foreclosure of 
mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that defendants executed a note secured by a mort- 
gage to S. McElroy on Dec. 16, 1857. He endorsed the note to George McElroy, 
who died shortly thereafter. Butler and Emrie are residents of Pulaski Co., 
Ill. (Civil Record 2, page 255.) 


Eliza Jane, Lewis Amos, Julia Elma, John Wesley, Cassius M. Clay, Mary 
Elizabeth, and Cornelius Stephens, by John Stephens their Guardian, vs James 
and Amos Mendenhall. (Filed Dec. 22, 1859.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege 
that they have an interest in 60 acres in Paint Township, a part of Survey No. 
2568. They inherited this interest from their mother, Stephens, dec'd., 
late Mendenhall, who inherited her interest from Elizabeth Mendenhall, dec'd. 
James and Amos Mendenhall, by inheritance from Elizabeth Mendenhall, dec'd., 
are tenants in common with plaintiffs. John Stephens is entitled to an estate 
by curtesy as the husband of Stephens, dec'd., late Mendenhall, the moth- 
er of the plaintiffs. (Civil Record 2, page 17.) 


Joshua Woodrow, Sr. vs Joshua Woodrow, Jr., et al. (Filed Feb. 13, 1858.) 
Suit for debt, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that he deeded his 
homestead, being In Lot lh in Hillsboro, consisting of a large dwelling house 
Suitable for two families and "a store room therein and other out houses nec- 
essaries for comfort", to his son and daughter-in-law, Joshua, Jr. and Margaret 
T. Woodrow. This conveyance was made in conjunction with an agreement and a 
mortgage, executed on said lot, on July 2, 1855, in which Joshua, Jr. and Mar- 
garet T. agreed to support him during his lifetime. Plaintiff's daughter, Ra- 
chel Kirby, and her family resided in the other half of the dwelling. After 
this agreement was made, Joshua, Jr. leased the house for a tavern to John N. 
Townly, and moved to a house about a mile from the center of town. Plaintiff 
now lives as a boarder in another person's home. Joshua, Jr. and his wife bor- 
rowed money from Samuel C. Steel and Eliza, his wife, and executed a note to 
them secured by a mortgage on In Lot \. Joshua, Jr. is now insolvent. (Civil 
Record 1, page 670.) 


Andrew B. Fulton vs James Fenwick. (Filed Oct. 28, 1858.) Suit to redeem 
land. Plaintiff alleges that Jacob Ashenfelter died on or about Dec. 5; 1851 
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seized of 823 acres on the waters of the Little East Fork of Brush Creek in 
Jackson Township. Christena, the widow of dec'd., failed to pay the taxes on 
said land, and it was sold to James Fenwick. Under the will of decedent, he 
devised said land to his wife for life, and at her death to descend to Humph- 
rey Huffman, who was to furnish Rosanna Huffman with a comfortable living. He 
was also to pay a sum of money to Christena, the wife of James Turner. On 
Sept. 18, 1852 Humphrey Huffman and Catharine, his wife, conveyed the land to 
William Fulton. On Aug. 19, 1858 Fulton and his wife, Catharine, conveyed the 
land to plaintiff. Rosanna Huffman died during the life of Christena Ashenfel- 
ter, “who is still living". (Civil Record 1, page 7.) 


Lucinda Atwell vs Jesse H. Atwell. (Filed Jan. 5, 1859.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that her maiden name was Lucinda Vanpelt, and she married 
the defendant on Dec. 30, 1852 in Highland County. They had two children, Ma- 
reley aged 5 years and Nelson Florence Atwell aged 3 years. Grounds: Extreme 
cruelty and absence for more than three years. (Chancery Record 2, page 729.) 


Lucinda Bobb vs Valentine Bobb and Jacob T. Hiser. Alimony and custody 
of the children. The court ordered Jacob T. Hiser as Admr. of estate of Peter 
Hatcher, dec'd., out of money in his hands, to pay to plaintiff $153.70 as her 
temporary alimony. Plaintiff was awarded custody of the children, Jane and 
Samuel Bobb. (Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 503, Feb. 21, 1859. No 
record. Original papers missing.) 


Samuel Duckwall and Mary C. StClair, his wife, vs Alexander Sanderson. 
Slander. (Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 503, Feb. 21, 1859. No record.) 


Joseph A. White vs John 0. White, et al. (Filed Jan. 1), 1859.) Parti- 
tion. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in four tracts of land, as 
follows: The first tract is 143 acres in Philip's Survey; the second tract is 
35 acres; the third tract is 1 acre on Rocky Fork of Paint Creek, part of Bal- 
lard's Survey No. 2353; the fourth tract is In Lot No. 86 in Hillsboro. John 
O. White of this county and Wesley Mitchel White and Elzey Smith White, resid- 
ents of Iowa, are tenants in common with plaintiff. (Case dismissed. No rec- 
ord; see original papers.) 


Amelia Thurman vs Jaret E. and Maria E. Tudor. (Filed Jan. 22, 1859.) 
Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. The mortgage was on 65 acres on the 
waters of Rattlesnake Creek in Hardin, Redick & Co. Survey. (Civil Record 2, 


page 16.) 


John N. and Frederick Butters vs David Allen and Eliza, his wife. (Filed 
Jan. 14, 1859.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. The mortgage was on 
76 acres on the waters of Brush Creek in Entry No. 11055. (Civil Record 2, 
page 105.) 


Jacob Ladd, Exr. of estate of James Johnson, dec'd., vs Mary J. Johnson, 
et al. (Filed Jan. 7, 1859.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. Plaintiff 
alleges that decedent died seized of 5 acres near Leesburg in Fairfield Twp. 
He left Mary J., his widow, and Ulyses, his only heir, a minor. (Civil Record 


2, page 90.) 


John Brown vs Louisa Brown, et al. (Filed Mar. 1, 1859.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in land in Jackson Township adjacent 
to and in the town of Belfast, of which Lancelot Brown, dec'd., died seized. 
Nancy Agnes, late Brown, wife of James A. Berryman, of Montgomery Co., Indiana; 
Louisa, Melissa Jane, and George William Brown, and Margaret Alice Sayler, the 
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daughter of Margaret Sayler, dec'd., late Brown, minors, all of Highland Coun- 
ty, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Ann, the widow of decedent, is en- 
titled to dower. (Civil Record 2, page 18.) 


George Scammahorn vs Solomon Scammahorn, et al. (Filed Apr. 8, 1859.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 100 acres in Paint 
Township, part of Streshly Survey No. 2509, being the same land of which Isaac 
Scammahorn died seized. Ellen, formerly Scammahorn, the wife of John Upp, Su- 
san, formerly Scammahorn, the wife of Benjamin Ogle of Missouri, Margaret, for- 
merly Scammahorn, the wife of John Harshbarger of Illinois, Nancy, formerly 
Scammahorn, the wife of John Garmen of Ross Co., Ohio, Polly, formerly Scamma- 
horn, the wife of John McCoy of Highland County, Sarah, formerly Scammahorn, 
the wife of Andrew J. Turner of Clermont Co., Ohio, Solomon Scammahorn of High- 
land County, Nathaniel Scarmahorn whose residence is unknown, Jacob and Malinda 
Scammahorn, the minor children of Isaac Scammahorn, Jr., dec'd., of Greene Co., 
Ohio, and William, Daniel, Sarah Elizabeth, George and Nancy Jane Turner, the 
minor children of Elizabeth Turner, late Scammahorn, dec'd., of Clinton Co., 
Ohio, are tenants in common with plaintiff. Martha is the widow of Isaac, 
dec'd., and is entitled to dower. (Civil Record 2, page 290.) 


Thomas Barrow vs Ann Isabella Barrow. (Filed Feb. 7, 1859.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that he married Ann Isabella Steel on Dec. 15, 1838 in the 
town of Manchester, Frederick Co., Va. He believes that she now resides in 
Sacramento, Calif. Grounds: Adultery. (Civil Record 2, page 73.) 


Andrew Reece vs Jesse S. Hundley. Breach of covenant. On May 28, 1859 
the court found the defendant deceased. (Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 
545, May 28, 1859. No record. Original papers missing.) 


Isaac Fulk vs Rachel Fulk, et al. (Filed Mar. 19, 1859.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 100 acres on the waters of Baker's 
Fork of Brush Creek, a part of Massie Survey No. 5419. George Fulk, Eva, for- 
merly Fulk, the wife of Philip Nolan, and Jacob Fulk, all of Highland County; 
Nancy, formerly Fulk, the widow of John Wires, dec'd., John Fulk, and Daniel 
Fulk, all of Missouri; Rachel, formerly Fulk, the wife of John West, and Mary 
Ann, formerly Fulk, the wife of John Treber, all of Pike Co., Ohio; David Fulk 
of Montgomery Co., Illinois, all inheriting an interest in said land by descent 
from John Fulk, dec'd., are tenants in common with plaintiff. Rachel is the 
widow of John, dec'd. (Civil Record 2, page 21h.) 


Abraham Speegle vs John C. Work. Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. 
The court made Moses Payne and Elizabeth, his wife, party defendants. The 
court held that the mortgage executed by Work to Payne was not fraudulent. 
(Order Book No. 11, 1855 - 1860, page 553, May 31, 1859. No record. Original 
papers missing.) 


Benjamin Pointer vs John Bond and John Alexander Bond, a minor. (Filed 
Apr. 16, 1859.) Suit on judgment. Plaintiff alleges that John Bond deeded 
land to his son, John Alexander Bond, a minor, to defraud plaintiff of a judg- 
ment that he was awarded against John. (Civil Record 2, page 709.) 


John F. Waddel and Anslem Ballard, Exrs. of estate of Charles Robins, 
dec'd., vs Lavina Robins, et al. (Filed Apr. 20, 1859.) Petition to sell land 
to pay debts. Plaintiffs allege that Charles Robins, dec'd., died seized of 
692 acres in Ross Co., Ohio on which is a family burying ground "of the said 
Charles Robbins, deceased, being contained in an enclosure of about one half of 
an acre", also Lots 18, 19, and the north one-half of Lots 83 and 9h in Green-

field, Ohio. Decedent left Lavina, his widow, and the following heirs: James 

R. and Charles Robins, Sarah A., formerly Robins, the wife of Andrew McGinnis, 
Effa, formerly Robins, the wife of John U. H. Drake, and Emma Robins, a minor. 
(Civil Record 2, page 79.) (Compilors' note: One of the debts of this estate 

was a note and mortgage on said land executed by the decedent and his wife on 

May 10, 1857 to Joseph Hope of Chester Co., Pa. The name Robins is also writ- 
ten "Robbins" in the petition.) 


William Scott vs Frederick Orthman, et al. (Filed Oct. 23, 1857.) Suit 
on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that on May 16, 1856 Fred- 
erick Orthman and Sophia, his wife, executed a note secured by a mortgage on 
Lot 354 in Hillsboro. The papers in the case show that Frederick died during 
the pendency of this suit leaving Sophia, Bertha, and Charles Orthman, minors, 
his children and heirs. (Civil Record 1, page 535.) (Compilors' note: In an- 
other case, William Scott vs Sophia Orthman, widow, et al, filed June 3, 1859, 
in which the plaintiff sues on a note secured by a mortgage on Lot 58 in Hills- 
boro, the plaintiff alleges that Frederick Orthman died in Nov., 1858, intes- 
tate. Civil Record 2, page 63.) 


John R. Head vs James M. Head, et al. (Filed Sept. 1, 1859.) Partition. 
Plaintiff alleges that he has an interest in 10 acres on the waters of Brush 
Creek in McArthur Survey No. 089 and No. 188, being the land of which Edward 
Head, dec'd., died seized. Decedent died leaving his widow, Sophia, and the 
following children who are tenants in common with plaintiff: James M., an adult, 
and Carey A., Mary E., Louisa, Horatio N., Cornelius P., Amanda C., and Olive 
Caroline Head, minors, of Highland County, and Elizabeth Head, a minor, who re- 
sides in Pike Co., Ohio. (Civil Record 2, page 398.) 


Catharine Osborne vs George P. Osborne, et al. (Filed July 22, 1859.) 
Partition. Plaintiff alleges that she has an interest in 61 acres on the wat- 
ers of Rocky Fork of Paint Creek in Elliott's Survey, being the lands of which 
her husband, Enoch Osborne, dec'd., died seized. George P. of Adams Co., Ohio 
Nancy, Isaac T., and John N. Osborne, Minton Vance by right of purchase from 
Enoch Osborne, Jr., who was an heir of Enoch, dec'd., and Albert T. Osborne in 
right of his mother, Rachel Osborne, dec'd., all residents of Highland County 
except George P., are tenants in common with plaintiff. Isaac T., John N., and 
Albert T. Osborne are minors. (Civil Record 2, page 269.) 


William P. Cowne and Mary A., his wife, vs Sarah J. Doggett, et al. (Filed 
June 25, 1860.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that Mary A. Cowne, formerly 
Creed, has an interest in 187 acres in four tracts on the waters of the Rocky 
Fork of Paint Creek in Massie Survey. The first tract was conveyed July 2h, 
1827 by Matthew Creed, now dec'd., to Bennett Creed, now dec'd. The second 
tract was conveyed on Apr. 1, 1816 by James Coogell to Matthew Creed. Sarah J., 
formerly Creed, the wife of John A. Doggett, Aaron E. Creed, whose wife is Em- 
ily, John C. Creed, whose wife is Sarah Amanda, Nancy C. Creed, and Sanford R. 
Creed, a minor, all of Highland County, are tenants in common with plaintiffs. 
Susannah is the widow of Bennett Creed, dec'd. (Civil Record 2, page l39.) 


Allen T. and Homer S. Quinn vs James W. M. Quimn, et al. (Filed Sept. 15, 
1859.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they have an interest in 37 acres 
on the waters of Clear Creek, a part of Ballard's Survey No. 2351 and Thresh- 
ley's Survey No. 2508. James W. M. Quinn; John M. and Isaac C. Arthur, minor 
heirs of Sarah Arthur, dec'd., formerly Quinn; Rebecca W., formerly Quinn, the 
wife of Greenville Lackey, of Lawrence Co., Ky.; John H., Isaac N., and Thomas 
C. Quinn of California; and Cynthia A. Quinn, are tenants in common with plain- 
tiffs. Cynthia, the widow of Isaac Quinn, dec'd., has an interest in said land 
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in lieu of her dower as provided in decedent's will. (Civil Record 2, page 68) 


James Qualls vs Tamer Qualls. (Filed Apr. 30, 1859.) Divorce. Plaintiff 
alleges that he married Tamer Turner on Oct. 15, 188 at Greenfield, Highland 
County. No children. Grounds: Extreme cruelty. (Civil Record 2, page 273.) 


John Lafferty vs Jane Stephens. (Filed Apr. 7, 1859.) Petition for order 
to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that on Aug. 15, 1817 Jane Stephens was 
seized, in fee simple, subject to the life estate of John Heckathorne who died 
Oct. 8, 1858, of an interest in 135 acres in Salem Township. She sold her in- 
terest to plaintiff, who has been in possession of said land since the spring 
of 1839. Said tract was owned jointly by John, dec'd., and his wife, Sarah, 
dec'd., she having died before the date of the above conveyance from Jane to 
the plaintiff. It was always assumed that John had a life estate in said land, 
his seven children, the defendant being one of them, having the fee simple tit- 
le. The other children are not named. (Civil Record 2, page 22.) 

John Lafferty vs George Heckathorne, et al. (Filed Apr. 7, 1859.) Peti- 
tion for order to convey land. Plaintiff alleges that Andrew Heckathorne, on 
Mar. 30, 1846, was seized in fee simple, subject to the life estate of John 
Heckathorne, now dec'd., of an interest in 165 acres in Salem Township. On 
Mar. 30, 186 Andrew executed a contract to convey to plaintiff his interest in 
said land, the plaintiff having been in possession of the land since 1839. In 
1847 Andrew died, leaving as his heirs, his brothers and sisters, George Hecka- 
thorne of Jefferson Co., lowa; Henry Heckathorne of Hamilton Co., Ohio; Maria, 
formerly Heckathorne, the wife of Wm. Lafferty, of Fayette Co., Ohio; Jane Ste- 
vens, formerly Heckathorne, of Highland County, and Sarah and Louisa Hecka- 
thorne, minor children of James Heckathorne, dec'd., of (Civil Record 
2, page 05.) (Compilors' note: The number of acres in the two suits are dif- 
ferent. ) 


Amos Hockett and Elizabeth V., his wife, vs Jesse Nordyke and Levina, his 
wife, et al. (Filed Sept. 27, 1859.) Petition for order to convey land. 
Plaintiffs allege that on Dec. 16, 1853 Jesse Nordyke contracted with E. D. Bo- 
rum to convey to Borum 105 acres "lying on the east side of the road leading 
from Centerfield to Leesburg". On May , 185) E. D. Borum contracted with 
Charles C. Sweeney to convey to Sweeney 11 acres and 38 poles, which land was a 
part of the 105 acres that Nordyke had contracted to sell to Borum. On May 15, 
185) Sweeney contracted to convey to Elizabeth V. Hockett 25 acres, a part of 
the 11 acres and 38 poles, lying between "the two roads leading from Leesburg 
South to Fairfield Meeting House". No conveyances to any of the above lands 
have been executed and delivered to the above named purchasers. Charles C. 
Sweeney has died intestate, leaving his widow, Sarah, and his children, James, 
Arabella, Franklin, and Olive, all minors. Jesse and Levina Nordyke live in 
Towa and E. D. Borum lives in "the Territory of Nebraska". (Civil Record 2, 
page 62.) 


Benjamin F. Mead vs James M. Murray and Econemy, his wife. (Filed Nov. h, 
1859.) Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. Plaintiff alleges that the de- 
fendants, on July 22, 1858, executed a note secured by a mortgage on the west 
half of Lot 138 in Greenfield. The court found on Feb. 29, 1860 that the 
plaintiff had deceased, and made Jane M. Mead, Exrx. of decedent's estate, par- 
ty plaintiff. (No record; see original papers.) 


Joseph H. Mullenix vs Mary and Abraham Lindsey. (Filed Oct. 13, 1859.) 


Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. The note and mortgage were executed on 
Jan. 14, 185). (Civil Record 2, page 260.) 
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Corbley Sams and Cordelia Alice, his wife, vs Enos West. (Filed Aug. 8, 
1859.) Suit for money. Plaintiff alleges that Cordelia Alice Sams was Corde- 
lia Alice Williamson before her marriage. On June 15, 1852, being unmarried, 
at the request of defendant she went to live with defendant's family as a ser- 
vant. Defendant owes her $297.00 back pay. In the Answer of the defendant, 
he alleges that sometime in the month of June, 181, Cordelia Alice Sams, about 
one month old, was brought by a stranger to the house of William Vanzant in 
Highland County, requesting him to take care of said child for a few weeks un- 
til the stranger, "representing himself to be the father" of the infant, could 
take care of her. She remained in the Vanzant home until she was about ten 
months old. The stranger never returned, and on Apr. 9, 182 Vanzant bound her 
as an apprentice to himself to serve as a servant until Apr. 2), 1860, with the 
approval of James Carlisle and John Haigh, they being Trustees of Jackson Town- 
ship, where the parties resided. She stayed in the Vanzant home until she 
reached the age between 11 and 12 years, when Vanzant took her to the family of 
the defendant, with the understanding that she was to return to Vanzant's home 
whenever required by him. She remained with the defendant until about Apr. 10, 
1858, when she and Corby Sams married. This case was dismissed Feb. 22, 1860. 
(Civil Record 2, page 368.) 


Isaac Gall and Sarah, his wife, vs Thos. H. Baskin. (Filed Dec. 16, 1859.) 
Damages. Plaintiff alleges that on Mar. 27, 1836 he married Sarah Turner, who 
at that time had a child of a former marriage named Letha Ellen Turner, about 
5 years and 3 months old. On or about Jan. 11, 1859 Thomas H. Baskin carnally 
knew plaintiff's step-daughter, and on Sept. 26, 1859 she was delivered of a 
child. In his Answer the defendant denied the charge. This case was dismissed. 
(No record; see original papers.) 


John and Alfred Simkinson, late partners under the name and style of J. & 
A. Simkinson, vs Isaac Vanpelt and Mary Jane, his wife. (Filed Oct., 1859.) 
Suit on note, foreclosure of mortgage. The mortgage was on a fractional part 
of Lot 50 in Hillsboro. (Civil Record 2, page 26.) 


Elizabeth J. Williams vs Amos Addison Williams. (Filed July 18, 1859.) 
Divorce. Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant on Nov. 22, 1851, and 
their children are Joseph W., aged about 6 years, and Rebecca Jane, aged about 
h years. Defendant was a carpenter, and plaintiff believes that he is now in 
Iowa. The father of plaintiff is George Andry, dec'd. (Civil Record 2, page 
318%) 


Eliza Jane, Wm. T., and Robert P. Boatman, by William Boatman, their 
Guardian, vs James D. Patton, et al. (Filed Dec. 28, 1859.) Partition. 
Plaintiffs allege that they are minors and residents of Wabasha Co., Minnesota. 
They have an interest by inheritance from their mother, Polly Boatman, late 
Patton, now dec'd., who inherited from her father, James Patton, dec'd., in 
212 acres on the waters of Fall Creek in Survey No. 2320, of which said Patton 
died seized. Eliza Jane, James D., and Thomas Patton, all adults, of Highland 
County, and inheriting their interests from James Patton, dec'd., are tenants 
in common with plaintiffs. Elizabeth is the widow of James Patton, dec'd. 
(Civil Record 2, page 390.) 


Elizabeth Mills vs William A. Mills. (Filed Dec. 1h, 1859.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she was married to the defendant on Oct. 1, 1857 in Wa- 
pello Co., Iowa, and that she wishes to be restored to her maiden name of Hite. 
The residence of the defendant in unknown. Grounds: Gross neglect of duty. 
(Civil Record 2, page 33.) 
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Washington Dollarhide and Hannah, his wife, vs Absalom Sumner, et al. 
(Filed June 9, 1859.) Partition. Plaintiffs allege that they have an interest 
in 220 acres in Clark's Survey Nos. 2895 and 2896. Absalom Sumner and Olive, 
his wife, own the remaining interest in said land. (No record; see original 


papers.) 


Mary Turner vs Milton H. Turner. (Filed Dec. 13, 1859.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that she married the defendant on Nov. 2, 185) in Highland County. 
Their children are George H., born Jan. 17, 1856, and Martha Elizabeth, born 
Mar. 10, 1857. The defendant left her Dec. h, 1856, going to Cincinnati, and 
then out west. Since then her father has supported her and her children. 
Grounds: Absence for more than three years. (Civil Record 2, page 35.) 


James Creed, Admr. of estate of Thomas B. Cunningham, dec'd., vs Elizabeth 
Cunningham, et al. (Filed Jan. 21, 1860.) Petition to sell land to pay debts. 
Plaintiff alleges that decedent died seized of Lot No. 17 in Berryville, and 
163 acres in Defiance Co., Ohio, leaving his widow, Elizabeth, and his child- 
ren, Cordelia Alice, Mary Olive, and Thomas Cunningham, minors, all residents 
of Highland County. (Civil Record 2, page 598.) 


George Edenfield, by his next friend, Wm. Albert, vs Dianah Edenfield, et 
al. (Filed Apr. 2, 1860.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he has an inter- 
est in 104 acres in Rensckers Survey No. 2215. Nancy and Cynthia Ann Eden- 
field, minors, children of Thomas Edenfield, dec'd., are tenants in common with 
plaintiff. Dianah is the widow of decedent. Defendants are residents of Adams 
Co., Ohio. (Civil Record 2, page 606.) 


James Perry, Guardian of Lydia Jane French, vs David Ross, et al. (Filed 
Sept. 29, 1860.) Partition. Plaintiff alleges that he and his ward are resi- 
dents of Wayne Co., Indiana. Isaac French, dec'd., died on or about May 13, 
1857 seized of 64 acres in Hays Survey No. 5023. Lydia Jane is the only child 
and heir of William French, dec'd., who was a brother of Isaac, dec'd. Isaac 
devised the land to his widow, Rachel, during her widowhood. Rachel is now 
married to David Ross, whereupon plaintiff's interest in the land immediately 
accrued to her. Rachel and David Ross have purchased the interest of six of 
the heirs of Isaac, dec'd. (Civil Record 2, page 681.) (Compilors' note: See 
Anna S. French, Guardian of Lydia Jane French, vs Joseph Gilbert, reported in 
this book. ) 


Thomas W. Rilea vs Keziah Rilea. (Filed Apr. 5, 1860.) Divorce. Plaint- 
iff alleges that he married Keziah Bowen in June, 1849 in Hamilton Co., Ohio, 
and they have two children, aged 8 and 7 years, names not stated. Grounds: 
Absence for more than three years. (Civil Record 2, page 505.) 


Nancy Jane Galaspy vs Absalom Galaspy. (Filed Apr. 5, 1860.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant on Oct. 2), 1856 in New Boston, 
Highland County, and their child is Mary Catharine, three years old. She asks 
to be restored to her maiden name of Nancy Jane Groves. The defendant's resi- 
dence is unknown. Grounds: Extreme cruelty. (Civil Record 2, page 508.) 


Catharine Jodrey vs James C. Jodrey. (Filed Sept. 10, 1860.) Divorce. 
Plaintiff alleges that she married defendant on Aug. 27, 185) in Highland Coun- 
ty, and their two children are Louisa, born in May, 1855, and James, born Apr. 
8, 1857. The defendant is in Ripley, Brown Co., Ohio. Grounds: Gross neglect 
of duty. (Civil Record 2, page 512.)

The Order Books of the Clerk's Office have many interesting and important 
findings made by the court. Individuals often appeared in person, without fil- 
ing any paper, and swore to facts within their knowledge, which was ordered 
certified by the court and entered in these books. 

Here also are included a few letters, depositions, and other written gen- 
ealogical and historical material not found in the Order Books and Record Books 
but filed with the court in pending cases, or filed to make them a matter of 
public record.

This suit is recorded after 1860, and said depositions read, in part: "S. Hen- 
derson White, of Fredericksburg, Virginia, of lawful age, being first duly 
sworn deposeth & saith in Answer to Interrogatories, as follows: 1 Question: 
Were you acquainted with Mrs. Mattie Lindsay, the widow of Capt. William Lind- 
say, dec'd., if so, please state if you knew, when and where she died? Answer: 
I was acquainted with Mrs Mattie Lindsay; she died in the City of Norfolk, 
State of Virginia, in the year 1823. 2 Question: Were you or not acquainted 
with Francis H. Tayler & William E. Tayler, two of the Children of Mrs Ann Fox 
Tayler, if so, please state whether they are living, & if dead, whether or not 
they or either of them left children.
